S 2. UNEMPLOYMENT TAX REDUCTION (=H 2). TO IMPLEMENT A ZERO UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
TAX RATE FOR 1996 FOR ALL EMPLOYERS WITH A POSITIVE EXPERIENCE RATING, ALLOW 
EMPLOYERS WITH A NEGATIVE RATING TO QUALIFY FOR THE ZERO RATE BY PREPAYING TAXES, 
REDUCE THE RATE FOR NEW EMPLOYERS FROM ONE AND EIGHT-TENTHS PERCENT TO ONE AND 
TWO-TENTHS PERCENT, ALLOW NEW EMPLOYERS TO QUALIFY SOONER FOR REDUCED RATES, AND 
AUTHORIZE A LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION STUDY. 

The unemployment compensation tax is levied on employers in order to fund unemployment compensation 
benefits. Under current law, a new employer is taxed at the rate of 1.8% of payroll for the first three years. 
Thereafter, an employer's tax rate depends on its experience rating. Experience ratings are determined each year 
by comparing the amount of unemployment tax paid by an employer with the amount of benefits paid to its former 
employees. If an employer has paid more into the system than has been drawn out in benefits paid to its former 
employees, it has a credit balance. If benefit payments exceed taxes paid, the employer has a debit balance. Tne 

| higher an empioyer's credit balance, the lower its tax rate. 

| Employer paymients into the unemployment compensation system are held in two separate trust funds. The 

| Unemployment Insurance Trust Fund is maintained by the US Treasury. It is used to pay unemployment benefits 

| and currently has a credit balance of $1.5 billion. The Employment Security Comm'n Reserve Fund is maintained 

» by the NC State Treasurer. It is used to bolster the Unemployment Insurance Trust Fund and currently has a credit 
balance of more than $200 million. Due to a series of reductions in unemployment taxes beginning in 1993, the 
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unemployment tax rate schedules are now tied to the credit balances in these two trust funds. If the balance of the 
Unemployment Trust Fund falls below $800 million, tax rates will return to the pre-1993 level. If the balance of the 
Employment Security Comm'n Reserve Fund falls below $163.3 million, a 20% tax surcharge that was suspended 
in 1992 will automatically be restored. 

1996 tax rate. For the 1996 calendar year only, S 2 reduces to 0% the tax rate for employers with a credit 
balance. Rates will return to the current level for 1997. Approximately 115,000 employers will be eligible for this 
benefit. 

Beginning rate and waiting period for new employers. Effective for employment occurring after December 31, 
1995, reduces the beginning tax rate for new employers from 1.8% to 1.2% and reduces from three years to two 
years the waiting period for new employers to qualify for reduced tax rates based on their experience rating. These 
changes are permanent and affect approximately 24,000 unrated employers. 

Voluntary payments to eliminate debit balance. Effective for the 1996 calendar year only, allows employers 
with debit balances to voluntary make additional payments in order to achieve a credit balance and thereby qualify 
for reduced tax rates. Approximately 3,500 employers may qualify for this one-time benefit. 

Study. Authorizes the LRC to study issues related to employment security laws and to make an interim report 
to the 1996 session and a final report to the 1997 session. Encourages LRC to appoint at least one member of the 
minority political party in each house to participate in the study.

S 1128. CLEAN WATER MANAGEMENT FUND. TO ESTABLISH THE CLEAN WATER MANAGEMENT TRUST 
FUND AND A BOARD OF TRUSTEES TO ADMINISTER THE FUND, TO PROVIDE TAX CREDITS FOR 
CERTAIN EFFORTS TO CLEAN UP OR PREVENT SURFACE WATER POLLUTION, AND TO PROVIDE THAT 
A CERTAIN PERCENTAGE OF THE GENERAL FUND REVERSIONS SHALL BE APPROPRIATED TO FUND 
THE CLEAN WATER MANAGEMENT TRUST FUND. Creates new GS Ch. 113, Art. 13A to establish the Clean 
Water Management Trust Fund in the State Treasurer's Office. Trust fund is to receive 6.5% of the credit balance 
remaining in the General Fund at the end of each fiscal year, calculated before funds are reserved for the Savings 
Reserve Account and the Renovations Reserve Account. Income from investment of the trust fund is to be 
credited to the fund and money in the fund is to be carried forward at the end of each fiscal year to the next fiscal 
year. 

Money from the fund may be used (1) to acquire land for riparian buffers, (2) to acquire conservation 
easements and other interests in real property, (3) to coordinate with other programs involved with lands adjoining 
bodies of water, (4) to restore lands so as to reestablish bodies of water, (5) to repair failing waste treatment 
systems under specified circumstances, (6) to repair or eliminate failing septic tank systems, eliminate illegal 
drainage connections and expand waste treatment systems as needed to replace them, (7) to improve stormwater 
control and management, (8) to facilitate planning for the purpose of reducing surface water pollution, (9) to make 
capital improvements to greenways (up to 5% of fund per year to build pedestrian access and portages), and (10) 
to pay operating expenses of fund board and staff (up to 2% of fund per year). 

Creates Clean Water Management Trust Fund Board of Trustees consisting of 18 members, six appointed by 
the Governor, six by the General Assembly upon recommendation of the Speaker and six by the General 
Assembly upon recommendation by the President Pro Tempore. Members must be knowledgeable in (1) 
acquisition and management of natural areas, (2) water quality, (3) wildlife and fisheries, or (4) environmental 
management. The trustees have the power to make grants of trust fund money in accordance with criteria they 
develop, considering (1) improving and protecting water quality, (2) river basin management plans, (3) promotion 
of regional integrated ecological networks, (4) environmentally sensitive areas, (5) geographic distribution of funds, 
(6) preserving waters with significant recreational usage, (7) the development of a network of greenways bordering 
and connecting waterways. The trustees must employ an executive director, who, with approval of the trustees 
and the Governor, may appoint additional staff. 

State agencies, local governments or other political subdivisions of the state, and nonprofit corporations 
whose primary purpose is protection of the environment and natural resources are eligible for grants from the fund.

OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO IMPLEMENT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION'S ABC'S PLAN IN ORDER 
TO ESTABLISH AN ACCOUNTABILITY MODEL FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS TO IMPROVE STUDENT 
PERFORMANCE AND INCREASE LOCAL FLEXIBILITY AND CONTROL, TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES, 
AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION. 

Makes numerous changes to Chapter 115C to designed to improve student performance, increase local 
flexibility, and improve economy and efficiency. Replaces the optional Performance-based Accountability Program 
with the new, mandatory School-based Management and Accountability Program (Program). The Program, 
recommended by the State Board of Education (SBE) and commonly known as the ABCs. Plan, focuses on 
individual schools, with rewards for exemplary achievement and possible state assistance and intervention for 
schools that are not performing well. Grants local boards of education additional flexibility in the use of funds, 
scheduling, certain contracts, and repairs to property. 

School-based Management and Accountability Program. Recodifies GS 115C-238.1 through GS 115C- 
238.8, the Performance-based Accountability Program, as G.S. 115C-105.20 through -105.27, the School-based 
Management and Accountability Program. Requires Program to increase local control with the goal of improving 
student performance and requires Program to be based "upon an accountability, recognition, assistance, and 
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intervention process in order to hold each school and the school's personnel accountable for improved student 
performance in the school." 

SBE responsibilities. Amends G.S. 115C-12(9) to direct the SBE to develop guidelines, procedures, and 
rules to establish, implement and enforce the Program to improve student performance, increase local flexibility 
and control, and promote economy and efficiency. Requires SBE to issue an annual report card assessing each 
school unit's efforts to improve student performance based on the growth in performance of students in each 
school. Also requires SBE to develop a system of school building improvement reports designed to measure 
improvement in student performance from year to year. Requires local units to make public their reports by May 
15, 1997, for the 1995-96 school year, by Oct. 15, 1997, for the 1996-97 school year, and annually thereafter. 

Requires the SBE to adopt guidelines to (1) assist local boards and schools in developing and implementing 
school-based management, (2) recognize schools that meet or exceed their goals, (3) create assistance teams 
that the SBE may assign to low-performing schools, (4) enable assistance teams to make appropriate 
recommendations, (5) establish a process to resolve disputes between local boards and schools in the 
development and implementation of school improvement plans. 

Local control over budgets. Grants local school boards increased flexibility in spending state funds by 
authorizing boards to transfer and approve transfers of funds between funding allotment categories. Sets limits on 
transfers of state funds allocated for (1) teacher assistants; (2) classroom materials/instructional supplies, 
equipment and textbooks; and (3) noninstructional support personnel. Prohibits transfer of funds into the central 
office allotment category and prohibits transfer of funds allocated for exceptional children. Requires local boards 
to provide maximum flexibility to schools in their use of funds to enable schools to accomplish their goals. 

Waivers. Provides that local school boards may be granted waivers of certain state laws, regulations, and 
policies that inhibit their ability to reach their accountability goals. Permits local boards to submit requests for 
waivers as part of school improvement plans for individual schools with an explanation of how student 
performance will be improved by the waiver. Authorizes the SBE to grant waivers of statutes controlling class 
size, teacher certification, or the duty-free period for teachers. Authorizes the SBE to grant waivers of state rules 
and policies except those relating to state salaries and employee benefits, the instructional program, the system of 
employment for teachers and administrators, health and safety codes, compulsory attendance, the minimum 
lengths of school day and years, and the Uniform Education Reporting System. Also authorizes the SBE to grant 
waivers that affect the organization, duties (except those of the finance officer under GS 115C-436), and 
assignment of central office staff. Does not permit waivers of GS 115C-12(16)b regarding the placement of state- 
allotted office support personnel, teacher assistants, and custodial personnel. Requires the SBE to act promptly 
on requests for waivers and to review waivers. 

School improvement plans. Requires each school principal along with representatives of assistant principals, 
instructional personnel, instructional support personnel, and teachers assistants, and parents to constitute a 
school improvement team to develop a school improvement plan to improve student performance. Requires the 
principal to present the proposed plan to all principals, assistant principals, instructional personnel, instructional 
support personnel, and teacher assistants assigned to the school for their review and secret ballot vote. Provides 
that principal may submit the plan to the local board only if a majority of those voting on the plan approve it. 

Requires the local board to accept, without substantive changes, or reject the school improvement plan and 
to give reasons if it rejects the plan. Allows team to prepare another plan, submit it to a vote, and submit it to the 
board. If no plan is accepted for a school by March 15 of the year before it will be implemented, the school or 
school board may use the process recommended by SBE-developed guidelines to resolve the disagreement. If 
neither the local board nor the school requests that process, the local board may develop a school improvement 
plan. Provides that a plan remains in effect for no more than three years; however, the team may amend the plan 
as often as appropriate or necessary, using these same procedures. Encourages each school to include a 
comprehensive parent involvement program as part of plan and to review the need for a comprehensive conflict 
resolution program. 

Staff development funds. Requires local board to distribute 75% of the funds in the staff development funding 
allotment to the schools for use in accordance with their school improvement plans. 

Task Force on School-based Management. Replaces the current Task Force on Site-Based Management 
with the Task Force on School-based Management. Keeps the task force membership at 20, but requires the 
SBE, not the Superintendent of Public Instruction, to appoint four members. Assigns four responsibilities to Task 
Force: (1) advise the SBE on the development of guidelines to implement school-based management, (2) advise 
the SBE on how to assist schools to facilitate the implementation of school-based management, (3) advise the 
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SBE about publications to be produced by DPI on development and implementation of school-based management, 
(4) report annually to the SBE on the implementation of school-based management. 

Accountability. Requires the SBE to design and implement an accountability system that sets annual 
performance standards for each school to measure the growth in student performance. Requires the system to 
(1) focus on student performance in reading, mathematics, and communications skills in elementary and middle 
schools; (2) focus on student performance in courses required for graduation and on other measures in the high - 
schools, and (3) hold schools accountable for the educational growth of their students. Creates recognition and 
rewards for schools with high growth in student performance and assistance and possible intervention for low- 
performing schools. 

Performance recognition. Provides that in schools that achieve a level of growth set by the SBE specified 
personnel are eligible for financial awards. Directs the SBE set the amount of the rewards and to establish a 
procedure to allocate the funds either for awards to individuals or for purposes identified in a plan developed and 
approved by school personnel in same manner as the school improvement plan. Requires the local school board 
to approve the plan for the funds unless the plan involves unlawful expenditures. 

Low-performing schools. Repeals Art. 6A of GS Ch. 115C providing for state assistance and intervention in 
low -performing school units. Adopts new requirements for assistance and intervention. Defines low-performing 
schools as those in which (1) minimum growth standards are not met and (2) a majority of students are performing 
below grade level. Requires each low-performing school to notify parents of these findings and of steps the school 
is taking to improve student performance. Requires the SBE to design and implement a procedure to identify low- 
performing schools on an annual basis. 

Authorizes the SBE to assign an assistance team to any low-performing school or to any other school that 
requests a team. Requires SBE to give priority to low-performing schools in which educational performance is 
declining. Assigns five duties to a team: (1) to review and investigate school operations and assist in developing 
recommendations to improve performance; (2) to collaborate with the staff, central office, and local school board to 
design, implement, and monitor a plan to improve performance; (3) make recommendations as the school 
develops and implements the plan; (4) review the school's progress; and (5) report, as appropriate, to local board, 
community, and SBE on the school's progress. Also requires the SBE to annually review progress made in low- 
performing schools. 

Dismissal. Authorizes the SBE to dismiss personnel assigned to a low-performing school and to terminate 
the contract, entered into on or after July 1, 1996, of any school administrator in a low-performing school, when (1) 
the SBE determines that the school has failed to make satisfactory improvement after the SBE assigned the 
school an assistance team and (2) the team makes a recommendation to dismiss or terminate the teacher's or 
administrator's contract for one or more of the grounds for dismissal or demotion of a career teacher set out in GS 
115C-325(e)(1). Directs the SBE to adopt procedures to protect employees’ due process rights, including a 
hearing before a panel of three SBE members with an appeal on the record to the SBE and the right of judicial 
review under GS Ch. 150B. Neither party to an administrator contract is entitled to damages. 

Interim superintendent. Permits the SBE to appoint an interim superintendent in a local school unit if more 
than half the schools are identified as low-performing or upon the recommendation of an assistance team based 
on a finding that the superintendent did not cooperate with the team or otherwise hindered the school's ability to 
improve. Provides that SBE may assign any powers and duties of the superintendent and the finance officer to an 
interim superintendent as necessary or appropriate to improve student performance. Authorizes the SBE to 
terminate the contract of local superintendent entered into on or after July 1, 1996, when it appoints an interim 
superintendent. Provides that the Administrative Procedure Act applies to that decision and that neither party to 
the superintendent's contract is entitled to damages. Makes conforming amendment to GS 115C-274. 

Local board. Provides that if (1) the SBE has appointed an interim superintendent and (2) the SBE determines 
that the local board of education did not cooperate with the interim superintendent or otherwise hindered the ability 
to improve student performance, the SBE may suspend any of the local board's powers and duties as necessary 
Or appropriate to improve student performance. If SBE suspends the board's powers and duties and also 
determines that it is necessary to change the governance of the school unit to improve student performance, the 
SBE may recommend that the General Assembly consider a change. Makes conforming amendments to GS 
115C-39, the removal of school board members, and assigns the SBE the role formerly held by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. Authorizes SBE to suspend powers and duties of local board and to act on 
its behalf. 
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Teachers. Amends GS 115C-296 to authorize the SBE to revoke or refuse to renew a teacher's certificate 
when the teacher is in a low-performing school and the assistance team recommends that the teacher's certificate ( 
be revoked or nonrenewed for one or more reasons in the SBE rules. Amends GS 115C-325(e)(3) to provide that 
the findings and recommendation of an assistance team are substantial evidence of a teacher's inadequate 
performance. 

Local flexibility. Contains numerous changes designed to increase local school board flexibility: (1) 
Repeals GS 115C-84(d) which set a standard 60-minute class duration in grades seven through nine. (2) Amends 
GS 115C-302(a)(1) to allow more local flexibility in scheduling teacher work days. Provides that under specified 
circumstances work days may be scheduled after the 10th calendar month, but before the end of the fiscal year, 
and allows sanctions for teachers who do not make-up previously scheduled work days. (3) Amends GS 115C- 
47(23) and -47(28) to allow local boards more flexibility to contract for equipment and supplies under GS 115C- 
522(a) as amended and new GS 115C-528 and -529. GS 115C-528 provides that local school boards may 
purchase a good or service listed on a state term contract from a vendor not on the contract if specified conditions 
are met, including cost savings and cost does not exceed bid value benchmark in GS 143-53.1 (currently 
$10,000). GS 115C-529 authorizes local boards of education to purchase or finance the purchase of automobiles, 
school buses, mobile classroom units, photocopiers, and computers by lease purchase and installment purchase 
contracts. Sets out conditions for these contracts, including that contacts are considered a continuing contract for 
capital outlay. (5) Amends GS 115C-521(d) to permit local boards to enter into contracts for the repair or 
renovation of school buildings not owed in fee simple by the board, with the approval of the board of county 
commissioners. Makes conforming amendment to GS 153A-158.1(d). (6) Amends GS 115C-326 authorizing 
local boards to adopt rules that allow specified categories of teachers with career status to be evaluated less 
frequently than annually, as currently required. Permits local boards to develop and use alternative evaluation 
approaches for teachers as long as evaluations are properly validated. (7) Amends GS 115C-47 to authorize 
local boards to select, procure, and use textbooks not adopted by the SBE and makes conforming amendments to 
GS 115C-85 and GS 115C-98. Requires provides that textbook contracts must grant the local board the license to 
produce Braille, large print, and audio-cassette tape copies of the textbooks. (8) Repeals GS 115C-112, which 
governs the suspension of children with special needs, and amends GS 115C-391 to provide that policies and 
procedures for discipline of students with disabilities must be consistent with federal laws and regulations. ( 

Makes technical, conforming changes to GS 115C-105.3, -276, and -302, 

Administrative Procedure Act for Program. Allows the SBE to use a streamlined procedure for adopting rules 
directly related to (as determined by SBE) Program's implementation. Changes requirements of GS 150B- 
21.2(a)(1), -21.3(b0, and -21.4(b1) dealing with publishing text of proposed rules, effective date of rules, and fiscal 
notes. Requires SBE to give written notice to boards of county comm'rs and boards of education of these 
proposed rules. Provides that streamlined procedures do not apply to lease-purchases, purchases off State 
contract, and repairs of buildings not owned in fee simple by the school board. 

Appropriation. Appropriates from the General Fund to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units 
$24,532,550 for the 1996-97 fiscal year. Directs the SBE to allocate these funds to local school units for 
personnel who are eligible for performance recognition awards under Program. Provides that $21 million is to be 
distributed on a per capita basis of no less than $500 and no more than $1,000 for personnel other than teacher 
assistants. Provides that $3,532,550 is to be distributed on a per capita basis to teacher assistants in the amount 
of one-half the amount distributed to other eligible personnel. 

Effective dates. Appropriation is effective July 1, 1996. New GS 115C-528 is effective July 1, 1996, and 
applies to state term contracts for which bids or offers are solicited on or after that date. School-based 
accountability provisions apply to any school that has any grades of kindergarten through eighth grade beginning 
with the 1996-97 school year and to remaining schools beginning with the 1997-98 school year. Requires the SBE 


to establish appropriate deadlines for the development of school improvement plans after July 1, 1996.

Reform Unconstitutional Tax Provisions. On February 21, 1996 the United States Supreme Court ruled 
that North Carolina's intangibles tax was unconstitutional because it burdened interstate commerce by providing 
favorable tax treatment to investments in companies doing business in North Carolina. Several existing provisions 
of the North Carolina tax laws provide analogous tax benefits and may be unconstitutional. H 1093 repeals or 
modifies those provisions. 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1996, amends GS 105-130.7 to repeal the deductions 
(1) for dividends to the extent the issuing corporation's income is derived from business done in North Carolina, (2) 
for an out-of-state insurance company’s dividends to the extent it does business in North Carolina (and for 100% 
of NC insurance company dividends), and (3) for dividends paid by a NC savings institution’s dividends. Effective 
for tax years beginning January 1, 1997, amends GS 105-130.7 to extend to all corporations (now, just NC 
corporations) the deduction for dividends received by a subsidiary and to require related expenses to be 
subtracted from the dividends before deduction. 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1996, repeals GS 105-151.19 which provided an 
income tax credit for North Carolina dividends. Repeals GS 105-151.15 and 105-130.38 which provided individual 
and corporate income tax credits for distributing North Carolina wine. 

Effective January 1, 1997, amends GS Chap. 105, Art. 4, Div. V (“Tax Credits for Qualified Business 
Investments”) to restrict these credits to direct investments by individuals or small partnerships in qualified 
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businesses, to remove the requirement that qualified businesses be headquartered and operating in North a 
Carolina, and, effective January 1, 1996, caps the credits at $6 million per year. Q 

Automatic Income Tax Reductions. Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1997, repeals 
GS 105-134.6(c)(4a) to make the state personal exemption equal to the federal personal exemption. 

Voluntary Use Tax Collection. Adds new GS 105-164.6A to authorize the Secretary of Revenue to enter 
into agreements with sellers to collect the use taxes due on tangible personal property purchased out-of-state. 

Repeal State Privilege License Taxes. Repeals all state privilege license taxes under GS Chap. 105, Art. 
2, except for those imposed by GS 105-37.1 (amusements), 105-38 (circuses and similar shows), 105-83 
(installment paper dealers), 105-88 (loan agencies or brokers), 105-102.3 (banks), and 105-102.6 (newsprint 
publications). Amends GS 153A-152 and GS 160A-211 to preserve the status quo on privilege license taxes for 
counties and cities respectively. Retains the license and regulatory provisions governing peddlers, itinerant 
merchants and specialty markets, moving them to GS Chap. 66, Art. 31. 

Simplify and Reduce Inheritance Taxes; Repeal Gift Tax. Effective Jan. 1, 1999, repeals the gift tax. 
Adds new GS 105-6.1 to phase out the inheritance tax over five years beginning in 1997. The tax is reduced by 
20% each year. Effective Jan. 1, 2001, adds new GS Ch. 105, Art. 1A to create a state estate tax equal to the 
maximum credit for state death taxes allowed under section 2001 of the federal Internal Revenue Code. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1997, amends GS 105-188 and 105-2(a) to conform state taxation of inheritance and gift taxation placed in 
a qualified terminable interest trust to the federal tax treatment of the same. Effective January 1, 1996, adds new 
GS 105-23.1 to permit installment payment of state inheritance or estate tax as permitted by federal law. Effective 
January 1, 1996, amends GS 105-9(8) to provide that estate administration expenses deducted on a federal 
fiduciary income tax return cannot be deducted on state inheritance or estate tax returns.

of Education pursuant to SL 1995, Chap. 507, Sect. 17.1) for each dollar of bond proceeds. Proceeds which are 
not matched by Jan. 1, 2002, are reallocated proportionately by category to counties that have matched. These 
funds require an additional match at the same rate. 


Remaining $30 million in bond proceeds to be allocated for grants to counties with a small county school system 
that demonstrate greater than average construction needs, high tax rates, and limited bonding capacity.

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June 30, 1996, Art. 34A of GS 115C (Critical School Facility Need Fund) and transfers unexpended funds in that 
fund to Public School Facilities Trust Fund. Effective July 1, 1996.

EDUCATION IS TO ESTABLISH SCHOOL FACILITIES GUIDELINES, TO DIRECT THE STATE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION TO ESTABLISH A CENTRAL CLEARINGHOUSE FOR DESIGNS OF SCHOOL FACILITIES, TO 
DIRECT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO ESTABLISH THE SCHOOL FACILITIES TASK FORCE, AND 
TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION TO IMPLEMENT THIS ACT. Repeals GS 143-489.3(c) which applied statewide 
school minimum facility standards to all construction, reconstruction, enlargement, and improvement of school 
buildings. Amends GS 115C-521(c) to provide that boards of education may not invest money in any new building 
until it has developed a plan that considers the facilities guidelines of the State Board of Education, has submitted 
the plan to the board for review and comment, and has reviewed its plan in light of those comments. Requires 
State Board of Education to establish in the Dep't of Public Instruction a clearinghouse for boards of education 
which choose to use a prototype design in school facility construction. 

Creates School Facilities Task Force under the State Board of Education to review existing guidelines and 
standards for school construction, develop a procedure for design review called for in this bill, and develop a 
proposal for the prototype design clearinghouse, all for submission to the board by Dec. 1, 1997.

1996-97, to be allocated equally between the task force and the clearinghouse.

APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE THE NECESSARY SUPPORT AND RESTRUCTURING. Adds new GS 
Chap. 108A, Art. 2, part 1A creating “Operation Pride - 1996.” Provides principles for and outline of welfare reform 
plan, incorporating Feb. 5, 1996 federal waivers obtained by the Dep't of Human Resources (“Work First’) 
including, with some modifications, the following: (1) Requires all able-bodied recipients from age 18 to 60 to 
participate in work or training at least 30 hours per week, except for caretakers of infants under the age of 12 
weeks. (2) Requires noncustodial parents who do not meet child support obligations to work or provide community 
service for at least 30 hours per week. (3) Provides child care and transportation for those who need it to 
participate in training or work. (4) Sets two-year time limit for benefits, with possibility of one-year extension, and 
five-year lifetime cap. (5) Eliminates additional benefits for child born within 10 months of beginning of receipt of 
benefits. (6) Eliminates benefits for unwed minor parents who do not live with a parent or guardian and remain in 
school. (7) Requires school attendance by all minors. (8) Requires beneficiaries to sign personal responsibility 
statement. (9) Eliminates disincentives to encouraging parents to remain together. (10) Increases resource limit to 
$3,000 and vehicle allowance to $5,000. (11) Establishes benefit diversion program. 

Adds new GS 108A-26.8 to require applicants for or recipients of benefits to participate in a drug treatment 
program and submit to drug testing if they are certified by specified professionals as being addicted to alcohol or 
drugs. Adds new GS 108A-26.9 to terminate benefits of those convicted of a felony or found in violation of parole 
or probation. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to report by Nov. 1, 1996 on changes in laws or rules 
necessary to ensure payment of child support. Requires Dep't to apply for waivers necessary to implement this 
act. 

Amends definition of “undisciplined juvenile” in GS 7A-517(28) to permit persons of up to age 18 (now, 16) to 
be found undisciplined if they.are regularly disobedient, found in places where it is unlawful for a juvenile to be, or 
have run away from home. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1996 requires school superintendents to notify the Div’n of Motor Vehicles of all students 
between the ages of 15 and 18 who have failed to attend school. Such students are ineligible for the issuance of 
drivers’ licenses or, if they hold licenses, the Div’n must suspend them. Students are eligible for licenses if they 
have obtained a high school diploma or its equivalent, are enrolled in school, or are enrolled full time or have 
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successfully completed a community college vocational course. Suspended licenses may be restored on the 
same terms, except that the student must have been enrolled in school for 30 days. ¢ 

Requires the Secretary of State to prepare a publication for businesses that provides comprehensive 
information on employer-assisted child care options. Requires report thereon to Joint Legislative Commission on 
Governmental Operations by May 1, 1996. 

Effective July 1, 2003, repeals Chap. 108A, Art. 2, parts 1A (Operation Pride - 1996), 2 (Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children), 5 (Food Stamp Program), and 6 (Medical Assistance Program). Replaces these with new 
Part 1B, Operation Pride - 2003. Effective July 1, 1996, requires General Assembly to begin to develop specifics 
of Operation Pride - 2003, including provisions to provide all working state residents with an income equal to or 
below 110% of the federal poverty level with (1) discretionary assistance to prevent them from losing self- 
sufficiency, (2) job counseling, retraining, and placement, (3) child care subsidies, (4) medical assistance 
comparable to Medicaid, (5) public transportation if feasible, and (6) other services. In addition, medical 
assistance will be available to children from birth to age one and pregnant women with family incomes between 
110% and 185% of the federal poverty level and children from age one to age six with family incomes between 
110% and 133% of the federal poverty level. 

Appropriates $20 million from the General Fund to the Dep't of Human Resources for fiscal 1996-97 to 
implement Operation Pride - 1996.

S 1198. TAX AT RACK FINE TUNING. TO CLARIFY THE REQUIREMENTS CONCERNING IMPORTS AND 
EXPORTS OF MOTOR FUEL UNDER THE "TAX AT THE RACK" LAWS AND TO MAKE OTHER 
ADJUSTMENTS TO THOSE LAWS. This bill digest is based on a summary provided by the Legislative Research 
Commission’s Committee on Revenue Laws. 

Importer and exporter changes. (1) Clarifies licensing requirements for importing and exporting motor fuel. 
An exporter license is optional, but any licensed exporter gets deferred payment and the ability to pay at the rate 
of the destination state. A separate importer license is not required if the person is licensed as a distributor and 
buys only from an elective or a permissive supplier. (2) Clarifies that a licensed importer that buys fuel from an out- 
of-state elective or permissive supplier gets deferred payment and the discount. (3) Allows exports to be sold 
without collecting the destination state tax if the use in the destination state is exempt. (4) Clarifies that destination 
State taxes collected by NC suppliers are payable either to the destination state or the Sec’y of Revenue by the 
due date set under the destination state law. (5) Authorizes an out-of-state bulk end user to export fuel in specified 
circumstances. 

Blender and ethanol changes. (1) Clarifies that the tax on fuel grade ethanol parallels the tax on other 
gasoline and is payable by the highest person in the distribution chain. In most cases, that person is a fuel alcoho! 
provider, a supplier by definition. (2) Requires a blender to post a bond if the blender’s average expected annual 
tax liability is at least $2,000. 

Alternative fuel changes. (1) Clarifies the definition of alternative fuel provider by including use by the 
provider and eliminating those who provide alternative fuel for a non-highway use, such as home heating. (2) 
Makes a clarifying change to the alternative fuel refunds for vehicles that use power take offs. (3) Requires Sec’y 
of Revenue to provide lists of licensed alternative fuel providers, licensed bulk-end users, and licensed retailers. 

Inspection tax changes. (1) Makes the timing of payment of the inspection tax parallel that for motor fuel. (2) 
Eliminates need for kerosene distributor license in most circumstances. 

Penalty changes. (1) Imposes liability on a person who accepts delivery of fuel when the shipping document 
for the fuel shows a different destination state for the fuel. The person is jointly and severally liable for any tax due 
on the fuel. (2) Adds as Class 1 misdemeanors and, by operation of GS 105-449.76, as grounds for revoking a 
license, the willful failure by a supplier to pay destination state tax, the failure by a supplier to allow the “float,” and 
the failure by a supplier to allow the “discount.” (3) Adds a civil penalty for refusal to allow a sample of motor fuel to 
be taken. (4) Adds a penalty payable by a terminal operator when the operator has unaccounted for losses of 
motor fuel at the terminal; the penalty equals the amount of tax due on the unaccounted for fuel. (5) Changes the 
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penalty for failure to comply with the destination state shipping document requirement from a variable rate based 

on the amount of fuel shipped to a flat rate that is equivalent to the amount now due on a full load. (6) Adds a $50 
penalty for failure to file a motor fuel informational return. (7) Clarifies when officers of motor fuel corporations can 
be held liable for unpaid motor fuel taxes. 

Other motor fuel changes. (1) Authorizes Sec’y of Revenue to deny a motor fuel license to a person whose 
motor fuel license issued by another state was revoked. (2) Adds a definition of in-state-only supplier and tax for 
clarification. Suppliers are one of three types: elective, permissive, and in-state only. The tax definition makes its 
clear that the term includes all charges imposed on a per gallon basis. This has significance for destination state 
taxes in states that impose environmental fees on motor fuels that are disguised excise taxes. (3) Clarifies that 
refunds of the total motor fuel tax are net of any discount already allowed. (4) Imposes a tax on unauthorized 
behind-the-rack transfers in the same circumstances in which a federal tax is imposed. 

Reporting changes. (1) Requires the Sec’y of Revenue to give appropriate lists of license holders to other 
license holders to enable them to report transactions using the correct name and account number. (2) Conforms 
the information required on a supplier's return to that requested on the forms. (3) Requires all returns to state 
names and account numbers. (4) Clarifies that everyone who can be audited must keep appropriate records. (5) 
Requires distributors to file quarterly reconciling returns of exempt sales even if the amount reported to a supplier 
and the amount actually sold are the same, so that the Dep’t of Revenue will know who purchased exempt fuel. 

Act’s effective date. Act is effective July 1, 1996 except sections 21 (amendment to GS 105-449.88, 
exemptions from excise tax) and 32 (amendment to GS 105-449.97(a), deductions and discounts allowed supplier 
when filing return) are effective July 1, 1997.

Provides for the second class of grievances that if the agency and employee do not 
resolve the grievance within 30 days the employee must submit the grievance to a qualified neutral party; sets out 
procedures for the selection of a qualified neutral party; requires the Comm'n to adopt rules for proceedings before 
the neutral party; prohibits attorneys from representing either the agency or employee at such proceedings; and 
allows the agency or employee, if dissatisfied with the neutral party’s recommendation, to file a contested case 
with OAH. Requires applicants for state employment to follow the one-step grievance procedure described in the 
bill before filing a contested case with OAH; eliminates as a ground for a grievance that the agency refused to 
remove from the applicant's file inaccurate or misleading information. 

Also specifies grounds for grievances by employees of certain local government units (county or area social 
services; public health, mental health, developmental disabilities, or substance abuse departments or authorities; 
and local emergency management agencies that receive federal grant-in-aid funds). Allows such employees to file 
grievances by initiating a contested case with OAH, but only on the issues and within the timelines specified in the 
bill.

Requires Governor to notify the President of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, and the 
principal clerks of each house of the name of the nominee subject to confirmation no later than (1) Feb. 1 of the 
year in which the appointment is to be made for the Comm’r of Banks, (2) May 1 of the year in which the 
appointment is to be made for all other offices with fixed terms, and (3) fifteen days following the appointment of 
the heads of the principal executive departments and all other offices for which there is no fixed term. If the 
Governor fails to make a timely nomination, the General Assembly makes the nomination upon joint 
recommendation of the Speaker and President Pro Tempore. 

Confirmations are made by joint resolution. The General Assembly must act upon the nomination by the 45" 
day of the session or within 45 days of notification, else the nomination is deemed confirmed. Nominations made 
within the last 15 legislative days of a session are not deemed confirmed but nominees may serve until the 45" 
day of the next session. A negative vote on second or third reading in either chamber defeats a nomination, and 
the Governor must submit a new nomination within 10 days. 

Persons appointed to offices with no fixed term, to a vacant office, or to be acting Governor under GS 147- 
12(3) may serve without confirmation until the General Assembly acts to defeat the nomination. Such an 
appointee is deemed confirmed if the General Assembly does not act within 45 days of the next legislative 
session. 

Makes the secretaries of Cultural Resources; Human Resources; Revenue; Crime Control and Public Safety: 
Correction; Environment, Health, and Natural Resources; Transportation; Administration; and Commerce subject 
to confirmation. Also made subject to confirmation are ABC Comm'n members and designation of chair, Industrial 
Comm'n members and designation of chair, Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n members and 
designation of chair, Board of Transportation Members, Executive Secretary-Director of the State Board of 
Elections, Environmental Management Comm'n members, Health Services Comm'n members, Coastal Resources 
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Comm'n members, Building Code Council Members, the Comm'r of Motor Vehicles, and the Employment Security 
Comm'n chairman. 

Subjects to this confirmation procedure the Comm’ of Banks, the State Controller, members of the Utilities 
Comm'n, the Executive Director of the Utilities Comm’n, and State Personnel Comm'n members. (These offices 
were already subject to confirmation). Exempts from this procedure the members of the State Board of Education, 
whose confirmation must take place in a joint session of the General Assembly. Eliminates Senate confirmation of 
the Board of Agriculture, the Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, and 
the Governor's appointee to the Atlantic States Marine Fisheries Comm'n. 

Allows President Pro Tempore (now, President) of the Senate to request SBI background checks on persons 
to be appointed by or confirmed by the General Assembly. Makes numerous conforming changes. 

Changes in boards and commissions. Makes the following changes in existing boards and commissions: 
(1) Eliminates terms for members of the Board of Transportation. (2) Eliminates provision prohibiting local 
government appointees to Coastal Resources Comm'n from deriving a significant portion of their income from 
development, construction, real estate, or lobbying. (3) Adds a hog farmer to the Board of Agriculture. (4) Adds a 
builder/developer to the Environmental Management Comm'n and changes “active experience in agriculture” slot 
to a person “practicing as a farmer.” (5) Reduces the Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n from five to 
three members. (6) Of the two employee members on the State Personnel Comm'n, one must be a Republican 
and one a Democrat, and one must be knowledgeable in personne! but not an agency personnel officer. Of the 
two appointees of the NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs, one must be a Republican and one a Democrat. Reduces 
private industry manager slots on the Comm'n from two to one and increases public member slots from one to 
two, one of whom must be an attorney who is not a state or local employee. (7) Reduces the Zoological Park 
Council from 15 to 13 members and shifts eight of the appointments from the Governor to the General Assembly.

Requires the board to include parents, the school community, representatives of the community, 
and others in plan’s development. Requires plan to include: (1) screening, identification, and placement 
procedures; (2) program to be offered; (3) measurable objectives for services and evaluation method for plan and 
services; (4) professional development; (5) plan for involvement of school community, parents, representatives of 
the local community in implementation and monitoring of plan; (6) name and role description of person responsible 
for plan’s implementation; (7) procedure to resolve disagreement between parents and school over identification or 
services; (8) other information the board considers necessary or appropriate. Requires local board to submit its 
plan to the State Board of Education for review and comments that local board must consider. Permits plan to 
remain in effect for no more than three years, but permits local board to amend plan after changes are submitted 
to State Board. Amends funding allotments so that funds for gifted students are separate from funds for children 
with special needs. Amends GS 115C-238.2(b) and (b1) to allow individual schools to use funds from funding 
allotment for gifted students for any purpose so long as the school demonstrates it is providing appropriate 
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services to gifted students. Change in funding allotment is effective July 1, 1996. Remainder of act is effective on 
ratification and applies to all students on either the expiration date of a group education program currently in effect 
or the effective date for a local plan developed and adopted under act, whichever occurs first.

In case of financial institution, 
allocable amount of interest expense is amount for which deduction would be disallowed under section 265(b) of 
Code if interest were earned on tax-exempt obligation as defined in section 265(b) of Code. 
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Provides that despite GS 105-163.41, no addition to tax may be made under that statute for taxable year 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996 and before Jan. 1, 1997, concerning an underpayment of corporation income 
tax to the extent the underpayment was created or increased by act.

Effective June 30, 1996, 
amends GS 143-15.2 to require State Controller to reserve lesser (now, greater) of (i) one-fourth of unreserved 
credit balance, as determined on cash basis, remaining in General Fund, and (ii) 1.5% (now, 3%) of replacement 
value of all state buildings supported from General Fund, at end of fiscal year to Repairs and Renovations 
Reserve Account. Makes corresponding amendment to GS 143-15.3A(a). 

Intangibles tax. Repeals GS 105-203 (intangibles tax) retroactively for 1993 and 1994 tax years. Adds new 
GS 105-266(c)(5) to provide that if act of General Assembly repeals a tax retroactively, each taxpayer's payment 
of repealed tax is overpayment for purpose of section except that it shall not bear interest. On date act becomes 
law, Sec'y of Revenue shall discover these overpayments of repealed tax; Sec’y’s discoveries are timely for 
purposes of section. Provides that if taxpayer has right to a refund under GS 105-267 (paying tax and demanding 
refund within 30 days) of an overpayment of tax repealed by section 3 (see repeal of GS 105-203 above) of this 
act, then refund shall be made under GS 105-267 rather than under this act. Refunds shall be made under section 
4 [see amendment to GS 105-266(c)(5) above] of act only for overpayments the refund of which would otherwise 
be barred by GS 105-267 if section 3 of this act had not been enacted. Despite GS 105-266(a), refunds of 
taxpayer's overpayment of tax repealed by section 3 shall be made between July 1 and October 1 of 1997. 

Federal retirement benefits. Rewrites GS 105-151.20, effective on ratification and to be repealed Jan. 1, 
1998, as follows. Defines “net pension tax” as amount of tax taxpayer paid for 1985 through 1988 tax years on 
federal retirement benefits, without interest, less any part of tax for which taxpayer received credit under section or 
that was previously refunded to taxpayer. Provides that despite the time limitations of GS 105-267, and subject to 
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conditions set out in section of bill, if on or before April 15, 1997, taxpayer or representative of estate of deceased 
taxpayer requests refund of taxpayer’s net pension tax, that request shall be timely for purposes of GS 105-267. 
Despite GS 105-266, refunds under this section of bill that would otherwise be barred by GS 105-267 shall bear no 
interest. Requires Sec’y of Revenue to print on individual income tax instructions for 1996 tax year a prominent 
notice of right to refund and procedure for requesting refund. Sec’y to verify amount of.each refund requested and 
pay refund to taxpayer between July 1 and Dec. 1 1997. 

Appropriation. Effective July 1, 1996, appropriates $2.3 million for 1996-97 from General Fund to Dep't of 
Revenue to pay for costs of administering act. Funds shall not revert until Governor certifies that Dep't of Revenue 


has completed all duties necessary to administer act, including processing escheat of refund checks that have not 
been cashed.

Lists 
required components of plans dealing with odor sources, insect sources, disposal of mortalities, riparian buffers or 
equivalent controls, emergency spillways and emergency management plans, periodic testing of waste products, 
waste utilization plans, and records. Requires Dep’t to conduct annual inspections of animal waste management 
systems subject to permit requirements. Sets requirements, effective Dec. 31, 1999, for dry litter animal waste 
management systems that are designed or actually serve at least 30,000 birds. Adds new GS 143-215.1C setting 
notice requirement and contents of notice for any person who intends to construct a swine farm whose animal 
waste management system is subject to a permit. After site evaluation and before the farm site is modified, 
person must attempt to notify all adjoining property owners and all property owners who own property located 
across a public road, street or highway from farm. Adds new GS 143-215.3D setting fees for permitting and 
inspecting animal waste management systems. Fees are set at $50, $100, or $200 depending on design capacity 
of system. Provides that fees may not exceed 40% of total budgets of permitting compliance programs for animal 
waste management systems in Dep't. 
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Sets out duties of Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources including implementing system of 
permits and developing a systematic monitoring and inspection program for waste management systems. Also 
sets duties of Environmental Management Comm'n and Soil and Water Conservation Comm'n relating to waste 
management systems. Also creates interagency group to address related issues. 

Amends GS 143-215.2(a) (special orders from Environmental Management Comm'n) so that agricultural 
operations are not exempt from provisions. Amends GS 143-215(e) to raise maximum fines and penalties from 
$5,000 to $10,000 where manmade pipes, ditches, or other conveyances have been constructed for the willful 
discharge of pollutants into waters. 

Repeals Part 9A, Art. 21, GS Ch. 143 (application of animal waste). Amends GS 143B-301(a) increasing 
membership of Water Pollution Control System Operators Certification Comm'n from nine to eleven, with two new 
members from the animal agriculture industry to be appointed by Comm'r of Agriculture. 

Adds Part 2, certification of animal waste management system operators, to Art. 3, GS Ch. 90A. Requires 
that, after Dec. 31, 1997, owner or other person in control of a swine production facility may not allow the system 
to be operated by a person who does not hold a valid certificate as an animal waste management system 
operator. Prohibits individuals who do not have certificate from performing duties of system operator. Provides 
that certifications issued under Part 9A , GS Ch 143 continue. Requires Comm'n to develop and administer a 
training program for animal waste management system operators. Program may not exceed eight hours of 
classroom instruction and four hours of instruction in the field. Requires Comm'n to develop procedures for 
applications and examinations and to issue certificate to any person who completes training program and passes 
examination. Sets fees for applicants for certification at $10, and permits annual renewal with payment of $10. 
Authorizes Comm'n to suspend or revoke certification for fraud, incompetence, or failure to exercise reasonable 
care or judgment. Also permits Comm'n to levy civil penalty of no more than $1,000 for willful violation of these 
requirements.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1128. CLEAN WATER MANAGEMENT FUND. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
(1) Removes provisions relating to the use of money from the fund for capital improvements to greenways. (2) 
Adds language in numerous instances making clear that the greenways are “riparian” greenways. (3) Changes 
the provisions with respect to use of money from the fund for repair and expansion of wastewater treatment 
systems to make clear that priority is to be given to economically distressed units of local government. (4) Makes 
clear that waivers of the normal requirement of a matching amount by recipients must be made pursuant to 
guidelines adopted by the fund Board of Trustees. (5) Makes clear that grant criteria developed by the Board of 
Trustees are to take into account the economic value of water resources as well as their recreational value. (6) 
Specifies that the certificate that must be presented by a taxpayer wishing to claim a tax credit for donation of 
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interests in land pursuant to this act is to be issued by the Clean Water Management Trust Fund Board of 
Trustees (was, by the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources). (7) Deletes the transfer of the 
position of environmental analysis program manager from the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources to the fund's Board of Trustees. And (8) adds a requirement of an annual report by the Chair of the 
Board of Trustees to the Environmental Review Commission.

H 1251. WETLANDS MITIGATION AND FUNDS. TO DIRECT THE APPROPRIATE STATE DEPARTMENTS 
HOW TO EXERCISE THE STATE'S AUTHORITY UNDER THE CLEAN WATER ACT, TO ESTABLISH THE 
WETLANDS RESTORATION PROGRAM AND FUND, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE 
PROGRAM AS RECOMMENDED BY THE LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON WETLANDS. This digest is 
based on a summary prepared by the cited study commission. Adds new GS 143B-282(a)(1) to clarify that state’s 
authority to certify projects under federal law is delegated to Environmental Management Comm'n (hereafter, 
comm’n). Adds new GS 143-215.3(c1) to authorize comm'n to require information and data from applicants for 
permits who are seeking certification. Adds new GS 143-215.3(c2) to provide that state may consider only those 
projects that have applied for a permit. In determining whether applicant should receive a water quality 
certification, comm’n is limited to consideration of criteria established at federal level, and state is prohibited from 
adopting criteria different from or in addition to federal criteria. Provides that Corps of Engineers (hereafter, corps) 
shall determine whether an area should be delineated as a wetland, not comm'n. Allows “blanket” certification and 
places time limit of 45 days on consideration of certification request received by comm'n. If applicant agrees, 
review period may be extended an additional 30 days. Adds new GS 143-215.3(c3) to provide that comm’n may 
require compensatory mitigation only for those projects that are not individually evaluated by corps. Ratio of 
compensatory mitigation that may be required is based on type of wetland that will be affected by proposed 
activity. Adds new GS 143-215.3(c4) to set out types of wetlands. Adds new GS 143-215.3(c5) to define 
compensatory mitigation as replacement of wetland function lost as result of conversion of wetlands allowed under 
permit. Compensatory mitigation requirement may be satisfied by making either a cash or “in kind” contribution to 
Wetlands Restoration Program or to other established federal or private wetlands mitigation banks that are 
comparable to program. Creates scheme of mitigation ratios as set out in subsection. Adds new GS 143-215.3(c6) 
to prohibit comm’n from establishing separate wetlands classifications and standards. Wetlands are assigned 
supplemental classification based on classification of surface waters to which wetlands are tributary. Adds new GS 
143-215.3(c7) to provide that private mitigation banks or other means may be used to satisfy compensatory 
mitigation requirements. 

Adds new GS 143-214.8 to create Wetlands Restoration Program (hereafter, program) within Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (hereafter, dep’t). Adds new GS 143-214.10 to provide that, 
beginning July 1, 1997, dep’t must develop and begin implementing basin wide wetlands plans for each of state’s 
17 river basins. Adds new GS 143-214.11 to define “compensatory mitigation” as wetland restoration, creation, 
enhancement, or preservation that is required as condition of permit issued by corps. All compensatory mitigation 
efforts must be coordinated by dep’t and must also be consistent with basin wide restoration plans that are 
developed by dep’t. When mitigation is engaged in as a result of diminished value or loss of wetland, the mitigation 
effort must occur within the same basin as the wetland, unless it is demonstrated that restoration of other areas 
would be more environmentally beneficial. Sets out compensatory mitigation options available to applicant. 
Requires that comm’n must establish standardized schedule of per-acre payment amounts. Adds new GS 143- 
214.12 to create Wetlands Restoration Fund. Both monetary and real property may be “paid” into fund. 
Expenditures from fund are limited to those that directly contribute to acquisition, enhancement, restoration, or 
creation of wetlands and riparian areas in accordance with basin wide plan. Adds new GS 143-214.13 to require 


dep’t to report annually to comm’n on its progress in implementing program. Copy of report must be sent to Fiscal 
Research Div’n. 
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Act directs dep’t to negotiate and enter into memorandum of agreement with corps to ensure mitigation plans 
developed by state as part of restoration program will also satisfy corps concerning federal compensatory 
mitigation requirements. 

Appropriates $2 million for 1996-97 from General Fund to dep’t to be used for Neuse River Basin. States 
intent of General Assembly that $2 million be appropriated to Wetlands Restoration Fund each fiscal year for next 
16 years so each of 17 river basins of state has $2 million appropriation dedicated for each basin. Appropriates 
$750,000 for 1996-97 from General Fund to dep’t to support 10 staff positions and for administrative and other 
expenses to implement program.

S 332. AMEND CERTAIN LOAN PROCEDURES. Intro. 3/8/95. House action amends 5th edition. House 
amendments restore to G.S. 25A-32 current law provision for computing rebate under rule of 78’s; and delete 
provision allowing10% or $50 prepayment charge; delete change to GS 24-9; delete requirement that Comm’r of 
Banks study the impact of the act on the banking industry and consuming public; and change effective date to July 
|, 1996 and expiration date to July 1, 2000.. 


S 1139. ABC'S PLAN. Intro. 5/13/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adoption and 
implementation of school improvement plans. (1) Adds an explicit provision that a board of education may vacate 
any portion of a school’s plan and direct a school not to use the plan if the board finds that any part of the plan has 
become unlawful or is impeding student performance. Adds a similar provision to the authority of an assistant 
team that is assisting a low-performing school. (2) Adds provision specifying that the dispute resolution process 
that is to be established for resolving disputes between local boards of education and individual schools is to 
provide for a final resolution of the disputes. Adds explicit requirement that where either the board or the school 
invokes the process, the other is to cooperate. Provides that the process may be invoked if no school 
improvement plan is accepted by the board within 60 days of its initial submission to the board. (3) Adds an 
explicit requirement that each school is to develop a school improvement plan that takes into consideration the 
annual performance goal set for that school by the State Board of Education. 

Assistance to low-performing schools. (4) Adds a provision specifying that the guidelines adopted by the 
State Board of Education pursuant to this act are to include criteria for identifying low-performing schools. (5) Adds 
detailed procedures to be followed in the dismissal by the State Board of Education of personnel employed in low- 
performing schools. (6) Deletes the provision regarding the power of the State Board of Education to revoke the 
certificates of low-performing teachers in low-performing schools 

Spending flexibility. (7) Deletes the provision permitting local boards of education to make purchases off the 
state contract and replaces it with provision for a pilot program allowing such purchases in selected school 
administrative units. (8) Adds to the list of restrictions on new flexibility of local boards to transfer funds between 
allotment categories the following restrictions: (a) funds allocated for vocational education may be transferred only 
in accordance with rules that the state board considers appropriate to ensure compliance with federal regulations; 
and (b) funds allocated for career development may be used only in ways consistent with the requirement in Ch. 
324 of the 1995 session laws regarding protection of salaries of certain public school employees in school 
administrative units receiving career development funds.

Rewrites G.S. 7A-675(h) to require chief district court 
judges—for any juvenile alleged to be abused, neglected, dependent, undisciplined, or delinquent—to order state 
and local agencies to share information about the juvenile. Specifies agencies to be included in order and provides 
that the order may require agencies to share information with the juvenile’s family if not prohibited by federal law or 
regulations. Requires that any confidential information shared between agencies remain confidential and be 
withheld from public inspection. Effective October 1, 1996.

SENATE BILLS 


S 294. REGULATION OF BARBERS. Intro. 3/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 4th edition. (1) excludes 
shoe shining services from requirement that other activities be separated from barber or cosmetology services; (2) 
deletes requirement that barbers furnish Board with health certificates as the Board deems necessary; (3) deletes 
several requirements relating to instructors in nonprofit and post-secondary institutions, but adds requirement that 
at least one instructor be on premises of a barber school during regular instruction hours; (4) provides that 
instructors’ examination shall cover subject in the Textbook of Barber Styling approved by the Board; (5) changes 
amount of new fees, and provides that there is no charge for certificate or renewal for barber age 70 or older; (6) 
amends G.S. 88-23(a)(1) to prohibit Board from requiring a shop to be separated from a building or room used for 
barber services; and (7) makes most of the act effective either on ratification or July 1, 1996; makes provision 
regarding physical separation of services effective on ratification and applicable retroactively to July 1, 1995; 
makes fee provisions effective July 1, 1996 and applicable to due and fees for years beginning with 1997. 


S 709. ALLOW CONSOLIDATED HUMAN SERVICES. Intro. 4/13/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition, giving bill new title and completely rewriting it. Now, it is “AN ACT TO ALLOW THE CONSOLIDATION OF 
HUMAN SERVICES BY COUNTIES, TO MAKE PROVISIONS RELATIVE TO THE STATE AND FEDERAL 
FUNDING STREAMS FOR CONSOLIDATED HUMAN SERVICES FUNCTIONS, TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF A CONSOLIDATED HUMAN SERVICES BOARD SHALL BE APPOINTED SOLELY BY THE 
BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, AND TO CHANGE THE STATUS OF COUNTY EMPLOYEES OF A 
CONSOLIDATED COUNTY HUMAN SERVICES AGENCY WITH REGARD TO THEIR COVERAGE UNDER THE 
STATE PERSONNEL ACT.” Adds new G.S. 143B-139.7 and 143B-279.6 requiring Sec’y of DHR and Sec’y of 
DEHNR to adopt rules and policies allowing dedicated funding streams for local public health services, social 
services, and mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse services (hereafter, human services) 
to flow to a consolidated county human services agency and board (unless the law requires otherwise), and 
making fiscal accountability and reporting requirements of local human services boards applicable to consolidated 
human services boards. 

Rewrites G.S. 153A-77 (which applies only to counties with population over 425,000), to add following 
provisions: (1) board of commissioners of county having a county manager may (a) consolidate human services 
under direct control of a human services director appointed and supervised by the manager, (b) create a 
consolidated human services board and agency, and (c) assigning other human services functions to the agency 
and policy-making authority to the board; (2) consolidated human services board shall have policy-making, rule- 
making, and administrative role and have no more than 25 members representing categories set out in bill; (3) 
initial board to be appointed by commissioners on recommendation of nominating committee made up of members 
of existing human services boards, and later appointments to be made by commissioners from nominees by 
consolidated human services board; (4) commissioners may remove board members for grounds stated in act, 
after notice and opportunity to respond; (5) board must meet at least quarterly, and chairperson or 3 members 
may call special meeting; (6) board has authority set out in act, including (a) to set fees for services based on 
director's recommendations; (b) adopt health regulations and participate in enforcement appeals; (c) perform 
regulatory health functions required by state law; (d) plan and recommend human services budget; (e) develop 
dispute resolution procedures for human services contractors and clients and advocates; (e) except as provided 
otherwise, have powers and duties of existing local human services boards; (7) employees of consolidated local 
human services agency are subject to county personnel policies and ordinances only; (8) the director is appointed 
and dismissed by county manager, with advice and consent of board; (8) director reports directly to county 
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manager, and his or her authority includes (a) to appoint staff, with county manager's approval, (b) administer 
state and local human services programs, (c) act as secretary and staff to board; (d) plan the agency’s budget, (e) 
advise commissioners through the manager, (f) perform regulatory functions of investigation and enforcement of 
state and local health regulations, (g) act as agent of and liaison to the state, to the extent required by law; and (h) 
except as provided otherwise, have powers and duties as present local human services directors.

S 1128. CLEAN WATER MANAGEMENT FUND. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds 
definition of “economically distressed units of local government.” Provides that GS 138-5 sets terms for trustees’ 
per diem and travel and subsistence expenses and for executive director's expenses. Deletes amendment to GS

Sets out procedures for dissolution of a public health authority. Specifies authority’s powers in detail, 
including: to establish and operate health care networks; contract for the provision of public health services; waive 
governmental immunity through purchase of insurance; and, within limits, provide services outside its boundaries. 
Provides immunity to members of medical review committee who acts without malice or fraud. Provides for 
confidentiality of medical review committee records, patient information, personnel information, credentialing 
information, and competitive health care information. Makes various conforming amendments. Effective January 1, 
1997, and applies to contracts and agreements entered into on or after that date.

The 
exemption amount is the applicable exemption amount provided in Section 55(b) of the Internal Revenue Code. 
The alternative minimum taxable income is the taxpayer's state net income for the taxable year plus the amount of 
interest expense that was deducted in calculating state net income and is allocable to interest income exempt from 
taxation. In the case of a financial institution, the allocable amount of the interest expense is the amount for which 
deduction would be disallowed pursuant to Section 265(b) of the Internal Revenue Code if the interest were 
earned on a tax-exempt obligation. 

No addition to tax may be made for a taxable year beginning on or after January 1, 1996 and before January 
1, 1997 with respect to an underpayment of corporation income tax to the extent the underpayment was created or 
increased by this act.

H 1282. BUDGET/CONST. AMENDMENT. TO MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES IN THE CONSTITUTION FOR 
IMPLEMENTING BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS AND ALLOCATIONS. Proposes to amend Art. Ill, Sec. 5(3) of the 
Constitution which specifies the Governor's powers with respect to the State budget. The Constitution now 
provides that “the budget as enacted by the General Assembly shall be administered by the Governor.” This 
proposed amendment would add to this statement a sentence providing that the General Assembly may by law 
authorize the Governor to adjust the enacted budget and make allocations from reserves designated by law, 
subject in certain circumstances to approval by a comm’n within the legislative branch created by and composed 
of members of the General Assembly. The effect of this change would be to give the General Assembly 
constitutional authority to legislate the manner in which the Governor administers the enacted budget, and to make 
the Governor's budget administration decisions subject to approval by a commission composed of members of the 
General Assembly under circumstances prescribed by law. Submits this amendment to the voters at the 
November, 1996, general election. The ballot proposition would be for or against an amendment “allowing the 
Governor to modify the enacted State budget in accordance with law.”

H 1283. BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS/CONFORMING. TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO IMPLEMENT 
BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS AND ALLOCATIONS. Subject to voter approval of a constitutional amendment 
proposed by H 1282/S 1259, creates a Budget Adjustment and Allocation Comm'n in the legislative branch and 
empowers it to approve certain decisions of the Governor in administering the enacted State budget. 

Budget Adjustment and Allocation Comm'n. Creates a 17-member Budget Adjustment and Allocation Comm'n 
in the legislative branch, composed of the Speaker of the House (or designee), President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate (or designee), five Senators appointed by President Pro Tem., five members of the House appointed by 
Speaker, and five legislators appointed by Governor, of whom at least two must be House members and two must 
be Senators. Members are appointed to two-year terms beginning 10 days after convening of each odd-year 
session and ending 10 days after convening of next odd-year session. President Pro Tem. and Speaker are co- 
chairs, but may delegate this function to one of their appointees. 

Empowers the Comm'n to (1) approve allocations from the Contingency & Emergency Fund, (2) approve 
overexpenditures of total program requirements, (3) approve procedures to reduce programs subsequent to 
reduction of 10% of more in federal funding, (4) approve extraordinary measures needed to balance the State 
budget due to a revenue shortfall, and (5) approve new capital projects funded from gifts, grants, receipts, special 
funds, self-liquidating indebtedness, or any other source not specifically authorized by the General Assembly. Also 
gives the Comm'n “oversight of other revenues and expenditures when it finds it appropriate.” 
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Authorizes the Governor to approve expenditures required by emergencies threatening public health or safety 
without Comm'n approval. 

Amends portions of the Executive Budget Act concerning Repairs & Renovations Reserve, Contingency & 
Emergency Fund, and capital projects to conform them to the above powers delegated to the Comm'n. 

Transfers between objects or line items. Rewrites GS 143-23(a1), concerning transfers between objects or 
line items. Authorizes the Governor to permit a State agency to spend more than was appropriated for (1) any line 
item within a purpose or program as long as the total expended for the purpose or program does not exceed the 
appropriated amount; (2) a purpose or program, without Comm'n approval, if the overexpenditure is required by a 
court or Industrial Comm'n order, to respond to natural disaster, or required to call out the National Guard; or (3) 
any purpose or program for any reason with the approval of the Comm'n. 

UNC fiscal flexibility. Amends GS 116-30.1 to require Board of Governors rules to establish procedures for 
UNC President and staff to review annual audit reports of each special responsibility institution, and to require 
President to take immediate action concerning reported weaknesses in internal control, accounting record 
deficiencies, and noncompliance with rules and regulations. Gives the institution three months to resolve such 
exceptions to the satisfaction of the State Auditor and the President; otherwise, the institution’s status as a special 
responsibility institution will be revoked. Also requires that BOG rules include review and consultation with State 
Auditor, State Personnel Director, and State Purchasing Director in ascertaining whether an institution has 
sufficient management staff and internal financial controls to qualify as a special responsibility institution. This 
review must be conducted at least once in each biennium.

Amends GS 15A-1343(d) and 148-57.1 to 
provide that order for restitution, except from a worthless check, is to be enforced in same manner as civil 
judgment and provides for docketing upon order of judge at time of revocation of probation or at time court 
recommends restitution as part of active sentence. Amends GS 1C-1601(e) to provide that statutory exemptions 
not provided for restitution orders. Amends GS 7A-304 regarding order of application of part payments to move 
restitution from priority 4 to priority 1. Effective Dec. 1, 1996.

SENATE BILLS 


S 208. STRUCTURED SENTENCING TECH. AMENDS. Intro. 2/15/95. House committee substitute replaces 
2nd edition. Deletes amendments to GS 14-72.1(e), GS 20-166.1(k), and GS 20-141.3(a) and (b). Amends GS 
15A-1351(a) to add that for probationary sentences for defendants convicted of a Class 1 misdemeanor under GS 
14-72.1, total of all periods of confinement imposed as an incident of special probation, but not including an 
activated suspended sentence, must be 14 days or up to one-fourth the maximum sentence of imprisonment for 
the offense, whichever is greater. Changes effective date to Dec. 1, 1996. 


S 209. MODIFY ACTIVE SENTENCE. Intro. 2/15/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds new 
GS 20-28(a2) to provide that if a person’s license is revoked solely pursuant to GS 20-24.1 and that person is 
convicted of driving with a revoked license, the court may, upon proof of satisfaction of the conditions in GS 20- 
24.1(b) for the original offense, order DMV not to revoke the license or that DMV restore the license. Adds similar 
provision to GS 20-28.1. Changes effective date to Dec. 1, 1996. 





Rewrites GS 105-151.20. Specifies that credit or refund applies to tax years 1985, -86, and -87 (current statute 

applies only to 1988 tax year, and includes taxes paid on all governmental retirement income). Defines credit as 
amount of tax paid on federal retirement benefits, without interest, less credits or refunds already received for | 
covered years. Specifies that credit to be taken in three equal installments beginning with first taxable year after 

Jan. 1, 1996. Allows partial refund of taxes paid if tax due in 1996 is less than 5% of credit due; in that case 

refund is 85% of credit due if sufficient funds are appropriated to cover all valid refund requests. If funds not 

available, Secretary of Revenue distributes available funds pro rata. Refund request must be requested on or 


S 250. CREDIT/REFUND FEDERAL RETIREES. Intro. 2/23/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. | 
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before April 15, 1997. Authorizes Secretary to require documentation. Credits and refunds not available for 
taxpayers dying before Jan. 1, 1996. 

Creates two funds in Department--a Federal Retiree Refund Account and a Federal Retiree Administration 
Account to provide funds to pay refunds and to provide resources to administer program. Appropriates $25 million 
for Refund Account and $2.3 million for Administration Account for 1996-97 fiscal year. 

Effective July 1, 1996 and repealed January 1, 2003.

S 1107. FEDERAL PENSION WITHHOLDING FUNDS. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition to 
change appropriation amounts from $112,813 to $119,382 (start up costs to participate in program) and from 
$37,244 to $41,619 (amount of anticipated recurring appropriation). 


S 1139. ABC'S PLAN. Intro. /5/14/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds computer hardware, software, and 
related services to list of items in GS 115C-528(a) that are eligible for lease purchase and requires them to meet 
applicable technical standards. Adds new GS 115C-528(g) to provide that subsections (e) and (f) do not apply to 
contracts entered into under GS 115C-528 so long as the term does not exceed three years and the amount 
financed is not more than $250,000 or is no greater than three times the local board’s annual state allocation for 
classroom materials, equipment, and instructional supplies, whichever is less. Adds new section to provide that 
Section 30 of the act (appropriation) becomes effective only if the General Assembly includes the funds set out in 
Section 30 in the Current Appropriations Act of 1996 or adjourns sine die without enacting the Current 
Appropriations Act of 1996. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1062. ENTERPRISE TAX ZONE DEVELOPMENT ACT. Intro. 5/15/95. House committee substitute changes 
first edition by making bill effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1996; adding a provision that 
sales and use tax refunds under GS 105-164.14 do not apply to local sales and use taxes; and adding expiration 
date of January 1, 2003, although credits and liabilities accrued as of that date survive repeal. 


H 1108. MODIFY 1996 BUDGET. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank bill with 
“AN ACT TO MODIFY THE CONTINUATION BUDGET OPERATIONS APPROPPRIATIONS ACT OF 1995, AND 
THE EXPANSION AND CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1995, AND TO MAKE OTHER 
CHANGES IN THE BUDGET OPERATION OF THE STATE.” Amends the 1995-97 Appropriations Act for the 
1996-97 fiscal year to increase General Fund appropriations for current operations by $284,261,958 and authorize 
three additional capital projects totaling $15.6 million. In the Highway Fund, authorizes an additional $17,862,533 
for current operations and $19,830,467 in new spending for non-recurring items. Increases Highway Trust Fund 
appropriations by $13,818,000. Detailed information as to specific line item changes will be digested in the Daily 
Bulletin for Friday, May 24, 1996. 

Buaget reform statements. Estimates total additional revenue availability for 1996-97 at $696.6 million. The 
major elements of this additional availability are as follows: $183.8 million 1995-96 revenue collections not 
previously appropriated; $280.6 million 1995-96 revenue collections in excess of original estimates; $150 million 
1995-96 reversions; $194.3 million 1996-97 revenue collections in excess of expenditure authorizations. Transfers 
$77.4 million to the Savings Reserve Account and $130 million to the Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. 

Disposition of disproportionate share receipts. Makes 1995 special provision applicable to all State hospitals 
(was, only psychiatric hospitals). 

Reserve for repairs and renovations. For 1996-97, allocates 46% of the Reserve to UNC Board of Governors 
and 54% for other State agencies. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

Changes to Executive Budget Act. Amends GS 143-15.2 to double the rate at which the Savings Reserve 
Account and Repairs and Renovations Account are funded. Now, these accounts are funded annually with 25% of 
the unreserved cash basis credit balance at the end of the fiscal year until the Savings Reserve Account reaches 
5% of the preceding years General Fund current operations appropriations and the Repairs and Renovations 
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Account reaches 3% of the replacement value of state-owned buildings funded from the General Fund. The 
change funds each account with 50% of the credit balance until the caps are reached. Any funds remaining after 
these reserves are funded will be available for capital improvements or other one-time expenditures. Directs that 
any credit balance not reserved pursuant to this section may be appropriated only for capital improvements and 
other non-recurring expenditures. 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY ° 
Legislative Services Officer. Amends several statutes to change the title of the Legislative Administrative 
Officer to Legislative Services Officer. 
OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET & MANAGEMENT 
Reserve for moving expenses. Specifies that Reserve for State Agency Moving Expense will be used to pay 
relocation costs for agencies moving to Old Education Bldg, New Education Bldg., Old Revenue Bidg., and any 
other new buildings completed in 1996-97. Funds may not be used to furnish new conference rooms, reception 
areas, open space, or to add centralized files until all agencies schedule to be move have relocated. 
DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 
Evaluate utilization of “state-owned space.” Directs Dep’t of Administration to study and evaluate utilization of 
space in state-owned facilities. Directs Dep’t to develop long-range plan to reduce dependency on leased office 
space, with report to 1997 General Assembly. 
Selection of designers and release of design and construction funds. Amends GS 143-135.26(1) to provide 
that the Governor, after consultation with State Construction Office, may waive the normal requirement that 
designers and consultants for State building projects must be selected within 60 days of date that appropriation is 
approved. Purpose of the waiver is to minimize project costs through increased competition and improvements in 
market availability. Also authorizes Governor to schedule the availability of design and construction funds for 
capital projects for the same purpose. 
Repeal sunset on use of FICA savings to pay for administrative expenses of flexible compensation and 
dependent care programs. As title indicates. 
Motor fleet management modifications. Amends GS 143-341(8)7a. to delete hearses from list of State-owned 
vehicles that State employees may be permitted to drive between home and work without reimbursing the State for 
mileage. ; 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES | 
Reserve funds for Museum of the Albemarle and other Albemarle area historic sites. Authorizes use of 
$47,887 reserve appropriated in 1995-96 to Dep't of Cultural Resources for cited purpose. 
Roanoke Island Historical Ass'n. Amends GS 143-200 to specify method of filling vacancies in cited Comm'n. 
Review admission rates for historic sites. Directs Dep't to review admission and concession fees at each 
historic site, and to report to 1997 session. 
DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE. 
Building Code receipts. Provides that 1995 special provision concerning Insurance Dep’t departmental 
receipts does not apply to receipts from sale of State Building Code, except that unspent receipts from that source 
shall revert at the end of each fiscal year. 
STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 
Counties print all ballots. Amends several portions of the elections laws to provide that counties will 
henceforth print all ballots. Now, the State Board of Elections prints ballots for state-wide offices while county 
boards of elections print all other ballots. |

Statewide computerized voter registration. Directs State Board of Elections to promulgate rules for statewide 
computerized registration system following basic client-server design of Alternative C and D as described in Needs 
Assessment and Requirements Analysis report. Establishes two reserve funds: Reserve for Statewide 
Computerized Voter Registration/Central Server Component and Reserve for Statewide Computerized Voter 
Registration/County Grants Component. Funds Central Server Component at $1.5 million, with no more than 
$440,000 to be used for hardware, office furniture, and time-limited computer personnel. Funds County Grants 
Component at $3.5 million and specifies uses of funds. 

DEPARTMENT OF SECRETARY OF STATE 

Investor Protection and Education Trust Fund. Creates cited Fund in Dep't of Sec’y of State as a non- 
reverting expendable trust fund. Proceeds will be used to provide investor protection and education through use of 
the media and educational seminars. Prohibits use of funds for travel expenses of Sec’y of State or staff unrelated 
to purposes of Fund, general operating expenses of the Dep't, or “promoting the Sec’y of State or the Dep't.”

Dedicates to the Fund revenues from consent orders resulting from negotiated settlements of securities 
investigations by the Sec’y. Requires Sec’y to report annually on Fund’s operations to Fiscal Research Div'n and 
Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations, beginning 1/1/97. 

OFFICE OF STATE CONTROLLER 

NC Information Highway. Directs that funds appropriated for NC Information Highway may be used only for 
operations and support, and may not be used to pay minimum monthly usage charges. Allocates no more than 
$500,000 to expand long distance capacity and establish regional hubs; remaining funds to be used to help defray 
costs of existing sites, except those located at universities other than ECU Academic Affairs. Requires quarterly 
reports to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations. 

Conversion of State’s computer system. Directs State Controller to include in data processing charges costs 
of converting computer applications to operate properly at turn of the century. 

DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 

Dep't of Revenue law enforcement officers. Adds new GS 105-236.1 to authorize Sec’y of Revenue to 
appoint Dep't employees to serve as revenue law-enforcement officers with subject matter jurisdiction to enforce 
criminal laws relating to tax administration and enforcement only. Makes conforming changes in GS 17C-2 and GS 
143-166.13(a). Allocates $67,000 of Dep't appropriation to implement this provision. 

COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

Aid to students at private colleges. Raises from $550 to $600 annual aid to institutions per full-time 
equivalent NC undergraduate student enrolled at a private institution to be used for scholarships for needy NC 
students. Raises from $1,250 to $3,000 the maximum grant per academic year to each full-time NC 
undergraduate student attending an approved institution. Prohibits use of funds for any student who is 
incarcerated in a state or federal correctional facility. 

Distance learning initiatives. Requires allocation of $1.2 million in nonrecurring funds and $245,000 in 
recurring funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors to NCSU for Engineering Graduate Research Center and 
for distance learning program. Requires additional appropriation to Board of $2.225 million for distance learning 
and capacity enhancing alternatives. 

UNC equity funding. Provides that Appalachian State, East Carolina, UNC-Charlotte, UNC-Greensboro, and 
UNC-Wilmington, which were cited in equity study, are not required to revert 2% of their General Fund 
appropriations for the 1996-97 fiscal year. 

Center for Prevention of School Violence. Recommends that the Governor continue funding Center from the 
current source of grant moneys through 1996-97. 

Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia. Requires that of $ 2 million UNC Board of Governors allocates to Area 
Health Education Centers from receipts for University Instructional Programs, $50,000 must be used to increase 
funding for the Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia to raise the funding from $50,000 to $100,000 per year. 

Fire safety at university residences. Requires UNC Board of Governors to survey each constituent institution 
regarding campus residential facilities and current fire and safety equipment. Requires Board of Governors to 
being to address fire safety needs during 1996-97 and to include in budget requests for 1997-99 biennium 
estimated amount needed to address any remaining fire safety needs. 

COMMUNITY COLLEGES. 

Computation of FTE for courses in prisons. Requires community colleges to compute full-time equivalent 
(FTE) student hours on the bases of contact hours and student membership hours for curriculum and occupational 
extension programs that are taught in prison and are offered in compliance with the Dep’t of Community Colleges 
correctional course offering matrix. 

In-State tuition for families transferred into NC. Amends GS 115D-39 to provide that a community college 
may charge in-State tuition to up to 1% of its out-of-state students to accommodate families transferred by 
business and industry into NC. 

Incentives for baccalaureate completion degree programs. Requires State Board of Community Colleges to 
study ways, including financial incentives, to encourage community colleges to attract baccalaureate completion 
programs to their campuses. Requires Education Cabinet to study ways to eliminate barriers to cooperation 
among public schools, community colleges, and universities in distant learning. Requires Cabinet to develop plan 
for sharing registration, credit hours, funding for FTE students, counseling and financial aid services, tuition 
receipts, and administrative responsibilities. 
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Funding formulas/study. Requires State Board of Community Colleges to conduct a comprehensive study of 
the funding formula used to distribute funds to local community colleges. Directs Board to hire an outside, 
independent consultant for study. 

New and expanding industry/report. Amends GS 115D-5 to require State Board of Community Colleges to 
report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee quarterly on expenditures for the New and Expanding 
Industry Program. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

School resource officers. Directs the State Board of Education to modify the accounting system for State Aid 
to Local School Administrative Units so that it can account for state funds used for school resource officers in each 
school unit. 

Exceptional children funds. Allocates funds for exceptional children. (1) Each school unit will receive for 
academically gifted children, $686.38 per child for 3.9% of the 1995-96 actual average daily membership. Sets 
total number of children for these funds at 45,861 for the 1996-97 school year. (2) Each school unit will receive for 
exceptional children other than academically gifted children $2,059.14 per child for the lessor of all children so 
identified or 12.5% of the 1995-96 actual average daily membership. Sets total number of children for these funds 
at 137,449 for the 1996-97 school year. Provides that amounts will increase in accordance with salary increases 
for personnel who serve exceptional students. 

Low-wealth counties, small school system supplemental funding. Provides that of funds appropriated to Aid 
to Local School Administrative Units, $46,483,809 for 1996-97 must be used for supplemental funds for schools in 
low-wealth counties. Requires State Board of Education of allocate and administer funds for low-wealth counties 
in accordance with Section 17.1, Ch. 507, 1995 SL, and funds for small school systems in accordance with Sec. 
17.2, Ch. 505, 1995 SL. 

Class size in grade 2. Requires State Board of Education to allocate funds appropriated to reduce class size 
in second grade to local school units on the basis of one teacher every 23 students in second grade. Permits 
school units to use funds to reduce class size in second grade to 23 or fewer or to hire reading teachers within 
kindergarten through third grade or otherwise reduce the student-teacher ratio within kindergarten through third 
grade. Sets 1 to 26 as ratio of teachers to students for calculating maximum allowable class size for second 
grade. 

Funds for ABC’s program. Authorizes the State Board of Education to use up to $24.5 million of State Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units for 1996-97 to provide incentive funding for schools with higher than projected 
levels of improvement in student performance in accordance with ABC's program if it is enacted. Authorizes State 
Board to allocate up to $21 million of these funds on a per-teacher basis for each eligible school and up to $3.5 
million on a per-teacher assistant basis for each eligible school. 

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION (DOT). 

Funds for elimination of DMV positions. Provides that $135,389 from elimination of 11 positions in Div'n of 
Motor Vehicles (DMV) must be placed in a reserve and used only to support the State Titling and Registration 
System. 

Visitor centers. Requires DOT to collect data to estimate the extent and type of use the public makes of 
visitor centers on highway system. DOT must use data to develop a formula for funding these centers and must 
study possibility of local match. Prohibits approval of new visitor centers before DOT reports to General 
Assembly. Amends GS 20-79.7(c)(2) to appropriate $525,000 for 1996-97 for operating assistance for specified 
Visitor Centers. 

Report on reorganization of DMV. Requires DOT to report to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight 
Committee by Dec. 15, 1996, concerning how it will implement recommendations for restructuring DMV. 

Reports of Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee. Sets out requirements for DOT reports: (1) 
by Nov. 1, 1996, report on changes needed to vehicle salvage laws to minimize number of inspections without 
compromising integrity of salvage process; (2) by Oct. 1, 1996, plans for study of process for license modification, 
revocation, and suspension; use of technology in motor vehicle registration process; use of credit cards to 
increase payment options; entry of collision reports by law enforcement officers into automated database: (3) by 
Dec. 1, 1996, use of computer software to register motor carriers under International Registration Plan; (4) by Nov. 
1, 1996, development of formula for number, location, and staffing of drivers license field offices and use formula 
to develop five-year plan for changes; (5) by Dec. 1, 1996, technical support for vehicle registration and drivers 
license data systems. 
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DMV enforcement duties. Amends GS 20-4 to provide that primary enforcement duty of DMV is enforcement 
of vehicle weight restrictions in GS 20-118. Secondary duties are (1) enforcement of motor carrier safety 
regulations, (2) enforcement of emissions inspection program, (3) inspection of salvage vehicles, (4) security at 
rest areas, and (5) other duties set out in GS Ch. 20. Prohibits DMV from undertaking other enforcement duties 
unless law specifically directs that it do so or duty is undertaken as condition of receiving federal funds. 

Cash flow contract funding. Amends GS 136-176(d) to permit contracts to be funded for two bienniums 
following the year in which the contract is let rather than for one biennium. Amends GS 143-28.1 (Highway Fund 
appropriations) to provide that in awarding highway construction and maintenance contracts requiring payment 
beyond a biennium, up to 50% of the revenues not required for other budget items may be anticipated for the 
second fiscal year of the succeeding biennium’s contract payments. Provides that up to 40% of the revenues not 
required for other budget items may be anticipated for the first year of the second succeeding biennium and up to 
20% of such revenues may be anticipated for the second year of the second succeeding biennium. Requires 
quarterly reports on project built with funds obligated using these cash flow provisions. 

Appropriations. Authorizes and certifies anticipated revenues of Highway Fund for fiscal 1997-98 at $1,089.4 
million; 1998-99 at $1,110.7 million, 1999-00 at $1,146.7 million, 2000-01 at $1,174.3 million. Authorizes and 
certifies anticipated revenues of the Highway Trust Fund for fiscal 1997-98 at $778.2 million, for 1998-99 at $812.7 
million, for 1999-00 at $839.3 million, for 2000-01 at $867.2 million. 

Radio Island railroad trestle. Amends Sec. 18.28(b), Ch. 324, 1995 SL, relating to construction of specified 
trestle. Provides that completed bridge will be owned by DOT. 

DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

Additional private prison beds. Amends GS 148-37 to raise from 1,000 to 2,000 the number of private prison 
beds Dep't may contract for. Dep't may utilize this authority before constructing state owned facilities. Revises 
procedure to enter into contracts as follows: Dep’t must issue request for bids which must be submitted within 
three months; dep’t then has three additional months to award bid; Secretary of Correction must consult with 
chairs of Correction Oversight Committee of legislature, co-chairs of relevant appropriations subcommittees, and 
then must be approved by Council of State after consultation with Governmental Operations Comm'n. Deletes 
authority to give preference to facilities to be shared by state and local gov't and developed as public-private 
partnership. i 

Use of closed facilities. Directs Dep't to consult with county if small prison unit to be closed to determine if 
county can use it, and authorizes transfer to county if otherwise authorized. Allows Dep't to convert facilities to 
minimum security units. 

County reimbursement for holding state prisoners when no space available in prison system. Amends GS 
148-29 to provide, effective January 1, 1996, that state to pay county a per diem rate set by legislature for 
prisoners sentenced to state system, beginning on sixth day from end of court session in which person sentenced. 
For period Jan-June 1996, rate is $14.50 per day to be paid from any funds appropriated to Dep’t. For 1996-97 
fiscal year, raises daily rate to $40 and allows $14.6 million of funds appropriated to Dep’t to be used for that 
purpose. If funds insufficient, operational funds other than lapsed salary may be used for additional costs. 

Combining parole/probation field services and parole pre- and post-release services program for 
budgeting purposes. As title indicates. 

Funding formula for community corrections funds. Eliminates authority of Dep’t to make discretionary 
allocations to local criminal-justice partnership programs on initial allocations of funds, with effect of having all 
funds appropriated to be allocated on formula in GS 143B-273.15(2); any funds unclaimed or unspent during 
1996-97 to be distributed on discretionary basis. 

Private prison contracts to be awarded by June 30, 1996. As title indicates; applicable to 1,000 bed 
authorization contained in current GS 148-37. 

DART aftercare funds not revert. As title indicates; funds to be used for pilot projects to provide aftercare 
for DART program participants. Effective June 30, 1996. 

Outpatient substance abuse funds not revert. As title indicates; funds allocated in 1994 and continued in 
1995 for this purpose to be used for DART, joint treatment projects with DHR, or similar projects. Effective June 
30, 1996. 

Salary continuation for non-certified employees. Amends GS 143-166.13 to make Department's 
employees not subject to Criminal Justice Training and Standards Act eligible for salary continuation benefits if 
injured by deliberate act of inmate or one acting on behalf of inmate. 
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Women at Risk program report. As title indicates; report to be made by Dep't to Governmental Operations 
commission and appropriations subcommittee chairs on Dec. 1, 1996 and May 1, 1997 on program effectiveness, 
number of clients served, number who complete program and who have probation revoked. 

Federal match for prison construction. Designates all construction funds for 1995-97 biennium as possible 
matching funds for federal prison construction funds. If federal funds not available, funds may be used for 
construction. - . 

Use of prison match funds appropriated in 1995. Repeals provision in 1995 budget act making contingent 
allocation of prison construction funds freed up by receipt of federal prison construction funds; any funds 
appropriated in that budget that are not spent on construction to revert to a reserve fund to be appropriated by 
1997 legislative session. 

DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

Highway Patrol promotional policy report. Directs Highway Patrol to report to Crime Control and Public 
Safety Study Commission, Appropriations Committee Chairs, Appropriations Subcommittee on Justice and Public 
Safety Chairs on promotional policies in three stages: by May 15, 1996 on the system adopted; by Jan. 1, 1997 
on system used to rank troopers and supervisors and on progress in training employees in new system; by July 1, 

1997 on the progress in implementing new system. 
JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

Additional assistant district attorneys. Adds one assistant district attorney in each judicial district, with 
following exceptions: Two each in districts 3B, 4 ,5, 8, 12, and 20; Three each in district 7and 22; and four each in 
districts 10, 18 and 26. Effective January 1, 1997. 

Additional assistant public defenders. Authorizes Administrative Office of the Courts to allocate up to 
$528,198 from Indigent Persons Attorney Fee fund to create up to 11 new assistant public defender positions. 

Drug Treatment Court Funds not revert. Authorizes AOC to not revert up to $175,000 in 1995-96 to drug 
treatment court program, and use funds for nonrecurring expenses in 1996-97. Effective June 30, 1996. 

Annual recidivism report. Directs AOC, Dep’t of Correction, and Sentencing Commission to make annual 
recidivism report using same methodology employed in this years report and spelled out in bill. Appropriates 
$4,000 to Judicial Dep't and authorizes Dep't of Correction to use up to $25,000 in grant funds for this purpose. 

Report due April 1 of each year. | 

Increase in minimum and maximum magistrate authorization. Amends GS 7A-133 to increase maximum | 
allowable number of magistrates in Randolph by two and Henderson by one. 

Clerks of court compensation study. Directs AOC to study compensation system for clerk offices and 
make recommendations concerning qualifications and compensation for assistant and deputy clerks to 
appropriations committee by March 1, 1997 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

Increase in number of undercover operations license plates. Amends GS 20-39(h) as title indicates; 
number raised from 50 to 150. 

Western Justice Academy repairs and renovations. Allocates $6 million from 1995-97 Repairs and 
Renovations Fund to Dep't for repairs at Edneyville site. Contracts to be let no later than Dec. 1 1996. 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

Medicaid changes. Authorize Division of Medical Assistance to provide incentives to counties to recover 
Medicaid funds fraudulently obtained by sharing the recovery with the counties; allow use of funds “identified to 
support the cost of development and acquisition of equipment and software through contractual means to improve 
and enhance information systems that provide management information and claims processing’, if approved by 
State Budget Office; allows division to use temporary rules to administer mandated Medicaid estate recovery 
program; and allows use of temporary rules if it finds them necessary to maximize receipt of federal funds or to 
reduce fraud and abuse. 

Nonmedicaid reimbursement changes. Rewrites similar provision in 1995 budget to provide special 
eligibility criteria for those participating in Atypical Antipsychotic Medication Program (identical rules applied to 
Clozaril Program in last year’s budget). : 

SS//Medicaid limits. Provides that aged, blind or disabled persons who meet income and resource ' 
requirements for SSI don’t qualify for Medicaid unless Social Security Administration determines the person to be 
also eligible for Medicaid. Provides that persons eligible for SSI who don't receive it must be given 30 days notice 
to apply for SSI before losing Medicaid coverage. 
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Thomas S. Amends provisions regulating use of Thomas S. fund to allow use of funds to support services 
for persons included in class in adult care homes when their needs cannot be met by using established maximum 
adult care rate, and amends reporting requirements to require annual report on number of individuals identified as 
potential class members. 

Extension of Task Force to determine a minimum reimbursement rate for adult developmental Maa 
programs (ADAP). As title indicates. 

Consolidation of John Umstead Hospital and the ADATC-Butner Operating Fund. As title indicates; Dep't 
authorized to consolidate the two operating budgets. 

Co-located institutions efficiencies. Directs Dep't to create at least $100,000 per year operating 
efficiencies in support functions in co-located institutions. 

Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities and Substance Abuse Services Study Comm'n. Creates cited 
comm'n with 14 members, 6 each appointed by Speaker and President Pro Tem (4 legislators and 2 lay members 
each) and 2 members appointed by Governor. Comm'n to study systemwide issues including governance, 
accountability and quality of services delivered. Repeals legislation authorizing Mental Health Study Comm'n. 

Area mental health program reductions. Directs Dep't to ensure that appropriation reductions to area 
mental health authorities are applied only in programs in which federal revenues under Title IV-A Emergency 
Assistance and Medicaid revenues are expected to increase. 

Carolina Alternatives expansion limits. Directs Dep’t not to expand cited program until State Budget Office 
report is received by 1997 legisiature. 

Foster care reporting repealed. As title indicates; reports were required of counties by 1995 budget act. 

Food Stamp outreach repealed. As title indicates; program was required by 1995 budget and was 
designed to inform general public and interested agencies and organizations about eligibility rules and program 
changes. 

Child support reserve not revert. As title indicates; reserve appropriated in 1995 budget to implement 
enforcement changes enacted in that year. 

AFDC Emergency Assistance Rules Clarified. Directs Socials Services Comm'n to ensure that funds for 
cited purpose are used only in verifiable emergencies by requiring documentation of emergency and verification 
that it is a threat to children affected and was unavoidable. 

ACTS quarterly review. Directs Information Resources Management Commission to conduct quarterly 
review of Automated Collection and Tracking System in Dep’t and provide quarterly reports to Appropriations 
Committees on progress of project. 

Social Services Rules Review. Directs Dep’t to review all Social Services Commission rules in effect and 
make appropriate recommendations to Comm'n to amend or repeal rules, with a report of its actions to be made to 
1997 session. 

Rural Community and Migrant Health Centers’ participation in State Contract Purchasing. Amends GS 
143-49(6) as title indicates. 

Reduce DHR funds in anticipation of reciept of federal funds. Allows State Budget Office to transfer funds 
available to Dep't to offset unanticipated reductions in federal receipts to Dep't, up to $16,625,014 (the amount the 
Dep't budget was reduced in anticipation of receipt of federal funds in that amount). 

DHR Resource Studies extended. Extends until Dec. 1, 1996 the Dep't study on average staff vacancy 
rate for previous five years and analysis of unbudgeted revenues in excess of revenues certified in budget for 
dep't over last two fiscal years. 

Report on implementing Youth Services Study Recommendations. Directs Dep't to report to 
Governmental Operations Commission by Oct. 1, 1996 on its plans to implement cited study. 

Limits on S.O.S. and Family Resource Center administrative costs. Reduces the amount the Dep’t may 
use to administer the program to $250,000 for each program for fiscal 1996-97. 

Location of Office of Economic Opportunity and Support our Students Programs. Directs that Secretary 
ensure that OEO remains in secretary’s office and SOS remains in Division of Youth Services. 

DHR reorganization. Allows Governmental Operations Commission, in consultation with Dep't, to use up 
to $350,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't, to contract with management consultant to propose reorganization of 
Dep't. Consultant's report to be presented by Feb. 1, 1997. 

DHR position elimination specifications. Direct Dep’t to ensure that position reductions be effected as 
follows: vacant positions targeted for elimination are eliminated July 1, 1996; filled positions targeted for 
elimination are eliminated effective Oct. 1, 1996, except for Controller's office positions which are to be eliminated 
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no later than Dec. 31, 1996. Prohibits Dep’t from eliminating any position targeted by department, but not 
referenced as eliminated by budget documents. Directs Dep't to reduce 130.5 mental health positions in 
institutions in following order: Vacant, noncritical positions, eliminated July 1, 1996; followed by vacant critical 
positions eliminated on same date, and filled, noncritical positions to be eliminated on October 1, 1996. Prohibits 
Dep't from eliminating any mental health institutionally based filled, critical position (with critical defined as one 
providing services or in direct contact with clients). 

Food stamp electronic benefits transfer. Prohibits transfer of funds appropriated to Controller's Office, DHR, 
for Food Stamp Electronic Benefits Transfer Program, and authorizes DHR to proceed with statewide 
implementation of the program. 

In-home aide funds. Amends 1995 special provision to permit use of funds for home and community care 
services for older persons who are not eligible for Medicaid and are on waiting list. Requires service recipients to 
pay for services based on income in accordance with GS 143B-181.1(a)(10). 

Health care personnel registry. Recodifies GS 131E-111 as GS 131E-255 and adds provision that no person 
is liable for providing information in good faith for nurse aid registry. Adds GS 131E-256 establishing Health Care 
Personnel Registry containing names of health care personnel working in NC health care facilities who have been 
subject to DHR findings of neglect or abuse of health care facility residents, misappropriation of resident's 
property, misappropriation of facility property, diversion of drugs belonging to facility, or fraud, or who have been 
accused of any of tehse acts and DHR has determine that an investigation is warranted. Allocates $160,000 to 
implement this provision. 

Consider privatizing Richmond County Boundover Detention Facility. As title indicates. 

Smart Start. Requires DHR and NC Partnership for Children to jointly ensure that all reocmmendations 
contained in NC Smart Start Performance Audit are implemented by July 1, 1997. Requires quarterly report to 
Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations of implementation. Modifies Smart Start Audit 
recommendations as follows: (1) Needs and Resources Assessments must begin with 1997-98 fiscal year; (2) 
recommended administrative start-up cost allowance for local partnerships will apply only in first year that 
partnership receives direct services; (3) recommended regionalization shall be planned in a plan, including 
incentives for existing partnerships as well s new ones, that is submitted to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations by 1/1/97; (4) transportation study shall be completed by 1/1/97; (5) determination as.to whether local 
partnerships’ contractors that receive $25,000 or more have complied with audit requirements must be made by 
Partnership rather than State Auditor; and (6) recommendation that Director of Div’n of Child Development be ex 
officio member of Partnership shall not be implemented. 

Allocates 1996-97 Smart Start appropriation as follows: (1) funding for 24 existing partnerships shall remain at 
the current level; (2) funding for new partnerships planned for as of 1995-96 shall remain at the planning level and 
additional funding shall not be provided until Performance Audit recommendations have been implemented; and 
(3) all remaining appropriated funds shall be allocated to implement Performance Audit recommendations. 

Amends 1995 special provision to provide that a county’s allocation of State and federal child care funds to 
subsidize child care must be approved by NC Partnership rather than DHR. 

Permits DHR to use up to $500,000 in 1996-97 for administration (now, $250,000). Increases 1996-97 
funding for NC Partnership to $2.7 million (now, $700,000) and earmarks $1 million of this amount to provide one- 
time assistance to local partnerships in making transition to centralized administration recommended by 
Performance Audit. Increases funding for Frank Porter Graham Child Development Center's evaluation of Smart 
Start to $850,000 for 1996-97. 

Abolishes the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on Early Childhood Education and Development 
Initiatives. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

Cattle and Livestock Exposition Funds. Unencumbered funds appropriated to Dept of Agriculture for 1994-95 
for planning exposition center to be placed in reserve and used for land acquisition, planning, and construction of 
Cattle and Livestock Exposition Center in Iredell County. 

Release state’s reversionary interest in property of Fuquay-Varina American Legion Post 116. As title 
indicates. 

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 

Global Transpark Authority/audit by State Auditor. Amends GS 63A-23 as title indicates. 

World Trade Center Funds. $250,000 for 1996-97 to World Trade Center of NC to support international trade 
education programs for small and medium-sized businesses. 
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Funds for economic development. For 1996-97, $200,000 to Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc., $200,000 to 
NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc. for its Small Farm Economic Development Project, $500,000 to NC 
Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc., $225,000 to NC Minority Support Center 

MCNC. For 1996-97, appropriates $4,966,721 for microelectronics program and $798,275 for supercomputer; 
the funds appropriated for the microelectronics program are contingent upon a dollar-for-dollar match of nonstate 
funds. Transfers $13,000,000 of 1996-97 funds already appropriated to MCNC to UNC Board of Governors for 
purchase of supercomputing and research and education networking services at universities and colleges. 

Economic development funds. Places for 1996-97 $1,025,000 in Rural Economic Development Center's 
Economic and Community Development Program Reserve to be allocated as follows: $675,000 as grants to 
community development corporations; $125,000 to Microenterprise Loan Program; $25,000 to Opportunities 
Industrialization Center of Elizabeth City, Inc.; $200,000 to provide supplemental funding for matching 
requirements for economic development in depressed areas. 

DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Agriculture cost share funds for animal operations located a river basin other than the Neuse River basin. As 
title indicates, appropriates $6,000,000 for 1996-97. 

Agriculture cost share funds for animal operations located in the Neuse River basin. As title indicates, 
appropriates $2,000,000 for 1996-97. 

Statewide technical assistance for animal waste management plans. As title indicates, appropriates 
$1,417,500 for 1996-97. - 

Odor control technology study. Appropriates $600,000 for 1996-97 for odor research at NCSU and NC A&T. 

Wetlands restoration program/funds. Enacts new GS 143-214.8 to establish a nonregulatory wetlands 
restoration program for the acquisition, restoration, enhancement, and creation of wetland and riparian resources; 
the program is to be developed according to a basin-wide plan in each of the state’s 17 river basins. Enacts new 
GS 143-214.11 to establish a compensatory mitigation program for wetlands, which includes payment of a fee to 
the Wetlands Restoration Fund, donation of land, or preparing and implementing a wetlands restoration plan. 
Enacts new GS 143-214.12 to establish a Wetlands Restoration Fund as a nonreverting fund. Payments from fund 
to be made only for acquisition, enhancement, restoration, or creation of wetlands and riparian areas in 
accordance with basin-wide plans. Appropriates for 1996-97 $10,000,000 to Wetlands Restoration Fund, and 
states it is intent to appropriate $10,000,000 to fund in 1997-98. Appropriates for 1996-97 $500,000 for 8 staff 
positions in wetlands restoration program. 

Study alternative animal waste technologies. As title indicates, appropriates for 1996-97 $500,000 for 
research at NCSU and NCA &T. 

Study groundwater impacts of lagoons. As title indicates, appropriates for 1996-97 $375,000 for research at 
NCSU and NCA &T. 

Financial assistance to aid municipalities in Neuse River basin achieve reductions in nitrogen levels. As title 
indicates, appropriates for 1996-97 $5,000,000 for grants; grant to a local government limited to $500,000 or 10% 
of the project cost, whichever is less. 

Study of atmospheric deposition of nitrogen in Neuse Estuary. As title indicates, appropriates for 1996-97 
$450,000. 

Transfer the Geodetic Survey Section to the Office of State Planning. As title indicates. 

Hazardous waste reports. Beginning in 1997, requires reports from DEHNR on hazardous waste to be made 
no more frequently than required under federal law and regulations. 

Drinking water waiver program. Directs DEHNR to establish program under which additional waivers from 
federal safe drinking water regulations may be obtained. 

Study environmental impacts of abandoned lagoons/animal facilities. As title indicates appropriates for 1996- 
97 $25,000 for legislative study commission. 

Reserve for permitting and inspecting animal waste management systems. Places $484,000 in reserve in 
event General Assembly enacts legislation requiring inspections. 

Healthy Start Foundation Funds. Appropriates for 1996-97 $650,000 to Health Start Foundation Funds to 
reduce infant mortality 

Beaver damage control funds. Adds Chowan to the list counties in which a pilot program is to be developed. 
Appropriates for 1996-97 $363,690 to Wildlife Resources Comm'n to continue pilot programs. 
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Wetlands Restoration Fund. Directs State Controller, beginning with 1998-99 fiscal year, to reserve to the 
Wetlands Restoration Fund 2% of any unreserved credit balance remaining in the General Fund at the end of 
each fiscal year. 

SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

State employee salary increase. Grants a 3% salary increase to all State employees except Executive 
Branch officials whose salary is set directly by the General Assembly (i.e., Governor and Council of State, 
nonelected department heads, and certain other specified officials) and Judicial Branch officials whose salary is 
set directly by General Assembly (i.e., justices and judges, administrative officer of the courts, district attorneys, 
and public defenders). Amendment #3 included with the committee substitute provides that the general 3% pay 
increase does not apply to any State employee whose base salary on 7/30/96 was $100,000 or more, and that 
employees whose base salary is less than $100,000 will not receive an increase that would set the base salary at 
more than $100,000. 

Superior Court Judges’ longevity. Amends GS 7A-44(b) to provide longevity pay at rate of 24% after 25 years 
service for superior court judges (now, top bracket is 19.2% after 20 years service). 

UNC System EPA employees. Directs Board of Governors to include consideration of increases based on 
performance in adopting rules for allocation of funds for EPA salaries. 

Study Comm'n on Comprehensive Compensation System. Creates cited nine-member Comm'n consisting 
three House members appointed by Speaker, three Senators appointed by President Pro Tem., and three 
members appointed by Governor. Directs Comm'n to evaluate the Comprehensive Compensation System (GS Ch. 
126, Art. 2) and to determine a methodology for funding pay plan for State employees at varying levels of 
appropriations to fund State pay increases. Directs Comm'n to report to 1997 session. 

Postretirement benefit increases. Grants 3% increase in benefits to State retirees. 

Salary-related contributions. Increases contribution to Consolidated Judicial Retirement System to 23.81%. 

State employee health plan. Amends GS 135-40.1(15) to define “preexisting condition” as one diagnosed and 
treated within six months prior to effective date of coverage (now, any condition that existed or had its beginning to 
any degree, whether diagnosed or not, prior to coverage). Amends GS 1325-40.3(b) to provide that the Plan must 
give credit against 12-month waiting period for preexisting conditions for time that person was covered under a 
previous plan if the previous plan’s coverage was continuous to a date not more than 60 days before effective date 
of coverage. 


H 1096. PREMIUMS TAX COLLECTION. Intro. 5/14/96. House action amends 1st edition. Amendment #2 
deletes installment payment charges from description of “gross premiums” from business done for insurance 
contracts other than life insurance contracts. Amendment #1 deletes clause making act effective only if funds are 
appropriated for its administration, and adds clause that act does not obligate General Assembly to appropriate 
funds.

S 1275. QUALITY JOBS & BUSINESS EXPANSION. TO PROVIDE INCENTIVES FOR HIGH QUALITY JOBS 
AND BUSINESS EXPANSION IN NORTH CAROLINA. Adds new Art. 3A, Tax Incentives for New and Expanding 
Businesses, to GS Ch. 105. Allows credit for creation of new full-time jobs, investments in new machinery and 
equipment, research and development, and worker training. 

Sets out type of businesses eligible for credit (manufacturing or processing, warehousing or distributing, or 
data processing). Sets wage standard for jobs that are eligible to be counted for credit for creating jobs or worker 
training (average weekly wage must be at least 10% above the average weekly wage paid in county, excluding 
positions that pay over $100,000 a year). Ties eligibility for credits to provision of health insurance by taxpayer. 
Provides that credits are allowed against franchise tax levied in Art. 3, GS Ch 105 or income taxes levies in Art. 4, 
GS Ch. 105. Requires taxpayer to make binding election. Sets cap for credit at 50% of tax against which credits 
are claimed, reduced by all other credits allowed against that tax, except tax payments made by or on behalf of 
taxpayer. Requires taxpayer to certify eligibility according to requirements in act and sets fees for credits, subject 
to maximum fee. 

New jobs. Provides that a taxpayer that has nine or more employees for at least 40 weeks during the 
taxable year may qualify for a credit by creating new full-time jobs with the taxpayer's business. ‘Sets level of 
credit per employee based on the distress tier, as defined in act, of the area in which the position is located. 
Credits range from $20,000 in distress tier one to $300 in distress tier five. Provides that credit must be taken in 
equal installments over the four years following the taxable year in which the additional employee was hired and 
only if employer continues to employ increased number of full-time employees. Provides that jobs transferred from 
one area in state to another area are not new jobs, but allows tax credit to be figured at higher rate if new job 
transfers to higher distress tier. Requires taxpayer to prove eligibility for credit with appropriate records. Provides 
that taxpayer who signs letter of commitment with Dep't of Commerce to create at least twenty new full-time jobs in 
a specific area within two years of letter qualifies for credit based on that year’s distress tiers even if employees 
are not hired that year. 

Machinery and equipment. Allows taxpayer that has purchased new machinery and equipment and places 
it in service during the taxable year a credit equal to a percentage of the excess of the eligible investment, as 
defined in act, amount over the applicable threshold amount, as set in act. Sets percentage rate at 10% in 
distress tier one and at 7% in other areas. Provides that credit be taken in equal installments over the seven years 
following the taxable year in which equipment is placed in service. Provides that credit expires if machinery and 
equipment are sold or moved out of state. If equipment is moved to a higher-number distress area, credits 
remaining are allowed at rate for new area. 

Research. Allows taxpayer who claims a federal income tax credit under sec. 41 of the Code for increasing 
research activities a credit equal to 5% of the state’s apportioned share of the taxpayer’s expenditures for 
increasing research activities, as defined in act. 

Worker training. Allows a taxpayer that provides worker training for nine or more of its eligible employees a 
credit of 50% of its eligible expenses for training. Provides that credit for positions in tier one distress area may 
not exceed $1,000 and may not exceed $500 positions in other areas. Sets requirements for training to be eligible 
for credit including certification from Dep't of Community Colleges that training would be eligible for expenditure or 
reimbursement under Dep't of Community Colleges New and Expanding Industry Program. 

Recodifies both GS 105-130.40 and GS 105.17 as 105-129.8. 
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Industrial Development Fund. Amends GS 143B-437A, which creates the Industrial Development Fund in 
the Dep't of Commerce. Fund assists local government units in the most economically distressed counties in 
creating jobs in certain industries. Amends rules adopted by Dep't. (1) Provides for use of funds for equipment for 
manufacturing or processing and construction or repairs for existing and new industrial buildings for manufacturing 
or processing operations. (2) Raises limits for funds used for projects that directly result in creation of new jobs to 
a rate of $4,000 per new job up to a maximum of $400,000 per project. (3) Provides that local match is not 
required if project is located in a distress tier one area. (4) Adds definition of “major economic dislocation.” 
Creates within the Fund a Utility Account to provide funds to assist the local government units of tier one distress 
areas in creating jobs in manufacturing and processing, warehousing and distribution, and data processing. 
Allows use of funds for purposes identified in act, and provides that there is no maximum funding amount per new 
job or per project. Requires Dep’t of Commerce to adopt rules for administration of program. Provides that Utility 
Account is effective only if $5 million is appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce for account. Effective July 1, 1996. 

Community Development Block Grants. Adds new GS 143B-437D requiring the Dep't of Commerce to 
adopt guidelines for awarding Community Development Block Grants for economic development to ensure that no 
local match is required for projects in distress tier one areas and that projects in these area receive priority 
consideration for grants.

Defines “Medical Savings Account Plan” (Plan) as health care coverage plan that is comprised of 
high deductible catastrophic health care coverage (HDC) coverage and a medical saving account (MSA) 
established to receive and disburse funds contributed by the account holder or the account holder's employer, or 
both, to pay for eligible medical expenses of the account holder and the account holder’s covered dependents. 

Employers. Provides that, effective Jan. 1, 1998, an employer may offer employees health care coverage in 
form of a Plan that includes both HDC and a medical savings account. Requires employer to inform employees of 
tax status of contributions, offer to assist employees in determining most appropriate health care coverage option 
and how to use Plan if employees chooses Plan, and provide each account holder a funds verification card to 
present to health care providers. 

Provides that HDC coverage qualifies as part of Plan if coverage (1) is purchased by employer for employee 
(employee's eligible dependents may be included) and (2) provides for payment of covered medical expenses 
that exceed deductible, copayments, or coinsurance required by other health care coverage. Provides that extent 
of coverage and services covered are within employer's discretion. 

Prohibits employer who offers Plan from establishing different enrollment period requirements for employees 
under Plan than for employees covered under other health plans. Sets conditions under which credit will be given 
for a preexisting conditions waiting period when employee changes plans. 

Permits employer who makes contributions to medical savings account program to advance employee, 
interest free, amount necessary to cover medical expenses that exceed amount in MSA, if employee agrees to 
repay advance. 

Provides that upon death of account holder, all funds in MSA must be distributed to decedent's estate. 

Use of MSA funds. Provides that funds may be used for eligible medical expenses, as defined in act, and 
long-term care services or long-term care insurance premiums for employee and covered dependents. Funds 
may also be used for continuation of health care coverage during periods of unemployment or of transition from 
one Plan to another. 

Provides that funds are property of account holder and may be withdrawn for any reason, but if withdrawal is 
for purposes not authorized in act, funds are subject to taxation under GS 105-143.4 and a penalty of 10% of 
amount withdrawn. 

Provides that if account holder's employment is terminated by employee or employer, account holder may 
either (1) use funds to continue to pay premiums of former employer's Plan, purchase of health benefit plan for 
dependents, or pay for any other eligible expense or (2) deposit funds into MSA establish by account holder's new 
employer and funds will not be subject to taxation or penalty. 

Account administration. Requires administration of MSAs by account administrator selected by employer. 
Requires account funds to be deposited in insured account with administrator as trustee. Permits individual or 
common trust funds, but prohibits any other commingling. Permits administrator to disburse funds only for (1) 
purposes related to payment of medical expenses and premiums listed in act or (2) for noneligible purposes not 
more than once per calendar quarter. 
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Tax provisions. Amends GS 105-134.6(d)(adjustments to taxable income) to allow taxpayer to deduct 
contribution, to the extent it is included in taxable income, of taxpayer's or taxpayer's employee’s MSA and interest 
and dividends earned on the taxpayer's medical savings account. Requires taxpayer to add to taxable income any 
amount withdrawn for noneligible purpose from MSA.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1014. NURSING/REST HOME EMP. CHECKS. Intro. 5/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Changes title to REQUIRING CRIMINAL HISTORY RECORD CHECKS OF UNLICENSED APPLICANTS FOR 
EMPLOYMENT IN NURSING HOMES, ADULT CARE HOMES, AND HOME CARE AGENCIES. Amends GS 114- 
19.3 to include in list of facilities that Dep't of Justice may provide criminal records checks combination homes and 
adult care homes, and provides that a record check may be conducted by using a person's fingerprint or other 
information required by the Dep't of Justice to identify that person. Adds new GS 131D-40 to provide that an offer 
of employment by an adult care home to an applicant who does not have an occupational license shall be 
conditioned on consent to a criminal record check. An applicant who does not consent shall not be employed. Lists 
factors that administrator must consider in making an offer of employment if applicant has been convicted of a 
relevant offense, and lists relevant offenses. Conviction is not an absolute bar to employment. Enacts new GS 
131E-255 to make similar provision for applicants for employment by nursing homes and home care agencies. 
Amends GS 114-19.1 to require Dep't of Justice to process requests for criminal history checks in following order: 
1) administration of criminal justice record checks; 2) mandatory noncriminal justice criminal history record checks; 
and 3) voluntary noncriminal justice criminal history record checks. Effective Jan. 1, 1997, except the requirements 
of new GS 131E-255 on home health agencies become effective Jan. 1, 1998.

House amendment #1 adds to the Legislative Study Comm'n on Mental Health 
one member appointed by Governor to represent Coalition 2001. 

House amendment #2 adds two new special provisions as follows: 

From funds appropriated to DHR, Div'n of Aging, allocates $100,000 for 
196-97 to Alzheimer’s Ass’n of NC for grants to support four regional Alzheimer’s chapters. 

Autism Soc’y of NC funds. From funds appropriated to DHR, Div’n of MH/DD/SAS, allocates $100,000 for 
1996-97 to Autism Soc’y of NC, Inc. 

House amendment #3 was tabled. It would have added a subsection denying any salary increase to state 
employees whose base salary is $100,000 or more and would have limited the 3% general pay increase so that 
no employee's salary would have been increased to more than $100,000. 

House amendment #4 adds NC School of Science and Math to special provision required Board of Governors 
to evaluate University residences for fire safety.

Amends GS 90-270.6 to increase the number of 
members of the NC Psychology Board from 7 to 9 and to provide that 3 of the members shall be licensed 
psychologist-masters or psychological associates. Amends GS 90-270.11 to add provision for licensing of 
psychologist-masters. Sets psychologists-masters license application fee at $100. Amends GS 90-270.20 to 
provide that licensed psychologists-masters shall be certified as health services providers. Amends GS 58-50- 
30(b) and 58-65-1(c) (for health insurance purposes) to include a licensed psychologist-masters in the definition of 
“duly licensed psychologist.” Similarly amends GS 58-65-75(d) regarding payment of benefits for treatment of 
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chemica! dependency. Amends GS 122C-3(13b) (mental health and substance abuse) to include a licensed 
psychologist-master in the definition of “eligible psychologist.”

Effective 30 
days after the act is ratified, DEHNR is directed to classify every known discharge or release of a petroleum 
product from an underground storage tank as either a class AB or CDE impact. Generally, a release may be 
classified as a class AB only if a water supply well is contaminated or threatened. DEHNR shall not require the 
cleanup of a class CDE release except to prevent further releases or to protect against an imminent hazard; class 
CDE cleanups are ineligible for reimbursement from the Commercial Fund or Noncommercial Fund except in 
limited circumstances. This provision of the act expires on the date a temporary or permanent rule adopted 
pursuant to GS 143-215.94V becomes effective. Effective Jan. 1, 1997, G.S. 143-215.94C(a) is amended to 
provide that each compartment of a commercial underground storage tank that is designed to independently 
contain a petroleum product is a separate underground storage tank, and to increase the annual operating fee for 
a tank of 3,500 gallons capacity or less from $150 to $200, and that of a tank of more than 3,500 capacity from 
$225 to $300. New GS 143-215.94E(c1), which becomes effective on ratification of the act, applies retroactively to 
releases discovered and reported on or after Jan. 1, 1992 and before Oct. 1, 1997, and which expires Oct. 1, 
1997, provides that in the case of a discharge or release from a noncommercial underground storage tank where 
the owner or operator of the tank cannot be located or fails to report and remove the discharge, the current owner 
of the land is eligible for reimbursement for cleanup efforts. The reimbursement is 90% of the costs above $5,000, 
but not to exceed one million dollars for each discharge or release. This provision does not require a current 
landowner to clean up a discharge for which he is not otherwise responsible.

CONTRACTORS CERTIFICATION COMMISSION, TO AMEND THE WELL DRILLERS AND PUMP 
INSTALLERS REGISTRATION REQUIREMENTS, AND TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO THE WELL 
CONSTRUCTION ACT, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION. Creates 
Well Contractors and Pump Contractors Certification Comm'n to consist of seven members appointed by the 
Governor as follows: one well contractor certified under current law who works primarily on domestic water supply 
wells; one certified well contractor who works primarily on industrial, municipal, or other large capacity water 
supply wells; one certified well contractor who works primarily on wells that are not for water supply; one pump 
contractor certified under current law who is not a well contractor; two local health department employees who 
inspect and permit wells, one from a county east of or crossed by Interstate 95 and the other from a county to the 
west, and one public member. The well contractors must be appointed from those nominated by certified well 
contractors; one must be from a county east of or crossed by I-95, and two must be from counties to the west. 

Authorizes the comm’n to adopt rules governing the certification of well and pump contractors, including rules 
that would permit the state to receive federal funds for well and pump contracting certification programs. Further 
authorizes the comm’n to exercise powers under the administrative procedure act and to make final agency 
determinations on the imposition of civil fines for violations of the well and pump contractors’ certification act. 

New well and pump contractors’ certification act requires well and pump contractors to be certified by 
comm'’n. Requires comm’n to establish rules providing for certification of different types of well and pump 
contractors. Requires comm'n to establish requirements for education, experience, and knowledge of each type of 
well and pump contractor, including continuing education requirements. Exempts from certification requirement 
those who work under the personal supervision of a certified contractor and those who perform contracting 
activities on land they own or lease. Exempts from comm'n examination requirements well and pump contractors 
who have been actively engaged in the business for 10 years before January 1, 1996 and who have been 
continuously registered under existing law since 1992, or have been working for a registered firm since 1992. Also 
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exempts from examination requirements those who as of July 1, 1996 held a grade A,B, or C water treatment 
facility operator certificate and are employed by government or by a public utility. 

Provides for issuance, renewal, suspension and revocation of certificates. Permits comm’n to charge an 
examination fee of up to $150 and an annual renewal fee of up to $350. Proceeds are to be credited to Well 
Construction Fund, a nonreverting account within the Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources. Fund 
is to be used to administer certification program. 

’ Provides that sec’y of DEHNR may ask Attorney General to seek injunctions to enforce act and rules of 
comm'n. 

Amends GS 87-94 governing the assessment of civil penalties for violations of existing NC Well Construction 
Act. Applies civil penalties to violations of well and pump contractors certification act. Deletes provision requiring 
notice of violation and 30-day grace period to correct violation before penalties are imposed. Deletes provisions 
governing collection of civil penalties by Attorney General. Repeals GS 87-91(b), which governs notification to 
violators of well construction act. 

Requires pump contractors to register with DEHNR. Repeals registration requirements for well and pump 
contractors effective July 1, 1997.

unless a different effective date applies under GS 150B-21.3. Further amends GS 150B-21.3 to add subsection (f) 
providing that a permanent rule for which no notice or hearing is required under GS 150B-21.5(a) or (b) becomes 
effective on the first day of the month following the month the rule is approved by the Rules Review Comm'n. Adds 
new GS 150B-21.8(d) to provide that an agency may withdraw a permanent rule while it is under review by the 
Rules Review Comm'n by making a written request to return the rule. Amends GS 89C-3(6) and 89E-3(4) to 
provide that the practice of engineering and the science of geology do not include removal of an underground 
storage tank used to store a petroleum product when there is no discharge or release of the product from the tank. 
Amends GS 89C-14(b) to provide that an applicant for registration as an engineer who is required to take the 
written examination must pay a fee equal to the cost of the examination plus an additional amount not to exceed

Tax rate changes effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1997; changes to GS 115C-546.1 
effective to remittances made on or after Oct. 1, 1997. 

Income or Franchise Tax Credits. Adds new GS Chapter 105, Article 3A, incorporating present GS 105- 
130.40 and 105-151.17, establishing tax credits to businesses engaged in manufacturing or processing, 
warehousing or distribution, or data processing, for job creation, purchases of machinery and equipment, research 
and development, and worker training. Credits are available either for income tax or franchise tax, at the 
taxpayer's binding election. Amounts of credit depend on economic status of county in which the job or the 
business is located. The Secretary of Commerce is annually to rank each county by unemployment rate, per 
Capita income, and population growth; each county then to be ranked by cumulative distress level, and the 
counties divided into five tiers: Tier 1 - counties with 10 highest distress factors; Tier 2 - next 15 counties; Tier 3 - 
next 25 counties; Tier 4 - next 25 counties; Tier 5 - remaining counties. To qualify for credits, jobs must pay 
average weekly wage at least 10% above county average wage, and taxpayer must provide health insurance for 
employees 

Job credit replaces existing credit under GS 105-130.40 or 105-131.17. To qualify for credit, taxpayer must 
have at least nine employees. The amount of the credit for each job is as follows: Tier 1: $20,000; Tier 2: $4,000; 
Tier 3: $3,000; Tier 4: $1,000; and Tier 5: $300. 

Machinery and equipment credit is in amount equal to percentage of investment over an applicable threshold: 
the threshold is as follows: Tier 1: $0; Tier 2: $100,000; Tier 3: $200,000; Tier 4: $500,000; and Tier 5: $1 million. 
The percentage over the threshold allowed as a credit is 10% in Tier 1 and 7% elsewhere. 

Creates research and development credit for taxpayers claiming comparable federal tax credit. Sets amount 
of credit at 5% of state’s apportioned share of taxpayer's expenditures for increasing research activities. 
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Creates worker training credit, for employers providing worker training for nine or more eligible employees, for 
training expenditures that would be eligible for expenditure or reimbursement under Community Colleges’ New 
and Expanding Industry Program. Sets maximum credit at $1,000 per employee in Tier 1 counties and $500 in 
other counties. 

New credits effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996, applicable to jobs created or 
machinery or equipment placed in service on or after July 1, 1996. Repeals credits, for applications filed on or 
after Jan. 1, 2002. 

Industrial Development Fund. Amends GS 143B-437A to increase the amount available for grants, per job, 
from $2,400 per job to $4,000 per job, with the overall maximum increased from $250,000 to $400,000. Specifies 
that there is to be no local match requirement for counties in Tier 1, as defined in the tax credit legislation. In 
addition, creates (subject to an appropriation of at least $5 million in 1996-97) a utility account in the Industrial 
Development Fund, to assist local governments in Tier 1 counties; moneys to be used to extend utility lines to new 
or expanding buildings used for manufacturing or processing, warehousing or distribution, or data processing.

S 470. GOOD FUNDS SETTLEMENT ACT. Intro. 3/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
definitions of bank, cashier's check, certified check, and tellers check to G.S. 45A-3. Amends G.S. 45A-4 to add 
checks drawn on account of or issued by lenders approved by U.S. Dep’t of Housing and Urban Development as 
supervised or nonsupervised mortgagee. Amends G.S. 53-234(6) to clarify exemption of lenders approved by U.S. 
Dep’t of Housing and Urban Development as supervised or nonsupervised mortgagees from registration of 
mortgage bankers and brokers. Changes effective dates to October 1, 1996 (was 1995), 


S 1117. NC STDS. BD. FOR PUBLIC SCH. ADMIN.. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate action amends 1st edition to allow 
those with a graduate degree from an approved public school administration program (was only those with a 
masters degree and completion of a public school administration program) to qualify for certification. 


S 1134. SCHOOL FACILITIES DEADLINE. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute replaces ‘st edition. 
Clarifies G.S. 115C-521 to provide that all registered architects and engineers may submit plans for the computer 
database. Requires the School Facilities Task Force to report to the State Board by December 1, 1996 (was 
1997). Provides that school facility guidelines and standards adopted prior to the effective date of this act remain 
in effect as guidelines only. 


S 1173. SNOW DAYS OFF/CERTAIN SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds Stokes county to bill. 


S 1178. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate committee substitute adds to the 1st 
edition the following features: 

Motor vehicle valuation. Amends GS 105-330.2(a) to provide that the value of a classified motor vehicle 
registered under the staggered system shall be determined annually as of the Jan. 1 preceding the date a new 
registration is applied for or the current registration expires. Directs that the value of a vehicle newly registered 
under the annual system must be determined as of the Jan. 1 of the year the new registration is obtained or, if the 
registration is renewed, as of the Jan. 1 following the date the registration expires. 

Income tax withholding of unemployment benefits. Adds new GS 96-12(g) to require that an individual filing a 
new claim for unemployment compensation be advised in writing at the time of the filing that such compensation is 
subject to federal and State income taxation; that estimated tax payments may need to be made; that the 
individual may elect to have federal and/or State tax withheld from the payment of such compensation; and that 
the individual may change previous elections concerning withholding. Directs the North Carolina Employment 
Security Comm'n to follow procedures specified by federal and State taxing agencies. Provides that amounts 
withheld from unemployment compensation remain in the Unemployment Insurance Fund until transferred to the 
appropriate taxing authority as a tax payment. Effective Jan. 1, 1997, and applies to unemployment compensation 
payments made on or after that date. 


S 1207. EDUCATION OF GIFTED STUDENTS. Intro. 5/16/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Replaces references to “gifted” students with references to “academically or intellectually gifted” students. 


S 1275. QUALITY JOBS & BUSINESS EXPANSION. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Amends 
proposed job tax credit to reduce from nine to five the number of employees the taxpayer must have in order to 
qualify. Amends proposed worker training tax credit to reduce from nine to five the number of employees who 
must have been trained.

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HOUSE BILLS 


H 1010. RESPIRATORY CARE STUDY. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Authorizes Legislative Research Comm'n study of the regulation of respiratory care therapy. 


H 1076. FISHERY RESOURCE GRANT PROGRAM. Intro. 5/13/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes grants available to persons involved in commercial or recreational fishing, in aquaculture or 
mariculture, or in handling fish products such as dealers or processors. (Originally, grants were available to 
“fishermen.”) Provides that if a grant proposal is generated by someone other than those listed above, it may be 
funded only if supported in writing by persons in fishing industries. Modifies requirements for reporting from grant 
recipients and expending grant proceeds. Transfers $1 million of funds appropriated to Dep't of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources to Board of Governors, to administer this program, with up to $25,000 available for 
administrative expenses. 


H 1100. 1996 SCHOOL BONDS ACT. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds new 
GS 115C-489.2(c) to require the Comm'n on School Facility Needs to continue to follow its 1988 grant priority list 
until the next 11 local school units on that priority list are funded. Amends the title of the bill to reflect this change. 
Makes the following minor changes in the portion of the bill concerning the $950 million school bond issue: (1) 
defines “small county school system” as one with average daily membership of less than 3,000; (2) provides that 
not more than $350 million in bonds may be issued in any 12-month period; and (3) sets referendum date as 
November 5, 1996. All other changes are technical or clarifying. 


H 1108. MODIFY 1996 BUDGET. Intro. 5/14/96. The following digest corrects a typographical error in the 5/23/96 
digest of the House Budget Bill. 
COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

Aid to students at private colleges. Raises from $550 to $600 annual aid to institutions per full-time 
equivalent NC undergraduate student enrolled at a private institution to be used for scholarships for needy NC 
students. Raises from $1,250 to $1,300 the maximum grant per academic year to each full-time NC 
undergraduate student attending an approved institution. Prohibits use of funds for any student who is 
incarcerated in a state or federal correctional facility. 


H 1157. GIFTS FROM FEDERAL PAC. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Applies 


permissions of bill to “federal candidate’s committee” or a “Federal Political Action Committee”, rather than “federal 
political committees”. 


H 1162. VOTER'S TESTIMONY. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute differs from the 1st edition by deleting 
from it the following provisions: (1) the proviso that the State Board of Elections may block the calling of a new 
election if it determines, by means other than the testimony of the ineligible voters about how they voted, that the 
subtraction of their votes would not change the outcome of the election or would not have resulted: (2) the proviso 
that the State Board may refuse to declare a tie if it determines by such means that the subtraction of the votes of 
ineligible voters would not result in a tie; and (3) the provision that unless all parties in interest agree otherwise, a 
new election must be held in the entire jurisdiction where the original election was held, rather than in a part 
thereof. 


H 1163. RENTAL EQUIP. LIENS. Intro. 5/1/596. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes 
effective date from July 1, 1996 to Oct. 1, 1996. 


H 1164. MOLD LIEN ACT. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces ‘st edition. Changes effective 
date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1996.

Authorizes the contract to provide for the incurrence of installment 
indebtedness either by a competitive bidding process or a negotiated process, as determined by the State 
Treasurer. 

Provides for the payment of amounts due under a financing contract from amounts 
appropriated to and deposited in the Wildlife Resources Fund. Amends GS 143-250 to provide that moneys 
credited to the Fund (excluding moneys in the Wildlife Conservation Account) to be used to make payment of all 
sums coming due under a contract, to the extent provided by H 833 (1995 General Assembly).

SENATE BILLS 


S 126. LONG-TERM CARE CHANGES. Intro. 2/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends 
GS 143B-181.6 to extend coverage to local agencies that provide long-term care services; to add requirement that 
services be based on the desires of the elderly and their families; to provide that services be delivered through a 
seamless system that is flexible and responsive regardless of funding source; to primarily target most frail, needy 
elderly; to require state and local agencies to establish fee for services for those with ability to pay; and to provide 
that institutional care promote quality of life and timely discharge to less restrictive care setting when appropriate. 
Deletes provision on Advisory Committee on Home and Community Care. 


S 1119. FRIDAY CANVASS. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Clarifies that in accepting the filing 
of complaints concerning the conduct of an election, a board of elections shall be subject to the rules concerning 
Sundays and holidays set forth in GS 103-5. 


S 1317. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDS. '96. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition. 
Adds provision that if a party responsible for a cleanup that is suspended is not eligible for cost reimbursement 
because the impact has been classified as a Class CDE impact, the party may petition the dep’t to remain eligible 
for payment or reimbursement. Directs department to authorize such payment or reimbursement for (a) those who 
have costs that would otherwise be reimbursed; (b) those who will pay all those costs for which they are legally 
responsible; and (c) those who will suffer hardship if the cleanup is discontinued. Defines hardship to exist only 
where cleanup discontinuation will prevent the bona fide sale of property. To prove hardship, party must present a 
contract for sale executed no later than Dec. 31, 1996, that is contingent on cleanup continuation. Directs the 
dep't to discontinue eligibility if conveyance does not occur under the terms of contract or within 120 days after 
sale contract executed. Also makes technical and clarifying changes. 


S 1345. ANIMAL WASTE PERMITS/INSPECTIONS. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition and amends title accordingly. Creates new Part 1 to Article 21 of GS Ch. 143 that prohibits the construction 
Or operation of an animal waste management system without first obtaining a permit from the Div’n of 
Environmental Management. All animal waste management systems shall be designed, constructed and operated 
so that the animal operations (defined by the act as any agricultural activity involving 250 or more swine, 100 or 
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more confined cattle, or 30,000 or more confined poultry with a liquid waste system) served by the system does 
not cause water pollution in the surface waters of the state. All applications for permits must contain a system plan 
that has been approved by a technical specialist. Amends GS 143-215.1(a) and 215.2(a) to reflect new permit 
requirements. Permit requirements become effective December 31, 1997. 

Beginning Sept. 1, 1996, all animal operations must have a yearly operations review as part of their animal 
waste management plans. Review must be conducted by specialists of (1) the NC Soil and Water Conservation 
District or federal Natural Resources Conservation Service, (2) the Cooperative Extension Service, or (3) the Dep't 
of Agriculture. Inspectors must take immediate action if they note (1) use of a straight water pipe into the waters of 
the state; (2)any major deterioration or leaks in a lagoon system; (3) overspraying animal waste in excess of limits 
set in waste management plan or runoff into a blueline stream, or (4) any discharge that bypasses a lagoon 
system. Less threatening violations result in oral advice on corrective action needed and reinspection within 30 
days to verify compliance. 

Requires the Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation, the Cooperative Extension Service of NC State 
University, and the Dep't of Agriculture to prepare a plan to utilize existing local resources for nonpoint source 
prevention and control. The report is to be presented to the Senate Select Committee on River Water Quality and 
Fish Kills and the Environmental Review Comm'n by September 30, 1996. 

Requires the Environmental Review Comm'n to study the permit and operations review requirements created 
by the act and to consider whether the requirements should be extended to confined poultry operations with dry 
litter. The Comm'n must report to the General Assembly at the 1997 session. 


S 1394. AUTHORIZE SAME-SEX MARRIAGE BAN BILL. Intro. 5/30/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 
1st edition. Authorizes consideration of bill to provide that marriages contracted outside NC between persons of 
the same gender are void throughout NC. Original bill provided that same-sex marriages would be invalid only in 
certain counties. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 910. CHILD BICYCLE SAFETY ACT. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Deletes 
legislative findings and purpose. Clarifies that violation of the act is an infraction subject to a maximum fine of $10 
(was $30). Also clarifies that act shall not prohibit a local government from adopting more stringent standards for 
bicycle safety. 


H 1082. ANNEXATION CHANGES/LARGER CITIES. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute differs from 1st 
edition in following respects: (1) reinstates provision in current law requiring petitions for the extension of water 
and sewer lines to occupied dwellings and operating commercial or industrial properties to be received by the city 
clerk not less than 30 days before adoption of the annexation ordinance and deletes requirement that city must 
inform each such eligible property owner of the right to make such a request; (2) deletes provision that if water, 
sewer, Or paving services specified in the annexation report not provided within two years of effective date of 
annexation, the property owner that lacks such service must be reimbursed for back property taxes and is not 
liable for such future taxes until the services are provided; (3) requires city to provide street paving service on 
substantially the same basis as that service is provided within the rest of city prior to annexation (1st edition, city 
must pave all municipal public roads meeting city standards within two years); (4) requires city to include in 
annexation report a summary of how certain major services were provided to current city residents as of 90 days 
prior to the public hearing date; (5) requires a statement showing how proposed annexation will affect city finances 
and services, including city revenue change estimates, to be delivered to the clerk of the county comm'rs at least 
30 days before annexation public hearing (1st edition, statement must show how proposed annexation will affect 
the county’s finances); (6) deletes requirement in “population” criterion that acreage in residential use have at least 
four persons per acre; (7) deletes requirement in “subdivision” criterion that area have a resident population of at 
least three persons per acre and that at least 70% of the total acreage consist of lots three acres or less in size; 
(8) deletes requirement that acreage within streets be included in annexation acreage calculations; (9) deletes 
requirement that any contiguous land in common ownership and common use is deemed to be one lot; (10) 
reinstates “land bridge” provisions of current law; (11) reinstates provision waiving resolution of consideration one 
year prior to resolution of intent if both provide that effective annexation date is at least one year after adoption 
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date; (12) deletes provision providing for analysis of annexation by Local Government Comm'n; (13) reinstates 
provisions providing city with tolerances in making population and land use estimates; and (14) requires city to 
explain annexation report at annexation public hearing; report must notify those annexed of their right to appeal, 
their right to receive water and sewer service, and their remedies for failure of the city to provide services. 
Generally changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1996 to Dec. 1, 1996. 


H 1084. ANNEXATION CHANGES/SMALLER CITIES. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute differs from 1st 
edition in following respects: (1) deletes provision that if water, sewer, or paving services specified in the 
annexation report not provided within two years of effective date of annexation, the property owner that lacks such 
service must be reimbursed for back property taxes and is not liable for such future taxes until the services are 
provided; (2) requires city to provide street paving service on substantially the same basis as that service is 
provided within the rest of city prior to annexation (1st edition, city must pave all municipal public roads meeting 
city standards within two years); (3) requires city to include in annexation report a summary of how certain major 
services were provided to current city residents as of 90 days prior to the public hearing date; (4) requires a 
statement showing how proposed annexation will affect city finances and services, including city revenue change 
estimates, to be delivered to the clerk of the county comm'rs at least 30 days before annexation public hearing (1st 
edition, statement must show how proposed annexation will affect the county’s finances); (5) deletes requirement

hearing; report must notify those annexed of their right to appeal, their right to receive water and sewer service, 
and their remedies for failure of the city to provide services. Generally changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1996 to 
Dec. 1, 1996. 


H 1100. 1996 SCH. BONDS ACT. Intro. 5/14/96. House action amends 2nd edition by adding a new sec. 12.1 to 
provide that any county or local school administrative unit entering into contracts for public school capital outlay 
projects under the act is encouraged to utilize small businesses as suppliers, equipment, and services for those 
projects to the extent allowed by GS 143-128 and GS 143-129. 


H 1117. TRESPASS/THEFT OF PINE STRAW. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute differs from 1st edition 
by deleting provision concerning entry on the land of another upon which ‘posted’ notices have been placed. 
Clarifies that act applies to offenses occurring on or after its effective date (Dec. 1, 1996). 


H 1170. AGENCY PRINTING. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends GS 143- 
169(b) to allow the use of process color or multicolor printing in publications that meet guidelines established by 
the Dep't of Administration and makes clarifying changes. 


H 1174. CONDEMNATION AWARDS/EVIDENCE. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute differs from 1st 
edition by awarding attorneys’ fees only if the judgment awarded is greater than the amount of the deposit (first 
edition provides fees if judgment exceeds amount of deposit or it exceeds the highest formal offer of settlement 
made in writing by the condemnor to the condemnee prior to the filing of a petition). Also differs from 1st edition by 
allowing as evidence of value the most recent appraisal and valuation done prior to institution of the action for the 
purpose of levying ad valorem taxes upon the property condemned and by deleting specific authorization to allow 
as evidence any formal offer of settlement made in writing by the condemnor to the condemnee prior to the filing of 
a petition. Amends GS 40A-48(d) to delete provision deeming the introduction of evidence of the deposit by the 
condemnor to be incompetent. 


H 1177. BATTLEBORO/ROCKY MT. MERGER. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds legal description of Birchfield and Walkertown to bill. 
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H 1180. ADD TRUSTEES/COLLEGE OF THE ALBEMARLE. Intro. 5/16/96. House committee substitute differs 

from 1st edition by raising from two to six the minimum number of counties that must be served by a community 
college in order for the board of trustees of such college to authorize the county commissioners of one or more of 

those counties to elect an additional board member. 


H 1198. UNINSURED/UNDERINSURED COVERAGE . Intro. 5/16/96. House committee substitute differs from 1st 
edition by changing the bill title to read TO PROVIDE THAT UNINSURED AND UNDERINSURED MOTORIST 
COVERAGE MAY BE LIMITED OR EXCLUDED UNDER EXCESS LIABILITY COVERAGE and by adding 
requirements that uninsured and underinsured coverage may be limited or excluded only if the insured signs a 
written waiver of benefit for such coverage and the rate for the excess liability policy reflects the lack of such 
coverage. Provides that the waiver may be part of the application, if the application includes a place for the 
insured to initial, sign, or check the waiver. 


H 1357. EDENTON ANNEXATIONS. Intro. 5/24/96. House action amends ‘st edition. Makes technicai change.

SENATE BILLS 


S 678. CONSUMER PROTECTION FUND. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds 
provision allowing use of funds for meteorologists, statisticians, and other professionals and experts needed to 
analyze evidence or exhibits of opposing party in a rate-making matter. 


S 1108. SOFT DRINK TAX ON MILK DRINKS. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
The original bill affected only chocolate milk. The committee substitute exempts from the soft drink tax any bottled 
soft drink that contains milk (now,, to be exempt the product must be produced by a farmer or dairy, or must 
contain at least 35% milk by volume). Changes title accordingly. Effective retroactively to Oct. 1, 1991. Authorizes 
refunds of taxes or penalties previously paid by any taxpayer on a product exempted by the act, with interest as 
for refunds of overpaid taxes. Refund applications must be submitted to Dep't of Revenue by Jan. 1, 1997. 


S 1202. LOCAL CONSENT FOR CONDEMNATION. Intro. 5/16/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds new 
section authorizing Surry County to construct an emergency medical services building without complying with the 
public bidding statutes by using the single-prime method, the design-build method, or any other method deemed 
efficient, provided that the project cost may not exceed $400,000 and construction must be completed within two 
years of act's ratification. Amends title accordingly. 


S 1220. LOCAL SCHOOL PAY DATES REPEALED. Intro. 5/20/96. Senate committee substitute replaces ‘1st 
edition. Changes title to read: “TO REPEAL THE LOCAL PAY DATES FOR CERTAIN EMPLOYEES OF 
VARIOUS LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS.” Repeals sections of various session laws and provides 
that pay dates for all employees of following additional local boards of education shall be established in 
accordance with G.S. Ch. 115C: Alleghany, Brunswick, Caldwell, Charlotte Mecklenburg, Cherokee, Dare, 
Haywood, Henderson, New Hanover, Pitt , Scotland, and Watauga Counties. 


S 1313. CASTLE HAYNE INCORPORATION. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Names initial 
mayor and council members. 
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S 1317. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS AMENDS. '96. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition to 
refer to “other person” (instead of “landowner’) responsible for the cleanup. 


S 1351. DEVELOP RIPARIAN BUFFERS. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate committee substitute replaces ist edition and 
makes following changes. (1) Specifies that Environmental Management Comm'n (Comm'n) is to develop a matrix 
of minimum forested or equivalent riparian buffers to protect water quality and to restore impaired water quality in 
nutrient-sensitive waters (underlined words added). Defines “nutrient-sensitive waters” as those so classified in 
rules adopted by the Comm'n pursuant to G.S. 143-214.1. (2) Deletes specific procedure for riparian landowner 
to propose different site-specific solutions; instead, specifies that Comm'n is to provide such a procedure by rule 
for alternatives that provide an equivalent or greater protection and restoration of water quality than would the 
buffer required by rule. (3) Rewrites provision specifying when riparian buffers are not required to specify that they 
are not required along ditches that do not discharge or overflow into State waters designated as solid blue lines on 
U.S. Geological Survey Topographical Maps. (4) Authorizes Comm'n to adopt temporary rules to implement act. 

(5) Revises effective date section of act to delete provision that act applies only to those counties that lie in 
whole or in part in the Neuse River Basin, and to specify that appropriation in act becomes effective only if the 
General Assembly either (a) adjusts the General Fund availability for fiscal 1996-97 in the Current Appropriations 
Act of 1996 (Appropriations Act) by the estimated earmarking amount provided for in act ($25,000 appropriation) 
and by the estimated reduction in General Fund revenue provided for in temporary rules adoption and effective 
date sections of act, or (b) adjourns sine die without enacting that Appropriations Act. Provides that nothing in act 
is to be construed to obligate the General Assembly to provide funds to implement the provisions of act. 


S 1396. NEW HANOVER NURSING HM. BD. Intro. 5/30/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends G.S. 131E-128(b) to provided that committee shall have one member for every 50 nursing home beds in 
the county; and that it shall establish a subcommittee of “fewer than three” visiting members for each nursing 
home in the county. Provides that County Ombudsman, paid for by the county, shall have same powers and duties 
as Regional Ombudsman. ; 


S 1409. TRESPASS/THEFT OF PINE STRAW. Intro. 5/30/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes from 
G.S. 14-159.6(b) provision that would make it apply to land that was “posted.” 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1100. 1996 SCH. BONDS ACT. Intro. 5/14/96. House action amends ‘st edition. Changes the ADM Allocation 
amount for Edgecombe County from $4,423,967 to $2,423,967. 


H 1102. SCH. FACILITIES TRUST FUND. Intro. 5/14/96. House actions amend ‘st edition. Provides in G.S. 
115C-431 for filing of action in (instead of appealing to) superior court, and amends G.S. 115C-440.1 to provide 
that “public school” includes charter schools, if authorized. 


H 1136. CRAVEN UNCLAIMED BICYCLES. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes act applicable to Havelock as well as New Bern, and makes technical change. 


H 1148. DECENTRALIZE SOME OSP FUNCTIONS. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces ist 
edition. Adds to GS 126-4(18) authority for Office of State Personnel to establish rules governing delegation of 
authority for approval of personnel actions through decentralized agreements to the heads of State agencies, 
departments, and institutions. Delegation requires dual reporting relationship of person in agency responsible for 


personnel administration to agency head and State Personnel! Director for accountability of personnel actions 
made by agency. 


H 1149. PHYSICIAN REGISTRATION. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Amends 
G.S. 90-15.1 to require Board to use a simplified registration form for annual registration that allows registrants to 
confirm information on file with the Board, and makes technical changes. 
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H 1171. CONFIRMATION/APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 5/15/96. House action amends 2nd edition. The original bill 
added to the membership of the Environmental Management Comm'n one member who, at the time of 
appointment, must have been a builder or developer. House amendment #2 changes this to “one who shall bean 
active realtor who is not a developer or builder.” 


H 1227. ANIMAL WASTE COMM'N RECOMMENDATIONS. Intro. 5/17/96. House committee substitute replaces 
1st edition. Changes title to “AN ACT TO PROVIDE A COMPREHENSIVE REGULATORY PROGRAM FOR THE 
SITING AND PERMITTING OF INTENSIVE ANIMAL AGRICULTURE OPERATIONS AND THE TRAINING AND 
CERTIFICATION OF PERSONS OPERATING ANIMAL WASTE MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS.” 

Permit System. Adds new GS 143B-215.1B(a) to provide that Comm'n is to develop a system of permits for 
animal waste management systems, with one general permit for each animal species (swine, poultry, horses, 
sheep, and cattle). Comm'n may require an individual permit for an animal waste management system in 
substantial violation of the conditions of its general permit. Amends GS 143B-215.1B(f) to provide that operators 
of dry litter animal waste management systems that are designed or actually serve at least 30,000 birds must 
develop a waste management plan that complies with record-keeping requirements of GS 143B-215.1B(d)(8) 
[previously, plan had to comply with testing and record-keeping requirements of -215.1B(d)(6) through (8)]. 
Amends GS 143B-215.1B(g) to provide that Dep’t shall permanently revoke permit for any animal waste 
management system owned by a person who is assessed three penalties within a reeay Pay period for willful 
discharge of animal waste. Operation ceases pending appeal of assessments. 

Annual Agency Review. Adds new GS 143B-215.1B(h) to provide that animal waste management systems 
designed to serve or actually serving at least 100 head of cattle, 75 horses, 250 swine, or 30,000 birds with a 
liquid animal waste management system shall have operations review on annual basis by specialists from either 
NC Soil and Water Conservation District, federal Natural Resources Conservation Service, Cooperative Extension 
Service, or NC Dep't of Agriculture. Specialist is to notify Div’n of Environmental Management for immediate 
action if any of four major violations observed: (1) use of straight pipe to discharge waste directly into water body; 
(2) major deterioration or leaks in lagoon system; (3) overspraying waste where runoff is visibly entering a blueline 
stream as identified on a. USGS map; or (4) any discharge that visibly bypasses a lagoon system. If specialist 
observes any other violation that does not pose an immediate threat to the environment, animal operation shall be 
given oral advice on corrective action needed, including technical assistance if requested. Operation to be 
reinspected within 30 days to ensure compliance with permit requirements. If reinspection shows operator has not 
made good faith effort to comply with permit requirements, specialist to issue written report of corrective actions to 
operator with copy to District-Soil and Water Conservation Office. Reinspection to occur within 30 days after 
written report issued, with specialist to either verify compliance or report sChTe TE eg and recommended 
corrective action to Div’n within five days. 

Definitions. Amends definition of “Animal waste management system” at GS 143-215.1B(I)(2) to mean a 
combination of structural and nonstructural practices serving a feedlot that provide for proper collection, treatment, 
storage, or application of animal waste to the land (new wording underlined). Adds definition of “feedlot” to mean a 
lot or building or combination of lots and buildings intended for the confined feeding, breeding, raising, or holding of 
animals and specifically designed as a confinement area in which animal waste may accumulate or where the 
concentration of animals is such that an established vegetative cover cannot be maintained. The confinement 
period must be for at least 45 days our of a 12-month period and not necessarily consecutive days. Pastures not 
considered feedlots. 

Duties of State Agencies. Environmental Management Comm'n to design and, no later than October 1, 1996, 
begin to implement a system of general permits for animal waste management systems. DEHNR to develop a 
systematic monitoring and inspection program for animal:waste management systems. Deletes earlier provision 
requiring program to include technical assistance provided by Division of Soil and Water Conservation, Agronomic 
Division of Dep't of Agriculture, and Cooperative Extension Service. By January 1, 1997, DEHNR will evaluate 
program and make recommendations to 1997 Session of General Assembly on following options: (1) whether to 
maintain approach established in October 1996; (2) whether to transfer frontline responsibility for conducting 
annual inspections to Division of Soil and Water Conservation, with Div’n of Environmental Management to 
conduct inspections only on follow-up basis after notice of problem, but with retention of permitting and 
enforcement responsibilities.; or (3) whether to transfer all animal waste permitting, inspection, and enforcement 
duties to Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation, thereby establishing a single agency within DEHNR to oversee 
animal waste systems. Creates technical advisory group (was, interagency group) to provide advice and 
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assistance to Environmental Management Comm'n and Soil and Water Conservation Comm'n and adds as 
members one representative each from swine, poultry, and dairy industries to be appointed by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture. 

Additional Enforcement Provisions. Provides that nothing in GS 143-215.2 (concerning issuance of orders by 
Comm'n) shall be construed as affecting provisions of Article 57, Chapter 106 (concerning nuisance liability of 
agricultural and forestry operations). Amends GS 90A-47.3(a) to provide that educational program for animal 
waste management system operators shall not exceed 12 hours of instruction (was, no more than eight hours of 
classroom instruction and four hours of instruction in the field). Adds requirement at GS 90A-47.3(c) that 
examination be conducted by Cooperative Extension Service, with notice of test scores given by Comm'n to 
examinees within ten days of receipt from Cooperative Extension Service. Authorizes Legislative Research 
Comm'n to study the provision of tax credits against income taxes for the installation of innovative technology to 
control odors from livestock operations and the installation of innovative, alternative animal waste management 
systems to enhance water quality protection. 


H 1268. EXPEDITE TOWED VEHICLE DISPOSAL. Intro. 5/21/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes technical changes only. 


-H 1269. COMM. COLL. EMPLOYEE RETIREMENT. Intro. 5/21/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. The original bill amended the definition of “employee” for purposes of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System in order to accomplish bill’s objective. The committee substitute instead amends the definition 
of “teacher” [GS 135-1(35)], which essentially covers all full-time employees of the public school system, the 
community college system, the Dep’t of Public Instruction, the UNC System, and any other State-supported 
educational institution, to provide that the defined term “teacher” includes anyone who is employed by such an 
agency in a permanent job position on a recurring basis and who works 30 hours or more per week for nine or 
more months per calendar year. The substitute includes the provisions of the original bill concerning purchase of 
prior service, but adds a clause making this prior service provision expire on July 1, 1998. 


H 1339. NITROGEN REDUCTION GOAL. Intro. 5/24/96. House committee substitute replaces ‘1st edition. 
Changes title and bill to refer to goal of 30% (rather than a minimum of 30%), reduction and deletes provision 
authorizing Comm'n to adopt temporary rules to implement the act.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 361. COBG LOAN GUARANTEES/AB. Intro. 3/7/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Changes title to “TO AMEND THE SECTION 108 LOAN GUARANTEE PROGRAM LAWS AND THE LAWS 
GOVERNING INDUSTRIAL REVENUE BONDS.” As rewritten, bill amends GS 143B-431(d), concerning Dep't of 
Commerce's power to apply for and accept grants. Allows dep’t to enter into loan guarantee agreements where 
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these are in support of projects sponsored by individual local governments or in support of pools of two or more 
projects supported by local governments. Amends findings that dep’t must make, before entering into a Section 
108 loan guarantee agreement, as follows: minimum size of guarantee is $750,000 for a project supported by an 
individual local government and $250,000 for a project supported as part of a loan pool (maximum remains $5 
million); equity from the sponsoring party must be 10% (now, 25%); exempts from requirement of personal 
guarantee by any person owning 10% or more of the sponsoring entity those projects that involve low-income 
housing tax credits under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code or historic tax credits under Section 47 of that 
code. 

Amends GS 153A-376(g) and 160A-456(d1) to allow a county or city to receive, dispense, and pledge CDBG 
funds by borrowing CDBG funds and lending all or a portion of them to a third party under laws governing CDBG 
program. Amends GS 159C-7, regarding approval of project by Sec’y of Commerce, to provide that if initial 
proposed operator of project is not expected to be the operator for the term of the bonds to be issued, sec’y may 
make findings regarding wages paid by operator and capability of operator to operate project only with respect to 
the initial operator; requires that initial operator be identified in application. Makes similar amendment to GS 159C- 
8 regarding findings Local Government Comm'n must make before approving bond issue. Amends GS 159C-11, 
regarding financing agreements, to require that where proposed initial operator is not expected to be operator for 
term of bonds, financing agreement must require obligor to attempt to arrange for new operator when current 
operator discontinues serving.

S 1294. DMV TRUCKING/ TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes 
changes to clarify that regulation of motor vehicles by the NC Utilities Comm’n would still apply. 


S 1309. INCREASE PUNISHMENT CERTAIN CRIMES. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provisions increasing punishment (1) for sale of handguns to minors from a Class | to a Class H 
felony, and (2) for sale of controlled substances to persons under age of sixteen or to pregnant females from a 
Class E to Class D felony. Amends title accordingly. Effective Dec. 1, 1996. 


S 1388. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996. Intro. 5/30/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to TO REDUCE THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD FROM FOUR PERCENT TO THREE 
PERCENT, TO REDUCE THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX RATE TO SEVEN AND ONE-HALF PERCENT, AND 
TO REDUCE THE EXCISE TAX ON SOFT DRINKS. Adds provisions amending GS 105-130.3 (corporations) to 
reduce tax on net income of C Corporation from 7.75% to 7.5%; and amending GS 115C-546.1(b) to change the 
amount of corporate tax receipts remitted to the Public School Building Capital Fund from two thirty-firsts to one- 
fifteenth of net collections received during the previous quarter by the Dep't of Revenue under GS 105-130.3. 
Amends GS 105-113.45 to reduce excise taxes on soft drinks and base products for those drinks as follows: (1)

HOUSE BILLS 


H 619. LOCAL SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS. Intro. 3/29/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 
3rd edition. Removes the Charlotte-Mecklenburg School Administrative Unit from the school units exempted from 
statutory requirements regarding school construction described in the bill. 


H 881. ALTERNATIVE TEACHER CERTIFICATION. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition with a new bill entitled AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO 
STUDY ALTERNATIVE METHODS OF TEACHER CERTIFICATION. Provides that purpose of study is to 
encourage lateral entry into the teaching profession by skilled individuals from the private sector. Authorizes the 
study to include (1) a determination of the appropriate academic and professional preparation for such 

certification; (2) an evaluation of the present method to encourage individuals to enter teaching laterally and their 
ability to take necessary courses within five years; (3) a determination of appropriate basic skills for lateral entrants 
and of how such skills should be assessed; (4) an assessment of whether provisional certification or an internship 
or both should be a prerequisite; (5) a review of the methods for encouraging lateral entry used by other states; (6) - 
a consideration of whether local boards of education should notify the community or hold public hearings before 
they employ teachers certified by an alternative method; and (7) any related issue considered appropriate. 
Authorizes the LRC to report its findings with recommended legislation to the 1996 session or to the 1997 session 
of the General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1995. 


H 1100. 1996 SCHOOL BONDS ACT. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute differs from 3rd edition in 
following respects: (1) increases to $1.8 billion the maximum aggregate principal amount for public school building 
bonds (was, $950 million), but reduces to $350,000 the principal amount of bonds or notes that may be issued in 
any 12-month period (was, $450,000); (2) deletes small county school system allocation of $30 million to systems 
with average daily membership of less than 3,000 students and deletes primary allocation of $920 million to all 
local school administrative units; (3) reallocates $1.8 billion to various units ($720 million for ADM allocations, $630 
million for low-wealth allocation, and $450 million for growth allocations); (4) provides that a non-State expenditure 
has been made for the purpose of the match if funds, other than funds expended for debt service, have been 
budgeted, earmarked, or committed for the general purpose of public school facilities; (5) provides that if debt has 
been authorized or incurred after Jan. 1, 1992, for the purpose of public school facilities, then face amount of the 
debt shall be considered a non-State expenditure for public school facilities for match purposes; (6) extends to 
Jan. 1, 2003, (was, Jan. 1, 2002) the date by which a county has to meet its matching requirements before the 
State Board of Education certifies that fact to the State Treasurer triggering. reallocation of funds; (7) directs that 
issuance of bonds be put to voters at May 6, 1997, statewide election if $1.4 million for 1996-97 fiscal year is 
appropriated to reimburse counties for election costs (or, if such funds are not appropriated, question to be 
submitted at statewide election held Nov. 5, 1996); (8) directs the State Board of Education rather than the 
Comm'n on School Facility Needs to make grants from the Critical School Facility Needs Fund; (9) repeals the 
Comm'n on School Facility Needs and the Critical School Facility Needs Fund, effective 30 days after the school 
administrative unit on the 1988 priority list is funded; (10) provides that any unexpended funds in Facility Needs 
Fund are transferred to the Public School Building Capital Fund established by GS 115C-546.1; (11) amends GS 
115C-546.1(b) (Public School Building Capital Fund) to direct Sec’y of Revenue to remit to the State Treasurer for 
credit to the Building Capital Fund an amount equal to two thirty-firsts (2/31) of the net collections received during 
the previous quarter (now, such collections minus $2.5 million); (12) provides that any applicable General Fund 
expenditure limit for a fiscal year shall be increased by the amount of any increase in debt service requirements 
due to the issuance of debt under this program, and provides that such a limit is decreased by decreases in debt 
service requirements; (13) deletes provision encouraging the use of small businesses as suppliers for public 
school capital outlay projects; and (14) makes provisions concerning the Critical School Facility Needs Fund and 


Public School Building Capital Fund effective 30 days after the last school administrative unit on the 1988 priority 
list is funded 
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H 1187. SNOW DAYS OFFSET CRAVEN SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/16/96. House action amends 1st edition. Makes 
bill applicable to school administrative units in Cherokee, Clay, Henderson, Macon, Mitchell, Pamlico, 
Rockingham, and Transylvania counties, as well as in Craven County. Makes conforming amendment to title.

Changes title to “TO AMEND THE SECTION 108 LOAN GUARANTEE PROGRAM LAWS AND THE LAWS 
GOVERNING INDUSTRIAL REVENUE BONDS.” As rewritten, bill amends GS 143B-431(d), concerning Dep't of 
Commerce's power to apply for and accept grants. Allows dep’t to enter into loan guarantee agreements where 
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these are in support of projects sponsored by individual local governments or in support of pools of two or more 

projects supported by local governments. Amends findings that dep’t must make, before entering into a Section 

108 loan guarantee agreement, as follows: minimum size of guarantee is $750,000 for a project supported by an

Amends GS 159C-7, regarding. approval of project by Sec’y of Commerce, to provide that if initial 
proposed operator of project is not expected to be the operator for the term of the bonds to be issued, sec’y may 
make findings regarding wages paid by operator and capability of operator to operate project only with respect to 
the initial operator; requires that initial operator be identified in application. Makes similar amendment to GS 159C- 
8 regarding findings Local Government Comm'n must make before approving bond issue. Amends GS 159C-11, 
regarding financing agreements, to require that where proposed initial operator is not expected to be operator for 
term of bonds, financing agreement must require obligor to attempt to arrange for new operator when current 
operator discontinues serving.

Investment and research tax credits may be 
claimed against franchise and income tax, up to 50% of tax owed minus other credits. Dep’t of Revenue must 
report to Legislative Research Comm'n and Fiscal Research Division of General Assembly annually with respect 
to number of taxpayers claiming investment and research tax credits, cost of business property for which credit 
was Claimed, and total cost to General Fund of these tax credits. Taxpayer who has purchased business property 
that is placed in service in North Carolina may claim investment tax credit equal to 7.75% of cost of property. 
Maximum tax credit for property placed in service in a given taxable year is $38,750. Tax credit must be taken in 
five equal installments beginning with taxable year in which property is placed in service. Credit expires if property 
is sold or moved out of state during such five-year period. Taxpayer who claims federal income tax credit under 
sec. 41 of Internal Revenue Code for increasing research activities is allowed research and development tax credit 
equal to 5% of state’s apportioned share of taxpayer's expenditures for increasing research activities. Research 
tax credit is allowed only if taxpayer engages in manufacturing or processing, warehousing or distributing, or data 
processing, and the research and development for which a credit is claimed is carried out as part of that business. 
In order to claim research tax credit, taxpayer must provide health insurance (i.e., pay at least 50% of premium for 
health care coverage that equals or exceeds minimum provisions of basic health care plan recommended by 
Small Employer Carrier Committee) for full-time positions at location with respect to which credit is claimed. In 
addition, jobs at location with respect to which taxpayer claims credit must pay an average weekly wage that is at 
least 10% above the average weekly wage paid in the county in which the jobs are located. Provisions regarding 
investment and research tax credits are effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996. 

Phase out soft drink tax. Reduces excise tax on bottled soft drinks from % cent per bottle to % cent (7/1/97) 
and then to % cent (7/1/98). Makes similar reductions in per-ounce excise tax on dry base products. Reduces 
excise tax on liquid base products from 75 cents per gallon to 50 cents (7/1/98) and then to 25 cents (7/1/98). 
Repeals Art. 2B of Ch. 105 of General Statutes (soft drink tax) effective July 1, 1999. Requires Sec’y of Revenue 
to retain from collections under Art. 2 of Ch. 105 of General Statutes (license tax) the cost of refunding taxes 
levied in Art. 2B of GS 105. 

Reduce sales tax on farm and industry fuel. Imposes 2.67% tax on sales price of sales of electricity and 
piped natural gas (a) to farmers used for farm purposes, (b) to manufacturing industries and plants for use in 
connection with operation of industry or plant, and (c) to commercial laundries and pressing and dry-cleaning 
establishments for use in such businesses. 

Estate tax. Enacts new GS Ch. 105, Art. 1A, “Estate Taxes,” effective Jan..1, 2001, and repeals present Art. 1 
of chapter, effective that same date. Imposes an estate tax on the estate of a decedent when a federal estate tax 
is imposed on the estate under section 2001 of the federal Internal Revenue Code (Code) and the decedent was 
either a resident of NC at death, owned real property or tangible personal property located in State, or owned 
intangible personal property with a tax situs in State. Amount of tax is the maximum credit for state death taxes 
allowed under section 2011 of Code. 

If any estate property is located in another state, amount of tax payable is the NC percentage of the credit. If 
decedent was NC resident at death, NC percentage is the net value of the estate that does not have a tax situs in 
another state, divided by the net value of all property in the estate. Otherwise, NC percentage is the net value of 
real property located in NC plus the net value of any personal property with a tax situs in NC, divided by the net 
value of all property of the estate, unless decedent's state of residence uses a different formula to determine that 
State's percentage. If so, NC percentage is the amount determined by that state’s formula. 

Defines net value of property that is located in or has a tax situs in NC as its gross value reduced by any debt 
vali by that property. Net value of all property in the estate is its gross value less any debts and deductions of 

e estate. 

Tax is payable from estate’s assets. A person who receives property from an estate is liable for the amount 
of tax attributable to that property. Estate tax return must be filed if a federal estate tax return is required. 
Personal representative of estate must file the return, on a form provided by Sec’y of Revenue. Makes personal 
representative of estate liable for a tax that is not paid within two years after it is due, with liability limited to the 
value of the estate assets that were under representative's control. Allows recovery of amount for which 
representative is liable from representative or surety on bond filed by representative under GS Ch. 28A, Art. 8. 
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Clerk of court is liable on clerk’s bond for any tax due if clerk allows representative to make final settlement of 
estate without presenting specified affirmation or certificate concerning tax liability. 

Tax is due when estate tax return is due; return is due when federal estate tax return is due. Specifies rules 
for extension of time to file or to pay tax and for interest and penalties. Authorizes personal representative to sell 
estate assets to obtain money to pay tax. Allows installment payments of tax due when federal estate tax is 
payable in installments; provides rules for such payments. 

Specifies that estate tax is a lien on the real property in the estate and on the proceeds of the sale of that real 
property. Specifies events that extinguish lien. 

Imposes a tax on a generation-skipping transfer that is subject to the tax imposed by Chapter 13 of Subtitle B 
of the Code if the original transferor is a resident of NC at the date of the original transfer or the transfer includes 
real or tangible personal property that is located in NC or intangible personal property with a tax situs in NC. 
Amount of tax is the maximum credit for state generation-skipping transfer taxes allowed under section 2064 of the 
Code. If property in the transfer is located in another state, the amount of tax payable is the NC percentage of the 
credit. 

Uses formulas similar to those for estate tax to compute NC percentage. Defines net value of property that is 
located in or has a tax situs in NC as its gross value reduced by any debt secured by it. Defines net value of all 
property in a transfer as its gross value reduced by any debts secured by it. 

Tax is due when a return is due, and return is due the same date as the federal return for payment of federal 
generation-skipping transfer tax. Tax is payable by the person who is liable for the federal tax. 

Specifies procedures to be followed if federal government corrects or otherwise determines the amount of the 
maximum state death tax credit allowed an estate under section 6166 of the Code or the amount of the maximum 
state generation-skipping transfer tax credit allowed under section 2064 of the Code. Specifies penalties for not 
following procedures. 

Excluding severance pay from income tax. Amends GS 105-134.6(b) by adding provision that a taxpayer's 
severance wages as the result of the closure of a manufacturing or processing plant is a deduction from taxable 
income. Manufacturing and processing are defined as they are in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual 
issued by the US Bureau of the Census. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1996. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 986. REDUCE WHITE GOODS TAX. Intro. 4/24/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends 
GS 130A-309.82 (requiring counties to use white goods tax proceeds for the management of white goods) to 
provide that surplus tax proceeds that are not needed for management of discarded white goods may be used to 
clean up unmanaged illegal dump sites. Amends GS 130A-309.83 to permit DEHNR to use funds in white goods 
management account for providing grants to local governments for cleaning up unmanaged illegal dump sites, but 
only after providing all grants for management of white goods. Amends GS 105-187.24 and 130A-309.12 to 
provide that 8% (under current law, 5%) of net white goods tax proceeds must be credited to the Solid Waste Mot. 
Trust Fund, and the remaining proceeds must be distributed to the white goods management account and the 
counties as now designated in the statute. Effective July 1, 1996. 


H 1083. MAIL ETJ NOTICE/HEARING ON APP'TS. Intro. 5/14/96. House action amends ‘st edition. Amends GS 
160A-362 (extraterritorial representation in zoning matters) to require that an additional member must be 
appointed to the planning agency or board of adjustment to achieve proportional representation only when the 
population of the entire extraterritorial zoning and subdivision area constitutes a full fraction of the municipality's 
population divided by the total membership of the planning agency or board of adjustment. 


H 1084. ANNEXATION CHANGES/SMALLER CITIES. Intro. 5/14/96. House action amends 2nd edition. 
Amendment #1 adds protest petition procedure for proposed annexations. Specifies that upon submission of 
a protest petition signed by 20% or more of the landowners affected by a proposed annexation, the annexation 
ordinance shall not become effective except by favorable three-quarter vote of the city council. If council fails to 
adopt ordinance by required three-quarter vote following submission of petition, council may not consider an 
annexation ordinance under GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, Part 2, affecting the same parcels of land for one year from the 
date the petition was submitted. Petition must be received by the city clerk in sufficient time for city to have at 
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least two normal work days before the date for the public hearing on the ordinance to determine petition’s 
sufficiency and accuracy. Allows council by ordinance to require that all protest petitions be on city-prescribed and 
-furnished form. 

Amendment #2 deletes provision that would have made act applicable to annexation ordinances adopted 
prior to date of act’s ratification where (1) ordinance did not receive three-quarter vote, (2) ordinance is subject to 
litigation pending on date of ratification, and (3) the petition is received by city clerk no later than 60 days after date 
of ratification. 


H 1104. SCHOOL FACILITIES TRUST FUND. Intro._5/14/96. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Moves date of initial deposit of moneys in trust fund forward to July 1, 1997 (was, July 1, 1996) and requires 
unexpended funds in the Critical School Facility Needs Fund to be transferred to trust fund on that date. Provides 
that the Comm'n on School Facility Needs make grants from the Critical School Facility Needs Fund, beginning on 
July 1, 1996, based on the grant priority list established in 1988 by the Comm'n until the next 11 local school 
administrative units on that priority list are funded. 


H 1108. MODIFY BUDGET. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. This digest reflects 
the text of the Senate committee substitute and two amendments adopted by the Senate. 

The Senate budget assumes $663.7 million.in additional available General Fund revenues for 1996-97 
(compared with $696.6 million in additional available revenues under the House budget). The Senate budget 
appropriates an additional $610,858, 706 from the General Fund for current operations (compared to $299,861,958 
in additional spending under the House budget). 

The Senate budget assumes available Highway Fund revenues of $1,084,009,000 for 1996-97 (same as 
House budget). The Senate budget appropriates an additional $26,653,625 from the Highway Fund to the Dep't of 
Transportation for current operations (compared to $17,862,533 under the House budget); an additional 
$11,039,375 for non-recurring expenditures (compared to $19,830,467 under the House budget); and $13,818,000 
from the Highway Trust Fund (same as House budget).

(adopted 5/24/96) and the Senate budget.

MISCELLANEOUS BUDGET PROVISIONS 


Disposition of disproportionate share receipts. Same as House. 
Reserve for repairs and renovations. Same as House, with additional provision appropriating funds 


earmarked, but not appropriated, in fiscal 1995-96 for the reserve. These funds may be used by the Office of State 
Budget and Management for land acquisition, matching federal funds, state grants and grants-in-aid. 
BLOCK GRANT APPROPRIATIONS 
Senate budget deletes section of House bill making appropriations from federal block grants. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS ! 

Changes to Executive Budget Act. Changes House version significantly. Amends GS 143-15.2 and GS 143- 
15.3A(a) to change rate at which the Repairs and Renovations Account is funded. Under current law, this account 
is funded annually with the greater of 25% of the General Fund’s unreserved cash basis credit balance at the end 
of the fiscal year or 3% of the replacement value of state-owned buildings funded from the General Fund. The 
change funds this account with an amount from the unreserved credit balance equivalent to 3% of the replacement 
value of all state buildings supported from the General Fund. 

Western Carolina Center Funds. Permits use of up to $339,357 of repairs and renovations fund for boiler 
installation at WCU. . 
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NCCU Repairs and Renovations Funds. Requires use of $6.5 million allocated to The University of North 
Carolina (UNC) from the repairs and renovations fund to be used to correct OSHA violations at NCCU. 

Changes in Execution of Budget. Amends GS 120-76 to require that Governor consult with Joint Legis. 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations before: (1) making allocations from the Contingency and Emergency Fund, 
(2) overexpending the total requirements of a program as enacted by the General Assembly, (3) reducing a 
program after a federal reduction in funding of 10% or more, (4) taking extraordinary action under Article Il, section 
5(e) of the Constitution, (5) or approving a new capital improvement project with funds not authorized by the 
General Assembly. Permits emergency action by Governor without consultation. Also requires that Governor 
consult with Comm'n before making allocations from the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account. Makes 
conforming changes in other statutes in GS Ch. 143. Amends GS 116-30.1 (special responsibility constituent 
institutions in UNC system) by adding provisions requiring UNC president and staff to review annual financial audit 
reports and other audits issued by the State Auditor's Office for such institutions and to take action regarding 
reported deficiencies. Includes provisions for notifying chancellor, resolving problems within particular.time frames, 
and withdrawing designation as a special responsibility constituent institution. 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

Legislative Services Officer. Same as House. 

Extension of Territorial Jurisdiction of Legislative Services Commission to all of Lane Street. Amends GS 120- 
32.1(d) as title indicates. 

Access to State Information by Legislative Services Office. Amends GS 120-32.01 to clarify that Legislative 
Services Office shall have access to electronic data and that it may not directly access the State Personnel 
Management Information System 
OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET & MANAGEMENT 

Reserve for moving expenses. Same as House. 

DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 

Evaluate utilization of “state-owned space.” Same as House. 

Selection of designers and release of design and construction funds. Same as House. 

Repeal sunset on use of FICA savings to pay for administrative expenses of flexible compensation and 
dependent care programs. Senate deletes provision. 

Motor fleet management modifications. Same as House. 

Proceeds of timber sales may be used for veterans homes. Sale of timber owned by or under supervision of 
the Dep't of Administration, Div’n of Veteran Affairs may be used as title indicates. 

DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

Reserve funds for Museum of the Albemarle and other Albemarle area historic sites. Senate deletes 
provision. 

Roanoke Island Historical Ass’n. Same as House. 

Review admission rates for historic sites. Same as House. 

Retain historical publications receipts. Permits Historical Publications Section to retain receipts from 
publications sales. Such receipts shall not revert, and they must be used for reprinting the publications. 
DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE. s 

Building Code receipts. Substantially similar to House, but replaces “building” code with “construction” code. 

Use of insurance regulatory fund. Amends GS 58-6-25(d) to require reimbursement of the General Fund from 
the fund for money appropriated to the Department for regulating the insurance industry and other industries. 
STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 

Senate deletes provisions contained in House budget. 

DEPARTMENT OF SECRETARY OF STATE 

Investor Protection and Education Trust Fund. Same as House. 
OFFICE OF STATE CONTROLLER 

NC Information Highway (NCIH). Substantially similar to House version. Instead of permitting savings from 
NCIH to be re-invested in that project, requires that they be placed in a reserve for consideration by the 1997 
General Assembly. Further, adds starting date of October 1, 1996, for beginning of quarterly reports to Joint Legis. 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations. 

Conversion of State’s computer system. Substantially similar, but beginning October 1, 1996, requires 
quarterly reports to the Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations about charges and progress. 
Amendment #3 requires State Controller to use any excess data processing receipts in 1996-97 to fund one time 
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capital and equipment start up requirements at community colleges still unconnected to NCIH. Requires balance of 
receipts to be held in reserve and expended only for costs associated with the conversion of state computing 
systems to the year 2000. 

DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 

Dep't of Revenue law enforcement officers. Senate deletes provision contained in House budget. 

Reduce state sales tax on food, reduce corporate income tax rate, and reduce excise tax on soft drinks. 
Identical to latest edition of S 1388. 

Credit/refund federal retirees. Substantially similar to latest edition of H 1288. Redefines triggering dates. Net 
pension tax does not include any part of the tax for which the taxpayer received a credit under the law before 1998 
and any part of the tax refunded to the taxpayer before 1998 (in H 1288, 1997). Requires remission of partial 
refunds before January 1, 1999 (in H 1288, 1997). Does not include H 1288 provision prohibiting refund for 
taxpayer who died before January 1, 1996. Repeals GS 105-151.20 effective January 1, 2004 (in H 1288, 2003). 
States intent to appropriate $25 million in 1997-98 for refunds (1996-97 appropriation for same amount in H 1288). 
States intent to appropriate sufficient funds to cover administration costs in 1997-98 ($2.3 million appropriation in 
1996-97 in H 1288). Effective July 1, 1997. 

Federal pension withholding. Appropriates $119,382 for fiscal 1996-97 for start-up costs for participation in 
the US Office of Personnel Management's voluntary program for withholding state income tax from civil service 
pension benefits: 

COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

Aid to students at private colleges. \dentical to House version, except Senate deletes provision that 
expenditures cannot be used for an imprisoned student. 

Distance learning initiatives. Substantially similar. Raises recurring funds to be used’ for NCSU Engineering 
Graduate Research Center from $245,000 to $500,000. Requires that engineering programs offered through this 
funding be a cooperative effort among NCSU, NC A&T, and UNC-Charlotte. Expands possible uses for additional 
$2.255 million for distance learning to incentives for summer school enrollments and other initiatives. 

UNC equity funding. Adds provision requiring that $2.226 million of nonrecurring funds appropriation to UNC 
Bd. of Governors in 1996-97 be used to assure that all funds available for equity funding provide a minimum of 
37.5% of the funding needs for each of the campuses designated for equity funding. 

Center for Prevention of School Violence. Appropriates $297,000 in fiscal 1996-97 for center. House version 
recommended that Governor continue funding from the current source of grant moneys through 1996-97. 

Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia. Senate deletes provision. 

Fire safety at university residences. Requires UNC Board of Governors to survey each constituent institution 
regarding campus residential facilities and current fire and safety equipment. Requires Board of Governors to 
being to address fire safety needs during 1996-97 and to include in budget requests for 1997-99 biennium 
estimated amount needed to address any remaining fire safety needs. _ 

Financing fire protection in student housing. Add new GS 116-44.7 through 116-44.8, exempting fraternities, 
sororities, and residence hails from water fees for supporting fire protection systems. Additionally, creates a loan 
fund, administered by the Office of the State Treasurer, for installing fire safety equipment in fraternities and 
sororities. Loans are interest-free, secured by a mortgage or other pledge, and can be made for no longer than ten 
years. Designates $1,263,803 of funds allocated to UNC from the reserve for repairs and renovations in fiscal 
1996-97 to add fire safety equipment at the School of Science and Math. Designates $1 million of fiscal 1996-97 
appropriation to the Office of the State Treasurer for fire safety loan program described above. 

Report on faculty and student advisors. Requires UNC Bd. of Governors to report to Joint Legis. Education 
Oversight Committee before January 2, 1997 on each constituent institution’s implementation of recommendations 
for improving academic advising. 

Parental savings trust fund. Adds new GS 116-209.25, which establishes parental savings trust fund to be 
administered by the State Education Assistance Authority. | 

Supercomputer and Research and Education Network. Requires UNC Bd. of Governors to maintain funds for 
purchase of Supercomputer and the Research and Education Network in a central identifiable budget purpose. 

Agriculture research funds. Designates from 1996-97 appropriations to UNC the following nonrecurring 
amounts: $1 million for turkey Cisease eradication, $90,000 for fish hatchery research, and $250,000 for turfgrass 
research. 

Funding new enrollment policy change. Requires that UNC revise methodology to ensure sufficient support 
services funding when funds are requested for additional students. Must start in fiscal 1996-97. 
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Pembroke State University name change. Amends various statutes to change name of Pembroke State 
University to University of North Carolina at Pembroke, effective July 1, 1996. 

Academic enhancement funds. Designates $17.8 million of funds appropriated to UNC to be allocated to 
institutions designated as Research University | campuses in direct proportion to the funds to be raised on each 
campus in 1996-97 through tuition increases authorized under Ch. 507, sec. 15.15 of the 1995 Session Laws. 

Incentive funding for private colleges. Requires Joint Education Oversight Committee, with assistance of NC 
Ass'n of Independent Colleges and Universities, to study possible incentives for NC residents to attend private 
schools. Study must be completed by November 15, 1996. 

COMMUNITY COLLEGES. oO 

Computation of FTE for courses in prisons. Same as House. 

In-State tuition for families transferred into NC. Same as House. 

Elimination of barriers to cooperation among public schools, community colleges and universities. Senate 
deletes portion of this provision requiring study of how community colleges can attract baccalaureate completion 
programs to their campuses. Retains cooperation study named in title. 

Funding formulas/study. Substantially similar to House version. 

New and expanding industry/report. Substantially similar to House version, but requires reports twice annually 
rather than quarterly. 

Uniform medical history form. Form must be adopted and used for all new students enrolling after July 1, 
1997. Applicable to community colleges and UNC institutions. 

Budget realignment. Permits Dep't of Community Colleges to realign budget in accordance with 
reorganization plan adopted by State Bd. of Community Colleges. 

Prison program start-up funds. Requires State Bd. of Community Colleges to use $500,000 from reserve as 
title indicates. 

Information highway sites. Requires Education Cabinet to adopt guidelines for assuring public access to 
information highway sites at universities, community colleges, and public schools. Must report to Joint Legis. 
Education Oversight Committee about guidelines by Jan. 2, 1997. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

School resource officers. Senate deletes provision. 

Exceptional children funds. Substantially similar to House version, except that school unit will receive for 
academically gifted children, $686.38 per child for 4.0% (3.9% in House version) of the 1995-96 actual average 
daily membership. Sets total number of children for these funds at 47,038 (45,861 in House version) for the 1996- 
97 school year. | . 

Low-wealth counties, small school system supplemental funding. Deletes provision that $46,483,809 of 
appropriation to Aid to Local School Administrative Units in fiscal 1996-97 be used for supplemental funds for 
schools in low-wealth counties. ; 

Class size in grade 2. Senate deletes provision. 

Funds for ABC’s program. Amends section 30 of third edition of S 1139 if it is enacted. Provides performance 
recognition awards under GS 115C-105.29 as follows: $19,754,200 for personnel other than teacher assistants 
and $3,178,350 for teacher assistants. Total is $22,932,550 ($24.5 million in House version), to be allocated from 
appropriation to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units. 

Substitute teach assistant pay. Amends GS 115C-12(8) to provide that a substitute teacher assistant shall be 
paid the same as the daily salary of an entry-level teacher with an “A” certification (under current law, that rule 
applied only to teacher assistants assigned to kindergarten through third grade). 

Exemptions from computer skills test. Permits State Bd. of Education to exempt schools from test if they do 
not have adequate computer resources to teach the skills. 

Purchasing flexibility pilot program. Requires that State Bd. of Educ. develop a two-year pilot program 
allowing selected local units to purchase supplies, equipment, and materials from noncertified sources. Requires 
collaboration with Dep’t of Administration and sets guidelines on local school purchases in the pilot. 

Minimum vacation leave for bus drivers. Provides that bus drivers who have been employed for at least one 
academic year, and who are not entitled to more than one day of paid vacation leave, receive one day of paid 
vacation leave in each subsequent year of employment. 

Alternate learning programs. Amends GS 115C-12 to require that the State Bd. of Educ. adopt guidelines for 
assigning Students to alternate learning programs, provide technical support to local schools in developing such 
programs, and evaluate them. 
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Using operating funds for capital expenditures/ pilot program. Permits State Bd. of Educ. to establish program 
for local schools to use funds as title indicates. 

School pay date flexibility pilot program. Permits State Bd. of Educ. to permit no more than four local school 
boards to experiment with setting pay dates for 10-month employees. 

Funds for National Board for Professional Teaching Standards (NBPTS). Amends sec. 17.11, Ch. 507, 1995 
SL, to designate $936,507 of funds appropriated to Dep't of Public Instruction in fiscal 1996-97 to be used for 
teachers to participate in NBPTS programs, and $245,582 to be used as annual bonuses for teachers who receive 
NBPTS certification. 

Additional educational and career opportunities for teacher assistants. Amends GS 115C-468 to provide 
preference in scholarship loan fund for prospective teachers to applicants who worked as teacher assistants for at 
least five years and then had their positions abolished. Also permits Sup’t of Public Instruction to earmark funds for 
two-year awards to applicants who have been employed for at least one year as teacher assistants to attend 
community college. 

Professional teaching standards commission. Substantially similar to latest version of H 1249. Four teachers 
appointed to commission by governor must be certified by the Nat'l Bd. for Professional Teaching (in H 1249, 
teachers represented NC Ass'n of Educators, NC Federation of Teachers, and Professional Educators of NC). 

Allocation of funds for school technology. Requires that appropriation by allocated to local school units on the 
basis of average daily membership. 

Teacher vacation leave for adoptive parents. Amends GS 115C-302(f) (teacher vacation leave for adoptive 
parents) to delete the limit on such leave (under current law, 12 weeks). 

Components of competency testing. Amends GS 115C-174.11(b) by deleting section designating how funds 
appropriated for remediation support for students who fail the high school competency test should be distributed. 

Global curriculum program. Requires that appropriation for this purpose be used to identify and train master 
teachers and provide orientations and materials. 

Teaching excellence awards. Requires State Bd. of Educ. to study ways to reward excellent teachers by 
linking salary increases to student performance. 

School facilities guidelines. |\dentical to latest versions of S 1134 and H 1105.

Unpaved secondary roads on state lands. Adds new GS 136-44.7A to require DOT to obtain permission of 
state agency before paving secondary road crossing land controlled by agency. 

Green roads initiative. From funds available to DOT, Dep’t of Correction, Div’n of Forestry DEHNR, requires 
dep’ts to begin reforestation project along highways by planting trees on 700 acres of land. DOT and DEHNR to 
identify location; Div’n of Forest Resources to provide seedlings, and Dep't of Correction to provide prisoners 
allocated to DOT to do work. Dep’ts to report on progress jointly to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight 
Committee by Dec. 31, 1996.

Authorizes use of $24,393 from DOT-owned land 
sales (not right-of-way property) during 1995-96 to be used to supplement SPOT ratns for DOT capital outlays 
funded in budget.

Use of closed facilities. Changes House provision to allow units to be leased to private firm, as well as to 
county or city; deletes authority to transfer units to county or city; and requires Dep't to report quarterly to Joint 
Legislative Correction Oversight Committee on conversion of units to other use. 

County reimbursement for holding state prisoners when no space available in prison system. Senate deletes 
provision. 

Combining parole/probation field services and parole pre- and post-release services program for budgeting 
purposes.

Alternatives to out-of-state housing. Requires Dep't of Correction to investigate meiions of housing inmates 
within State rather than out-of-state, including use of modular units and small units scheduled to be closed and to 
report to make quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Governmental Operations and Joint Legislative Correction 
Oversight committees. 

Harriet House funds. Provides that the funds appropriated for Harriet House may be used for operating 
costs, purchase of equipment, and rental of real property. 

Create felony of assault inflicting serious bodily injury and increased punishments for sale of handguns to 
minors and sale of controlled substances to minor under sixteen or pregnant females. |Incorporates S 1309, H 
1243, adding GS 14-32.4 to make it a Class F felony to assault another. person and inflict serious bodily injury, 
which is defined as injury that creates a substantial risk of death or causes serious permanent disfigurement, 
coma, permanent or protracted condition that causes extreme pain, loss or impairment of the function of part of the 
body, or that results in prolonged hospitalization. Amends GS 14-315(a1) to increase punishment for sale of 
handgun to minor from Class | to Class H felony. Amends GS 90-95(e)(5) to increase punishment for Selina: 
controlled substance to a minor or pregnant female from Class E to Class D felony. 

Eliminate waiver of preliminary hearings in parole and post-release supervision revocation hearings. Amends 
GS 15A-1376 and -1368.6 as title indicates.

Highway Patrol promotional policy report. Senate deletes provision. 

Extend Dep’t Study Comm’n. Amends Ch. 324, 1995 Session Laws to require Study Comm'n to make final 
report to 1997 General Assembly instead of by May 1, 1996. 

Study compensation for law enforcement officers and salary continuation for residential facility employees. 
Directs Office of State Personnel to study employee classifications and pay for all sworn law enforcement officers 
in the state; the feasibility of providing salary continuation for employees who have been injured while performing 
duties at state-operated residential facilities; and issues relating to civilianizing certain state law enforcement 
functions. Office to report to Criminal Law Study Comm'n by Nov. 1, 1996. 

* JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

Additional assistant district attorneys. Adds one assistant district attorney in prosecutorial districts 3B, 4, 5, 
6B, 7, 8, 12, 16B, 22, 27A; adds two assistant district attorneys in prosecutorial districts 10 and 18 and three in 
district 26. Effective January 1, 1997. 

Additional assistant public defenders. Authorizes Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC) to allocate up to 
$365,376 (House provided $528,198) from Indigent Persons Attorney Fee fund to create up to 11 new assistant 
public defender positions. 

Drug Treatment Court Funds not revert. Same as House. 
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Annual recidivism report. Same as House. 

Increase in minimum and maximum magistrate authorization. Amends GS 7A-133 to increase maximum 
allowable number of magistrates in Bertie by three and Northampton, Vance, and Franklin by one. 

Clerks of court compensation study. Senate deletes provision. 

Make special superior court judge terms consistent. Amends GS 7A-45.1 to extend terms of two special 
superior court judges with 4-year terms ending Dec. 31, 1998 until Sept. 30, 2000. 

Criminal case management program. Requires AOC to use $241,648 of funds appropriated to Dep't to 
extend case management program currently operating in Districts 12 and 13 to eight additional districts and to 
require consultation with senior resident superior court judge of district before hiring case management facilitators 
for those districts. 

Add district court judge in Cumberland. Amends GS 7A-133 to add one additional district court judge in 
Judicial District 12. Allows Governor to appoint judge for term ending in Dec. 2000. Effective later of Dec. 15, 
1996 or 15 days after approved by Justice Dep’t under Section 5 of Voting Rights Act. 

Mecklenburg drug court funding. Declares that intent of General Assembly is for Mecklenburg Drug Court 
program to be funded as recurring item in continuation budget. 

Superior court reporters funding. Declares intent of General Assembly to be that funding for superior court 
reporters remain as part of continuation budget. 

District court reporter option. Amends GS 7A-198 to allow parties to civil trial in district court to agree to 
share costs of court reporter to be selected from list provided by AOC. Allows one party to hire and pay a court 
reporter when other party refuses to share costs, but in that case, if non-paying party appeals, must reimburse the 
paying party in full for the costs incurred for the court reporter's services and transcripts. If a party chooses not to 
hire a court reporter because the opposing party refuses to share the costs and if the recording device that is used 
fails to provide a reasonably accurate record of the trial for purposes of appeal, the trial judge shall grant a motion 
for a new trial made by the party who had requested that the other party share the costs of a reporter.

Increase in number of undercover operations license plates. |ncreases maximum number of license plates 
from 50 to 100. (House increased to 150.) 

Western Justice Academy repairs and renovations. Senate deletes provision. 

Fingerprint and photograph juvenile delinquents. Adds GS 7A-603 to require juvenile to be fingerprinted and 
photographed upon adjudication as delinquent if juvenile was at least 10 years of age and committed offense that 
would be a Class A, B, C, D, or E felony if committed by an adult. Provides that fingerprints to be transferred to 
SBI to be placed in Automated Fingerprint Identification System; not to be included in clerk’s court record, and not 
to be eligible for expunction. Makes conforming change to GS 15A-502. 

Establish Criminal Justice Information Network governing board. Adds new Art. 69, GS Chapter 143, creating 
a Criminal Justice Information Network Governing Board within Office and State Budget and Management to 
operate the state’s criminal justice information nétwork to allow sharing of criminal justice information among law 
enforcement agencies, the judicial system, and corrections. Fifteen-member board with three members appointed 
by Governor, one of whom is employee of state correction agency, one of whom is employee of Dep’t of Crime 
Control and Public Safety and one of whom is chosen from a list submitted by the NC Ass'n of Police Chiefs; two 
appointed by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, one of whom is a member of the general public and one 
chosen from list submitted by NC League of Municipalities; two members appointed by the Speaker of the House, 
one of whom is a member of the general public and one chosen from a list recommended by the NC Ass'n of 
County Comm'rs; two members appointed by the Attorney General, one of whom is an employee of the Attorney 
General and the other from a list of names submitted by the NC Sheriffs Ass'n; five members appointed by the 
Chief Justice, one of whom is an employee of the AOC, one clerk of court, two trial judges, and one district 
attorney; and one member of the Information Resource Management Comm'n appointed by the Chair of that 
Comm'n. Staggers terms of members. Sets out powers of Board including establishing and operating Network as 
integrated system, establishing uniform standards for databases, developing technical standards, identifying 
needs and sources of funding. Authorizes Board to hire executive director. Amends GS 143B-426.21 to add chair 
of Board to Information Resource Management Comm'n. Requires Board to report to appropriations committees 
by April 1, 1997 of progress. Provides that $300,000 of funds for reserve for Board be used to support operation of 
Board; $700,000 be used to develop data standards for Network; and that reserve not revert.

Medicaid changes. Same as House. - 
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Non-Medicaid reimbursement changes. Same as House. 

SS//Medicaid limits. Senate deletes provision. 

Medicaid subrogation change. Amends GS 108A-57 regarding priority of distribution of proceeds obtained 
from third party for wrongful death or injury of beneficiary of medical assistance by limiting attorney’s fees to a 
maximum of 1/3 of gross amount recovered, by specifying that Dep't of Human Resources be paid for amount of 
medical assistance received by beneficiary without regard to any other subrogation claims from other kinds of 
assistance, and by making numerous stylistic changes. Effective Oct. 1, 1996. 

Vocational rehabilitation subrogation change. Amends GS 143-547 regarding priority of distribution of 
proceeds obtained from third party for wrongful death or injury of beneficiary of vocational rehabilitation services 
by limiting attorney's fee to 1/3 of gross mount of recovery and by making numerous stylistic changes. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1996. 

Thomas S. Same as House. 

Extension of Task Force to determine a minimum reimbursement rate for adult developmental activity 
programs (ADAP). Same as House. 

Consolidation of John Umstead Hospital and the ADATC-Butner Operating Fund. Same as House. 

Co-located institutions efficiencies. Same as House. 

Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities and Substance Abuse Services Study Comm'n. Senate deletes 
provision. 

Area mental health program reductions. Same as House. 

Carolina Alternatives expansion limits. Authorizes DHR to expand cited program beyond ten area authorities 
that currently participate. (House prohibited expansion.) 

Clinical social worker exemption. Amends GS 90B-10(3) to extend exemption for employees engaged in 
clinical social work in state or local government from requirement to be “certified’ social workers until January 1, 
1999 (now, 1997). . 

Foster care reporting repealed. Same as House. 

Food Stamp outreach repealed. Senate deletes provision. 

Child support reserve not revert. Same as House. 

AFDC Emergency Assistance Rules Clarified. Same as House except removes requirement that applicant 
demonstrate that emergency was unavoidable and not result of act of applicant. 

ACTS quarterly review. Senate deletes provision. 

Clarify use of HIV Foster Care and Adoptive Family funds. Amends Sec. 23.9 of Ch. 507, 1995 Session 
Laws to delete provision that funds could be transferred to DEHNR for case management positions for families 
with HIV infected children as well as be used by Dep't to provide medical training to foster and adoptive parents in 
avoiding HIV transmission in home. 

Social Services Rules Review. Same as House. 

Extend Cabarrus County AFDC and Food Stamp Workfare pilot program. Extends program until Jan. 1, 1999 
(now, ending on July 1, 1997). 

Medical data processing funds. Transfers $150,000 from Insurance Regulatory Fund for 1996-97 to Div’n of 
Facility Services to certify statewide data processors, to purchase data from statewide data processors, and to 
analyze data. 

Rural Community and Migrant Health Centers’ participation in State Contract Purchasing. Same as House.. 

Reduce DHR funds in anticipation of receipt of federal funds. Allows State Budget Office to transfer funds 
available to Dep't to offset unanticipated reductions in federal receipts to Dep’t, up to $14,539,702 (the amount the 
Dep't budget was reduced in anticipation of receipt of federal funds in that amount). (House budget amount was 
$16,625,014.) 

DHR Resource Studies extended. Same as House. a 

Report on implementing Youth Services Study Recommendations. Same as House. 

Limits on S.O.S. and Family Resource Center administrative costs. Reduces the amount the Dep't may use 
to administer the Family Resource Center grant program to $250,000 for fiscal 1996-97, but leaves amount for 
S.O.S. program at $350,000. (House reduced both programs.) 

Location of Office of Economic Opportunity and Support our Students Programs. Directs SOS remains in 
Division of Youth Services but removes House provision that OEO remain in secretary’s office. 

DHR reorganization. Rewrites House provision to provide that General Assembly intends to reorganize Dep't 
to improve service delivery, reflecting a family-centered policy. Creates an Independent Study.Comm’n on the 
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Reorganization of the Dep’t composed of 15 members, five members of the House appointed by the Speaker 
including a chair and one other member of the House Appropriations Subcommittee on Human Resources, one 
member of the Subcommittee of Human Resources of Governmental Operations Comm'n and two other members 
of the House; five members of the Senate appointed by the President Pro Tempore including the chair and one 
other member of the Senate Appropriations Subcommittee on Human Resources, one member of the 
Subcommittee of Human Resources of Governmental Operations Comm'n, and two other senators; and five 
members appointed by the Governor including one representative from the Dep’t.and four public members. 
Provides for hiring of independent management consultant to develop plan and to make final report to Comm'n by 
Jan. 10, 1997. Transfers $500,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t to Office of State Budget and Management to 
implement this provision. (House had Governmental Operations Comm'n undertake reorganization and use up to 
$350,000 of funds alpislglettlce to Dep't, to contract with management consultant to propose reorganization of 
Dep't.) 

Human Services workers’ criminal record check. Amends GS 114-19.3 to provide that Dep't of Justice record 
checks for human services workers include a criminal record check from State and National Repositories of 
Criminal Histories, if requested, and adds prospective employees of adult care homes licensed under GS 131D to 
list of employees whose records may be checked. 

DHR position elimination specifications. Senate deletes provision. 

Study court-ordered county payment of juvenile treatment. Requires Div’n of Youth Services and AOC to 
study county payment of cost of medical and other court-ordered treatment for delinquent, undisciplined, abused 
or neglected juveniles when parents are not able to pay cost of treatment. 

Food stamp electronic benefits transfer. Same as House. 

In-home aide funds. Same as House. 

Health care personnel registry. Senate deletes provision. 

Consider privatizing Richmond County Boundover Detention Facility. Senate deletes provision. 

Alzheimers Ass’n funds. Senate deletes provision. 

Autism Society funds. Senate deletes provision. 

Adult care home reimbursement rate/allocation of nonfederal cost of Medicaid payments. Raises maximum 
monthly rate for residents in adult care home facilities from $844 to $874 per month, effective July 1, 1996. 

Fire protection revolving loan fund. Adds GS 122A-5.13 to require NC-Housing Finance Agency to establish 
revolving Adult Care Home, Group Home, and Nursing Home Fire Protection Fund to assist owners of adult care 
homes, groups homes for developmentally disabled adults, and nursing homes with purchase and installation of 
fire protection systems. Requires adoption of rules for use of Fund.and specifies minimum requirements. Provides 
that $1,000,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t be transferred to Fund. 

Child day care subsidies. Sets maximum gross annual income for eligibility for subsidized child care services 
at 75% of State median income, adjusted for family size. Requires parents who receive subsidy to pay a share of 

cost of child care based on percent of gross family income; for families of one to three persons, 9% of income; for 
families of four or five persons, 8%; and for families of six or more persons, 7%. Exempts from requirement to pay 
share parents whose children are receiving services under specified programs. Sets out schedule of payments for 
the purchase of child care services based on provider’s regulatory status. 

Allocation of mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse expansion funds. Provides that 
those funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services for 
expansion of programs that are used by area authorities for catch up purposes must be allocated by the Incentive 
Method adopted by the Mental Health Study Comm'n. 

Smart Start. Rewrites provisions of Early Childhood Education and Development Initiative Program as follows 
in order to implement the findings of the program’s independent performance audit. Requires NC Partnership to (1) 
develop a comprehensive standard fiscal accountability plan, (2) develop a centralized accounting and contract 
management system, (3) develop a formula for allocating direct services funds to local partnerships, (4) adjust its 
allocations on the basis of local partnerships’ performance assessments, and (5) establish a local partnership 
advisory committee of 15 members, eight of whom are chairs of local partnerships board of directors and seven of 
whom are staff of local partnerships. Requires DHR to (1) develop and conduct statewide needs and resource 
assessment every third year, (2) ensure that state level leave policy is not applied to NC Partnership and local 
partnerships, and (3) annually update its funding formula. To receive state funds, local partnership must participate 
in uniform, standard fiscal accountability plan and must have minimum resident population of 150,000 or represent 
a minimum of three contiguous counties. Specifies that state support funds approved for capital projects in any 
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two consecutive years may not exceed 10% of the total funds for direct services allocated to local partnership and 
specifies conditions under which local partnerships may carry over funds to next fiscal year. Requires at least 

30% of direct services allocations to be used to expand child day care subsidies. Permits $500,000 (same as 
House) of appropriated funds for fiscal 1996-97 to be used for state administration; $1,700,000 to fund NC 

Partnership (House provided $2,700,000); and increases funding for Frank Porter Graham Child Development 

Center for evaluation of program to $850,000 (same as House). Appropriates $20,650,000 to Dep't for 1996-97 

fiscal year to fund this provision and provides that $175,000 of that amount be transferred to Office of State 

Auditor to perform financial and compliance audits of local partnerships.

Cattle and Livestock Exposition Funds. Senate deletes House provision that placed unencumbered funds 
appropriated to Dep't for planning exposition center in reserve to be used for facility in Iredell County. 

Release state’s reversionary interest in property of Fuquay-Varina American Legion Post 116. Same as House. 

Remove sunset for grape growers’ excise tax distribution. As title indicates; distribution is provided. for in GS 
105-113.81A and in GS 105-113.82(a). 

Timber receipts for certain capital projects. Transfers $1,376,000 from Dep't of Agriculture’s timber sales 
capital improvement account, established pursuant to GS 146-30, to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 to be used for 
following projects at research stations and state farms: $387,400 for addition to swine facility at Cherry Farm Unit, 
$126,700 for farm equipment shelter at Cherry Farm Unit, $329,300 for shop and storage facility at Upper Coastal 
Plain Station, $106,900 for dairy milking parior at Caswell Farm Unit, $132,300 for research plot land at Upper 
Mountain Station, $150,000 for irrigation system at Mountain Station, and $143,400 for office building at Oxford 
Station.

World Trade Center Funds. Same as House. 

Funds for economic development. For 1996-97, $275,000 (House, $200,000) to Land Loss Prevention 
Project, Inc.; $245,000 (House, $200,000) to NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc. for its Small Farm 
Economic Development Project; $730,000 (House, $500,000) to NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, | 
Inc.; $275,000 (House, $225,000) to NC Minority Support Center. | 

' MCNC. Same as House. 

Economic development funds. Places for 1996-97 $2,750,000 (House, $1,025,000) in Rural Economic 
Development Center's Economic and Community Development Program Reserve to be allocated as follows: 
$1,350,000 (House, $675,000) for grants to community development corporations and related costs; $250,000 
(House, $125,000) to Microenterprise Loan Program; $25,000 each to Opportunities Industrialization Centers of 
(1) Wilson, (2) Rocky-Mount, (3) Pitt-Greenville, and (4) Lenoir, Greene and Jones Counties (House, no 
appropriations); $50,000 (House, $25,000) to Opportunities Industrialization Center of Elizabeth City, Inc.; and 
$1,000,000 (House, $200,000) to provide supplemental funding for matching requirements for economic 
development in economically depressed areas. Specifies that up to $100,000 of last allocation is to be used to 
address potential and actual threats to the public health resulting from wastewater system problems (House, no 
such specification). 

Industrial Development Fund Utility Account. Places $4,000,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't of Commerce 
for fiscal 1996-97 into a Utility Account within the Industrial Development Fund, to provide funds to assist the local 
government units of the 10 most severely distressed counties of the State, determined in accordance with GS 105- 
130.40(c) or 105-151.17(c), in creating jobs in manufacturing and processing, warehousing and distribution, and 
data processing. Dep't is to adopt rules to administer program; rules are to provide that the funds in the Account 
are to be used only for construction of or improvements to new or existing water, sewer, gas, or electrical utility 
distribution lines or equipment for existing or new or proposed industrial buildings to be used for industrial 
operations in the areas listed above. Specifies eligibility and reporting requirements. 

Technological Development Authority Funds/nvestment. Amends GS 96-5 to authorize State Treasurer to 
invest not more than $25,000,000 of funds in the Employment Security Comm'n Reserve Fund in securities issued 
by the NC Technological Development Authority, Inc., the proceeds for which are directed to support investment in 
venture capital funds. Treasurer is to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal 
Research Div'n on Oct. 1 and March 1 each fiscal year on cited investments. - 
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Center for Community Self-Help funds. Allocates $3,000,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 
to cited Center to further a statewide program of lending for home ownership throughout NC. Funds will be 
leveraged on a 10-to-1 basis, generating at least $10 of nontraditional home loans for every $1 of State funds, with 
payments of principal available for further loans or loan guarantees. Specifies reporting, auditing, and other 
requirements. 

Rural tourism development funds. Specifies that $200,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 
are to be used for Rural Tourism Development Grant Program. Dep't is to establish and implement this program 
to provide grants to local governments and nonprofit organizations to encourage the development of new tourism 
projects and activities in rural areas. Projects eligible to receive funds from Dep’t’s Tourism Promotion Grant 
Program are not eligible for these grant funds. Sec’y of Commerce is to establish eligibility guidelines; no recipient 
or new tourism project is to receive more than $50,000 of these funds in fiscal 1996-97. 

Babe Ruth Regional All-Star Games. Specifies that $8,000 of funds allocated to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 are to 
be used to fund cited Games. 

Worker Training Trust Fund appropriations. Makes following appropriations from Fund for fiscal !996-97: 
$218,500 to Dep’t of Commerce for a computer system upgrade in the Div’n of Employment and Training, 
$210,000 to Dep't of Labor for a computer upgrade in the apprenticeship tracking system, $90,000 to Dep't of 
Labor to establish nationally certified dietary managers pilot projects, and $100,000 to Dep’t of Community 
Colleges for a training program in entrepreneurial skills to be operated by NC REAL Enterprises. 


DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Agriculture cost share funds for animal operations located a river basin other than the Neuse River basin. 
Same as House, except that 1996-97 appropriation is $4,300,000 (House, $6,000,000). 

Agriculture cost share funds for agriculture operations located in the Neuse River basin. Substantially the 
same as House provision for animal operations in cited basin, except that 1996-97 appropriation is $4,000,000 
(House, $2,000,000) and funds may also be used to assist farm operations in installing best management 
practices. 

Statewide technical assistance for animal waste management plans. Substantially the same as House, 
except that 1996-97 appropriation is $1,167,500 (House, $1,417,500). 

Odor control technology study. Same $600,000 appropriation as House, but money goes only for odor 
research at NCSU (House, NCSU and NC A &T). 

Wetlands restoration program/funds. Enacts new statutory provisions that are substantially the same as 
House version to establish a nonregulatory wetlands restoration program. Adds provisions calling for perpetual 
maintenance of wetland and riparian resources and adding to program the oversight of private wetland mitigation 
banks to facilitate components of the program. Requires state agencies and private mitigation banking companies 
to demonstrate that adequate, dedicated financial surety exists to provide for the perpetual land management and 
hydrological maintenance of lands used as mitigation banks. Deletes reference to riparian buffers and greenways 
in new GS 143-218.8's description of program. Requires Dep't to provide an itemized statement that accounts for 
each payment into the Wetlands Restoration Fund, including the expenses and activities financed by the payment. 
Directs Dep’t to negotiate and enter into a Memorandum of Agreement with the US Army Corps of Engineers 
regarding the restoration, creation, enhancement, and preservation of wetlands and the compensatory mitigation 
required of permit applicants under 33 US Code Section 1344: memorandum’s purpose is to insure that State’s 
implementation of mitigation part of program and its mitigation bank standards satisfy Corps. Makes conforming 
amendment to Environmental Management Comm’n’s authority in GS 143B-282(a)(1). Appropriates for 1996-97 
$2,000,000 in recurring funds to Wetlands Restoration Fund (House, $10,000,000, with statement of intent to fund 
at that level in 1997-98 and in 1998-99 with allocation by Dep't among state’s 17 river basins). Deletes House 
provisions concerning allocation of this money. Appropriates for 1996-97 $500,000 in recurring funds for 8 staff 
positions and for administrative and other expenses in wetlands restoration program (House, same). 

Study alternative animal waste technologies. Senate deletes provision. 

Study groundwater impacts of lagoons. Same as House, except that appropriation is $400,000 (House, 
$375,000), and money is for research only at NCSU (House, NCSU and NC A & T). 

Financial assistance to aid municipalities in Neuse River basin achieve reductions in nitrogen levels. Senate 
deletes provision (including $5,000,000 allocation for local government grants); see, however, “Lower Neuse River 
Basin Association Funds.” 
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Lower Neuse River Basin Association Funds. Specifies that $2,000,000 of funds appropriated by act for fiscal 
1996-97 to cited Ass’n are to be used as grants to local government units in Neuse River Basin to assist them in 
fulfilling their obligations under the Neuse River Nutrient Sensitive Water Management Strategy plan adopted by 
the Environmental Management Comm'n; funds are contingent on such adoption by Comm’n by June 30, 1997. 
Specifies reporting requirements concerning grants. 

Study of atmospheric deposition of nitrogen in Neuse Estuary. Same as House. 

Transfer the Geodetic Survey Section to the Office of State Planning. Same as House. 

Hazardous waste reports. Same as House. 

Drinking water waiver program. Same as House. 

Study environmental impacts of abandoned lagoons/animal facilities. Senate deletes provision. 

Reserve for permitting and inspecting animal waste management systems. Places $1,850,766 of funds 
appropriated to Dep't in a reserve to be used to establish and support positions to conduct permitting, inspection, 
and enforcement activities for animal waste management systems in the event the 1995 General Assembly enacts 
legislation that establishes a permitting or inspection program for such systems (House, $484,000). Specifies that 
$749,473 in recurring funds and $77,000 in nonrecurring funds are to be used for 14 positions in the Div’n of Soil 
and Water Conservation, and that $891,293 in recurring funds and $133,000 in nonrecurring funds are to be used 
for 18 positions in Div’n of Environmental Management. (House, specified that positions were to be in Div’n; no 
number of positions specified). Requires Dep’t to cooperate with specified agencies in implementing provisions 
(same as House). Specifies reporting requirements. | : 

Healthy Start Foundation Funds. Same as House.  ~ 

Beaver damage control funds. Adds Anson, Chowan, Cumberland, Granville, Harnett, Jones, Lee, and Martin 
to the list of counties in-which a beaver damage control program is to be developed (House, Chowan only), and 
deletes references to program as a “pilot.” Appropriates for 1996-97 $450,000 (House, $363,690) from General 
Fund to Wildlife Resources Comm'n to provide the State share necessary to continue the program. Requires 
participating counties to make a commitment of their local matching funds to Comm'n no later than Sept. 30 of that 
fiscal year. Changes reporting dates under program. . 

Wetlands Restoration Fund. Senate deletes provision that directs State Controller, beginning with 1998-99 
fiscal year, to reserve to the Wetlands Restoration Fund 2% of any unreserved credit balance remaining in. the 
General Fund at the end of each fiscal year. 

1995-96 beaver damage control funds revert. Specifies that $150,000 that was appropriated to Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n for fiscal 1995-96 to provide the State share for beaver damage control and that was 
designated as recurring funds reverts to General Fund on June 30, 1996. 

Pilot privatization project for construction of forestry buildings. Specifies that $150,000 of funds appropriated 
to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 are to be used for a pilot project whereby Dep't enters into a contract for construction of 
a forestry headquarters building. County in which building is to be located is responsible for all costs related to 
construction in excess of that amount. Specifies reporting requirements. 

Forest Resources nursery program funds. Authorizes Div'n of Forest Resources to retain and use any funds 
derived from the taking of nursery acreage at Claridge State Forest Nursery near Goldsboro in Wayne County due 
to Highway 70 Bypass construction. Funds are to remain in a nonreverting fund in Dep’t to be used to cover the 
cost of relocating nursery fields and seed orchards. 

Warren County forestry headquarters and equipment purchase. Specifies that $8,250.69 remaining in 
Warren County Forestry Capital Project Code 49216 4630 and uncommitted balance of $21,167 in 1995 Reserve 
for Forestry Projects is to be used for construction of a storage building and purchase of equipment at Warren 
County forestry headquarters. 

Marine Fishenes dock may be used by other agencies. Authorizes use of Div’n of Marine Fisheries’ 
Morehead City Dock Facility by UNC Institute of Marine Sciences, NC Sea Grant College Program, and Carteret 
Community College. 

Accountability for certain state agriculture cost share funding/raise cap/add eligible projects. Amends GS 143- 
215.74(b) to give priority designation for inclusion in the Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source 
Pollution Control for State funding to projects that improve water quality. To be eligible for cost share funds under 
this provision, project must be evaluated before funding is awarded and after completion to determine the impact 
on water quality. Authorizes funding to assist with emergency spillways, riparian buffers or equivalent controls, 
odor control best management practices, and insect control best management practices. Increases maximum 
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state funding for each applicant from $15,000 to $75,000. Specifies reporting requirements. Applies to State cost 
share funds expended on or after act's effective date. 

Prohibit transfer of positions from Soil and Water Conservation to Environmental Management. Forbids Dep't 
to transfer any positions established in act for Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation to Div’n of Environmental 
Management. 

Adopt-a-Beach. Adds new GS Ch. 143, Art. 69, to establish Adopt-a-Beach Program within Dep't, to educate 
citizens and make them more aware of the need to keep the State’s coastline clean and free of trash and to 
generate data on the volume and contents of beach pollution. Dep't is to select five improved beach accesses and 
two sound-side accesses for monthly clean-up and maintenance by organizations and businesses applying to 
participate in Program. Provides for participant recognition and program expansion, and requires annual reports 
by Dep’t to Environmental Review Comm'n. Authorizes adoption of rules to implement provisions. 

Citizens Monitoring Program. Adds new GS 143-215A requiring Dep't to establish Citizen Water Quality 
Monitoring Program to provide a way for individuals to play a role in and take personal responsibility for protecting 
the State’s water quality. Specifies program goals. Requires Dep't to allocate $400,000 in 1996-97 recurring 
funds to implement, cover operating costs, and provide three staff positions for Program. 

Water resources development projects funds. Specifies that $4,500,000 of Dep’t’s 1996-97 appropriation is to 
be used for the following projects: (1) Jordan Lake Water Supply Repayment-3130,000; (2) Wilmington Harbor 
Maintenance Dredging-$575,000; (3) Morehead City Harbor Maintenance Dredging-$50,000; (4) Wanchese 
Channel Maintenance Dredging-$100,000; (5) Aquatic Plant Control (statewide, including Lake Gaston)-$200,000; 
(6) Wilmington Harbor Anchorage Basin Widener-$400,000; (7) Cape Fear-Northeast Cape Fear Deepening- 
$530,000; (8) North & Manteo Channel Maintenance Dredging-$400,000; (9) State-Local Projects-$380,000; (10) 
New Hanover County Spoil Disposal-$125,000; (11) Beaufort Harbor-$80,000; (12) Rollinson Channel 
Maintenance, Dare County-$400,000; (13) Far Creek Channel Maintenance, Hyde County-$280,000; (14) 
Currituck Sound Flow Study-$100,000; (15) Emergency Flood Control Projects (Section 14)-$75,000; (16) Corps 
of Engineers Feasibility Studies-$100,000; (17) Planning Assistance to Communities-$75,000; and (18) Walter 
Slough Dredging-$500,000. Allows Dep't to adjust allocations and to use money for other specified projects in 
certain cases. Funds not expended or encumbered revert at end of fiscal 1997-98. Specifies reporting 
requirements. 

Straight pipe elimination amnesty program. Requires Dep't to establish cited program to eliminate domestic 
sewage or wastewater discharges, both direct (straight pipes) and from overland flow of failing septic systems; 
focus is on discharges into streams proposed to be used or currently used for public water supplies. Amnesty 
period is to end Dec. 31, 1997. Allocates $117,500 in recurring funds and $12,500 in nonrecurring funds from 
Dep’t’s appropriation for two staff positions and other operating costs for program. 

Develop riparian buffers. Amends GS 143-214.7 to require Environmental Management Comm'n to adopt © 
rules to establish a matrix of minimum forested or equivalent riparian buffers to protect water quality and to restore 
impaired water quality in waters Comm'n by rule classifies as nutrient-sensitive. Specifies guidelines for matrix. 
Requires Comm'n to provide a procedure for a landowner to seek a determination on a site-specific basis 
concerning use of alternatives. Local government unit may submit a written request to Dep’t to implement and 
manage the riparian buffer requirements within its jurisdiction subject to terms Dep't provides. Allocates $25,000 
of Dep’t’s appropriation to NCSU’s Sea Grant College Program to be used as matching funds to develop a matrix 
to determine appropriate buffers to protect water quality. Authorizes Comm'n to adopt temporary rules to 
implement provisions. 

Clean Water Management Trust Fund. Enacts new GS Ch. 113, Art. 3A to establish cited Fund in State 
Treasurer's Office to be used to finance projects to clean up or prevent surface water pollution. Fund is to consist 
of 6.5% of any unreserved credit.balance remaining in the General Fund at the end of each fiscal year. Fund may 
be used (1) to acquire land for riparian buffers; (2) to acquire conservation easements or other interests in real 
property; (3) to coordinate with other public programs involved with lands adjoining water bodies; (4) to restore 
previously degraded lands; (5) to repair failing waste treatment systems under certain conditions (application to 
Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund was denied during latest review cycle, repair is a reasonable remedy 
for resolving the problem, and repair is not to expand system to accommodate future growth); (6) to repair and 
eliminate failing septic systems, eliminate illegal drainage connections, and expand waste treatment systems if the 
system is being expanded to eliminate such systems or connections; (7) to improve stormwater controls and 
management practices; (8) to facilitate planning that targets reductions in surface water pollution, and (9) to fund 
_ operating expenses. Priority for (5) and (6) goes to economically distressed local government units. State » 
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agencies, local governments or other political subdivisions or combinations of them, and certain nonprofit 
corporations are eligible for grants. Establishes Board of Trustees for Fund; board is composed of 18 members, 
six appointed by Governor, six by General Assembly on President Pro Tempore of Senate’s recommendation, and 
six by General Assembly on Speaker of House’s recommendation. Specifies qualifications for trustees, terms of 
appointment, and rules for other procedural matters. Authorizes trustees to develop criteria and make grants, to 
acquire and exchange land, etc. Specifies guidelines for criteria. Trustees are to establish matching requirements 
for grants of up to 20% of grant amount. Provides for Fund Executive Director selected by Trustees and for Fund 
staff, and for Trust Fund Advisory Council, composed of Comm’r of Agriculture, Chair of Wildlife Resources 
Comm'n, Sec’y of Dep’t, and Sec’y of Dep't of Commerce, to advise Trustees. Specifies reporting requirements. 
Effective June 30, 1996. f

Governor and Council of State. Increases annual salary of Governor from $98,576 to $103,505 and annual 
salaries of Council of State members for fiscal 1996-97 from $87,000 to $91,350. 

Nonelected department heads. Increases maximum annual salaries for nonelected heads of principal State 
departments for fiscal 1996-97 from $85,000 to $89, 250. 

Certain executive branch officials salary increase. Increases salaries for fiscal 1996-97 by 5% for Chairman 
of ABC Comm'n, State Controller, Comm’r of Motor Vehicles, Comm’r of Banks, Chairman of Employment Security 
Comm'n, State Personne! Director, Chairman and members of Parole Comm'n, Chairman and members of 
Industrial Comm'n, Executive Director of Agency for Public Telecommunications, General Manager of Ports 
Railway Comm'n, Director of Museum of Art, Executive Directors of Wildlife Resources Comm'n, NC Housing 
Finance Agency, and NC Agricultural Finance Authority, and Director of Office of Administrative Hearings. 
Increases 1996-97 salaries of Utilities Commissioners other than Chairman from $80,381 to the same as superior 
court judges (for 1996-97, $91,350), and increases Chairman’s salary from $81,381 to $92,350 ($1,000 more than 
other commissioners). 

Judicial Branch officials. |lncreases salaries for fiscal 1996-97 by 5% for all justices and judges, district 
attorneys, administrative officers and assistant administrative officers of the courts, and public defenders. 

Provides 5% increase, effective July 1, 1996, in maximum average salaries and in minimum salaries within judicial 
districts for assistant district attorneys and assistant public defenders. Provides 5% increase, commencing July 1, 
1996, in salaries of permanent full-time and permanent part-time employees of Judicial Department. 

Clerks of Superior Court. Provides 5% increase in annual salaries of clerks of superior court. 

Assistant and Deputy Clerks of Superior Court. Provides 5% increase in minimum and maximum annual 
salaries of these officials. ! 

Magistrates’ Pay Plan. Provides 5% increase at all levels in magistrates’ salary table. 

General Assembly principal clerks, sergeants-at-arms, reading clerks, and legislative employees. |Increases 
salaries by 5%. 

Community college personnel. Provides funds for fiscal 1996-97 for an average annual salary increase of 5% 
for full-time and part-time community college employees. 

Funds to reward excellence in community college teaching. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to 
develop policies for the distribution of a 2% salary increase for teaching faculty members who have demonstrated 
excellence in teaching. 

UNC system-EPA salary increases. Provides sufficient funds for fiscal 1996-97 for an annual average salary 
increase of 5% for UNC employees supported by State funds and exempt from the State Personnel Act, including 
employees other than teachers of NC School of Science and Mathematics. 

Additional salary increase for outstanding UNC teaching faculty. Requires UNC Board of Governors to 
allocate sufficient funds from funds allocated to Board for fiscal 1996-97 for faculty salary increases to enable 
Board to award a ‘2% salary increase for teaching faculty. Board is to develop criteria for awarding and to award 
the additional 2% to those teaching faculty members who are judged to have outstanding teaching performance. 
Board of Trustees of NC School of Science and Mathematics is to do likewise. Deletes House provision directing 
Board of Governors to include consideration of increases based on performance in adopting rules for allocation of 
funds for EPA salaries. 

Most state employees. Provides for increase on or after July 1, 1996, in salaries in effect June 30, 1996, of 
all permanent full-time State employees whose salaries are set in accordance with the State Personnel Act and 
who are paid from the General Bond or the Highway Fund, unless aueneien provided by act, pursuant to 
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Comprehensive Compensation System in GS 126-7 as follows: (1) 2% career growth recognition awards, (2) 2% 
cost-of-living adjustment, and (3) one-time performance bonus averaging 1% for eligible State employees. 
Provides for 5% increase in salaries in effect June 30, 1996, for permanent full-time State officials and persons in 
exempt positions that are recommended by the Governor or the Governor and the Advisory Budget Comm'n and 
set by the General Assembly, except as otherwise provided in act. Provides for pro rata salary increases for 
permanent part-time State employees and allows for pro rata increases for temporary and permanent hourly State 
employees. 

Superior Court Judges’ longevity. Senate deletes provision. 

All state-supported personnel. Same as House; contains provisions concerning administration of salary 
increases. 

Teacher salary schedules. |ncreases salary schedules effective July 1, 1996, in House budget by 
approximately 3%. Deletes one-time bonuses in House budget. Provides for speech pathologists who hold 
masters degrees and who are employed in the public schools as speech and language specialists to be paid on 
the school psychologist salary schedule. 

School-based administrator salaries. Increases 1996-97 salary schedules in House budget by approximately 
3%. Other provisions are the same as in House bill. 

School central office salaries. Increases 1996-96 salary schedules in House budget by approximately 2%, for 
an average annual salary increase of 5%. Deletes provision in House bill stating that local boards of education 
shail establish guidelines for providing their salary increases to these personnel. Other provisions are the same as 
in House bill. 

Noncertified public school employees’ salary increase. Provides for 5% salary increases beginning July 1, 
1996, for these employees (House, 3%). 

Study Comm’n on Comprehensive Compensation System. Senate deletes provision. 

Salary adjustment fund. Any remaining appropriations for legislative salary increases not required for that 
purpose may be used to supplement the Salary Adjustment Fund, as specified in act. 

Travel expense reimbursement study. Directs Office of State Budget and Management to study the issue of 
whether the current system of reimbursement of State employees for job-related travel expenses is flexible 
enough to allow State employees to recover the actual cost of expenses incurred for lodging and meals, when the 
total of all such costs does not exceed the maximum statutory amount. If Office finds that it is not, it is to consider 
ways to make the system more flexible. Office is to Se to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations prior to Feb. 1, 1997. 

Postretirement benefi t increases. Grants 4.4% increase in benefits to State retirees (House, 3%). 

Salary-related contributions. |ncreases contribution to Legislative Retirement System to 24.42% from 23.27% 
(House increased contribution to 23.81%). [Digest of House budget incorrectly reported that increased contribution 
was for Consolidated Judicial Retirement System. ] 

State employee health benefit plan/preexisting health conditions. Same as House. 

State employee health benefit plan/skilled nursing facility benefits in facilities not Medicare-qualified. Amends 
GS 135-40.6(3) to specify that plan will pay benefits in a skilled nursing facility licensed under applicable State 
laws, even if facility does not qualify for delivery of services covered by Medicare benefits. For such facilities, 
neither the plan nor any of its members is to be billed or held liable by such facilities for charges that otherwise 
would be covered by Medicare. 

State employee health benefit plan/acupuncture coverage. Provides benefits, subject to deductible and 
coinsurance, for acupuncture. Covers allowable charges up to $500 per covered individual per fiscal year for 
practice of acupuncture when performed by a doctor of medicine or an acupuncturist licensed or certified in the 
state in which the acupuncturist practices. Effective Oct. 1, 1996; expires Sept. 30, 1998. Executive Administrator 
of medical plan is to report the financial impact of this provision on plan to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations at the end of March 1997 and at the end of May 1997. 

Redefine service for purposes of longevity pay for public defenders. Defines service to include service as a 
public defender, assistant public defender, justice or judge of the General Court of Justice, or clerk of superior 
court (was, as public defender). 

Effective date. Except as otherwise provided, act becomes effective July 1, 1996. 


H 1139. STATE PERSONNEL GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 
_ 1st edition. Adds UNC Hospitals to bill’s scope. Clarifies that a career state employee is one employed for the 
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immediate 12 preceding months (under current law, 24 months). Extends from 30 to 45 days the time an agency 
initially has to resolve a grievance internally. 


H 1144. CREATE BUTNER ADVISORY COUNCIL . Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition.

If the credit exceeds the amount of tax for a particular taxable year, the taxpayer must receive a 

refund of the excess. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1997.

S 1139. ABC'S PLAN. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Deletes provision under 
GS 115C-105.20 that required the State Board of Education to develop a process that provided for the final 
resolution of disputes between local boards and schools regarding the development and implementation of school 
improvement plans. Removes restrictions on the transfer of driver's education, vocational education and career 
development funds. Adds provision authorizing State Board to grant waivers pertaining to the State salary 
schedule to provide economic incentives for principals to accept employment in low-performing schools. Requires 
the State Board to act on requests for these waivers at the first board meeting following the request. All other 
waivers must be acted upon within 60 days of receipt. Removes requirement under GS 115C-105.22 that each 
school develop a school performance plan that takes into consideration the annual performance goal for that 
school set by the State Board. 

Provides that if no school improvement plan is accepted before March 15 of the year preceding fiscal year

evaluate at least semiannually the personnel assigned to the school. Requires the State Board to dismiss 
personnel assigned to a school identified as low-performance pursuant to newly amended provisions in GS 115C- 
325(q). Deletes former provisions setting forth procedure for dismissal. 

Deletes provisions on character education. Deletes provisions requiring teachers to be evaluated annually under 
GS 115C-326. Makes other technical and conforming changes. 


S 1275. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996-2. Intro. 5/23/96. House action amends 4th edition to limit amount of 
severance pay that can be excluded from state income tax to $35,000 for a taxable year.

Allows trial judge to issue limited driving privilege 
after ten days if indefinite revocation is ordered pursuant to this new provision. Also adds new subsection to GS 
20-179 providing that in DWI case appealed to superior court and then remanded back to district court, DA may 
seek to have district court find grossly aggravating factor on remand if motion filed before remand. Both new 
provisions effective January 1, 1997. 


H 1316. CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE CONFIDENTIAL RECORDS. Intro. 5/23/96. House committee 
substitute replaces 1st edition.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1275. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996-2. Intro. 5/23/96. Due to an error, the digest of the House committee 
substitute-adopted 6/13/96 omitted the following substantive changes: 

Bundled Transaction Sales Tax. Adds G.S. 105-164.12B to define bundled transaction as one in which seller 
transfers an item of tangible personal property to a consumer on the condition that the consumer will enter into 
agreement to purchase services on ongoing basis for at least six months; the agreement includes a cancellation 
fee if the contract for services is canceled before the minimum period; and the seller does not charge the 
consumer for the item transferred or charges a price that is below cost price. Provides that sale occurs if seller 
transfers item of tangible personal property as part of bundled transaction and that sales price is presumed to be 
retail price at which item would sell if no services agreement were entered into. Allows part of sales price to be 
paid by consumer at time of transfer and remainder paid as part of price for services. Sales tax is due on part of 
sales price paid by consumer at time of transfer. Provides that no additional sales tax is imposed at time of 
transfer if services are subject to services taxes (defined as combination of state franchise tax on gross receipts, 
state sales tax, or local sales tax levied on sale of or gross receipts from services) at a combined rate equal to or 
greater than combined state and local general rate of sales tax. However, if consumer cancels services contract 
before expiration of minimum period, imposes sales tax on cancellation fee. If services not taxed at rate equal to 
sales taxes, then sales tax is due at time of transfer on remainder of sales price not paid at that time. Effective on 
the first day of the third month following ratification of this act. 

Reduce Inheritance and Gift Taxes. (1) Adds G.S. 105-6.1 to phase out inheritance tax as follows: 1997-- 
20% reduction; 1998--40% reduction; 1999--60% reduction; 2000--80% reduction; and 2001 and after--100% 
reduction. Amends G.S. 105-3 to add subdivision exempting from inheritance tax property transferred to spouse 
when transfer is exempt from federal estate and gift taxes because it is considered qualified terminable interest 

: property and amends G.S. 105-188 to make identical exemption from gift tax. Amends G.S. 105-2 to provide that 
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upon death of spouse who had qualifying income interest for life in qualified terminable interest property whose 
previous transfer was exempt from inheritance and gift taxes, qualified terminable interest that was previously 
exempt is considered to pass from spouse to person who is entitled to property upon termination of spouse’s 
qualifying income interest for life. Provisions effective Jan. 1, 1997 and apply to estates of decedents dying on or 
after that date. (2) Amends G.S. 105-9 to provide that inheritance tax deductions for administration costs apply to 
costs not claimed as deduction on federal income tax return filed. Adds G.S. 105-23.1 to provide that personal 
representative who elects to make installment payments of federal estate tax may also make installment payments 
of state tax. Provisions effective July 1, 1996 and apply to estates of persons dying on or after that date. 


S 1301. GENERAL STATUTES TECHNICAL BILL. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate committee substitute replaces ‘1st 
edition. Adds new sections making technical corrections to GS 1-349; 1A-1, Rule 30(b)(4); 14-107; 47-41.01(b); 
53-175; 75A-13.2; 91A-8; and 1591-30(e). 


S 1318..RIPARIAN BUFFERS PROGRAM. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Rewrites provision regarding conservation easements to provide that holder of easement grant to DEHNR as 
trustee for state a first right of refusal to acquire all rights in easement and places on holder of easement 
responsibility for management of vegetated, riparian buffer. Amends G.S. 105-130.34 to increase maximum tax 
credit against corporate income tax for donation of property useful for beach access or trails, fish and wildlife 
conservation from $25,000 to $250,000 and G.S..105-151.12 to increase maximum tax credit against individual 
income tax from $25,000 to $100,000 and to increase the maximum value of donated real property that must be 
added to taxable income from $100,000 to $400,000. Amends G.S. 105-287 to authorize assessor in year in which 
no general reappraisal to increase or decrease value of property to recognize changes in value resulting from 
agreements made under Conservation and Historic Preservation Agreements Act and G.S. 105-317 to require 
appraisers of property to consider conservation easements and historic preservation agreements. Deletes 
appropriation. Provides that added tax provisions effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 540. HIGHWAY BOND ACT OF 1996. Intro. 3/23/95. Senate action amends 6th edition. Amends G.S. 136- 
180.1. If DOT holds informational workshops on Northern Durham loop, requires DOT to notify landowners in 
corridor of at least one (was, all) such workshops. Deletes requirement that DOT conduct an update of all prior 
studies before making a decision on loop. 


H 859. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute adds following provisions to 
fourth edition: (1) rewrites proposed amendment to GS 130A-294(b) to provide that commission’s rules must 
require owner or operator of private solid waste management facility to demonstrate financial responsibility to 
handle closure and post-closure maintenance during life of facility and for 30 years after closure; (2) rewrites 
proposed amendment to GS 130A-309.09D to make it applicable to both generators and collectors of municipal 
solid waste; (3) rewrites proposed amendment to GS 130A-309.10(e) (regulating distribution of certain plastic 
containers) to apply that section to rigid plastic containers, but not to containers having capacity of fewer than 
eight ounces or more than five gallons; (4) adds technical amendment to GS 130A-309.11; (5) adds amendment 
to GS 130A-309.83 (White Goods Management Account) to allow local government unit to apply for, and, if funds 
are available, Dep't to award, grants to unit in amount in excess of its normal allocation of funds from account; 
grants may be awarded only if local unit’s expenses will exceed allocation and may be used only for capital 
expenditures for the management of white goods or for costs that will result in improvement of local unit’s program; 
(6) deletes provision in fourth edition that allows Dep’t to grant a variance to a county that operates a sanitary 
landfill to allow expansion of the area served by the landfill to include municipal solid waste generated in a county 
adjacent to the county in which landfill is located. 


H 1138. APEX/SUBDIVISION FEE AUTHORITY. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Provides that fee in lieu of parkland or open space may not exceed fair market value of land area that would have 
been required to be dedicated. Grants Apex same authority under zoning regulations to condition approval of site 
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plans on reservation of property, making public improvements, or payment of fees in lieu of dedication as it has 
under subdivision regulation powers. 


H 1174. CONDEMNATION AWARDS/EVIDENCE. Intro. 5/15/96. House action amends 1st edition. Makes 
judge’s award of attorney's fees and other costs discretionary rather than mandatory; allows judge to make award 
in consent judgments; exempts electric cities condemnations from provisions; deletes provisions authorizing 
admission of most recent appraisal and tax valuation and other relevant evidence of valuation to prove value; and 
changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1996 to ratification and makes it applicable to actions begun on or after that 
date.

S 1275. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996-2. Intro. 5/23/96. Due to an error, the digest of the House committee 
substitute adopted 6/13/96 omitted the following substantive changes: 

Bundled Transaction Sales Tax. Adds G.S. 105-164.12B to define bundled transaction as one in which seller 
transfers an item of tangible personal property to a consumer on the condition that the consumer will enter into 
agreement to purchase services on ongoing basis for at least six months; the agreement includes a cancellation 
fee if the contract for services is canceled before the minimum period; and the seller does not charge the 
consumer for the item transferred or charges a price that is below cost price. Provides that sale occurs if seller 
transfers item of tangible personal property as part of bundled transaction and that sales price is presumed to be 
retail price at which item would sell if no services agreement were entered into. Allows part of sales price to be 
paid by consumer at time of transfer and remainder paid as part of price for services. Sales tax is due on part of 
sales price paid by consumer at time of transfer. Provides that no additional sales tax is imposed at time of 
transfer if services are subject to services taxes (defined as combination of state franchise tax on gross receipts, 
state sales tax, or local sales tax levied on sale of or gross receipts from services) at a combined rate equal to or 
greater than combined state and local general rate of sales tax. However, if consumer cancels services contract 
before expiration of minimum period, imposes sales tax on cancellation fee. If services not taxed at rate equal to 
sales taxes, then sales tax is due at time of transfer on remainder of sales price not paid at that time. Effective on 
the first day of the third month following ratification of this act. 

Reduce Inheritance and Gift Taxes. (1) Adds G.S. 105-6.1 to phase out inheritance tax as follows: 1997-- 
20% reduction; 1998--40% reduction; 1999--60% reduction; 2000--80% reduction; and 2001 and after--100% 
reduction. Amends G.S. 105-3 to add subdivision exempting from inheritance tax property transferred to spouse 
when transfer is exempt from federal estate and gift taxes because it is considered qualified terminable interest 
property and amends G.S. 105-188 to make identical exemption from gift tax. Amends G.S. 105-2 to provide that 
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upon death of spouse who had qualifying income interest for life in qualified terminable interest property whose 
previous transfer was exempt from inheritance and gift taxes, qualified terminable interest that was previously 
exempt is considered to pass from spouse to person who is entitled to property upon termination of spouse’s 
qualifying income interest for life. Provisions effective Jan. 1, 1997 and apply to estates of decedents dying on or 
after that date. (2) Amends G.S. 105-9 to provide that inheritance tax deductions for administration costs apply to 
costs not claimed as deduction on federal income tax return filed. Adds G.S. 105-23.1 to provide that personal 
representative who elects to make installment payments of federal estate tax may also make installment payments 
of state tax. Provisions effective July 1, 1996 and apply to estates of persons dying on or after that date.

S 296. LAKE ROYALE MOTOR VEHICLES LAWS. Intro. 3/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Provisions do not apply until a petition signed by a majority of the freeholders of Lake Royale in favor of 
the proposal is filed with the clerks of court of Nash and Franklin counties. Deletes provision making act expire 
after two years. 


S 323. OBSERVERS AT POLLS. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date from Jan. 1, 1996, ta July 1, 1996. 


S 540. ROCKINGHAM CITY ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
provision stating that act has effect of extending to four years the term of office of the person elected to 
Rockingham Council in 1995 for two-year term as if act had been ratified prior to 1995 election. 


S 709. ALLOW CONSOLIDATED HUMAN SERVICES. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. Requires county that consolidates human services to report by Jan. 1, 1998 and annually thereafter, until 
Jan. 1, 2001 when provision expires, to specified legislative committees regarding implementation of consolidated 
services 


S 855. PUBLIC HOSPITALS MANAGED CARE. Intro. 5/25/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Expand bill's coverage to include both nonprofit and for-profit managed care companies, and to include physician 
hospital organizations, physician organizations, and management services organization as well as preferred 
provider organizations. Adds new GS 131E-99 providing that a contract related to provision of health care between 
hospital and managed care organization, insurance company, employer or other payer is confidential and not a 
public record under GS Ch. 132. Also adds new GS 116-40.6 providing that information about alumni of 
constituent institutions of UNC is not a public record under GS Ch. 132. Changes effective date of new GS 131E- 
7.1 concerning managed care to July 1, 1996. Provisions concerning confidentiality of records effective on 
ratification. 


S 905. FIRE/RESCUE/STUDENT HOUSING. Intro. 5/1/96. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Adds to the provisions of the previous committee substitute new provisions creating a new Part 7 to Article 1 of 
Chapter 116. This new part creates the Fire Safety Loan Fund, a revolving loan fund for installing fire safety 
equipment and systems in fraternity and sorority houses. Fund is to be administered by the State Treasurer. New 
: part also provides that no water system serving a residence hall or fraternity or sorority house may levy or collect 
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any water-meter fee, water-hydrant fee, tap fee, or similar service fee with respect to supporting a fire safety 
system in the hall or house. Changes bill’s title to AN ACT TO AFFECT THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE STATE 
FIRE AND RESCUE COMMISSION AND TO FACILITATE FIRE WARNING AND SUPPLEMENTAL FIRE 
PROTECTION SYSTEMS IN STUDENT HOUSING. 


S 1123. NVRA CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/14/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds new 
provisions to the original bill and amends title accordingly. 

Amend GS 163-82.10(b) to specify that the voter lists that may be provided by the board of elections upon 
request may include selective lists according to precinct, congressional district, senate district, representative 
district, county commissionér district, school board district, city governing board district, fire district, soil and water 
district, and may provide voting history including primary, general, and special elections. If the county has its 
registration records on computer, then it must make voter registration information available on computer diskettes, 
including voter name and courtesy title, voter identification number, residential address, mailing address, sex, 
race, age or date of birth, party affiliation, precinct name, precinct identification code, congressional district, senate 
district, representative district, county commissioner district, school board district, city governing board district, fire 
district, soil and water district, and any other district information available, and voting history including primary, 
general, and special elections, back as far as available, but at least to the second most recent congressional 
general election, and any other recognizable category. The calculation of cost for providing the computer 
diskettes or paper lists is not to include the cost of any equipment or any imputed overhead expenses. Purchaser 
may supply own diskettes. Board of elections may impose a special service charge of up to $25 for supplying 
information on diskettes, if that charge is justified. The same information identified as to be supplied on computer 
diskettes is to be supplied to political parties as part of the free lists they are entitled to under GS 163-82.10(c). 

Adds new GS 163-82.15(a1) directing local governments to inform the county board of elections when a 
voter's address has been changed by a unit of local government because of conversion to an extended 
emergency telephone system or for other reason. Adds new GS 163-33(14) and (15) directing the county boards ~ 
of elections to report to the State Board of Elections specified information on each candidate who files for office 
with that board of elections and on each candidate who wins a primary, second primary, and general election. 
Amends GS 163-147 to increase from 50 to 200 feet the distance from the polling place within which no one may 
loiter or electioneer. , 


S 1126. COUNTYWIDE POLLWORKERS. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate action amends ‘1st edition. Amendment 1 
requires unanimous vote of boards of elections to take actions authorized by act. Amendment 2 corrects 
erroneous statutory reference. Amendment 3 adds observer to GS 163-226(a)(4) as status enabling person to 
cast absentee ballot and amends title accordingly. Amendment 4 alters amendment to GS 163-41(a) to provide 
that county board, when filling election official positions, “where possible” seek and adopt the recommendation of 
the county chair of the political party affected. 


$1217. ANIMAL WASTE RECOMMENDATIONS. Intro. 5/20/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Exempts any swine farm for which site evaluation was conducted prior to Oct. 1, 1996, from portion of 
amendment to G.S. 106-803(a) requiring that swine house or waste lagoon be at least 500 feet from any property 
boundary (such a farm remains subject to the existing 100-foot distance requirement). Removes livestock 
markets or sales regulated under GS Ch. 106, arts. 35 and 35A, from definition of “animal operation” for purposes 
of act. Revises proposed new GS 143-205.10C(a) limiting animal waste management system that must obtain 
permit to animal waste management system “for an animal operation” as defined by act. 

Provides that notwithstanding other provisions of act, a dry-litter animal waste management system involving 
30,000 or more birds must continue to operate on deemed-permitted basis under 15A NCAC 2H.0217, but must 
fue with the act's animal waste management plan requirements for testing and record-keeping by Jan. 1, 
Alters requirement of proposed GS 143-215.10E(a), requiring employee of state or local government to 
immediately report discharges or other animal waste violations, to limit the requirement to employees “lawfully on 
the premises and engaged in activities relating to the animal operation,” and requires reporting employee to notify 
the owner or operator of the animal operation as well as Div’n of Environmental Management. Limits GS 143- 
215.10E(b), encouraging report to Div’n by federal employee who observes waste violations, to employee “lawfully 
on the premises and engaged in activities relating to the animal operation”. 
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Revises proposed GS 143-215.10G, regarding permit fees charged by DEHNR, to remove restriction that 
total fees collected may not exceed 40% of total budgets of all programs within Dep't for permitting and 
compliance programs for animal waste management. 

Alters proposed GS 90A-47.2(a), allowing persons not holding valid certificate from Environmental 
Management Comm'n to assist in operation of animal waste management system if they are directly supervised by 
operator in charge who is certified; amendment removes requirement that supervising certified operator be 
physically present on the site of the animal operation during the supervision. 

Requires Comm'n to evaluate the system of animal waste permits, inspection, and enforcement established 
by sec. 1 of act, including whether to transfer responsibility to Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation. Comm'n may 
report to General Assembly by first day of 1997 Regular Session and must report findings and recommendations 
by first day of 1998 Regular Session. 

Revises act’s provisions regarding five-year phase-in of permit system to cover permits as ‘animal 
operations” (formerly covered “animal waste management facilities’). 


S 1256. HIGH-VOLTAGE LINE SAFETY ACT. Intro. 5/22/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes the following substantive changes: (1) throughout, specifies that the bill applies to “work” near high-voltage 
lines (was, “work or activity”); (2) deletes boat masts from the list of covered equipment; (3) deletes provision 
specifying the duty of people who will be working near high-voltage lines to familiarize themselves with this act; (4) 
revises provision for determining date by which owner or operator of line must institute precautionary safety 
arrangements following agreement with person to be working near the line; (5) omits original bill's indemnification 
provisions; and (6) adds a specification that a violation of the act does not constitute negligence or contributory 
negligence or give rise to any cause of action based upon injury to persons or property. 


S 1263. NORTHAMPTON/MACON HUNTING. Intro. 5/22/96. Senate committee substitute replaces ‘st edition. 
Adds new provisions relating to Macon County only, making it a class 3 misdemeanor to hunt, take, or kill any wild 
animal or bird on the real property of another person without the written permission of the owner or lessee of the 
property, regardless of whether the property is posted. The written permission must be in the hunter's possession 
and is valid for no more than a year. Also makes it a misdemeanor to discharge a weapon within 200 yards of a 
dwelling or outbuilding in Macon, without the express permission of the owner or lessee. 


S 1270. SPEED LIMITS. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. (1) Adds to the bill a provision 
amending GS 20-141(j) to specify that a person is guilty of a Class 1 misdemeanor if he either drives a vehicle 
more than 15 miles an hour over the speed limit and over 55 miles per hour while attempting to elude arrest or 
more than 80 miles an hour while attempting to elude-arrest. (2) Adds to the bill a provision amending GS 20- 
141(j1) to specify that a person is guilty of a Class 2 misdemeanor if he drives more than 80 miles per hour in any 
instance. (3) Adds to the bill a provision amending GS 20-16.1(a) to specify that a person who is convicted of 
driving more than 80 miles an hour is to have his license suspended for 30 days. And (4) changes effective date 
to October 1, 1996. Changes bill's title to “AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO ESTABLISH SPEED LIMITS UP TO SEVENTY MILES PER HOUR ON DESIGNATED 
PARTS OF CONTROLLED ACCESS HIGHWAYS AND TO PROVIDE FOR SUSPENSION OF THE LICENSE OF 
A PERSON DRIVING IN EXCESS OF 80 MILES PER HOUR.” 


S 1308. ADM. SEARCH WARRANTS/WHEN SERVED. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


S 1348. WELL AND PUMP CONTRACTORS. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Removes all provisions requiring certification of pump contractors, leaving bill certifying well contractors only. 
Provides for three members of Well Contractors Certification Comm'n to be appointed by Speaker, three by 
President Pro Tempore, and one by Governor (was, all by Governor); allows Comm'n to issue reprimand as well 
as suspend or revoke contractor's certificate. Authorizes a temporary certification fee of not more than $100 and 
provides that license is void if well contractor does not pay annual fee within 30 days of date due. Provides that 
registration fees collected by DEHNR under old law (G.S. 143-355) is credited to Well Construction Fund effective 
July 1, 1996. Makes certification requirement effective Jan. 1, 1998 and repeals old registration requirement on 
that date. 
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S 1375. WHITEVILLE SCHOOL ELECTIONS. Intro. 5/29/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Changes title to “TO MODIFY THE MANNER OF ELECTION OF THE WHITEVILLE CITY BOARD OF | 
EDUCATION.” Changes number of members of Whiteville Board of Education to seven effective first Monday in 

Dec. 1996, and to five members effective first Monday in Dec. 1998. In 1996, one member to be elected from 

each of four districts established by act (remaining three members were elected in previous years). In 1998, one 
member to be elected from each district plus one at large. Provides for nonpartisan election in even-numbered 

years on plurality basis under GS 163-292. 


S 1396. NEW HANOVER NURSING HOME BOARD. Intro. 5/29/96. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Identical to 2nd edition of the bill. - 


S 1487. NO SAME SEX MARRIAGES. Intro. 6/11/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Makes bill apply to 
marriages created by common law as well as those contracted or performed outside of NC. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 233. MOORE CO. TO DIST. 19B. Intro. 2/21/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Provides 
that superior court judgeship held by Judge Webb is transferred to District 19B and superior court judgeship held 
by Judge Huffman is allocated to District 20A and that if judge ceases to be senior resident superior court judge 
because of transfer, that judge may appoint judicial secretary to serve secretarial needs during that judge’s 
continuation in office. Allocates district court judgeships held by Judges Beale and Maness to District 19B and 
those held by Judges Burris, Wallace, Bragg, Taylor and Williams to District 20. Adds four assistant district 
attorneys in District 19B and leaves current number of assistant district attorneys in District 20 but provides that 
effective on first vacancies after Jan. 1, 1997, the number of assistant district attorneys in each district is reduced 
by one. Requires General Assembly to evaluate before Jan. 1, 1998 whether number in District 20 should be 
reduced further. Changes effective date of superior court district transfer from October 1, 1995 to later of January 
4, 1997 or date on which approved under Voting Rights Act and effective date of district court transfer to later of 
Jan. 1, 1997 or date approved under Voting Rights Act.. 


H 361. COBG LOAN GUARANTEES/AB. Intro. 3/7/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Amends GS 143B- 
431(d) to require Dep't of Commerce, in making loan guarantees and grants under subsection, to take into 
consideration project applications, geographic diversity, and regional balance in entire CDBG program. 


H 910. CHILD BICYCLE SAFETY ACT. Intro. 5/12/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Removes all provisions 
in proposed new GS 20-171.8, -171.9, and -171.10 making it unlawful to operate, be passenger on, or permit 
operation or being passenger on a bicycle under certain circumstances. Substitutes language encouraging person 
under 16 not to operate or be passenger without helmet. Changes effective date to date of ratification. 


H 1064. STUDY INCOME/FRANCHISE TAX INCREASES. Intro. 5/15/96. House action amends ‘st edition. 
Directs the Legislative Research Commission Study Committee on Revenue Laws to study the merits of the 
substantive content of the original bill, which are set out in this committee substitute for illustrative purposes only. 


H 1077. CHANGE FISHERIES LAWS. Intro. 5/13/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Retains 
provisions of the first committee substitute regarding employees on shellfish licenses and franchises, but adds to 
the bill (a) the substance of the provisions originally found in S 1195 (concerning the Fishery Resource Grant 
Program in the UNC Sea Grant Program) and in S 1327 (regarding the establishment of a Scientific Advisory 
Council on Water Resources and Coastal Fisheries Management) and (b) a provision directing the Department of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to coordinate an intradepartmental effort to develop scientific 
protocols to respond to significant fish kill events. Significant changes from S 1195’s original provisions include (1) 
a requirement of quarterly (was, annual) reports from grant recipients and (2) a requirement that 25% of the total 
grant award is to be held until the recipient has completed the project and submitted a final written report. 
Transfers funds appropriated to Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for the Fisheries 
Resource Grant Program from that department to the UNC Board of Governors for the Sea Grant Program. Also 
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authorizes the Marine Fisheries Commission to adopt temporary rules to establish recreational bag limits and size 
limits for bluefish, striped bass, and weakfish. Changes bill's title to “AN ACT TO MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES IN 
THE MARINE FISHERIES LAWS AND TO CREATE A SCIENTIFIC ADVISORY COUNCIL...” 


H 1132. CURRITUCK DELINQUENT PROP. TAX. Intro. 5/15/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Original bill permitted Currituck County to deny approval for the subdivision of property whenever 
delinquent taxes are owed on the property to be subdivided or on other property owned by the same person 
requesting the approval. This committee substitute is identical except that it provides that if the denial is based on 
taxes owed on other property, that other property must be contiguous with the property to be subdivided. 


H 1149. PHYSICIAN REGISTRATION. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds 
provision to GS 90-12 requiring Board to issue special “limited volunteer license” to applicant who has license to 
practice medicine in another state, produces a letter from state indicating license in good standing, and is 
authorized to treat personnel enlisted in US armed services or veterans. License allows holder to practice 
medicine or surgery only at clinics that specialize in treating indigent patients and prohibits holder of license from 
receiving compensation for services. Makes it a Class 3 misdemeanor for holder of limited license to practice 
medicine at place other than clinic for indigents. 


H 1242. CLARIFY FREE ITEM SALES TAX. Intro. 5/20/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds definition of 
“prepared food and drink” for purposes of sales tax treatment of items given away 


H 1244. APPEAL BOND CHANGES. Intro. 5/20/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


H 1256. SPRUCE PINE STAGGERED TERMS. Intro. 5/21/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition. provides for 
elections of two members elected for four-year terms in 1999 and quadrennially (formerly, biennially) thereafter. 


H 1268. EXPEDITE TOWED VEHICLE DISPOSAL. Intro. 5/21/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Allows special proceeding to be brought if DMV cannot ascertain name of owner of vehicle with market ~~ 
value of less than $800 (deleting requirement that name of person with whom dealt and secured party also not be 
ascertainable); requires lienors report of sale to clerk to indicate compliance with sale provisions of statute; and 
eliminates requirement of publishing notice in newspaper of public sale if motor vehicle has a market value of less 
than $3,500. 


H 1272. STATESVILLE DEANNEXATION. Intro. 5/21/96. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical 
changes only. 


H 1289. LINCONTON-LINCOLN AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 5/21/96. House action amends 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


H 1307. SPRUCE PINE ANNEXATION. Intro. 5/22/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank bill 
with AN ACT TO ADD CERTAIN DESCRIBED PROPERTY TO THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF 

SPRUCE PINE, AND TO EXEMPT THE PROPERTY FROM THE CEILING ON SATELLITE ANNEXATIONS BY 
THE TOWN. Annexes to Spruce Pine a described tract owned by the Town. 


H 1309. AVERY/UNLAWFUL TO REMOVE COLLARS. Intro. 5/23/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title to “TO ADD AVERY COUNTY TO THOSE COUNTIES MAKING IT UNLAWFUL TO 
REMOVE OR DESTROY ELECTRONIC COLLARS ON DOGS.” Amends SL 1993, ch. 699, sec. 4, as title 
indicates; offense is Class 3 misdemeanor on first conviction, and Class 2 misdemeanor on subsequent 
conviction. Effective Oct. 1, 1996, for offenses committed on or after that date. 


H 1324. SEX OFFENDER POST-RELEASE SUPERVISION. Intro. 5/23/96. House committee substitute replaces 
1st edition. Revises controlling condition of post-release supervision required where supervisee’s offense was 


reportable sex offense under GS 14-208.6(4), or. involved abuse of a minor: supervisee may not reside in 
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household with any minor child if the offense is one in which there is evidence of abuse of a minor, unless juvenile 

court in the county of residence of the child (formerly, “court of competent jurisdiction”) finds it that it is unlikely that 
defendant's abusive conduct will recur and that it would be in the child’s best interest to allow the supervisee to f 
reside with the child. 


H 1375. WHITEVILLE SCHOOL ELECTIONS. Intro. 5/29/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to “TO MODIFY THE MANNER OF ELECTION OF THE WHITEVILLE CITY BOARD OF

Commission; Ann Boney of Wake to the Board of Diatetics and Nutrition; Joe Hege of Davidson to the Farmers 
Market Commission; Dan Ford of Wake to the Home Inspector Licensure Board; Joseph Meacci of Moore to the 
Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan; Suzanne Freeman

Removes amendment to GS 143-54 stating that combining of bids pursuant to rules 
issued under subdivision (7) of GS 143-53 is not collusion.

SENATE BILLS 


S 192. VITAMINS DISPENSED BY CHIROPRACTOR. Intro. 2/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces ‘st 
edition, which was blank bill. Amends GS 105-164.13 to exempt vitamins and nutritional supplements dispensed 
by chiropractic physician from sales and use tax. Changes bill title to “AN ACT TO EXEMPT FROM SALES AND 
USE TAX VITAMINS AND NUTRITIONAL SUPPLEMENTS DISPENSED BY CHIROPRACTIC PHYSICIANS.” 
Effective July |, 1996 and applicable to sales on or after that date. 


S 296. LAKE ROYALE MOTOR VEHICLES LAWS. Intro. 3/6/96. House action amends 3rd edition. Adds 
provision requiring the clerks of court to make a finding that decisions regarding the applicability of motor vehicle 
laws to the community be in the best interest of the public safety of the community. 


S 981. ONE-TIME TAX REBATE. Intro. 5/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Completely 
replaces original bill with AN ACT TO PROVIDE A ONE-TIME TAX REBATE TO EACH INDIVIDUAL TAXPAYER 
WHO RESIDES IN THIS STATE. Grants a one-time rebate of $100 to each individual who was a resident of NC 
for part or all of the 1995 tax year and who has paid income tax for that year. For married couples filing joint 
returns, each spouse is considered a separate taxpayer. To qualify for the rebate, taxpayer must have filed a final 
return and have paid the entire income tax due within 90 days of the due date, including any approved filing 
extensions. Rebates must be paid by check mailed within 90 days after the later of July 31, 1996, or the date the 
return was filed and the tax paid. Rebates paid after this deadline will bear interest. Provides that the rebate 
program does not affect recurring revenues. Directs Dep't of Revenue to draw from income tax collections an 
amount equal to the cost of the rebates and of administering the program. 


S 1139. ABC'S PLAN. Intro. 5/13/96. House action amends 4th edition. Amendment #3 inserts into the bill the 
provisions of H 917, which passed the House in 1995 and remains in the Senate Committee on Education and 
Higher Education, and which concerns instruction in basic reading skills through use of the phonics method. 
Amendment #5 inserts into the bill the provisions of H 908, which also passed the House in 1995 and remains in 
the Senate Committee on Education and Higher Education, and which concerns teaching of specific character 
traits in the public schools. The amendment differs from H 908 in two respects: (1) it is permissive rather than 
mandatory; and (2) it authorizes a local board of education to establish a community media advisory committee to 
investigate and evaluate challenges from parents, teachers, and members of the public to textbooks and 
supplementary instruction materials on grounds that they are educationally unsuitable, pervasively vulgar, or 
inappropriate to the age, maturity, or grade level of the students. 
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S 1146. REPEAL REINSURANCE RESTRICTIONS. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes 
clarifying amendments to definitions section of 1995 Assumption Reinsurance Law (GS 58-10-25) and changes 
bill’s title to “AN ACT TO REPEAL THE LAW PROHIBITING LICENSED REINSURERS FROM ASSUMING 
REINSURANCE FROM NONADMITTED INSURERS AS RECOMMENDED BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION’S COMMITTEE ON INSURANCE AND INSURANCE-RELATED ISSUES AND TO MAKE 
CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS IN THE 1995 ASSUMPTION REINSURANCE LAW.” 


S 1217. ANIMAL WASTE RECOMMENDATIONS. Intro. 5/20/1996. Senate action amends 3rd edition to add 
“closure of lagoons” to the list of projects for which funding may be provided under the GS 143-215.74’s 
Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control. 


S 1343. AMEND ENV. MGT. COMM. MEMBERSHIP. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes 
technical change to bill title. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 9. STREAMLINE CRIMINAL APPEALS. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
Makes the following changes. (1) Provides that the 120-day time limit added by the bill to GS 15A-1415 regarding 
filing of postconviction motions for appropriate relief applies only in capital cases. (2) Deletes the provision in bill's 
new GS 15A-1415(c) that a motion for appropriate relief based on newly discovered evidence may be denied if the 
state shows that it has been prejudiced in its ability to respond by the defendant's delay in filing. (3) Adds a 
provision in bill’s new GS 15A-1415(f) that in the case of a defendant who has been convicted of a capital offense 
and sentenced to death, the state is to make available to the capital defendant’s counsel the complete files of all 
law enforcement and prosecutorial agencies involved, but provides that if the state has a reasonable belief that 
allowing inspection of any portion will not be in the interests of justice, the state may turn the files over to the court 
for inspection and the court may allow the state to withhold them if the court determines that the files could not 
assist the defendant. (4) Deletes the requirement in bill’s new GS 15A-1415(g) that leave of the court must be 
obtained before a defendant may file an amendment to a motion for appropriate relief, and sets new timetables for 
that motion. (5) Deletes the provision in bill’s new GS 15A-1420(b1)(2) that in capital cases a hearing on a motion 
for appropriate relief must be held within 60 days of the filing of the state’s answer and may be continued only for 
good cause shown. (6).Deletes the bill’s addition of new GS 15A-1443(c) regarding burden of proof on motion for 
appropriate relief. (7) Amends the bill's new GS 7A-451(c) regarding the superior court’s appointment of counsel 
for indigent defendant who is under a sentence of death to make clear that the appointment is of two counsel and 
that a prior finding of indigency creates a presumption of indigency at this state. And (8) changes effective date to 
ratification and provides that deadline for filing a motion for appropriate relief under Section 1 of the bill applies to 
cases in which trial court judgment is entered after October 1, 1996. 


H 233. MOORE COUNTY TO DIST. 19B. Intro. 2/21/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition to indicate that District 
20 (from which Moore is moved) will have 6 (was, 5) district court judges and to add a provision specifying that an 
effect of the bill is to add an additional district court judgeship in District 20 effective July 1, 1997. The governor is 
to appoint a person to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the term expiring on the first Monday in December, 
2000. 


H 686. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE CHANGES. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, changing effective 
date from Oct. 1, 1995 to Oct. 1, 1996. 


H 859. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends 5th edition to delete from GS 130A- 
309.10(f1) the prohibition against incineration of steel cans. 


H 934. ENVIRONMENTAL LAWS TECH. CHANGES. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes all provisions of original bill. Makes technical amendment to GS 143-215.108(h)4) concerning 


expedited review of applications certified by a professional engineer in connection with control! of sources of air 
pollution. 
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H 995. VENTURE CAPITAL INVESTMENT INCENTIVE. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd 
edition. (1) Adds a specification that a certified North Carolina capital company under this act may not have an 
insurance company as a managing general partner or in control of the direction of the company’s investments. (2) 
Changes the original bill’s references to the Securities Division of the Department of Secretary of State so that 
references are simply to the Department of Secretary of State. (3) Sets the application and annual fee at $1,000, 
rather than having the Secretary of State set the fee. (4) Adds a provision that if the Secretary of Revenue 
certifies that the total amount of credit taken under the bill’s new Article 8C (Premium Tax Credit for Investments in 
North Carolina Small Businesses) of GS Chapter 105 exceeds $5 million for a fiscal year, the Article is repealed 
effective for investments made on or after the following January 1. And (5) Changes date of sunset of GS 53A-73 
and Article 8C from Jan.1, 1999 to Jan. 1, 2000. 


H 1086. LOSS COSTS CLEANUP. Intro. 5/14/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Rewrites 
proposed amendment to GS 58-2-145(c) to provide that each self-insured employer group, to determine its 
individual member's employers’ premiums or contributions, must use the “most recent” rates and classifications 
(prior was “current’) filed by the NC Rate Bureau and approved by the Commissioner. 


H 1125. WAKE/DURHAM ONE-STOP VOTING. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition to add Durham 
County to bill’s coverage. 


H 1135. CRAVEN COUNTY LOCAL CHANGES. Intro. 4/15/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds provision to authorize Craven County to levy a 3% room occupancy tax--in addition to 3% room occupancy 
tax currently authorized--to fund construction, marketing, operation, and maintenance of a convention or meeting 
facility in New Bern and a tourist center in Havelock. Requires 35% of net proceeds (above $100,000) of the 
currently authorized'3% room tax and all of net proceeds of additional 3% tax to be allocated for this purpose. Any | 
repeal of the additional tax shall not become effective until the later of June 30, 2018, or end of the fiscal year in 
which resolution is adopted. Allows operator of business to deduct from occupancy tax a discount equal to the 
discount the State allows for State sales and use tax. Replaces current penalties for failure to pay tax or file a 
return with civil and criminal penalties set by GS 105-236 for failure to pay or file a return for State sales and use 
tax. 


H 1157. GIFTS FROM FEDERAL PAC. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Requires contributions 
from federal political committees to North Carolina candidates or political committees to be Sale the limits 
specified in GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A. 


H 1194. MEDICARE SUPPLEMENT POLICIES. Intro. 5/16/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes act 
effective upon ratification. 


H 1200. REVISE BEACH PLAN PARTICIPAT'N FORMULA. Intro. 5/16/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition to 
specify that the plan that the bill requires the board of directors of the Insurance Underwriting Association (Beach 
Plan) to write is to apply to the 1997-98 fiscal year (was, 1996-97). 


H 1204. ASSAULT LAW OFFICER/FIREFIGHTER. Intro. 5/16/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds correctional, probation, parole, and detention officers to provision establishing a Class F felony for 
assaulting and inflicting serious bodily injury on a law enforcement officer. Changes effective date from December 
1, 1996, to January 1, 1997. Changes title accordingly. 


H 1207. LENGTH OF JUVENILE COMMITMENT. Intro. 5/16/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Permits, 
rather than requires, the judge in a juvenile court proceeding to order treatment when parent declines or is unable 
to arrange treatment that court determines to be necessary pursuant to GS 7A-647(3). 


H 1270. CRAVEN/NORTHAMPTON ROAD HUNTING. Intro. 5/22/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 


edition. Includes public roads in Northampton County in the proscription against hunting from right-of-way of roads. 
First edition applied only to Powell Road in Craven County. 
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H 1337. EMISSIONS INSPECTION. PENALTIES. Intro. 5/24/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes. Adds provision making the intentional improper passing of a vehicle a Type | violation. 
Adds provision clarifying that no suspension or revocation of a license shall be effective until the Division has 

given notice of its intention to take such action and accorded the licensee the right to a hearing within 14 days after 
the licensee’s receipt of a notice of violation. Adds provision requiring an emissions inspection mechanic whose 
license has been suspended to successfully complete a four hour emissions refresher course; if the mechanic's 
license is revoked reapplication for a new license and completion of an eight hour course is required. 


H 1341. DEHNR RESTRUCTURING. Intro. 5/24/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds to the 
bill a new section amending GS 143-215.108(h)(4) to make technical changes and clarify the route of appeal from 
a failure to issue an air quality and emission control permit. 


H 1355. FAYETTEVILLE ASSESSMENT. Intro. 5/24/96. House action amends 2nd edition to read as 1st edition. 
Deletes provision adding Cumberland County to counties listed in GS 153A-158.1(e), which 

lists counties authorized to acquire property for schools unless voters approve state bonds for public school capital 
projects. 


H 1372. STANLEY CONVEYANCE/BRUNSWICK INDEX. Intro. 5/29/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 
1st edition. Adds provision amending the applicable 1991 and 1993 Session Laws to extend the date when 
Brunswick County’s Register of Deeds must comply with the requirements regarding minimum Liesl standards 
for land records management for the county until January 1, 1999. 


H 1422. WILSON'S MILLS. Intro. 5/30/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Establishes a town 
charter that provides for town’s incorporation, sets town boundaries, and creates a mayor-council form of 
government. Authorizes the town to adopt-a budget ordinance for fiscal 1996-97 without following the timetable in 
the Local Government Budget and Fiscal Control Act. 


H 1436. SPEAKER'S APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 6/3/96. House action amends 2nd-edition. Makes the following two 
additional appointments: McKeithan Jones of Robeson County to the Southeastern Farmers Market Commission 
and Charles T. Wilson, Jr. of Durham County to the State Building Commission.

SENATE BILLS 


S 534. BAIL BONDSMEN REGULATION. Intro. 3/29/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Makes 
the following changes: (1) provides that applicant for license as bail bondsman or runner must pay the cost of the 
State and any national criminal history record check and deletes provision in Senate version that total fee for that 
purpose may not exceed $50; (2) authorizes Comm’r to contract with a person to administer license examinations, 
and permits increase in $25 examination fee sufficient to cover the cost of any such contract; (3) adds new GS 58- 
71-72 to provide that any person offering a prelicensing or continuing education course must be certified by the 
Comm'r; authorizes Comm’ to establish requirements for such certifications and to revoke certification of any 
course receiving a poor evaluation from both a Dep’t monitor and a majority of those who attended it; (4) deletes 
amendment to GS 58-71-95 establishing a criminal penalty for failure to return collateral security valued at $500 or 
more; (5) amends GS 58-71-95 to add to list of prohibited practices impersonation of law enforcement officer and 
false representation that bondsman or runner is in any way connected with an agency of federal, state, or local 
government. Also makes numerous technical and clarifying changes. 


S 846. ADVANCE INSTR./MENTAL HEALTH TREATMENT. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 
2nd edition. Adds GS 122C-87 to provide a statutory form for advance instruction for mental health treatment. 
Form provides for advance directives regarding the administration of psychoactive medications or convulsive 
treatment, admission to a health care facility, and other matters. Statutory form also provides for appointment of 
attorney-in-fact to make decisions regarding mental health treatment when principal becomes incapable of giving 
informed consent. Changes effective date to January 1, 1997. 


S 855. PUB. HOSP. MANAGED CARE/REGISTRY. Intro. 4/26/95. House committee substitute adopted 6/19/96 
replaces 2nd edition. Creates a new Article 15 of GS Chapter 131E by renumbering GS 131E-111 (nurse aide 
registry) as GS 131E-255 and establishing a new GS 131E-256, which requires DHR to establish a health care 
personnel registry. The new registry must contain the names of all health care personnel (adult care personal 
aides, nurse aides, in-home aides, and in-home personnel care aides) who have been subject to findings or an 
investigation of neglect or abuse of a health care facility resident, misappropriation of property belonging to a 
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resident or the health care facility, diversion of drugs, or fraud against a health care facility or against a patient for 
whom the employee is providing services. “Health care facilities’-- defined as adult care homes, hospitals, home 
care agencies, nursing pools, hospices, and nursing facilities—must notify DHR of any allegations of the foregoing 
acts. Health care personnel may contest a finding or placement of information in the registry in an APA 
administrative hearing. Requires that. $160,000 of funds appropriated from the General Fund to DHR for 1996-97 
be used to implement these provisions. 


S 905. FIRE PROTECTION/STUDENT HOUSING. Intro. 5/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Makes new title AN ACT TO FACILITATE FIRE WARNING AND SUPPLEMENTAL FIRE PROTECTION 
SYSTEMS IN STUDENT HOUSING. Deletes amendments to GS 58-78-1 in previous edition which changed the 
membership of the state fire and rescue commission. 


S 981. ONE TIME TAX REBATE. Intro. 5/4/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes technical changes. 


S 1228. COMMUNITY PENALTIES/RECORD CHECKS. Intro. 5/21/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. 
Requires state and national fingerprint criminal history record checks on targeted offenders. 


S 1244. WALLACE SATELLITE ANNEXATION. Intro. 5/22/96. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Narrows the exemption granted to the Town of Wallace in original bill (exemption from the size limits on 
noncontiguous annexations set forth by GS 160A-58.1(b)(5)) to an exemption that applies only to Henderson Field 
(Wallace airport). 


S 1273. NO DMV COMMISSIONER POSITION. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes amendment to GS 20-45 that would have prohibited DMV from using its employees or law enforcement 
officers from taking possession of a registration plate by means of personal service of a revocation order. Deletes 
amendment to GS 20-309(a) requiring an insurer to notify DMV of each new liability insurance policy that the 
insurer issues. Changes title to “AN ACT TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PERFORMANCE 
AUDIT OF THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION TO 
ELIMINATE THE POSITION OF COMMISSIONER OF MOTOR VEHICLES.” Makes several technical changes. 


S 1292. LENGTH OF JUVENILE COMMITMENT. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Changes 
effective date to January 1, 1997. 


S 1298. EMISSIONS INSPECTION PENALTIES. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Requires self-inspector to pay same penalties for Type 1 violation other than a violation that results in a vehicle 
being intentionally improperly passed and sets civil penalties for emissions inspection mechanics at amounts 
originally set for self-inspectors. Adds provision requiring emissions inspection mechanic whose license has been 
suspended to successfully complete the four-hour emissions refresher course before license is renewed and those 
whose license has been revoked to apply for new license and complete 8 hour course. Amends GS 20-183.8C to 
make it a Type 1 violation for emissions self-inspector, station, or mechanic to intentionally improperly pass a 
vehicle. 


S 1324. RESOLVE APA PROBLEMS. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
provision allowing agency to withdraw rule while under review by Comm'n. Amends GS 120-70.101(8) to authorize 
Joint Legislative Administrative Procedure Oversight Committee to report to General Assembly from time to time 
rather than at the beginning of each regular session. Amends GS 89C-3 and 89E-3 to exempt from the practice of 
engineering and the science of geology assessment of an underground storage tank required by applicable 
regulations at closure or change in service unless party responsible for closure or change in service knew or 
should have known of a release from the tank immediately before the closure or change in service (was, removal 
of underground storage tank used to store a petroleum product when there is no release from tank). Deletes 
amendments to GS Ch. 131E that allowed Medical Care Comm'n to adopt rules that set qualifications and 
supervision requirements for licensed and unlicensed personnel.

SENATE BILLS 


S 470. GOOD FUNDS SETTLEMENT ACT. Intro. 3/23/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1 
changes definition of “collected funds” in new GS 45A-3 to specify that the “agent's account” includes an account 
held by a company or its subsidiary which is licensed and supervised by the North Carolina Commissioner of 
Banks. Amendment #2 allows settlement agent to disburse proceeds in reliance on deposit of any check drawn on 
trust or escrow account of licensed real estate broker (was, limited to check not exceeding $15,000). 


S 595. LEAD ABATEMENT CERTIFICATION. Intro. 4/6/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds statement of purpose which is to protect the health of children under age six by preventing lead exposure, to 
ensure trained individuals are available to perform lead abatement, and satisfy HUD requirements. Deletes from 
definition of lead abatement, abatement performed on bridges, water towers, superstructures, and industrial 
structures. Makes other technical changes. Makes certification and permit requirements effective beginning 
January 1, 1997. Specifies that the permit application fee is to be paid by the lead abatement contractor and 
changes amount to 1% of the contract price, not to exceed $50 for a residential dwelling. Adds expiration date for 
the act of July 1, 1999. 


S 833. AMBER LIGHTS ON STOPPED VEHICLES. Intro. 4/25/95. House action amends 1st edition. Removes 
requirement that motor vehicles belonging to persons making general deliveries be equipped with flashing amber 
lights, leaving application to rural letter carriers and persons delivering newspapers. Changes effective date from 
Oct. 1, 1995 until Oct. 1, 1996 and applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. 


S 855. PUBLIC HOSP. MANAGED CARE. Intro. 4/26/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to reconcile 
matters in controversy. Changes confidentiality provision in GS 131E-99 to provide that only financial information 
related to the provision of health care between a hospital and a managed care organization, insurance company,

employer, or other payer is confidential, and provides that this section expires June 1, 1997. Deletes provision 
that would have made UNC alumni records confidential. 


S 859. THOMAS S. DIVERSION. Intro. 4/26/95. House committee substitute adopted 6/20/96 replaces 2nd 
edition. Deletes provision adding new Part 7A for involuntary commitment of the mentally retarded with mental 
illness and provides that a clerk or magistrate who finds that the petitioner is probably mentally retarded in addition 
to probably being mentally ill and dangerous to self or others must contact the area authority before issuing a 
custody order and that the area authority must designate the facility to which the respondent will be sent. Requires 
petitioner to indicate in affidavit if he believes that the respondent is mentally retarded as well as being mentally ill 
and requires physician who does evaluation to indicate likewise. Limits admission to state psychiatric hospital of 
individuals known to be mentally retarded to only those (1) charged with violent crime and found incapable of 
proceeding, (2) found not guilty by reason of insanity, (3) who are so extremely dangerous as to pose a serious 
threat to the community and to other patients committed to a non-state hospital psychiatric inpatient unit, and (4) 
who are so gravely disabled by both multiple disorders and medical fragility or multiple disorders and deafness that 
alternative care is inappropriate. Provides that respondents who have the resources to pay privately for inpatient 
hospital care may select facility different from one designated by area authority in its single portal plan. Requires 
single portal plans approved before July 1, 1996 (was, 1995) to be reviewed for renewal after that date and 
requires plans to include procedures for treatment of mentally retarded persons with mental illness who are 
committed to 24-hour facilities. Deletes special commitment procedures for person residing in single portal area 
authority, and instead adds requirement that, in those counties, magistrate or clerk must communicate with area 
authority to determine facility to which respondent is to be admitted and adds provision that person may not be 
accepted for admission to 24-hour facility without agreement of area authority. Changes effective date from Jan. 1, 
1996 until Jan. 1, 1997. House adopted amendment correcting citation. 


S 905. FIRE/RESCUE/STUDENT HOUSING. Intro. 5/1/95. House action amends 4th edition. Deletes exemption 
from certain water system fees for supporting a supplemental fire safety protection system in student housing. 
Requires Board of Governors to survey fire detection and safety equipment in residential facilities on campuses 
and at School of Science and Math and to determine estimated cost to install adequate safety equipment, to begin 
to address fire safety needs in 1996-97 using available reserves in institutional housing trust funds and, if sufficient 
funds from other sources are not available, from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations, and to include in 1997-99 
budget requests estimated amount needed to complete remaining fire safety needs. 


S 1123. NVRA CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/14/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #2 adds posting 
campaign signs to the list of prohibited activity at voting place, and restores 50 foot (was 200) distance limitations 
for such activity. Amendment #3 changes same distance limitations to 60 feet. Amendment #4 amends GS 163- 
150(a) to require voters to show identification unless they are personally known by a precinct official. Specified 
forms of identification are: voter registration card, drivers license, special identification card issued under GS 20- 
37.7, passport, military identification card, social security card or other identification showing the name and picture 
of the voter or otherwise acceptable to a precinct worker. Allows voter without identification to mark a provisional 
ballot placed in a sealed envelope with an affidavit attesting to identity and eligibility which will be counted if 
determined by the county of elections to be valid. Requires the State Board of Elections to promulgate rules for 
provisional ballot procedures. Makes other technical changes. 


S 1139. ABC'S PLAN. Intro. 5/14/96. Conference report modifies 5th edition to reconcile matters in controversy. 
Makes following changes to House committee substitute as amended by House on 6/19/96: (1) requires process 
developed by State Board to resolve disputes between local boards and schools regarding school improvement 
plans to be final resolution of dispute; (2) prohibits transfer under budget flexibility provisions of funds allocated for 
driver's education; allows transfer of vocational education funds in accordance with State Board rules to ensure 
compliance with federal regulations, and requires career development funds to be used in only accordance with 
special provision in 1995 budget act; (3) amends GS 115C-105.22 to require each school to develop a school 
improvement plan that takes into consideration the annual performance goal set by State Board for that school: (4) 
provides that school or local board can go to process to resolve conflict if plan is not accepted within 60 days after 
its initial Submission (was, before March 15); (5) allows plan to be vacated if unlawful, impeding student progress, 
or impeding student performance; (6) allows, rather than requires, suspension of principal who has been assigned 
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to a school for no more than two years before it was identified as low performing; (7) authorizes State Board to 
dismiss a teacher, assistant principal, director, or supervisor when Board determines that school failed to make 
satisfactory improvement after assistance team assigned to school and team makes recommendation to dismiss 
school official for grounds under GS 115C-325 for dismissal or demotion of career teacher; (8) gives State Board 
subpoena power for dismissal proceedings for school officials in low-performing schools; (9) deletes provision 
requiring phonics instruction and replaces it with requirement that State Board develop plan to improve reading 
achievement but states that General Assembly believes that phonics is most reliable initial approach to teaching 
reading; encourages local boards to review programs of professional development and existing policies to 
emphasize effective program of reading; requires State Board to disseminate changes to standard course of study 
by March 31, 1997; (10) deletes provision allowing local schools to purchase from noncertified sources and 
replaces it with provision requiring State Board to set up pilot program allowing such purchases; (11) allows local 
board to evaluate teachers with career status less frequently than annually; and (12) deletes appropriation for 
performance awards. 


S 1165. COUNTY REMOVE REGISTRATION BLOCK. Intro. 5/15/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


S 1173. SNOW DAYS OFFSET FOR CERTAIN SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/15/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition 
to reconcile matters in controversy. Places back in bill provision deleted by House that local board of education 
may schedule longer school days under act only after all extra calendar days required under GS 115C-84(c) have 
been scheduled to be used as instructional days but does not reinstate provision prohibiting local boards from 
excusing students from attendance under GS 115C-84(c). 


S 1294. DMV TRUCKING/TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/23/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes 
technical changes only. } 
S 1297. CONDITIONS OF PROBATION. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Allows judge not to 
impose probation condition prohibiting defendant from residing in household with minor child victim upon finding 
that it is unlikely harmful conduct will recur and it would be in the overall best interest of household to allow 
probationer to reside in household. 


S 1301. GENERAL STATUTES TECHNICAL BILL. Intro. 5/23/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment 
#1 makes technical amendment to GS 150B-21.3. Amendment #2 makes technical corrections to Ch. 591, SL 
1995 (H 686, Domestic Violence Changes) and Ch. 606, SL 1995 (H 859, Solid Waste Amendments). Amendment 
#3 incorporates H 1244, which conforms GS 1-285 and -286 to rules of appellate procedure. Amendment #4 
repeals provisions of H 1395 (Ch. 636, SL 1995) delaying until 1999 requirement that Brunswick County Register 
of Deeds comply with minimum indexing standards. 


S 1324. RESOLVE APA PROBLEMS. Intro. 5/27/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes provisions 
prohibiting agency from adopting rule that restricts scope of a profession or occupation for which an occupational 
license is required or that sets qualifications for a job unless a law specifically authorizes agency to do so. 


S 1393. MECKLENBURG/CATAWBA DEPUTIES’ RETIREMENT. Intro. 5/30/96. Senate committee substitute 
adopted 6/20/96 replaces 1st edition. Changes effective date provision making the act applicable to (1) 
Mecklenburg County Sheriffs Office’s deputies employed between July 1, 1994 and the date of ratification and (2) 
Catawba County Sheriffs Department deputies enrolled in the North Carolina Local Governmental Employees’ 
Retirement System on June 20, 1995. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 779. EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE PROFESSIONALS. Intro. 4/5/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date to January 1, 1997. 
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H 879. STATEWIDE GUN REGULATION. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends 4th edition. Adds provision to 
subsection limiting zoning of firearms shows to specify that it does not prohibit a county or municipality from 
adopting a general zoning plan requiring a special use permit for commercial activity within a fixed distance ofa 
school or other educational institution issued upon a finding that it does not pose a danger to the health, safety and 
welfare of those attending the school or institution. 


H 955. CHARTER SCHOOLS. Intro. 4/12/95. Conference report modifies 3rd edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Makes changes throughout the bill to reflect that establishment of charter schools is by a “chartering 
entity,” which may be (1) a local school board of the local administrative unit in which the charter school will be 
located; (2) the board of trustees of a constituent institution of The University of North Carolina if it is involved in 
the planning, operation, or evaluation of the charter school; or (3) the State Board of Education. Provides that 
applications must be on behalf of a private nonprofit corporation. Adds to application information requirements 
proof of bonding insurance for the principal officers of the school. Provides that charter schools can refuse to 
admit any student who has been suspended or expelled from a charter school for actions that would lead to 
suspension or expulsion from a public school until the period of suspension or expulsion has expired. Changes 
from 100 to 65 the minimum number of students to be served and specifies that justifications for fewer being 
served are geographical remoteness or small student population. Requires action on each request received prior 
to November 1 (was December 1) by February 1 of the next calendar year. Increases from three to five the 
maximum number of schools that may be chartered in one local school administrative unit. Makes absolute the 
limitation on charter schools charging tuition. Changes requirements for minimum percentage of certified teachers 
as follows: 75% in grades kindergarten through five; 50% in grades six through eight; and 50% in grades nine 
through 12. Clarifies insurance, benefits, and waiver of immunity for schools depending upon whether or not they 
elect to be independent from the local school board. Adds to admissions criteria that any child who is qualified for 
admission to public school is qualified for admission to charter school. Provides that upon dissolution of a charter 
school or nonrenewal of the charter, all the assets go to the local school administrative unit in which the charter 
school is located. Requires the State Board of Education to development and implement a process to address 
contractual and other grievances between a charter school and its chartering entity. Authorizes the State Board of 
Education to establish a Charter School Advisory Committee to assist with implementation of the act. Provides 
that the act does not obligate the General Assembly to appropriate funds for its implementation and that all 
charters and contracts are subject to future appropriations and legislative changes. Makes act effective upon 
ratification. 


H 1096. PREMIUMS TAX COLLECTION. Intro. 5/13/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds new section to 
transfer an Office Assistant III position (Grade 57) from Dep't of Insurance to Dep't of Revenue to administer the 
act, and specifies that the position shall be continue to be funded from Insurance Regulatory Fund. 


H 1125. ONE-STOP VOTING. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds Watauga and Randolph 
counties and changes title accordingly. 


H 1164. MOLD LIEN ACT. Intro. 5/15/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Provides that lien applies only if 
there is written evidence that the parties understood that a lien could be applied against the mold. 


H 1166. NONPROFITS DISCLOSURE/ACCOUNTASBILITY . Intro. 5/15/96. House action amends ‘st edition. 
Adds provision to GS 143-6.1 to authorize the Office of State Budget and Management to require a grantee to 
supply information demonstrating that the grantee can manage the funds in accordance with law and has 
established adequate financial procedures and controls. Makes other technical changes. 


H 1187. SNOW DAYS OFFSET LOCAL SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/16/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Adds 
provision to require that additional schools days may be scheduled under the bill only after all extra calendar days 


required under GS 115C-84(c) have been scheduled to be used as instructional days and adds Duplin county to 
the coverage of the bill. 


H 1199. REVISE DEF. OF NONFLEET MOTOR VEHICLE. Intro. 5/16/96. House action amends 2nd edition. 
Changes title to include “AND TO PROVIDE THAT THERE ARE NO REINSURANCE FACILITY RECOUPMENT 
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SURCHARGE OR SAFE DRIVER INCENTIVE PLAN SURCHARGES FOR CERTAIN ACCIDENTS OCCURRING 
DURING RESPONSES TO EMERGENCIES,” and amends GS 58-36-75(d) accordingly. Amends effective date 
to provide that original portions become effective January 1, 1997 and new provision is effective upon ratification. 


H 1203. COUNTY POLLWORKERS. Intro. 5/16/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds provision in GS 
163-41(a) to require that the county board, where possible, seek and adopt the recommendation of the county 
chairman of the political party affected when appointing precicnt officials. Adds new section to amend GS 163-45 
to change residence requirement for observers from the precinct to the county for which they are appointed. 
Amends GS 163-226(a)(4) to add observers to the list of those entitled to vote by absentee ballot. Amends title to 
add “observers” and makes other technical changes. 


H 1208. SNOW DAYS OFFSET/CERTAIN SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/16/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Allows 
local board of education to schedule longer school days under act only after all extra calendar days required by 
GS 115C-84 have been scheduled to be used as instructional days. 


H 1237. AREA AUTHORITY ACCOUNTABILITY. Intro. 5/17/96. House committee substitute #1 replaces 1st 
edition. Eliminates provisions in GS 122C-115(d) and GS 122C-117 (4.1) which would have allowed area 
authorities to maintain an unrestricted fund balance of up to 15% for mental health, developmental disabilities, and 
substance abuse services. Eliminates provision in GS 122C-154 which would have required authorities to 
determine salaries and establish positions. Adds language requiring the Dep’t of Human Resources to absorb 
reductions in fiscal year 1995-96 appropriations as a result of reductions in the Social Services Block Grant federal 
funds. House committee substitute #2 replaces 2. edition. Makes technical change in effective date. 


H 1301. ABDUCTION FROM LEGAL CUSTODIAN. Intro. 5/23/96. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Restores 
element that child must be at least four years younger than person who abducts child. 


H 1394. LOCAL SCHOOL ACQUISITIONS. Intro. 5/29/96. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds Guilford to 
bill's coverage. 


H 1413. MECKLENBURG/GUILFORD HIGH SCHOOL. Intro. 5/30/96. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Adds 
Guilford County to coverage under GS 153A-158.1, regarding acquisition and improvement of school property.

Senate action amends 1st edition as it applies to credits or partial 
refunds for taxes paid on certain federal retirement benefits. Makes credit for such taxes paid available over the 
taxpayer's first three taxable years beginning in 1997 (original bill, for first three taxable years beginning after 
1996). Changes all applicable dates for figuring and claiming a partial refund so that each date is one year earlier 
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than the corresponding date in the original bill. (For example, eligibility for the refund is based on calculations 
based on the taxpayer's 1996 tax year rather than the 1997 tax year as in original bill.) Authorizes the 
representative of a taxpayer's estate to claim a refund or credit in the name of a taxpayer who is deceased. 

Makes repeal of bill provisions concerning taxation of these federal retirement benefits effective Jan. 1, 2003, 
rather than Jan. 1, 2004. Appropriates $25 million for Federal Retirement Refund Account for fiscal 1996-97 rather 
than 1997-98. Appropriates $2.3 million for fiscal 1996-97 from General Fund to the Dep't of Revenue to 
administer the act. Changes relevant effective dates from July 1, 1997, to July 1, 1996.

Allows part of sales price to be paid by consumer at time of transfer and remainder as part of price for 
services. Sales tax is due on part of sales price paid by consumer at time of transfer. Provides that no additional 
sales tax is imposed at time of transfer if services are subject to services taxes (defined as combination of 
franchise tax, State sales tax, or local sales tax levied on sale of or gross receipts from services) at combined rate 
equal to or greater than combined State and local general sales tax rate. However, if consumer cancels services 
contract before expiration of minimum period, sales tax is imposed on cancellation fee. If services not taxed at rate 
equal to saies tax, then tax due at time of transfer on remainder of sales price not paid at that time. [Identical to 
Part V S 1275 5™ edition, 1996 Regular Session, and Part VI of H 18.]

H 18. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996. TO PHASE OUT THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD OVER FOUR 
YEARS, PHASE DOWN THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX OVER FOUR YEARS, ALLOW INCOME AND 
FRANCHISE TAX CREDITS FOR INVESTMENTS IN BUSINESS PROPERTY AND FOR RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT, PHASE OUT THE SOFT DRINK TAX OVER THREE YEARS, REDUCE THE SALES TAX 
RATE ON ELECTRICITY AND NATURAL GAS USED IN FARMING AND MANUFACTURING, MODIFY THE 
SALES TAX TREATMENT OF BUNDLED TRANSACTIONS AND FREE ITEMS GIVEN AWAY BY MERCHANTS, 
SIMPLIFY AND REDUCE INHERITANCE AND GIFT TAXES, EXEMPT FROM INCOME TAX SEVERANCE 
WAGES PAID DUE TO PLANT CLOSING, EXPAND THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION, ALLOW 
TAX INCENTIVES FOR CHARITABLE DONATIONS, AND EXEMPT FROM SALES TAX VITAMINS USED BY 
CHIROPRACTORS. 
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State sales tax. Sets state sales tax on food at 3% for 1997 calendar year, 2% for 1998 calendar year, and 
1% for 1999 calendar year. No state sales tax on food beginning Jan. 1, 2000. Does not affect local sales tax. 
[Similar to 1996 Session H 1079, 2" edition, except does not include State hiring freeze. ] 

Corporation income tax. Reduces corporate income tax from 7.75% (current law) to 7.5% for 1997, 7.25% for 
1998, 7% for 1999, and 6.75% for income years beginning after 1999. Amends GS 115C-546.1 to reduce 
proportion of revenues credited to Public School Building Capital Fund. [Identical to Part |, S 1275 5" edition. 

Investment tax credit: research and development tax credit. Establishes investment and research tax credits 
to be claimed against franchise and income tax, up to 50% of tax owed minus other credits. Dep't of Revenue 
must report to Legislative Research Comm'n and Fiscal Research Division of General Assembly annually with 
respect to number of taxpayers claiming investment and research tax credits, cost of business property for which 
credit was claimed, and total cost to General Fund of these tax credits. Taxpayer who has purchased business 
property that is placed in service in North Carolina may claim investment tax credit equal to 7.75% of cost of 
property. Maximum tax credit for property placed in service in a given taxable year is $11 625. Tax credit must be 
taken in five equal annual installments beginning with taxable year in which property is placed in service. Credit 
expires if property is sold or moved out of state during that time. 

Taxpayer who claims federal income tax credit under sec. 41 of Internal Revenue Code for increasing 
research activities is allowed research and development tax credit equal to 5% of state’s apportioned share of 
taxpayer's expenditures for increasing research activities. Research tax credit is allowed only if taxpayer engages 
in manufacturing or processing, warehousing or distributing, or data processing, and the research and 
development for which a credit is claimed is carried out as part of that business. In order to claim research tax 
credit, jobs at location with respect to which taxpayer claims credit must pay an average weekly wage that is at 
least 10% above the average weekly wage paid in the county in which the jobs are located. 

Tax credits are effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1996, with respect to research and 
development expenditures and property placed in service on or after August 1, 1996. These credits are repealed 
as of January 1, 2002. [Similar to Part Il S 1275 5" edition, except reduces maximum credit and does not include 
provisions making employee health insurance coverage a condition of claiming the credits. ] 

Soft drink tax. Reduces excise tax on bottled soft drinks from % cent per bottle to “% cent (7/1/97) and then to 
Y% cent (7/1/98). Makes similar reductions in per-ounce excise tax on dry base products. Reduces excise tax on 
liquid base products from 75 cents per gallon to 50 cents (7/1/98) and then to 25 cents (7/1/98). Repeals Art. 2B 
of Ch. 105 of General Statutes (soft drink tax) effective July 1, 1999. Requires Sec’y of Revenue to retain from 
collections under Art. 2 of Ch. 105 of General Statutes (license tax) the cost of refunding taxes levied in Art. 2B of 
GS 105. [Identical to Part III S 1275 5" edition. ] 

Sales tax on farm and industry fuel. Reduces from 3% to 2.67% State sales tax on sales of electricity and 
piped natural gas (a) to farmers used for farm purposes, (b) to manufacturing industries and plants for use in 
connection with operation of industry or plant, and (c) to commercial laundries and pressing and dry-cleaning 
establishments for use in such businesses. [Identical to Part |V S 1275 5" edition. ] 

Bundled transactions sales tax and free items sales tax. Adds GS 105-164.12B to establish rules for sales tax 
on bundled transactions. Defines bundled transaction as one in which seller transfers an item of tangible personal 
property to a consumer on condition that (1) consumer will agree to purchase services on a continuing basis for at 
least six months, (2) purchaser agrees to pay a cancellation fee if contract is canceled before a minimum period, 
and (3) seller does not charge consumer for item transferred or charges a price below cost for the item. Provides 
that sale occurs if seller transfers item as part of bundled transaction and sales price is presumed to be retail price 
at which item would sell if no services agreement were involved. Allows part of sales price to be paid by consumer 
at time of transfer and remainder as part of price for services. Sales tax is due on part of sales price paid by 
consumer at time of transfer. Provides that no additional sales tax is imposed at time of transfer if services are 
subject to services taxes (defined as combination of franchise tax, State sales tax, or local sales tax levied on sale 
of or gross receipts from services) at combined rate equal to or greater than combined State and local general 
sales tax rate. However, if consumer cancels services contract before expiration of minimum period, sales tax is 
imposed on cancellation fee. If services not taxed at rate equal to sales tax, then tax due at time of transfer on 
ia of sales price not paid at that time. [Bundled transaction provisions are identical to Part V, S 1275 5" 
edition. 

: Amends GS 105-164.3(15) to provide that if a retailer in the business of selling prepared food and drink for 
immediate or on-premises consumption also gives prepared food and drink to customers or employees free of 
charge, the free items are considered sold along with the property sold. Makes same provision for items of 
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inventory given to customer free of charge on condition that customer purchase similar or related property. In all 
other cases, property given away or used by retailer or wholesale merchange is not considered sold, whether or 
not merchant recovers its cost from sales of other property. Defines prepared food and drink as items to which 
retailer has added value or has altered original state in order to make available for immediate consumption. [This 
portion is identical to 1996 Session H 1241, 3” edition.] 

Inheritance and gift taxes. Phases out State inheritance tax as follows: 1997, 20% reduction; 1998, 40% 
reduction; 1999, 60% reduction; 2000, 80%; 2001 and thereafter, 100% reduction. Amends GS 105-3 and 105-188 
to exempt from inheritance and gift taxes property transferred to spouse when transfer is exempt from federal 
estate and gift tax as a qualified terminable interest. Amends GS 105-2 to provide that upon death of spouse who 
had qualifying life income interest in terminable interest property whose previous transfer was exempt from 
inheritance and gift tax, qualified terminable interest previously exempt is considered to pass from spouse to 
person entitled to the remainder. Qualified terminable interest provisions are effective January 1, 1997. Effective 
August 1, 1996, amends GS 105-9 to provide that inheritance tax deductions for administration costs apply to 
costs not claimed as deduction on federal return. Effective August 1, 1996, adds GS 105-23.1 to provide that 
personal representative who elects to make installment payments of federal estate tax may also make installment 
payments of state inheritance tax. 

Effective January 1, 2001, repeals State inheritance tax statutes and enacts new GS Ch. 105, Art. 1A, “Estate 
Taxes.” Imposes an estate tax on the estate of a decedent when a federal estate tax is imposed on the estate 
under section 2001 of the federal Internal Revenue Code (Code) and the decedent was either a resident of NC at 
death, owned real property or tangible personal property located in State, or owned intangible personal property 
with a tax situs in State. Amount of tax is the maximum credit for state death taxes allowed under section 2011 of 
Code. 

lf any estate property is located in another state, amount of tax payable is the NC percentage of the credit. If 
decedent was NC resident at death, NC percentage is the net value of the estate that does not have a tax situs in 
another state, divided by the net value of all property in the estate. Otherwise, NC percentage is the net value of 
real property located in NC plus the net value of any personal property with a tax situs in NC, divided by the net 
value of all property of the estate, unless decedent's state of residence uses a different formula to determine that 
state’s percentage. if so, NC percentage is the amount determined by that state’s formula. 

Defines net value of property that is located in or has a tax situs in NC as its gross value reduced by any debt 
secured by that property. Net value of all property in the estate is its gross value less any debts and deductions of 
the estate. . 

Tax is payable from estate’s assets. A person who receives property from an estate is liable for the amount 
of tax attributable to that property. Estate tax return must be filed if a federal estate tax return is required. 
Personal representative of estate must file the return, on a form provided by Sec’y of Revenue. Makes personal 
representative of estate liable for a tax that is not paid within two years after it is due, with liability limited to the 
value of the estate assets that were under representative’s control. Allows recovery of amount for which 
representative is liable from representative or surety on bond filed by representative under GS Ch. 28A, Art. 8. 
Clerk of court is liable on clerk's bond for any tax due if clerk allows representative to make final settlement of 
estate without presenting specified affirmation or certificate concerning tax liability. 

Tax is due when estate tax return is due; return is due when federal estate tax return is due. Specifies rules 
for extension of time to file or to pay tax and for interest and penalties. Authorizes personal representative to sell 
estate assets to obtain money to pay tax. Allows installment payments of tax due when federal estate tax is 
payable in installments; provides rules for such payments. 

Specifies that estate tax is a lien on the real property in the estate and on the proceeds of the sale of that real 
property. Specifies events that extinguish lien. 

Imposes a tax on a generation-skipping transfer that is subject to the tax imposed by Chapter 13 of Subtitle B 
of the Code if the original transferor is a resident of NC at the date of the original transfer or the transfer includes 
real or tangible personal property that is located in NC or intangible personal property with a tax situs in NC. 
Amount of tax is the maximum credit for state generation-skipping transfer taxes allowed under section 2064 of the 
Code. If property in the transfer is located in another state, the amount of tax payable is the NC percentage of the 
credit. 

Uses formulas similar to those for estate tax to compute NC percentage. Defines net value of property that is 
located in or has a tax situs in NC as its gross value reduced by any debt secured by it. Defines net value of all 
property in a transfer as its gross value reduced by any debts secured by it.

Tax is due when a return is due, and return is due the same date as the federal return for payment of federal 
generation-skipping transfer tax. Tax is payable by the person who is liable for the federal tax. 

Specifies procedures to be followed if federal government corrects or otherwise determines the amount of the 
maximum state death tax credit allowed an estate under section 6166 of the Code or the amount of the maximum 
state generation-skipping transfer tax credit allowed under section 2064 of the Code. Specifies penalties for not 
following procedures.

Severance pay excluded from income tax. Excludes from taxable income for State personal income tax 
purposes severance wages paid as result of closure of a manufacturing or processing plant, not to exceed

Expand homestead exemption. The Machinery Act now excludes from property taxes the first $15,000 in 
value of residential property occupied by eligible elderly or disabled individuals whose “disposable income” in the 
preceding year was $11,000 or less. This tax relief is popularly known as the “homestead exemption.” Pursuant to 
GS 105-227.1A, local governments are reimbursed for a portion of the revenue lost as a consequence of this 
exclusion in an aggregate amount that has been frozen since 1991. This part of the bill expands the homestead 
exemption in two stages. Effective for 1996 property taxes, the maximum amount of taxable value that can be 
excluded increases to $18,000. Effective for 1997 property taxes, the income cap increases to $15,000. This bill 
also amends GS 105-277.1A to provide for annual reimbursement to counties and cities of the amount of revenue 
lost in 1996 due to increasing the amount of value excluded, to which will be added the revenue lost in 1997 due to 
increasing the income cap. Sets special application deadline of October 1, 1996, for the 1996 tax year (normally, 
the deadline is April 15). [Identical to 1996 Regular Session H 1404, 2 edition. ] 

Incentives to increase charitable giving. Amends GS 105-164.13 to exempt from sales and use tax tangible 
personal property that is manufactured or purchased for resale by a wholesale merchant or retailer and then 
donated to a nonprofit organization, contributions to which are deductible as charitable contributions under the 
federal income tax. Repeals existing deductions for food and drugs as they are subsumed by this provision. 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1997, amends GS 105-130.9 to increase the cap on 
corporate income tax deductions for charitable contributions from 5% to 10% of North Carolina taxable income. 
Provides that if a corporation exceeds the cap it may carry the deduction forward for five tax years. 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1997, adds new GS 105-151.26 to provide a tax credit 
for persons who do not itemize deductions on federal income a tax credit equal to 7% of charitable contributions 
that exceed 2% of the taxpayer's adjusted gross income.

S 5. QUALITY JOBS AND BUSINESS EXPANSION. Intro. 7/8/96. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment 
#1 specifies that when the Sec’y of Commerce determines that a taxpayer does not meet the eligibility 
requirements for tax credit, taxpayer must be notified in writing of the requirements not met. Also amends credit for 
creating jobs to eliminate requirement that taxpayer and the new jobs be located in a severely distressed county. 
Amendment #2 changes title to The William S. Lee Quality Jobs and Business Expansion Act." 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 52.1996-1997 BUDGET CHANGES. Intro. 7/10/96. House action amends 1st edition. Amendment #1 adds a 
provision amending GS 115C-288 relating to the powers and duties of school principals to specify that the principal 
is the custodian of the school’s current budget and school improvement plan and must allow parents and other 
interested persons to review and obtain copies in accordance with the public records laws. 

Amendment #2 amends GS 158-15.1 to add Caswell, Forsyth, Guilford, Rockingham, Stokes, Surry, Vance, 
and Washington counties to the membership of the Multi-County Water Conservation and Infrastructure District; 
deletes the provision in the existing law requiring the governing body of the district to have eight members and 
specifies that each county shall appoint one member for a three-year term; makes the formula for payment to the 
member counties based on the percentage of each member county’s land area within that part of the Roanoke 
River Basin that is local in North Carolina. 

Amendment #5 makes the changes to GS 7A-524 (retention of jurisdiction in juvenile matters) effective upon 
ratification and applicable to all cases pending on that date and adds a provision to section 20A.1 of the bill to 
require the Justice Dep't to let contracts for the repairs and renovations of the Western Justice Academy as soon 
as possible but not later than December 1, 1996. 

Amendment #6 adds a new provision under the Department of Cultural Resources authorize the Dep't to use 
$47,887 of reserve funds either for the Museum of the Albermarie or for other Albermarie area historic sites. 

Amendment # 9 amends section 21.18 Adult Care Home Reimbursement Rate/Adult Care Home Allocation of 
Nonfederal Cost of Medicaid Payments to provide, effective October 1, 1996 (was July 1, 1996), that the maximum 
monthly rate for residents in adult care home facilities is $870 (was $874) per month per resident. Allocates 
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$1,299,192 from 96-97 appropriation to Dep't of Human Resources, Division of Social Services for State/County 
Special Assistants to make staffing grants, effective January 1, 1997 to (i) adult care homes licensed under 
Chapter 131D, and (ii) combination homes licensed under Chapter 131E, which are required to add staff on the 
night shift to increase staffing ratios (see below). Grants are to be based on an equivalency formula developed by 
the Dep't. Dep't is to develop criteria for awarding grants, require documentation of their use, and study options 
for incorporated grants into the existing payment methodology and report to the General Assembly by March 1, 
1998. Amends GS 131D-5.1 effective January 1, 1997 to require adult care homes to have one aide on duty for 
every fifty residents during the third or night shift. Amends proposed budget report to show $3,795,211 for rate 
increase in State/County Special Assistance reimbursement to Adult Care Homes and staffing grants. 

Amendment #10 adds provisions on Medicaid subrogation and vocational rehabilitation subrogation (these 
two provisions were contained in the previous Senate budget). It amends GS 108A-57 and GS 143-547 
regarding priority of distribution of proceeds obtained from third party for wrongful death or injury of beneficiary of 
medical assistance or vocational rehabilitation services by limiting attorney’s fees to a maximum of 1/3 of gross 
amount recovered, by specifying that Dep’t of Human Resources be paid for amount of medical assistance 
received by the beneficiary without regard to any other subrogation claims from other kinds of assistance, and by 
making numerous stylistic changes. Effective October 1, 1996.

Amount of tax is the 
maximum credit for state death taxes allowed under section 2011 of Code. Provides generally for administration of 
the new estate tax.

(amusements), 105-38 (circuses and similar shows), 105-83 (installment paper dealers), 105-88 (loan agencies or 
brokers), 105-102.3 (banks), and 105-102.6 (newsprint publications). Amends GS 153A-152 and GS 160A-211 to 
preserve the status quo on privilege license taxes for counties and cities respectively. Retains the license and 
regulatory provisions governing peddlers, itinerant merchants and specialty markets, moving them to GS Chap.

S 23. INHERITANCE & GIFT TAX CHANGES. TO SIMPLIFY AND REDUCE INHERITANCE AND GIFT TAXES. 
Phases out State inheritance tax as follows: 1997, 20% reduction; 1998, 40% reduction; 1999, 60% reduction: 
2000, 80%; 2001 and thereafter, 100% reduction. Amends GS 105-3 and 105-188 to exempt from inheritance and 
gift taxes property transferred to spouse when transfer is exempt from federal estate and gift tax as a qualified 
terminable interest. Amends GS 105-2 to provide that upon death of spouse who had qualifying life income interest 
in terminable interest property whose previous transfer was exempt from inheritance and gift tax, qualified 
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terminable interest previously exempt is considered to pass from spouse to person entitled to the remainder.

Imposes an estate tax on the estate of a decedent when a federal estate tax is imposed on the estate 
under section 2001 of the federal Internal Revenue Code (Code) and the decedent was either a resident of NC at 
death, owned real property or tangible personal property located in State, or owned intangible personal property 
with a tax situs in State. Amount of tax is the maximum credit for state death taxes allowed under section 2011 of 
Code. Provides generally for administration of the new estate tax.

S 26. ADMIN. PROC. TECH. CHANGES. TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE ACT, 
TO MAKE CH4 ‘GES IN VARIOUS LAWS GRANTING THE POWER TO ADOPT RULES, TO CLARIFY THE 
REPORTING DATE OF THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES OVERSIGHT 
COMMITTEE, AND TO CLARIFY THE REQUIREMENTS CONCERNING CERTAIN REMOVALS OF 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS. Amends GS 150B-19 to clarify that a brief statement to inform the public 
of an existing legal requirement does not constitute a repetitive provision and satisfies the “reasonably necessary” 
requirement for new rules.

S 27. GAMING STUDY COMMISSION (=H 27). TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA GAMING STUDY

S 28. EDUCATION LOTTERY—1996 (= H 60). TO ESTABLISH A STATE LOTTERY TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR 
EDUCATIONAL PURPOSES. Subject to a state-wide referendum at the next:primary, general, or special election, 
adds new section GS Ch. 143C to provide for a state lottery. Creates a nine-member State Lottery Comm'n, five to 
be appointed by the Governor, two by the Speaker, and two by the President Pro Tem; powers and duties 
specified in the bill. Governor is to appoint a director to manage operations. Comm'n shall initiate lottery games at 
earliest feasible time but within 180 days of approval of the referendum. Comm'n shall determine types of lottery 
games to be offered, but games may not do the following: (1) be based on dog racing or horse racing themes; (2) 
be based on the outcome of a sporting event; (3) use tickets that do not have unique numbers; (4) use tickets that 
include the name or photograph of an elected official; or (5) use a computer terminal or electronic devise that 
dispenses coins or currency. Makes sales of tickets to persons under 18 a Class 1 misdemeanor. Specifies 
restrictions on persons who may be selected as retailers for lottery. Requires director to have independent audit of 
the lottery conducted biennially. At least 50% of the total annual revenues shall be returned to the public in the 
form of prizes. No more than 16% of the annual revenues shall be used for expenses. The remaining revenues in 
the State Lottery Fund shall be allocated as follows: (1) Up to 50% of remaining revenues to the Board of 
Governors of the University of North Carolina and to the Dep't of Community Colleges to be used for Education 
Improvement Scholarships at institutions of the UNC system, private institutions of higher learning, and state 
community colleges; (2) $1,000,000 to each local school administrative unit for Capital Outlay projects as defined 
in the bill; (3) the balance of the remaining revenues to each local school administrative unit, on an average daily 
membership basis, as a block grant for nonsalary uses to be determined by the local board of education. If funds 
are not available to pay the $1,000,000 grant to local school administrative units, grants shall be reduced 
proportionally to provide that all local school administrative units receive equal grants. Creates an Education 
Improvement Scholarship Task Force to study the creation of scholarships with the use of lottery funds. [Similar to 
1995 Regular Session S 624.]

FELONY PRIOR RECORD LEVEL CALCULATION, TO PROVIDE FOR AN INDEFINITE CIVIL SUSPENSION OF 
A DRIVERS LICENSE WHEN A DRIVER IS CHARGED WITH AN IMPAIRED DRIVING OFFENSE WHILE

In the 
Highway Fund, authorizes an additional $19,709,547 for current operations and $17,983,453 in new spending for 
non-recurring items. Increases Highway Trust Fund appropriations by $13,818,000. Detailed information as to 
specific line item changes will be digested in a later issue of the Daily Bulletin.

Budget reform statements. Estimates total additional revenue availability for 1996-97 at $465.6 million. The 
major elements of this additional availability are as follows: $183.8 million 1995-96 revenue collections not 
previously appropriated; $280.6 million 1995-96 revenue collections in excess of original estimates; $150 million 
1995-96 reversions; $194.3 million 1996-97 revenue collections in excess of expenditure authorizations.

S 32. TAX CREDITS FOR PROPERTY DONATIONS. TO PROVIDE TAX CREDITS FOR DONATIONS OF REAL 
PROPERTY TO PROTECT AND ENHANCE WATER QUALITY . Amends GS 105-130.34 and GS 105-151.12 to 
increase the maximum corporate income tax credit for donated property from $25,000 to $250,000 and the 
maximum individual income tax credit for donated property from $25,000 to $100,000, and to provide that the 
credit may not exceed 50% of the income tax for that year less all credits allowed. Amends GS 105-134.6(c)(5) 
and GS 105-151.12 (c) to increase from $100,000 to $400,000 the maximum amount of fair market value of the 
property interest which must be added to the taxable income in order to claim the credit.

felony in specified counties to instigate, promote, conduct, be employed at, provide dogs for, allow property to be 
used for, or profit from an exhibition featuring a dogfight. Also makes it a Class | felony to own, possess or train a 
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dog with the intent that the dog be used for fighting, or to participate as a spectator at a dogfight. A second offense 
within three years is a Class H felony. Effective January 1, 1997.

H 52. 1996-97 BUDGET CHANGES. 
The following digest provides additional information about the House budget bill. 

Sec. 8.3 Legislative confirmation of certain appointments/composition of various boards. |f the referendum on 
the proposed constitutional amendment to create a gubernatorial veto passes, subjects numerous state officials to 
legislative confirmation, and establishes a confirmation process. Requires Governor to notify the President of the 
Senate, the Speaker of the House, and the principal clerks of each house of the name of the nominee subject to 
confirmation no later than (1) Feb. 1 of the year in which the appointment is to be made for the Comm’r of Banks, 
(2) May 1 of the year in which the appointment is to be made for all other offices with fixed terms, and (3) fifteen 
days following the appointment of the heads of the principal executive departments and all other offices for which 
there is no fixed term. If the Governor fails to make a timely nomination, the Generai Assembly makes the 
nomination upon joint recommendation of the Speaker and President Pro Tempore. 

Confirmations are made by joint resolution. The General Assembly must act upon the nomination by the 45" 
day of the session or within 45 days of notification, else the nomination is deemed confirmed. Nominations made 
within the last 15 legislative days of a session are not deemed confirmed but nominees may serve until the 45" 
day of the next session. A negative vote on second or third reading in either chamber defeats a nomination, and 
the Governor must submit a new nomination within 10 days. 

Persons appointed to offices with no fixed term, to a vacant office, or to be acting Governor under GS 147- 
12(3) may serve without confirmation until the General Assembly acts to defeat the nomination. Such an 
appointee is deemed confirmed if the General Assembly does not act within 45 days of the next legislative 
session. 

Makes the secretaries of Cultural Resources; Human Resources; Revenue; Crime Control and Public Safety; 
Correction; Environment, Health, and Natural Resources; Transportation; Administration; and Commerce subject 
to confirmation. Also made subject to confirmation are ABC Comm'n members and designation of chair, Industrial 
Comm'n members and designation of chair, Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n members and 
designation of chair, Board of Transportation Members, Executive Secretary-Director of the State Board of 
Elections, Environmental Management Comm’n members, Health Services Comm’n members, Coastal Resources 
Comm'n members, Building Code Council Members, the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles, and the Employment Security 
Comm'n chairman. 

Subjects to this confirmation procedure the Comm’r of Banks, the State Controller, members of the Utilities 
Comm'n, the Executive Director of the Utilities Comm’n, and State Personnel Comm’n members. (These offices 
were already subject to confirmation). Exempts from this procedure the members of the State Board of Education, 
whose confirmation must take place in a joint session of the General Assembly. Eliminates Senate confirmation of 
the Board of Agriculture, the Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, and 
the Governor's appointee to the Atlantic States Marine Fisheries Comm'n. 

Allows President Pro Tempore (now, President) of the Senate to request SBI background checks on persons 
to be appointed by or confirmed by the General Assembly. Makes numerous conforming changes. 

Makes the following changes in existing boards and commissions: (1) Eliminates terms for members of the 
Board of Transportation. (2) Eliminates provision prohibiting local government appointees to Coastal Resources 
Comm'n from deriving a significant portion of their income from development, construction, real estate, or lobbying. 
(3) Adds a hog farmer to the Board of Agriculture. (4) Adds a builder/developer to the Environmental Management 
Comm'n and changes “active experience in agriculture” slot to a person “practicing as a farmer.” (5) Reduces the 
Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n from five to three members. (6) Of the two employee members on 
the State Personnel Comm'n, one must be a Republican and one a Democrat, and one must be knowledgeable in 
personnel but not an agency personnel officer. Of the two appointees of the NC Ass'n of County Comm'rs, one 
must be a Republican and one a Democrat. Reduces private industry manager slots on the Comm'n from two to 
one and increases public member slots from one to two, one of whom must be an attorney who is not a state or 
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local employee. (7) Reduces the Zoological Park Council from 15 to 13 members and shifts eight of the 
appointments from the Governor to the General Assembly. 

Sec. 20A.2. Juvenile delinquent law changes. Amends GS 7A-524 to provide that district court retains 
jurisdiction over juvenile who has turned 18 (when the district court ordinarily loses jurisdiction over juvenile) for 
the sole purpose of completing proceedings to transfer the juvenile to superior court for trial as an adult (applicable 
to Class A-E felonies only). 

Amends GS 7A-596 to provide that juvenile who commits offense that would be Class A-E felony may be 
photographed and fingerprinted upon order of court. Amends GS 7A-603 to require court, upon adjudication of 
delinquency for offense that would be Class A-E felony, to order that juvenile be photographed and fingerprinted if 
not previously done. Also amends GS 7A-603 to provide that photographs and fingerprints must be transferred to 
SBI; that they may be used for all investigative purposes; and that they shall not be included in the juvenile file 
maintained by superior court clerk and shall not be eligible for expunction. 

Amends GS 7A-675 concerning the confidentiality of juvenile records. Requires clerk of superior court to 
place in juvenile’s file, in addition to other documents previously listed in statute, all search warrants, 
nontestimonial identification orders, discovery documents, and written reports. Allows juvenile court counselors, in 
addition to other people previously listed in statute, to examine juvenile’s file without court order. Requires that 
others seeking access must obtain written court order. Provides that adjudication of delinquency for offense that 
would be Class A-E felony may be used in subsequent criminal proceedings for any purpose that adult conviction 
may be used, apparently without review or order by court as previously required. 

Further amends GS 7A-675 by requiring clerk of superior court to index in regular public index adjudication of 
delinquency that would constitute any one of following offenses: murder, sex offense, kidnapping, armed robbery, 
assault with deadly weapon with intent to kill inflicting serious injury, and assault with deadly weapon with intent to 
kill. Provides that upon motion of juvenile or prosecutor, judge may order clerk not to index adjudication. 

Further amends GS 7A-675 by allowing disclosure of name and picture of juvenile under any one of following 
conditions: (1) juvenile is runaway and parent or guardian consents to publication; (2) juvenile is under 
investigation for offense that would be Class A-E felony and prosecutor determines that disclosure to law- 
enforcement agencies is necessary for further investigation; or (3) juvenile is under investigation for offense that 
would be Class A-E felony and chief district court judge or juvenile court judge determines that publication is 
necessary to apprehend juvenile. 

Last, amends GS 7A-649(8) to provide that, if juvenile is adjudicated delinquent for offense involving a threat 
to safety of juvenile or others and juvenile court imposes school attendance as condition of probation, court must 
direct juvenile court counselor to notify school principal of nature of offense and school attendance requirements. 

Sec. 24.5. Wetlands Restoration Program/Wetlands Restoration and Clean Water Management Trust Fund. 
Adds GS 143-214.8 through -214.13 to establish Wetlands Restoration Program in Dep’t of Environment, Health 
and Natural Resources. The Program is to be a nonregulatory statewide wetlands restoration program that 
focuses on acquisition, maintenance, restoration, enhancement, and creation of wetland and riparian resources, 
including riparian buffers and greenways. The purposes of the program include (1) to restore wetlands functions to 
replace those lost through conversion to other uses, (2) to provide a consistent and simplified approach to address 
mitigation requirements associated with permits issued by the Corps of Engineers under 33 USC sec. 1344; (3) to 
streamline the permitting process and decrease the burden on applicants; (4) to increase ecological effectiveness 
of compensatory mitigation; (5) to achieve a net increase in wetlands in each major river basis; and (6) to foster a 
comprehensive approach to environmental protection. 

Directs DEHNR to develop basinwide plans for wetlands and riparian restoration in each of the 17 major river 
basins. 

Provides that all compensatory mitigation required by Corps of Engineers shall be coordinated by DEHNR 
consistently with the basinwide plans. Specifies the emphasis of mitigation is on replacing functions within the 
same river basin unless restoration of other areas would be more beneficial to the overall purposes of the 
Program. Provides that permit applicants may satisfy compensatory mitigation requirements by (1) paying a fee 
into the Wetlands Restoration Account, (2) donating land to the Wetlands Restoration Program or other approved 
public or nonprofit organization, (3) participating in a private wetlands restoration bank, or (4) preparing and 
implementing a wetlands restoration plan. Any such action must be consistent with the basinwide plan and must 
meet or exceed Corps of Engineers requirements. Directs the Environmental Management Comm'n to establish a 
Standardized schedule of per-acre payments based on ecological functions and values of wetlands permitted to be 
lost and on cost of restoring or creating wetlands capable of performing same or similar functions. Allows Sec. 
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1344 permit applicants to may payments into Wetlands Restoration Account in lieu of other compensatory 
mitigations if this meets Corps of Engineers requirements. Payment may be made by monetary contribution or 
donation of real property. 

Establishes reporting requirements for the Program. 

Adds new GS Ch. 113, Art. 13A, creating the Wetlands Restoration and Clean Water Management Trust 
Fund as a nonreverting trust fund. The fund has two accounts: the Wetlands Restoration Account and the Clean 
Water Management Trust Account. The Fund is established to help finance the Wetlands Restoration Program 
and to help finance projects that specifically address water pollution problems and upgrading surface waters, 
including urban drinking water supplies. Authorizes use of funds from Wetlands Restoration Account for following 
purposes: (1) to finance the Program, (2) to acquire land for riparian buffers, (3) to acquire conservation 
easements, (4) to repair failing waste treatment systems under specified circumstances, (5) to improve stormwater 
controls and management practices, (6) to facilitate planning that targets reductions in surface water pollution, and 
(7) to restore previously degraded lands. Authorizes use of Clean Water Management Account for grants for 
purpose of protecting and enhancing water quality. Grants may be made to any State agency other than DEHNR, 
local governments, or qualified nonprofit corporations. Authorizes DEHNR to establish matching requirements for 
grants up to 20% of amount of grant. Directs DEHNR to develop grant criteria and specifies several considerations 
to be taken into account. 

Amends the Executive Budget Act to direct State Controller to reserve to the Wetlands Restoration and Clean 
Water Management Trust Fund 3% of year-end unreserved credit balance in General Fund, and directs that 50% 
of this amount be allocated to each Account within the Fund. 

Authorizes DEHNR to enter into memorandum of agreement with Corps of Engineers with respect to 
compensatory mitigation requirements. 

Directs DEHNR to report to Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n by Nov. 1, 1996, and 
annually thereafter on implementation of the Program.

Adds new Art. 25 to GS Ch. 163 to provide for the 
nonpartisan nomination and election of superior court judges by district. Nonpartisan primary to be held to narrow 
field of candidates to two candidates for each position to be filled, if there are more than two candidates for a 
single office or the number of candidates for a group of offices exceeds twice the number of positions to be filled. 
Those candidates receiving the highest number of votes, equal to twice the number of positions to be filled, shall 
be declared nominated. Provides form of notice of candidacy, designates time for filing, and requires filing fee 
equal to 1% of the annual salary of office sought. In lieu of payment of filing fee, petition signed by 10% of 
registered voters of election area may be filed. Requires chairman or supervisor of board of elections of 
candidate’s county to certify candidate’s voter registration. Primary to be held on same date as established for 
primary elections under GS 163-1(b) and, except as provided under new Article 25, conduct of elections to be 
governed by Subchapter VI of GS Chapter 163. Makes conforming changes to numerous other sections of GS 
Chapter 163; adds new GS 7A-41.2 for same purpose.

The digest on 7/10/96 of amendments to S 5 
incorrectly stated that one amendment eliminated the requirement that taxpayer and new jobs must be in 
distressed counties in order to qualify for tax credit; that requirement was eliminated by the original bill.

H 53. 1996-97 BUDGET CHANGES-2. TO MODIFY THE CONTINUATION BUDGET OPERATIONS 
APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1995, AND THE EXPANSION AND CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 
APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1995, AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE BUDGET OPERATIONS OF THE 
STATE. 

Senate committee substitute, as amended, replaces original bill with the Senate’s budget and tax reduction 
package. Portions of the bill are identical to provisions in the Senate budget embodied in the 5" edition of H 1108 
in the 1996 Regular Session. Others are identical to provisions in the House budget, embodied in H 52. These 
provisions are not digested here. This digest focuses on provisions that have not been summarized in earlier bills. 

Amends the 1995-97 Appropriations Act for the 1996-97 fiscal year to increase General Fund appropriations 
for current operations by $455,318,203 and authorize capital projects totaling $38,242,567,000. In the Highway 
Fund, authorizes an additional $20,910,190 for current operations and $16,782,810 in new spending for non- 
recurring items. Increases Highway Trust Fund appropriations by $13,818,000. Detailed information as to specific 

line item changes will be digested in a later issue of the Daily Bulletin. 
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Budget reform statements. Estimates total additional revenue availability for 1996-97 at $594.8 million. The 
major elements of this additional availability are as follows: $183.8 million 1995-96 revenue collections not 
previously appropriated; $280.6 million 1995-96 revenue collections in excess of original estimates; $150 million 
1995-96 reversions; $194.3 million 1996-97 revenue collections in excess of expenditure authorizations. Places 
$68.1 million in a reserve for tax reductions and refunds to federal retiree’s. Does not include reserve for 
intangibles refunds. 

Disposition of disproportionate share receipts. |dentical to Sec. 5.2, H 52. 

Reserve for repairs and renovations. \dentical to Sec. 5.3, H 52 except adds provision appropriating funds 
earmarked in 1995-96 for Repairs and Renovations Reserve for but appropriated. Authorizes OSBM to allocate 
these funds for land acquisition, matching federal funds, State grants, and grants-in aid.

(3) Specifies that implementation of best management plans or 
nutrient management plans designed to reduce water pollution and protect water quality as buffer alternatives shall 
be pursuant to rules adopted by the Soil and Water Conservation Comm'n (underlined words added), and that the 
Dep't of Agriculture shall have at least 60 days to review, comment, and make recommendations on any proposed 
rules pertaining to buffers affecting farm land before the rules become effective. (4) Specifies that riparian buffers 
are not to be required along ditches unless they discharge or overflow directly into a perennial water body of the 
State (was, into State waters). (5) Revises provision on developing regional alternatives to the buffer requirement 
to specify that such alternatives shall (was, may) be developed in cooperation with the Directors of the Div’ns of 
Water Quality (was, Environmental Management) and Soil and Water of Dep't and in cooperation with Natural 
Resources Conservation Service; deletes involvement of Cooperative Extension Service. (6) Adds provision 
requiring development of a procedure for a landowner on a site specific basis to provide alternative buffers or 
other water quality management measures that will provide an equivalent or greater protection and restoration of 
water quality; Dep't must approve these measures unless it can demonstrate that they do not provide equivalent 
water quality protection. (7) Specifies that appropriation in act is to be used to develop a matrix to determine 
appropriate buffers to protect water quality in the Neuse River basin (underlined provision added).

H 18. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996. Intro. 7/9/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Completely replaces 3% edition with AN ACT TO ALLOW INCOME AND FRANCHISE TAX CREDITS FOR 
INVESTMENT IN MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT, CREATING JOBS, INCREASING RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT, AND WORKER TRAINING, TO MODIFY THE SALES TAX TREATMENT OF BUNDLED 
TRANSACTIONS, TO EXPAND THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION, AND TO REDUCE THE 
FRANCHISE TAX ON CERTAIN INVENTORIES. 

Quality jobs and business expansion tax credits. Part | of the committee substitute is identical to S 5 which 
passed the Senate and remains in the House Rules Committee, except the credit applies to new jobs, eligible 
expenditures, and new equipment as of August 1, 1996 (July 1, 1996 in S5). 

Modify bundled transaction sales tax. Part Il of the committee substitute is identical to Sec. 6.1 of H 18, 3° 
edition (House committee substitute as amended), except effective date is first day of the third month following 
ratification. 

Expand homestead exemption. Part Ill of the committee substitute amends GS 105-277.1 which excludes 
from property taxation a portion of the appraised value of residential property occupied by eligible elderly and 
disabled individuals. Increases the amount of valuation excluded to $20,000 (now, $15,000) and the income 
eligibility cap to $15,000 (now, $11,000). Does not increase State appropriations to local governments to reflect 
the local revenue loss. Effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1997. 

Modify franchise tax. Amends GS 105-122(d) to provide that in computing “total actual investment in tangible 
property” for purposes of the State franchise tax, one-fourth of taxpayer's investment in inventories is deductible. 
Effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1997. 


H 52. BUDGET CHANGES. Intro. 7/10/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Changes title to 
“AN ACT TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE BUDGET OPERATION OF THE STATE AND TO STRENGTHEN THE 
JUVENILE JUSTICE SYSTEM.” Effective July 1, 1996, provides that Director of Budget may use lapsed salary 
funds for 1995-97 to match federal disaster relief funds and for educational training programs. Amends GS 7A- 
524 to provide that district court retains jurisdiction over juvenile who has turned 18 (when the district court 
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ordinarily loses jurisdiction over juvenile) for the sole purpose of completing proceedings to transfer the juvenile to 
superior court for trial as an adult (applicable to Class A-E felonies only). Effective October 1, 1996, amends GS 
7A-655 to require the Div'n of Youth Services, before considering the release of a juvenile who is serving a 
commitment for a Class A or B1 felony, to notify by first class mail at least 30 days in advance of considering the 
release: (1) the juvenile; (2) the juvenile’s parent, guardian, or custodian; (3) the district attorney of the district 
where the juvenile was adjudicated; (4) the head law enforcement agency that took the juvenile into custody; (5) 
the victim and victim's immediate family members who in writing requested notification; (6) newspapers cf general 
circulation and other media in county where juvenile was adjudicated and, if different, in county where juvenile was 
charged. Before consideration of release, Division must consider any information provided by parties so notified, 
unless release is because juvenile has reached age of 18. Notice of decision must be provided within 10 days of 
juvenile’s release. 


H 53. 1996-97 BUDGET CHANGES-2. 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 

Assess revenue staff requirements. The digest pudlished 7/16/96 incorrectly stated that Sec. 15.22 is 
identical to Sec. 14A.1 of H 52. The provisions are identical except that the reporting date in the Senate budget is

EDITOR’S NOTE 

The following comment on the parliamentary situation with respect to the 1995-97 budget bills is offered for 
readers who may be unfamiliar with the rules of the House and Senate. 

On July 10 the House passed and sent to the Senate H 52 and H 53. H 52 embodied budget proposals 
affecting the entire budget. H 53 included only appropriations and special provisions affecting salary increases for 
State employees. 

On July 16 the Senate adopted a committee substitute for H 53, passed it, and sent it to the House for 
concurrence. The Senate committee substitute embodied the Senate’s proposals for the entire budget, not just 
State employee salaries. 

To resolve the differences between the House and Senate on the budget, each chamber must now appoint 
conferees who will develop a compromise conference committee substitute that reconciles the differences | 
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between the two chambers. A conference committee cannot consider any bill other than the one for which it has 
been appointed. 

The rules of both houses provide that conference committees may consider only matters in controversy. 
Appropriations and related special provisions in H 52 that are not included in the Senate committee substitute for 
H 53 are not “in controversy” because they were not a part of either the Senate version or the House version of 
that bill. 

The difficulty has been resolved by adoption today of a Senate committee substitute for H 52 that is in effect a 
blank bill. It includes no provisions with respect to the State budget other than the section relating to use of lapsed 
salary funds for disaster relief. The effect is to place the entire budget “in controversy” for the purposes of the 
conference committee that will be appointed with respect to H 52.

executive committees under GS 163-278.42. 

Appropriates $25,000 from General Fund to State Board of Elections for 1996-97 for revising reporting forms 
and procedures and conducting notification. 

Effective 30 days after ratification, except requires State Board to notify all affected candidates as soon as 
practical after ratification. Applies to contributions on or after 30" day after ratification. For purposes of calculating 
contributions limit, all contributions before 30" day after ratification are to be counted as if act had been in effect at 
time of contribution, but no such contribution is to be violation of the act if not in violation at the time received.

» hospitals (was, only psychiatric hospitals).

H8/S8. Legislative Services Officer. Amends several statutes to change the title of the Legislative 
Administrative Officer to Legislative Services Officer. 

H8. 1/S8.1. Extension of Territorial Jurisdiction of Legislative Services Commission to all of Lane Street. 
Amends GS 120-32.1(d) as title indicates. 

H82/S8.2. Access to State Information by Legislative Services Office. Amends GS 120-32.01 to clarify that

H9/S9. Reserve for moving expenses. Specifies that Reserve for State Agency Moving Expense will be used 


to pay relocation costs for agencies moving to Old Education Bldg, New Education Bldg., Old Revenue Bldg., and 
any other new buildings completed in 1996-97. Funds may not be used to furnish new conference rooms, 
reception areas, open space, or to add centralized files until all agencies schedule to be move have relocated.

H10/S10. Evaluate utilization of “state-owned space.” Directs Dep’t of Administration to study and evaluate 
utilization of space in state-owned facilities. Directs Dep't to develop long-range plan to reduce dependency on 
leased office space, with report to 1997 General Assembly. 

H10.1/S10.1 Selection of designers and release of design and construction funds. Amends GS 143-135.26(1) 
to provide that the Governor, after consultation with State Construction Office, may waive the normal requirement 
that designers and consultants for State building projects must be selected within 60 days of date that 
appropriation is approved. Purpose of the waiver is to minimize project costs through increased competition and 
improvements in market availability. Also authorizes Governor to schedule the availability of design and 
construction funds for capital projects for the same purpose. 

H10.2/S10.3. Motor fleet management modifications. Repeals GS 143-341(8)7a.vii to delete hearses from list 
of State-owned vehicles that State employees may be permitted to drive between home and work without 
reimbursing the State for mileage. 

H10.3/S10.4. Proceeds of timber sales may be used for veterans homes. Sale of timber owned by or under 
supervision of the Dep’t of Administration, Div’n of Veteran Affairs may be used as title indicates. —

H11.2/S 11. Reserve funds for Museum of the Albemarle and other Albemarle area historic sites. Authorizes 
use of $47,887 reserve appropriated in 1995-96 to Dep't of Cultural Resources for cited purpose. 

H11/S11.1. Roanoke Island Historical Ass’n. Amends GS 143-200 to specify method of filling vacancies in 
cited Comm'n. 

H11.1/S11.2. Review admission rates for historic sites. Directs Dep’t to review admission and concession 
fees at each historic site, and to report to 1997 session. 

DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 

H12/S11A. Construction Code receipts. Provides that 1995 special provision concerning Insurance Dep't 
departmental receipts does not apply to receipts from sale of State construction code, except that unspent receipts 
from that source shall revert at the end of each fiscal year. 

DEPARTMENT OF SECRETARY OF STATE 

H13/S13. Investor Protection and Education Trust Fund. Creates cited Fund in Dep't of Sec'y of State as a 
non-reverting expendable trust fund. Proceeds will be used to provide investor protection and education through 
use of the media and educational seminars. Prohibits use of funds for travel expenses of Sec’y of State or staff 
unrelated to purposes of Fund, general operating expenses of the Dep't, or “promoting the Sec’y of State or the 
Dep't.” Dedicates to the Fund revenues from consent orders resulting from negotiated settlements of securities 
investigations by the Sec’y. Requires Sec’y to report annually on Fund’s operations to Fiscal Research Div’n and 
Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations, beginning 1/1/97. 

OFFICE OF STATE CONTROLLER 

H14/S14. NC Information Highway. Specifies that funds appropriated for NC Information Highway may be 
used only for costs related to operations and support of NCIH; funds may not be used to pay minimum monthly 
usage charges. Allocates an amount not to exceed $500,000 to expand long distance Capacity and provide for 
regional hubs in each of the seven LATAS. Remaining funds must be used to defray costs of existing NCIH sites 
except those located at any university site other than ECU academic affairs. Any savings must be placed in 
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reserve for consideration by 1997 General Assembly. Requires Controller to report quarterly beginning 10/1/96 to 
Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations regarding NCIH costs and savings placed in reserve. 
COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

H15.1/S16.1 Distance learning initiatives. Of funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors, directs that $1.2 
million in nonrecurring funds and $500,000 in recurring funds be allocated to NCSU Engineering Graduate 
Research Center and to operate distance learning programs. Requires that engineering programs offered through 
this funding be a cooperative effort among NCSU, NC A&T, and UNC-Charlotte. Allocates an additional $2.255 
million for distance learning and capacity enhancing alternatives, including “2+2” engineering programs at NCSU, 
incentives for summer school enrollments, and other initiatives. 

H15.2/S16.2. UNC equity funding. Provides that ASU, ECU, UNC-C, UNC-G, and UNC-W, cited in the equity 
funding study as receiving lower than average per pupil funding in several comparisons, as not required to revert 
2% of General Fund appropriations for 1996-97. These funds to be used to improve areas of need that can be 
addressed with nonrecurring funds. Requires that $2.226 million of nonrecurring funds appropriation to UNC Ba. of 
Governors in 1996-97 be used to assure that all funds available for equity funding provide a minimum of 37.5% of 
the funding needs for each of the campuses designated for equity funding. 

H15.3/S16.3. Center for Prevention of School Violence. Recommends that the Governor continue funding 
Center from the current source of grant moneys through 1996-97. 

H15.4/S16.5. Evaluate fire safety at university residences. Requires UNC Board of Governors to survey each 
constituent institution regarding campus residential facilities and current fire and safety equipment. Requires 
Board of Governors to being to address fire safety needs during 1996-97 and to include in budget requests for 
1997-99 biennium estimated amount needed to address any remaining fire safety needs. 

H15.5/S16.9. Supercomputer and Research and Education Network. Requires UNC Bd. of Governors to 
maintain funds for purchase of Supercomputer and the Research and Education Network in a central identifiable 
budget purpose. 

DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

H16/S17. Computation of FTE for courses in prisons. Requires community colleges to compute full-time 
equivalent (FTE) student hours on the bases of contact hours and student membership hours for curriculum and 
occupational extension programs that are taught in prison and are offered in compliance with the Dep't of 
Community Colleges correctional course offering matrix. 

H16.1/S17.1. In-State tuition for families transferred into NC. Amends GS 115D-39 to provide that a 
community college may charge in-State tuition to up to 1% of its out-of-state students to accommodate families 
transferred by business and industry into NC. 

H 16.3/S17.2. Elimination of barriers among public schools, community colleges, and universities. Requires 
Education Cabinet to study ways to eliminate barriers to cooperation among public schools, community colleges, 
and universities in distant learning. Requires Cabinet to develop plan for sharing registration, credit hours, funding 
for FTE students, counseling and financial aid services, tuition receipts, and administrative responsibilities, and to 
report to General Assembly by 1/1/97. Directs State Board to examine ways to encourage pilot projects for higher 
education two plus two programs which continuing to recognize system's statutory role as lead agency for 
vocational and technical job training. 

H16.4/S17.3. Funding formulas/study. Requires State Board of Community Colleges to conduct a 
comprehensive study of the funding formula used to distribute funds to local community colleges. Directs Board to 
hire an outside, independent consultant for study. 

H16.2/S17.4. Expenditures for new and expanding industry. Amends GS 115D-5 to require State Board to 
report to Joint Legis. Education Oversight Comm. each year on March 1 and September 1 on expenditures for 
New and Expanding Industry Program. Specifies contents of report, and requires 9/1/96 report to include specified 
information for prior three fiscal years. 

H16.5/S17.5. Uniform medical history form. Directs State Board and UNC Board of Governors to adopt 
uniform student medical history form to be used for all new students enrolling after July 1, 1997. Requires 
progress report to Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. by 12/15/96. 

H16.6/S17.6. Budget realignment. Permits Dep't of Community Colleges to realign budget in accordance with 
reorganization plan adopted by State Bd. of Community Colleges. 

H16.8/S17.8. Information highway sites. Requires Education Cabinet to adopt guidelines for assuring public 
access to information highway sites at universities, community colleges, and public schools. Must report to Joint 
Legis. Education Oversight Committee about guidelines by Jan. 2, 1997. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

H17.3/S18.3. Class size in grade 2. Requires State Board of Education to allocate funds appropriated to 
reduce class size in second grade to local school units on the basis of one teacher every 23 students in second 
grade. Permits school units to use funds to reduce class size in second grade to 23 or fewer or to hire reading 
teachers within kindergarten through third grade or otherwise reduce the student-teacher ratio within kindergarten 
through third grade. Sets 1 to 26 as ratio of teachers to students for calculating maximum allowable class size for 
second grade. 

H17.8/S18.3A. Substitute teach assistant pay. Amends GS 115C-12(8) to provide that a substitute teacher 
assistant shall be paid the same as the daily salary of an entry-level teacher with an “A” certification (under current 
law, that rule applied only to teacher assistants assigned to kindergarten through third grade). 

H17.5/S18.3. Allocation of funds for school technology. Requires that appropriation be allocated to local 
school units on the basis of average daily membership. 

H17.4/S18.20. Funds to implement ABC’s of Public Education Program. Authorizes State Board to use up to 
$24.5 million in 1996-97 to provide incentive funding for schools with higher than projected levels of improvement 
in student performance, in accordance with the ABC’s of Public Education Program, if enacted. State Board may 
allocate up to $21 million of this money on per-teacher basis and up to $3.5 million on per-teacher assistant basis. 
States intent to fully fund this program for 1997-98 and subsequent years. 

H17.9/S18.27. School budgets and school improvement plans made available. Amends GS 115C-288 to 
provide that principal shall be custodian of school’s current budget and improvement plan, and shall allow parents 
and other interested persons to review and obtain copies of these documents. 

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

H18/S19. Funds from elimination of DMV positions. Provides that $135,389 from elimination of 11 positions 
in Div'n of Motor Vehicles (DMV) must be placed in a reserve and used only to support the State Titling and 
Registration System. 

H18.1/S19.1. Report on reorganization of DMV. Requires DOT to report to Joint Legislative Transportation 
Oversight Committee by Dec. 15, 1996, concerning how it will implement recommendations for restructuring DMV. 

H18.2/S19.2. Reports of Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee. Sets out requirements for 
DOT reports: (1) by Nov. 1, 1996, report on changes needed to vehicle salvage laws to minimize number of 
inspections without compromising integrity of salvage process; (2) by Oct. 1, 1996, plans for study of process for 
license modification, revocation, and suspension; use of technology in motor vehicle registration process; use of 
credit cards to increase payment options; entry of collision reports by law enforcement officers into automated 
database; (3) by Dec. 1, 1996, use of computer software to register motor carriers under International Registration 
Plan; (4) by Nov. 1, 1996, development of formula for number, location, and staffing of drivers license field offices 
and use formula to develop five-year plan for changes; (5) by Dec. 1, 1996, technical support for vehicle 
registration and drivers license data systems. 

H18.3/S19.3. DMV enforcement duties. Amends GS 20-4 to provide that primary enforcement duty of DMV is 
enforcement of vehicle weight restrictions in GS 20-118. Secondary duties are (1) enforcement of motor carrier 
safety regulations, (2) enforcement of emissions inspection program, (3) inspection of salvage vehicles, (4) 
security at rest areas, and (5) other duties set out in GS Ch. 20. Prohibits DMV from undertaking other 
enforcement duties unless law specifically directs that it do so or duty is undertaken as condition of receiving 
federal funds. 

H18.4/S19.4. Cash flow contract funding. Amends GS 136-176(d) to permit contracts to be funded for two 
bienniums following the year in which the contract is let rather than for one biennium. Amends GS 143-28.1 
(Highway Fund appropriations) to provide that in awarding highway construction and maintenance contracts 
requiring payment beyond a biennium, up to 50% of the revenues not required for other budget items may be 
anticipated for the second fiscal year of the succeeding biennium’s contract payments. Provides that up to 40% of 
the revenues not required for other budget items may be anticipated for the first year of the second succeeding 
biennium and up to 20% of such revenues may be anticipated for the second year of the second succeeding 
biennium. Requires quarterly reports on project built with funds obligated using these cash flow provisions. 

H18.5/S18.5. Appropriations. Authorizes and certifies anticipated revenues of Highway Fund for fiscal 1997- 
98 at $1,089.4 million; 1998-99 at $1,110.7 million, 1999-00 at $1,146.7 million, 2000-01 at $1,174.3 million. 
Authorizes and certifies anticipated revenues of the Highway Trust Fund for fiscal 1997-98 at $778.2 million, for 
1998-99 at $812.7 million, for 1999-00 at $839.3 million, for 2000-01 at $867.2 million. 
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H18.6/S19.6. Radio Island railroad trestle. Amends Sec. 18.28(b), Ch. 324, 1995 SL, relating to construction 
of specified trestle. Provides that completed bridge will be owned by DOT. 
DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

H19.1/S20.1. Use of facilities closed under GPAC. Directs Dep't to consult with county or municipality in 
which facility is located, or any private for-profit or nonprofit firm about possibility of converting to other use. 
Permits Dep’t to lease units to any of those entities, consistent with existing law. Permits Dep’t to consider 
conversion of medium custody units to minimum custody units if cost effective. Requires Dep't to report quarterly 
to Joint Legislative Correction Oversight Committee on conversion of units to other use. 

H 19.3/S20.3. Combining parole/probation field services and parole pre- and post-release services program 
for budgeting purposes. As title indicates. 

H19.4/ $20.4. Funding formula for community corrections funds. Eliminates authority of Dep't to make 
discretionary allocations to local criminal-justice partnership programs on initial allocations of funds, with effect of 
having all funds appropriated to be allocated on formula in GS 143B-273.15(2); any funds unclaimed or unspent 
during 1996-97 to be distributed on discretionary basis. 

H19.5/S20.6. DART aftercare funds not revert. As title indicates; funds to be used for pilot projects to provide 
aftercare for DART program participants. Effective June 30, 1996. 

H19.6/S20.7. Outpatient substance abuse funds not revert. As title indicates; funds allocated in 1994 and 
continued in 1995 for this purpose to be used for DART, joint treatment projects with DHR, or similar projects 
Effective June 30, 1996. 

H19.7/S20.8. Salary continuation for non-certified employees. Amends GS 143-166.13 to make Department's 
employees not subject to Criminal Justice Training and Standards Act eligible for salary continuation benefits if 
injured by deliberate act of inmate or one acting on behalf of inmate. . 

H19.8/S20.9. Women at Risk program report. As title indicates; report to be made by Dep’t to Governmental 
Operations commission and appropriations subcommittee chairs on Dec. 1, 1996 and May 1, 1997 on program 
effectiveness, number of clients served, number who complete program and who have probation revoked. 

H19.9/S20.10. Federal match for prison construction. Designates all construction funds for 1995-97 biennium 
as possible matching funds for federal prison construction funds. If federal funds not available, funds may be used 
for construction. 

H19.10/S20.11. Use of prison match funds appropriated in 1995. Repeals provision in 1995 budget act 
making contingent allocation of prison construction funds freed up by receipt of federal prison construction funds; 
any funds appropriated in that budget that are not spent on construction to revert to a reserve fund to be 
appropriated by 1997 legislative session. 

DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

H19A.1/S21.1. Extends Crime Control Study Comm'n. Extends reporting date for Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety Study Comm'n to convening of 1997 General Assembly. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

H20/S22.2. Drug Treatment Court Funds not revert. Authorizes AOC to not revert up to $175,000 in 1995-96 
to drug treatment court program, and use funds for nonrecurring expenses in 1996-97. Effective June 30, 1996. 

H20.1/S22.3. Annual recidivism report. Directs AOC, Dep’t of Correction, and Sentencing Comm'n to make 
annual recidivism report using same methodology employed in this year’s report and spelled out in bill. 
Appropriates $4,000 to Judicial Dep’t and authorizes Dep't of Correction to use up to $25,000 in grant funds for 
this purpose. Report due April 1 of each year. 

H20.2/S22.11. Funds for superior court reporters. States intent that funding for superior court reporters 
remain a part of the continuation budget. 

H20.8/S22.1. Assistant public defenders. Permits AOC to use up to $365,376 from funds appropriated to the 
Indigent Person’s Attorney Fee Fund in fiscal 1996-97 for salaries, benefits, and related expenses to establish up 
to 11 new assistant public defender positions. 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

H20A/S23. Authorization of fictitious license and registration plates on publicly-owned vehicles. Increases 

maximum number of license plates from 50 to 100. 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

H21.1/S24.1. Nonmedicaid reimbursement changes. Amends Sec. 21.1 of 1995-97 budget act (SL 1995, 
Ch. 324) to provide special eligibility criteria for those participating in Atypical Antipsychotic Medication Program 
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(identical rules applied to Clozaril Program in last year’s budget). Amends State/Client participation percentages to 
add 181-200% of poverty level range with 55%/45% coverage percentages (correcting error in 1995 act). 

H21.2/S24.4. Thomas S. Amends provisions regulating use of Thomas S. fund to allow use of funds to 
support services for persons included in class in adult care homes when their needs cannot be met by using 
established maximum adult care rate, and amends reporting requirements to require annual report on number of 
individuals identified as potential class members. 

H21.1A/S24.4A. Thomas S. funds. Provides that if Thomas S. funds are insufficient, Director of Budget may 
make available additional funds up to $12.8 million. 

H21.3/S34.5. Extension of Task Force to determine a minimum reimbursement rate for adult 
developmental activity programs (ADAP). As title indicates. 

H21.4/S24.6. Consolidation of John Umstead Hospital and the ADATC-Butner Operating Fund. As title 
indicates; Dep’t authorized to consolidate the two operating budgets. 

H21.4/S24.7. Collocated institutions efficiencies. Directs Dep't to create at least $100,000 per year 
operating efficiencies in support functions in collocated institutions. 

H21.67/S24.9. Area mental health program reductions. Directs Dep’t to ensure that appropriation 
reductions to area mental health authorities are applied only in programs in which federal revenues under Title IV- 
A Emergency Assistance and Medicaid revenues are expected to increase. 

H21.6B/S24.10A. Clinical social worker exemption. Amends GS 90B-10(b)(3) to extend until January 1, 
1999, exemption of persons employed for State or local governments from licensure under Social Worker 
Certification Act (now, exemption expires 1/1/97). 

H21.7/S24.11. Foster care reporting repealed. As title indicates; reports were required of counties by 
1995 budget act. 

H21.8/S24.13. Child support reserve not revert. As title indicates; reserve appropriated in 1995 budget to 
implement enforcement changes enacted in that year. 

H21.8A/S24.14. AFDC Emergency Assistance Rules Clarified. Directs Socials Services Comm'n to 
ensure that funds for cited purpose are used only in verifiable emergencies by requiring documentation of 
emergency and verification that it is a threat to children affected and was unavoidable.

If federal funds are reduced by 10% or 
more, the DEHNR shall allocate the decrease after considering effectiveness of current level of service. If federal funds are 
more than estimated, following rules are established: (1) Community Development grants are increased by same percentage; 
(2) for Maternal & Child Health, 30% of additional funds to be allocated for children with special health care needs and 70% to 
be allocated to local health departments to assist in reduction of infant mortality; (3) for Preventive Health grants, increase of 
10% or more shail be allocated in light of effectiveness of services; increase of less than 10% may be budgeted by OSBM 
within scope of grant approved by General Assembly. Requires report to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Fiscal 
Research Div’n. 

Directs Dep’t of Commerce to certify to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n when JTPA 
funds have been distributed, total amount distributed, and total amount of 8% Education Setaside funds received. 

Of funds appropriated in Community Development block grant, makes following allocations in each category: (1) up to 
$1 million for State administration; (2) up to $2,177,500 may be used for Urgent Needs & Contingency; (3) up to $2,613,000 
may be used for Community Empowerment; (4) up to $8,710,000 may be used for Economic Development; (5) not less than 
$29,178,500 shall be used for Community Revitalization; (6) up to $450,000 may be used for State Technical Assistance; (7) 
up to $871,000 may be used for Housing Development. If federal funds are reduced or increased, each allocation shall be 
adjusted accordingly. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

S7. Repairs Reserve Account changes. Amends GS 143.15.1 to change the formula for funding the Repairs and 
Renovation Account. Now the State Controller reserves the greater of one-fourth of the year-end credit balance or 3% of 
replacement value of buildings supported from General Fund. As amended, reserved amount will be 3% of replacement 
value. 

S7.1. Westem Carolina Center funds. Authorizes use of up to $339,357 from Repairs and Renovations Account for 
Phase II Retrofit to install freestanding boiler at Western Carolina Center. 

S7.2. NCCU repairs and renovations funds. Authorizes use of up to $6,500,000 from Repairs and Renovations Account 
to correct OSHA violations at NC Central Univ. 

H7. Changes to Executive Budget Act. Amends GS 143-15.2 to double the rate at which the Savings Reserve Account 
and Repairs and Renovations Account are funded. Now, these accounts are funded annually with 25% of the unreserved 
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cash basis credit balance at the end of the fiscal year until the Savings Reserve Account reaches 5% of the preceding years 
General Fund current operations appropriations and the Repairs and Renovations Account reaches 3% of the replacement @ 
value of state-owned buildings funded from the General Fund. The change funds each account with 50% of the credit balance } 
until the caps are reached. Any funds remaining after these reserves are funded will be available for capital improvements or 

other one-time expenditures. Directs that any credit balance not reserved pursuant to this section may be appropriated only 

for capital improvements and other non-recurring expenditures. Amends GS 143-15.3A to delete provision prohibiting use of 

funds in Repairs and Renovations Account unless use has been approved by act of General Assembly. 

S7.3. Changes in Execution of Budget. Amends GS 120-76 to require that Governor consult with Joint Legis. Comm'n 
on Governmental Operations before: (1) making allocations from the Contingency and Emergency Fund, (2) overexpending 
the total requirements of a program as enacted by the General Assembly, (3) reducing a program after a federal reduction in 
funding of 10% or more, (4) taking extraordinary action under Article II, section 5(e) of the Constitution, (5) or approving a new 
capital improvement project with funds not authorized by the General Assembly. Permits emergency action by Governor 
without consultation. Also requires that Governor consult with Comm'n before making allocations from the Repairs and 
Renovations Reserve Account. Makes conforming changes in other statutes in GS Ch. 143. Amends GS 116-30.1 (special 
responsibility constituent institutions in UNC system) by adding provisions requiring UNC president and staff to review annual 
financial audit reports and other audits issued by the State Auditor's Office for such institutions and to take action regarding 
reported deficiencies. Includes provisions for notifying chancellor, resolving problems within particular time frames, and 
withdrawing designation as a special responsibility constituent institution. 

H7.1. Changes in the execution of the budget. Same as Sec. 7.3 in Senate budget except omits clause permitting 
emergency action by Governor without consultation. 

H7.2. Repeal limitation on performance budgeting. Repeals SL 1995, Ch. 507, Sec. 6.5, concerning limitations on 
performance budgeting. 

H7.3. Historic properties acquisition/reporting requirement. Amends GS 121-9 to require Dep't of Cultural Resources to 
consult Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations before acquiring historic properties. Specifies information that must be 
included in the report. Amends GS 146-16 to require report to Gov. Operations of any historic properties devised on donated 
to the State. 

H7.4. Total Quality Management. Provides that for 1996-97 fiscal year only, provisions of GS 143-16.3 does not apply to 
the Total Quality Management Program administered by the Governor. 

OFFICE OF STATE TREASURER 

H7A. Forfeited reservation deposits do not escheat. Amends GS 116B-23 as title indicates. 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY e 

H8.3. Legislative confirmation of certain appointments/composition of various boards. lf the referendum on the proposed 
constitutional amendment to create a gubernatorial veto passes, subjects numerous state officials to legislative confirmation, 
and establishes a confirmation process. Requires Governor to notify the President of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, 
and the principal clerks of each house of the name of the nominee subject to confirmation no later than (1) Feb. 1 of the year 
in which the appointment is to be made for the Comm’r of Banks, (2) May 1 of the year in which the appointment is to be 
made for all other offices with fixed terms, and (3) fifteen days following the appointment of the heads of the principal 
executive departments and all other offices for which there is no fixed term. If the Governor fails to make a timely nomination, 
the General Assembly makes the nomination upon joint recommendation of the Speaker and President Pro Tempore. 

Confirmations are made by joint resolution. The General Assembly must act upon the nomination by the 45th day of the 
session or within 45 days of notification, else the nomination is deemed confirmed. Nominations made within the last 15 
legislative days of a session are not deemed confirmed but nominees may serve until the 45th day of the next session. A 
negative vote on second or third reading in either chamber defeats a nomination, and the Governor must submit a new 
nomination within 10 days. 

Persons appointed to offices with no fixed term, to a vacant office, or to be acting Governor under GS 147-12(3) may 
serve without confirmation until the General Assembly acts to defeat the nomination. Such an appointee is deemed 
confirmed if the General Assembly does not act within 45 days of the next legislative session. 

Makes the secretaries of Cultural Resources; Human Resources; Revenue; Crime Control and Public Safety; 

Correction; Environment, Health, and Natural Resources; Transportation; Administration; and Commerce subject to 
confirmation. Also made subject to confirmation are ABC Comm'n members and designation of chair, Industrial Comm'n 
members and designation of chair, Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm’n members and designation of chair, Board 
of Transportation Members, Executive Secretary-Director of the State Board of Elections, Environmental Management 
Comm'n members, Health Services Comm’n members, Coastal Resources Comm'n members, Building Code Council 
Members, the Comm’ of Motor Vehicles, and the Employment Security Comm'n chairman. 

Subjects to this confirmation procedure the Comm’r of Banks, the State Controller, members of the Utilities Comm'n, the 
Executive Director of the Utilities Comm'n, and State Personnel Comm'n members. (These offices were already subject to 
confirmation). Exempts from this procedure the members of the State Board of Education, whose confirmation must take 
place in a joint session of the General Assembly. Eliminates Senate confirmation of the Board of Agriculture, the Board of 
Trustees of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, and the Governor's appointee to the Atlantic States . 
Marine Fisheries Comm'n. : 
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Allows President Pro Tempore (now, President) of the Senate to request SBI background checks on persons to be 
appointed by or confirmed by the General Assembly. Makes numerous conforming changes. 

Makes the following changes in existing boards and commissions: (1) Eliminates terms for members of the Board of 
Transportation. (2) Eliminates provision prohibiting local government appointees to Coastal Resources Comm'n from deriving 
a significant portion of their income from development, construction, real estate, or lobbying. (3) Adds a hog farmer to the 
Board of Agriculture. (4) Adds a builder/developer to the Environmental Management Comm'n and changes “active 
experience in agriculture” slot to a person “practicing as a farmer.” (5) Reduces the Post-Release Supervision and Parole 
Comm'n from five to three members. (6) Of the two employee members on the State Personnel Comm'n, one must be a 
Republican and one a Democrat, and one must be knowledgeable in personnel but not an agency personnel officer. Of the 
two appointees of the NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs, one must be a Republican and one a Democrat. Reduces private 
industry manager slots on the Comm'n from two to one and increases public member slots from one to two, one of whom 
must be an attorney who is not a state or local employee. (7) Reduces the Zoological Park Council from 15 to 13 members 
and shifts eight of the appointments from the Governor to the General Assembly. 

$8.3. Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on Technology. Creates cited Committee of 16 members, eight each 
appointed by speaker and president pro tem. At least two Senate members and three House members must be members of 
minority party. Authorizes Committee to examine on continuing basis status of technology and State government and 
recommend to General Assembly ways to improve use of technology and information systems. Authorizes Committee to 
consult with Information Resource Management Comm'n and to review all its legislative proposals and other 
recommendations. Also authorizes consultation with Comm'n on School Technology. Requires annual report by March 1 to 
appropriations committees. 

S8.4. Appointment and term of State Controller. Effective for the term beginning July 1, 1997, amends GS 143B- 
426.37(b) to provide that the State Controller will be appointed for a four-year term by the General Assembly (now, this officer 
is appointed to a seven-year term by the Governor, subject to confirmation by the General Assembly). 

DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

$11.3. Retain histoncal publications receipts. Permits Historical Publications Section to retain receipts from publications 
sales. Such receipts shall not revert, and they must be used for reprinting the publications. 

S11.4. Dep’t to study historic significance of Princeville Cemetery and South Granville Memonal Gardens. As title 
indicates. 

$11.5. Lost Colony matching funds. Appropriates to Dep’t of Cultural Resources $1 million to a Reserve to Match 
Anticipated Federal Funds for the Lost Colony Outdoor Drama on a dollar-for-dollar basis. 

STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 

H13A. Copy machine. Provides that notwithstanding GS 143-16.3, State Board of Elections may spend $50,000 to 
purchase a copy machine. 

OFFICE OF STATE CONTROLLER 

H14.1.Conversion of State’s computer system. Directs State Controller to include in data processing charges costs of 
converting computer applications to operate properly at turn of the century. 

S14.1. Conversion of State’s computer system. |Includes provisions from Sec. 14.1 of H 52 with additions. Directs State 
Controller not to reduce SIPS charges below budgeted levels for 1996-97, and requires Controller to use any excess receipts 
for 1996-97 charges for data processing services to fund one-time capital equipment start-up requirements at community 
colleges remaining unconnected to NC Information Highway. Balance of those receipts to be held in reserve to be expended 
only for costs associated directly with converting State’s computing systems to the year 2000. Directs State Controller to 
report to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations quarterly beginning 10/1/96 on use of receipts and calculations related to 
allocations of SIPS charges used for conversion. 

DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 

H14A. Dep't of Revenue law enforcement officers. Adds new GS 105-236.1 to authorize Sec’y of Revenue to appoint 
Dep't employees to serve as revenue law-enforcement officers with subject matter jurisdiction to enforce criminal laws relating 
to tax administration and enforcement only. Makes conforming changes in GS 17C-2 and GS 143-166.13(a). Allocates 
$67,000 of Dep’t appropriation to implement this provision. 

H14A.1. Assess revenue staff requirements. Directs State Auditor and OSBM Productivity Unit to work with Dep't of 
Revenue to assess staff requirements. Requires report to appropriations subcommittees by February 1, 1997. 

$15.20. Assess revenue Staff requirements. |dentical to H14A.1, except reporting date is February 1, 1998. 

$15.1 through 15.14. Reduce state sales tax on food, reduce corporate income tax rate, and reduce excise tax on soft 
dnnks. 

S 15.17. Federal pension withholding. Appropriates $119,382 for fiscal 1996-97 for start-up costs for participation in the 
US Office of Personnel Management's voluntary program for withholding state income tax from civil service pension benefits. 

$15.18. Modify state ports tax incentive. Amends GS 105-130.41(a) to make state ports tax credit applicable to forest 
products. 

$15.19. Soft drink tax on milk drinks. Effective retroactively to 10/1/91, amends GS 105-113.46 to exempt from soft drink 
tax any bottle scft drink that contains any quantity of milk. Provides for refunds, subject to 1/1/97 application deadline. 
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$15.20. Data processing funds. Provides that $2 million of Dep’t of Revenue 1995-96 funds shall not revert but shall 
remain available to cover a deficit for 1995-96 of up to $2 million in funds available to pay SIPS costs. € 
COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

H15. Aid to students at private colleges. Raises from $550 to $600 annual aid to institutions per full-time equivalent NC 
undergraduate student enrolled at a private institution to be used for scholarships for needy NC students. Raises from $1,250 
to $3,000 the maximum grant per academic year to each full-time NC undergraduate student attending an approved 
institution. Prohibits use of funds for any student who is incarcerated in a state or federal correctional facility. Directs State 
Education Assistance Authority to document number of full-time equivalent NC undergraduate students enrolled in off- 
campus programs and State funds collected by each institution for those students. Authority is also directed to document 
number and amount of scholarships to students in off-campus programs. Directs Authority to report to Joint Legis. Comm'n on 
Gov. Operations by 3/1/96 on findings. 

$16. Aid to students at private colleges. |dentical to House except deletes prohibition against use of funds for students 
in prison. 

$16.6. Financing fire protection in student housing. Add new GS 116-44.7 through 116-44.8, exempting fraternities, 
sororities, and residence halls from water fees for supporting fire protection systems in excess of the actual cost of such 
systems. Additionally, creates a loan fund, administered by the Office of the State Treasurer, for installing fire safety 
equipment in fraternities and sororities. Loans are interest-free, secured by a mortgage or other pledge, and can be made for 
no longer than ten years. Designates $1,263,803 of funds allocated to UNC from the reserve for repairs and renovations in 
fiscal 1996-97 to add fire safety equipment at the School of Science and Math. Designates $1 million of fiscal 1996-97 
appropriation to the Office of the State Treasurer for fire safety loan program described above. 

S16.7. Report on faculty and student advisors. Requires UNC Bd. of Governors to report to Joint Legis. Education 
Oversight Committee before January 2, 1997 on each constituent institution’s implementation of recommendations for 
improving academic advising. 

S16.8. Parental savings trust fund. Adds new GS 116-209.25, which establishes parental savings trust fund to be 
administered by the State Education Assistance Authority. 

S16.10 Agnculture research funds. Designates from 1996-97 appropriations to UNC the following nonrecurring amounts: 
$1 million for turkey disease eradication, $90,000 for fish hatchery research, and $250,000 for turfgrass research. 

$16.11. Funding new enrollment policy change. Requires that UNC revise methodology to ensure sufficient support 
services funding when funds are requested for additional students. Must start in fiscal 1996-97. 

$16.13. Academic enhancement funds. Designates $17.8 million of funds appropriated to UNC to be allocated to 
institutions designated as Research University | campuses in direct proportion to the funds to be raised on each campus in 
1996-97 through tuition increases authorized under Ch. 507, sec. 15.15 of the 1995 Session Laws. 

$16.14. Incentive funding for pnvate colleges. Requires Joint Education Oversight Committee, with assistance of NC 
Ass'n of Independent Colleges and Universities, to study possible incentives for NC residents to attend private schools. Study 
must be completed by November 15, 1996. 

$16.15. Health insurance for graduate students. Permits special responsibility constituent institutions of UNC to use 
funding flexibility to provide health insurance for graduate assistants from funds carried forward to next fiscal year pursuant to 
GS 116-30.3. 

H15.6. UNC overhead receipts. Authorizes UNC constituent institutions to use overhead receipts to enhance faculty 
Salaries, increase tuition remission budgets for graduate students, and purchase health insurance for graduate assistants. 
Authorizes Board of Governors to use its portion of overhead receipts to enhance faculty salaries. 

DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

H16.7. Prison program start-up funds. Requires State Bd. of Community Colleges to use $500,000 from reserve as title 
indicates. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


H17.1. Exceptional children funds. Allocates funds for exceptional children. (1) Each school unit will receive for 
academically gifted children, $686.38 per child for 3.9% of the 1995-96 actual average daily membership. Sets total number 
of children for these funds at 45,861 for the 1996-97 school year. (2) Each school unit will receive for exceptional children 
other than academically gifted children $2,059.14 per child for the lessor of all children so identified or 12.5% of the 1995-96 
actual average daily membership. Sets total number of children for these funds at 137,449 for the 1996-97 school year. 
Provides that amounts will increase in accordance with salary increases for personnel who serve exceptional students. 

S78.1. Exceptional children funds. \dentical to House except allocation for academically gifted children is to cover 
47,038 individuals for 1996-97, which is 4% of 1995-96 actual ADM. 

H 17.2, Low-wealth counties, small school system supplemental funding. Provides that of funds appropriated to Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units, $46,483,809 for 1996-97 must be used for supplemental funds for schools in low-wealth 
counties. Requires State Board of Education to allocate and administer funds for low-wealth counties in accordance with 
Section 17.1, Ch. 507, 1995 SL, and funds for small school systems in accordance with Sec. 17.2, Ch. 505, 1995 SL. 


S 18.2. Low-wealth counties, small school system supplemental funding. \dentical to House except does not specify 
amount of 1996-97 appropriation. 
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H17.6. School resource officers. Directs the State Board of Education to modify the accounting system for State Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units so that it can account for state funds used for school resource officers in each school unit. 

H17.7. Public school teachers/iability protection. Allocates amount equal to $10 per teacher to be allocated to local 
school units to provide comprehensive general liability protection for 1996-97 school year. 

$18.4. Exemptions from computer skills test. Permits State Bd. of Education to exempt schools from test if they do not 
have adequate computer resources to teach the skills. 

$18.6. Minimum vacation leave for bus drivers. Provides that bus drivers who have been employed for at least one 
academic year, and who are not entitled to more than one day of paid vacation leave, receive one day of paid vacation leave 
in each subsequent year of employment. 

$18.7. Altemate leaming programs. Amends GS 115C-12 to require that the State Bd. of Educ. adopt guidelines for 
assigning students to alternate learning programs, provide technical support to local schools in developing such programs, 
and evaluate them. 

$18.9. School pay date flexibility pilot program. Permits State Bd. of Educ. to permit no more than four local school 
boards to experiment with setting pay dates for 10-month employees. 

$18.10. Funds for National Board for Professional Teaching Standards (NBPTS). Amends sec. 17.11, Ch. 507, 1995 
SL, to designate $936,507 of funds appropriated to Dep't of Public Instruction in fiscal 1996-97 to be used for teachers to 
participate in NBPTS programs, and $245,582 to be used as annual bonuses for teachers who receive NBPTS certification. 

$18.11. Additional educational and career opportunities for teacher assistants. Amends GS 115C-468 to provide 
preference in scholarship loan fund for prospective teachers to applicants who worked as teacher assistants for at least five 
years and then had their positions abolished. Also permits Sup’t of Public Instruction to earmark funds for two-year awards to 
applicants who have been employed for at least one year as teacher assistants to attend community college. 

$18.12. Professional teaching standards commission. Effective Sept. 1, 1996, reduces membership of NC Professional 
Teaching Standards Comm'n from eighteen to fifteen members. Governor to appoint four teachers and Senate President Pro 
Tempore and House Speaker each to appoint three teachers, as specified in bill. Comm'n to be located administratively under 
State Board of Education (now, Dep't of Public Instruction). Sets out powers and duties of comm'n, including to develop and 
recommend to State Board of Education professional standards or revisions to professional standards for NC teachers. 
Comm'n to submit annual report by Dec. 1 of each year to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee of its activities 
during preceding year, together with recommendations and findings concerning improvement of teaching profession. Adds 
new GS 115C-295.3 to require State Board of Education to establish Professional Practices Board composed of teachers, 
school administrators, and representatives of the general public. Board to: (1) develop code of ethics for teaching profession 
and develop procedures to investigate code violations; (2) investigate complaints concerning code violations; and (3) make 
recommendations to State Board of Education concerning revocation and suspension of teacher certificates as result of 
ethics violation. 

$18.14. Teacher vacation leave for adoptive parents. Amends GS 115C-302(f) (teacher vacation leave for adoptive 
parents) to delete the limit on such leave (under current law, 12 weeks). 

$18.15. Components of competency testing. Amends GS 115C-174.11(b) by deleting section designating how funds 
appropriated for remediation support for students who fail the high school competency test should be distributed. 

$18.16. Global curriculum program. Requires that appropriation for this purpose be used to identify and train master 
teachers and provide orientations and materials. 

$18.17. Teaching excellence awards. Requires State Bd. of Educ. to study ways to reward excellent teachers by linking 
salary increases to student performance. 

$18.18. School facilities guidelines. Repeals GS 143-489.3(c) which applied statewide school minimum facility 
standards to all construction, reconstruction, enlargement, and improvement of school buildings. Amends GS 115C-521(c) to 
provide that boards of education may not invest money in any new building until it has developed a plan that considers the 
facilities guidelines of the State Board of Education, has submitted the plan to the board for review and comment, and has 
reviewed its plan in light of those comments. Requires State Board of Education to establish in the Dep't of Public Instruction 
a clearinghouse for boards of education which choose to use a prototype design in school facility construction. Provides that 
State Board guidelines and standards adopted before effective date of this provision shall remain in effect as guidelines only. 

$18.19. School Facilities Task Force. Creates School Facilities Task Force under the State Board of Education to 
review existing guidelines and standards for school construction, develop a procedure for design review called for in this bill, 
and develop a proposal for the prototype design clearinghouse, ail for submission to the board by Dec. 1, 1996. Directs State 
Board to adopt (1) revised facilities guidelines, (2) revised procedures for local units to follow when submitting plans for 
review and comment, and (3) plan for establishing within DP! a central clearinghouse for prototype designs. Requires report 
to General Assembly by 4/15/97, upon which report Task Force will terminate. 

$18.21. Certified public school personnel compensation study. Requires Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations to contract with an employee benefits consulting practice or research organization to conduct a comparative 
analysis of certified public school personnel compensation in NC schools. Details requirements of study and describes a 
requests for proposals process. 

$18.22. Standards board for public school administrators. Amends GS 115C-290.5 to require that state board of 
education approve proposed exam for public school administrators; and to provide that state board may develop exam itself if 
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it twice rejects exam proposed by Standards Board. Amends GS 115C-290.7 to allow certification of person with masters 

degree who has completed, by Dec. 31, 1999, a public school administration program meeting standards set by state board é 
of education. Amends GS 115C-290.8, to exempt from Article person who, during 5 years before Jan. 1, 1998, completed an 
administrative internship as part of graduate program in school administration and obtained administrator/supervisor 

certificate. 

$18.23. School law revision commission. Creates 18-member Legislative Public School Law Revision Comm'n, 
appointed as follows: six persons (including four Senators) appointed by Senate President Pro Tempore; six persons 
(including four House members) appointed by Speaker; and six persons (including two board members) appointed by state 
board of education. Directs comm’n to review and make revisions in public school laws, with reports to Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Comm'n by Jan. 15, 1997 and April 15, 1998. 

$18.24. Education of gifted students. Makes changes designed to give local boards of education greater control and 
flexibility in identifying and serving gifted students. Drops use of term "academically gifted" students and amends GS 115C- 
GS 115C-81(b)(1) (Basic Education Program) accordingly. Amends GS 115C-109 to delete academically gifted children from 
the definition of "children with special needs," thereby relieving school boards of state requirements that were designed 
primarily for students with disabilities. Makes conforming amendments to GS 115C-110(k) and -113. Adds new Art. 9B, 
Gifted Students, to GS Ch. 115C. Describes gifted students as students who exhibit high performance capability in 
intellectual areas, specific academic fields, or in both intellectual areas and specific academic fields and who require 
differentiated educational services beyond those ordinarily provided by the regular educational program. Requires the State 
Board of Education to develop guidelines for development of local plans and provide technical assistance to local school 
units. Requires each local board of education to develop a local plan to identify and establish a procedure for providing 
appropriate educational services to each gifted student. Requires the board to include parents, the school community, 
representatives of the community, and others in plan's development. Requires plan to include: (1) screening, identification, 
and placement procedures; (2) program to be offered; (3) measurable objectives for services and evaluation method for plan 
and services; (4) professional development; (5) plan for involvement of school community, parents, representatives of the 
local community in implementation and monitoring of plan; (6) name and role description of person responsible for plan's 
implementation; (7) procedure to resolve disagreement between parents and school over identification or services; (8) other 
information the board considers necessary or appropriate. Requires local board to. submit its plan to the State Board of 
Education for review and comments that local board must consider. Permits plan to remain in effect for no more than three 
years, but permits local board to amend plan after changes are submitted to State Board. Amends funding allotments so that 
funds for gifted students are separate from funds for children with special needs. Amends GS 115C- 238.2(b) and (b1) to 
allow individual schools to use funds from funding allotment for gifted students for any purpose so long as the school é 
demonstrates it is providing appropriate services to gifted students. Change in funding allotment effective 7/1/96; remainder 
effective on ratification. 

Directs State Board to establish deadlines for local units to implement plans under GS 115C-150.7; all units must begin 
implementation by beginning of 1998-99 school year. Directs State Board to report to Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. by 
12/15/96 and 3/15/98 on implementation. 

S18.26. School pay dates repealed. Repeals variety of earlier session law provisions that made local modifications in 
school pay dates. 

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

S19.7. Unpaved secondary roads on state lands. Adds new GS 136-44.7A to require DOT to obtain permission of state 
agency before paving secondary road crossing land controlled by agency. 

S19.8. Green roads initiative. From funds available to DOT, Dep't of Correction, Div’n of Forestry DEHNR, requires 
dep'ts to begin reforestation project along highways by planting trees on 700 acres of land. DOT and DEHNR to identify 
location; Div’n of Forest Resources to provide seedlings, and Dep't of Correction to provide prisoners allocated to DOT to do 
work. Dep’ts to report on progress jointly to Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee by Dec. 31, 1996. 

$19.9. Clarify matenals that may be displayed at Welcome Centers. Amends GS 136-18(9) and -89.56 to allow display 
at Welcome Centers of materials directly relating to travel, accommodations, tourist-related activities, and attractions that 
contain advertisements for real estate. 

S19.10. Railroad dividend uses. Amends GS 136-16.6(a) to credit to Highway Fund 100% of the annual dividends 
anticipated to be received by state from ownership in NC Railroad Co. (under current law, appropriates 100% of funds 
received in prior fiscal year). 

S19.11. DOT land sales proceeds used for capital improvements. Authorizes use of $24,393 from DOT-owned land 
eae (not right-of-way property) during 1995-96 to be used to supplement appropriations for DOT capital outlays funded in 

udget. 

S19.12. Visitor centers. Requires DOT to collect data to estimate the extent and type of use the public makes of visitor 
centers on highway system. DOT must use data to develop a formula for funding these centers and must study possibility of 
local match. Prohibits approval of new visitor centers before DOT reports to General Assembly. Amends GS 20-79.7(c)(2) to 
appropriate $525,000 for 1996-97 for operating assistance for specified Visitor Centers.

DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 

H19.2. County reimbursement for holding state pnsoners when no space available in pnson system. Amends GS 148-29 
to provide, effective January 1, 1996, that state to pay county a per diem rate set by legislature for prisoners sentenced to 
state system but remaining in county custody, beginning on sixth day from end of court session in which person sentenced. 
For period Jan-June 1996, rate is $14.50 per day to be paid from any funds appropriated to Dep’t. For 1996-97 fiscal year, 
raises daily rate to $40 and allows $14.6 million of funds appropriated to Dep’t to be used for that purpose. If funds 
insufficient, operational funds other than lapsed salary may be used for additional costs. 

$20.2. County reimbursement for holding state prisoners when no space available in pnson system. Substantially similar 
to House except as follows. Reference to Central Prison are changed to State prison system and unit designated by Div’n of 
Prisons, with admission to be approved and scheduled by the Div’n of Prisons. Transportation to the Dep’t must begin within 
five days after issuance of final judgment and commitment orders for an inmate. Does not limit source of funds Dep’t may use 
to pay counties. 

H19.11. Modular housing at Watauga Correctional Center. Directs use of funds appropriated for modular housing units 
to be used at Watauga Center, and directs Dep’t not to reduce 1996-97 operating budget for that unit. 

H19.12. Audit of Div’n of Probation and Parole. Directs State Auditor to conduct performance audit of Div’n of Adult 
Probation and Parole and to report to Joint Legis. Corrections Oversight Comm. and appropriations subcommittees by March 
1, 1997. 

H19.13. Additional private prison beds. Amends GS 148-37 to raise from 1,000 to 2,000 the number of private prison 
beds in four facilities (now, two) Dep’t may contract for. Dep't may use this authority before constructing state owned facilities. 
Revises procedure to enter into contracts as follows: Dep’t must issue request for bids which must be submitted within three 
months; dep’t then has three additional months to award bid; Secretary of Correction must consult with chairs of Correction 
Oversight Committee of legislature, co-chairs of relevant appropriations subcommittees, and then have contract approved by 
Council of State after consultation with Governmental Operations Comm'n. Deletes authority to give preference to facilities to 
be shared by state and local gov’t and developed as public-private partnership. 

H19.14. Probation conditions. Amends GS 15A-1343 to add new subsection specifying special conditions for probation 
of sex offenders. Conditions include (1) must register as sex offender as required by GS 14-208.7; (2) must participate in 
rehabilitative treatment as ordered by court; (3) must not communicate with, be in presence of, or appear on premises of 
victim; (4) must not reside in household with minor child if offense involved sexual abuse of minor; (5) must not reside in 
household with minor child if offense involved physical or mental abuse of minor unless court finds it would be in minor's best 
interest for probationer to reside with child; and (6) must satisfy any other conditions imposed by court. Prohibits defendants 
subject to this subsection to be placed on unsupervised probation. Effective December 1, 1996. 

$20.12. Altematives to out-of-state housing. Requires Dep’t of Correction to investigate methods of housing inmates 
within State rather than out-of-state, including use of modular units and small units scheduled to be closed and to report 
quarterly to Joint Legislative Governmental Operations and Joint Legislative Correction Oversight committees. 

S 20.13. Harriet House funds. Provides that the funds appropriated for Harriet House may be used for operating costs, 
purchase of equipment, and rental of real property. Effective June 30, 1996. 

S20.14. Create new felony offense of assault inflicting serious bodily injury, increase punishment for sale of handguns to 
minors to Class H felony, and increase punishment for sale of controlled substances to persons under 16 or pregnant females 
to Class D felony. Incorporates S 1309, H 1243, adding GS 14-32.4 to make it a Class F felony to assault another person and 
inflict serious bodily injury. Serious bodily injury is defined as injury that creates a substantial risk of death or causes serious 
permanent disfigurement, coma, permanent or protracted condition that causes extreme pain, loss or impairment of the 
function of part of the body, or that results in prolonged hospitalization. Amends GS 14-315(a1) to increase punishment for 
sale of handgun to minor from Ciass | to Class H felony. Amends GS 90-95(e)(5) to increase punishment for selling controlled 
substance to a minor or pregnant female from Class E to Class D felony. Effective January 1, 1997. 

$20.14A. Post-release supervision penod extended; post-release supervision conditions; probation conditions. Extends 
post-release supervision period from six to nine months, except for offenses for which GS Ch. 14, Art. 27A requires 
registration (sex offender registration program), where period is extended to five years. Incorporates Sec. 19.4, H 52, with 
revised statutory subsection title. Adds new GS 15A-1368.4(b1) specifying same additional required conditions for post- 
release supervision of sex offenders and persons convicted of offenses involving physical, mental, or sexual abuse of a minor 
as are included in Sec. 19.4 for probation of such offenders, with technical modifications. Effective Dec. 1, 1996. 

S20.14B. Assault on law enforcement officer/firefighter. \dentical to H 1204, 1St edition, 1996 Regular Session, 
introduced 5/16/96. 

S20.15. Eliminate waiver of preliminary hearings in parole and post-release supervision revocation proceedings. 
Amends GS 15A-1376 and -1368.6 as title indicates. Effective on ratification. 

S20.16. Funds to house pnsoners out-of-state. Specifies that in addition to appropriations needed to fund the existing 
1,867 contracted beds in out-of-state facilities, Dep’t of Correction may use up to $10 million of funds appropriated to Dep't for 
fiscal 1996-97 to contract to house up to 500 prisoners out of state. 

DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

H19A. Highway Patrol promotional policy report. Directs Highway Patrol to report to Crime Control and Public Safety 

Study Comm'n, Appropriations Committee Chairs, and Appropriations Subcommittee on Justice and Public Safety Chairs on 
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promotional policies in three stages: by May 15, 1996 on the system adopted; by Jan. 1, 1997 on system used to rank 
troopers and supervisors and on progress in training employees in new system, by July 1, 1997 on progress in implementing 
new system. 

$21.2. Study compensation for law enforcement officers and salary continuation for residential facility employees. 
Directs Office of State Personnel to study employee classifications and pay for all sworn law enforcement officers in the state; 
the feasibility of providing salary continuation for employees who have been injured while performing duties at state-operated 
residential facilities: and issues related to civilianizing certain state law enforcement functions and positions. Office to report 
to Criminal Law Study Comm'n by Nov. 1, 1996. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

H20.3. Additional assistant district attomeys. Adds one more ass't district attorney in each district, except adds none in 
districts 19B and 20: two in districts 3B, 4, 5, 7, 8, and 12; three in district 22; and four in districts 10, 18 and 26. Effective 
January 1, 1997. 

$22. Additional assistant district attomeys. Adds one more ass't district attorney to districts 2, 3A, 3B, 4, 5, 6B, 8, 11, 12, 
13, 14, 16B, 21, 27A, and 27B; two in districts 7 and 22; three in district 10; and four in districts 18 and 26. Effective January 
1, 1997. 

H20.4. Additional district court judges. Adds additional district court judges in District 12 (Cumberland) and 16A 
(Scotland and Hoke). 

H20.6. Clerks of court compensation study. Directs AOC to study position classification and compensation system for 
clerk’s offices and make recommendations concerning changes in job classifications, qualifications, and compensation for 
assistant and deputy clerks to Appropriations Committees and their Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by March 1, 
1997. 

H20.7. No funds for grants-in-aid to NC State Bar. Prohibits use of funds appropriated to Judicial Dep't of 1996-97 to 
provide grants-in-aid to NC State Bar. 

$22.6. Make special superior court judge terms consistent. Amends GS 7A-45.1 to extend terms of two special superior 
court judges with 4-year terms ending Dec. 31, 1998 until Sept. 30, 2000. Provides that successors to those judgeships shall 
be appointed for five-year terms. Amends Ch. 769, Sec. 24.7, 1993 Session Laws to extend term of special superior court ~ 
judge holding office who was appointed or elected regular or special superior court judge in calendar 1986 until Sept. 30, 
2000. 

$22.8. Criminal case management program. Requires AOC to use $241,648 of funds appropriated to Dep't in 1996-97 
to extend case management program currently operating in Districts 12 and 13 to eight additional districts and to hire case 
management facilitators for those districts in consultation with each district’s senior resident superior court judge. 

$22.9. Additional district court judges. Adds additional district court judge in District 12 (Cumberland). Requires 
successor to be elected in the 2000 general election for a four-year term beginning on the first Monday in December, 2000. 
Effective December 15, 1996, or 15 days after approval under the Voting Rights Act. . 

S$22.9A. District court judges, districts 19B and 20. Amends Ch. 589, 1995 session laws, to allocate judgeship held by 
Judge Beale to District 20, and to provide that the effect of the session law is to add an additional district court judgeship in 
District 19B (now, says District 20). 

S22.10. Mecklenburg drug court funding. States intent for program named in title to be a recurring item within the 
continuation budget. 

$22.12. District court reporter option. Amends GS 7A-198 to allow parties to civil trial in district court to agree to share 
costs of court reporter to be selected from list provided by AOC. Allows one party to hire and pay a court reporter when other 
party refuses to share costs, but in that case, if non-paying party appeals, must reimburse the paying party in full for the costs 
incurred for the court reporter's services and transcripts. If a party chooses not to hire a court reporter because the opposing 
party refuses to share the costs and if the recording device that is used fails to provide a reasonably accurate record of the 
trial for purposes of appeal, the trial judge shall grant a motion for a new trial made by the party who had requested that the 
other party share the costs of a reporter. 

S22.13. Indigent defense funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to Judicial Dep’t in 1995-96, $1 million shall not 
revert but shall remain available to cover cost of services for indigent defense during such fiscal year. 

S22.14. Increase cnminal case fees. Amends GS 7A-304(a)(4) to increase fees for support of General Court of Justice 
in criminal cases, from $41 to $46 in district court and from $48 to $53 in superior court; effective September 1, 1996. 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

H20A.1. Repairs and renovations of Westem Justice Academy. Provides for expedited construction procedures for 
project in title, with quarterly reports to specified legislative oversight agencies. 

H20A.2 Juvenile delinquent law changes. Amends GS 7A-524 to provide that district court retains jurisdiction of juvenile 
proceedings after person reaches age 18 for sole purpose of transferring the matter to superior court when proceedings 
cannot be concluded before juvenile reaches age 18. 

S23.2. Fingerpnnt and photograph juvenile delinquents. Adds GS 7A-603, requiring juvenile to be fingerprinted and 
photographed upon adjudication as delinquent if juvenile is was least 10 years old when offense was committed and offense 
would be a Class A, B, C, D, or E felony if committed by an adult. Provides for fingerprints to be transferred to SBI for 
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placement in Automated Fingerprint Identification System; not to be included in clerk’s court record; and not to be eligible for 
expunction. Makes conforming change to GS 15A-502. Effective for offenses committed on or after October 1, 1996. 

$23.3. Establish Criminal Justice Information Network goveming board. Adds new GS Art. 69, Ch. 143, creating a 
Criminal Justice Information Network Governing Board within Office and State Budget and Management to operate the state’s 
criminal justice information network to allow sharing of criminal justice information among law enforcement agencies, the 
judicial system, and corrections. Fifteen-member board with three members appointed by Governor, one of whom is 
employee of state correction agency, one of whom is employee of Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety and one of whom 
is chosen from a list submitted by the NC Ass'n of Police Chiefs; two appointed by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, 
one of whom is a member of the general public and one chosen from list submitted by NC League of Municipalities; two 
members appointed by the Speaker of the House, one of whom is a member of the general public and one chosen from a list 
recommended by the NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs; two members appointed by the Attorney General, one of whom is an 
employee of the Attorney General and the other from a list of names submitted by the NC Sheriffs Ass'n; five members 
appointed by the Chief Justice, one of whom is an employee of the AOC, one clerk of court, two trial judges, and one district 
attorney; and one member of the Information Resource Management Comm'n appointed by the Chair of that Comm'n. 
Staggers terms of members. Sets out powers of Board including establishing and operating Network as integrated system, 
establishing uniform standards for databases, developing technical standards, identifying needs and sources of funding. 
Authorizes Board to hire executive director. Amends GS 143B-426.21 to add chair of Board to Information Resource 
Management Comm'n. Requires Board to report to appropriations committees by April 1, 1997 of progress. Provides that 
$200,000 of funds for reserve for Board be used to support operation of Board; $300,000 be used to develop data standards 
for Network; and that reserve not revert. 

DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

H21. Medicaid changes. Makes following changes in Medicaid provisions of 1995-97 Budget Act (SL 1995, Ch. 324, 
sec. 23.14): (1) for Physical Therapy and Speech Therapy, authorizes payment to any “qualified provider” (was, only to 
“Children’s Special Health Services Program qualified providers.”); (2) deletes coverage for 19, 20, and 21 year olds; (3) adds 
provision that Div’n of Medical Assistance may provide incentives to counties that successfully recover fraudulently spent 
funds by sharing State savings with those counties; (4) subject to OSBM approval, authorizes Div’n to use funds identified to 
support development and acquisition of equipment and software through contractual means to improve information systems 
that provide management information and claims processing; (5) authorizes Div’n to administer Medicaid estate recovery 
using temporary rules pending approval of final rules; and (6) authorizes DHR to adopt temporary rules when necessary to 
maximum federal funds, reduce Medicaid expenditures, and reduce fraud and abuse. 

S24. Medicaid changes. \dentical to H21 except does not delete coverage for 19, 20, and 21 year olds. 

H21.1A. Medicaid subrogation change. Amends GS 108A-57 to (1) make it clear that attomey’s fees are second priority 
after payment of court costs, (2) limit attorney’s fee to one-third of gross amount recovered, (3) provide that amount payable 
to DHR as third priority is total amount of assistance received by beneficiary (now, prorated with other claims and limited to 
one-third of recovery), and (4) make technical changes. Effective October 1, 1996. 

H21.1B. Vocational rehabilitation subrogation change. Amends GS 143-547, effective October 1, 1996, to (1) make it 
clear that attorney's fees are second priority after payment of court costs, (2) limit attorney’s fee to one third of gross amount 
recovered, and (3) make technical changes.. 

H21.2. SS//Medicaid limits. Provides that aged, blind or disabled persons who meet income and resource requirements 
for SSI don’t qualify for Medicaid unless Social Security Administration determines the person to be also eligible for Medicaid. 
Provides that persons eligible for SSI who don't receive it must be given 30 days notice to apply for SSI before losing 
Medicaid coverage. 

H21.5A. Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities and Substance Abuse Services Study Comm'n. Creates cited 
comm’'n with 14 members, 6 each appointed by Speaker and President Pro Tem (4 legislators and 2 lay members each) and 
2 members appointed by Governor. Comm'n to study systemwide issues including governance, accountability and quality of 
services delivered. Repeals legislation authorizing Mental Health Study Comm'n. 

H21.6A Carolina Alternatives expansion limits. Directs Dep't not to expand cited program until State Budget Office 
report is received by 1997 legislature. 

S24.10. Carolina Altematives expansion limits. Provides that DHR shall move forward with preparation for expanding 
Carolina Alternatives Child and Adult Waiver Pilot Program. Before actual implementation of additional covered populations, 
between January 1997 and July 1997, DHR shall (1) receive approval from Health Care Financing Admin. And (2) make 
determination that each area authority that is to participate has capacity to implement the waiver, and (3) receive 
authorization from OSBM to proceed. 

S24.14A. Clanfy authonzed additional use of HIV foster care and adoptive family funds. Amends SL 1995, Ch. 507, Sec. 
23.9 to provide that boarding payments to families of HIV-infected children apply to adoptive as well as foster children. 

$24.17. Rural Community and Migrant Health Centers’ participation in State Contract Purchasing. Amends GS 143- 
49(6) as title indicates. 

H21.8E. AFDC fraud control program/debt setoff. Directs DHR to elect optional AFDC Fraud Control Program pursuant 
to 45 CFR 235.112. Dep't to award incentive bonuses to counties, and to implement statewide automated system to track 
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DHR to use Debt Setoff statute, and to include Work First Cash Assistance Program. 

H21.12 Plan for reorganization of DHR. Allows Governmental Operations Commission, in consultation with Dep't, to use 
up to $350,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't, to contract with management consultant to propose reorganization of Dep't. 
Consultant's report to be presented by Feb. 1, 1997. 

$24.20. Independent Study/Plan for reorganization of DHR. States that General Assembly intends to reorganize DHR to 
improve service delivery. Establishes Independent Study Comm'n on Reorganization of Dep't of Human Resources, 
budgetarily based in OSBM. Directs Comm'n to study systemwide issues affecting administration and delivery of DHR 
services. Comm'n is composed of 15 members, five each appointed by speaker, president pro tempore, and governor. 
Speaker and president pro tem. will select co-chairs. The co-chairs will appoint five members of the Comm'n to serve as an 
advisory council. In partnership with this council, OSBM will contract with an independent management consultant. Provides 
that consultant will submit final report by 3/1/97, and requires Comm'n to report to General Assembly by 4/1/97. Allocates 
$500,000 of DHR appropriations for this purpose. 

S$24.21A. Study court-ordered county payment of juvenile treatment. Directs Div’n of Youth Services to study county 
payment of cost of treatment of juveniles ordered pursuant to GS 7A-647 when parents are unable to pay. Requires report to 
appropriations committees by 12/1/96. 

H21.14A. Location of Support our Students Program and Office of Economic Opportunity. Requires that Support Our 
Students remain in Div’n of Youth Services and that Office of Economic Opportunity remain in Office of Secretary. 

$24.23. Location of Support our Students Programs. Requires that Support Our Students Program remain in Div'n of 
Youth Services. Does not include direction with respect to Office of Economic Opportunity. 

H21.15. DHR position elimination specifications. Direct Dep’t to ensure that position reductions be effected as 
follows: vacant positions targeted for elimination are eliminated July 1, 1996; filled positions targeted for elimination are 
eliminated effective Oct. 1, 1996, except for Controller's office positions which are to be eliminated no later than Dec. 31, 
1996. Prohibits Dep't from eliminating any position targeted by department, but not referenced as eliminated by budget 
documents. Directs Dep’t to reduce 130.5 mental health positions in institutions in following order: Vacant, noncritical 
positions, eliminated July 1, 1996; followed by vacant critical positions eliminated on same date, and filled, noncritical 
positions to be eliminated on October 1, 1996. Prohibits Dep’t from eliminating any mental health institutionally based filled, 
critical position (with critical defined as one providing services or in direct contact with clients). 

S24.24. DHR position elimination specifications. Similar to House with following changes: (1) requires that filled 
positions targeted for elimination in Office of the Controlled be eliminated by 12/31/96; (2) adds provision that in order to 
comply with State Personnel Comm'n policy and to protect filled positions, DHR may substitute vacant positions or filled 
positions whose incumbents volunteer for discontinued service allowance for filled positions targeted for elimination; and (3) 
deletes House provision prohibiting eliminating mental health institutionally based filled, critical positions. 

H21.18. Adult care home reimbursement rate/allocation of nonfederal cost of Medicaid payments. Raises maximum 
monthly rate for residents in adult care home facilities from $844 to $874 per month, effective July 1, 1996. Allocates 
$1,299,192 for staffing grants to certain homes. Amends GS 131D-5.1 requiring adult care homes to have one aid on duty for 
every fifty residents during third or night shift. 

S24.26C. Adult care home reimbursement rate. Similar to House except deletes allocation of $1,299,192 for staffing 
grants to certain homes and does not include amendment to GS 131D-5.1 

S24.26D. Fire Protection Revolving Loan Fund. Adds new GS 122A-5.13 directing NC housing Finance Agency to 
establish an Adult Care Home, Group Home, and Nursing Home Fire Protection Fund to be a revolving fund. Fund to be 
administered under rules providing for (1) financial incentives for owners who use Fund monies to install sprinkler systems 
rather than smoke alarms; (2) maximum loan amounts of $1.75 per sq. ft. for advanced smoke detectors and digital 
communication equipment, $3.75 per sq. ft. for residential sprinkler systems, and $6 per sq. ft. for institutional sprinkler 
systems; (3) interest rates from 3% to 6% for up to 20 years for sprinkler systems and 10 years for smoke detection systems; 
(4) verification that owners obtain fire protection systems at reasonable cost; (5) acceleration of loan when statutory fire 
protection requirements not met; (6) loan approval priority criteria that consider frailty level of residents; and (7) loan 
origination and servicing fees. Transfers $1 million of DHR appropriation to this Fund. 

H21.18A. Consider pnvatizing Richmond County Boundover Detention Facility. As title indicates. 

H21.18B. Child day care subsidies. Sets maximum gross annual income for eligibility for subsidized child care services 
at 75% of State median income, adjusted for family size. Requires parents who receive subsidy to pay a share of cost of child 
care based on percent of gross family income; for families of one to three persons, 9% of income; for families of four or five 
persons, 8%, and fer families of six or more persons, 7%. Exempts from requirement to pay share parents whose children are 
receiving services under specified programs. Sets out schedule of payments for the purchase of child care services based on 
provider's regulatory status. 

S24.26E. Child day care subsidies. \dentical to House except effective date is September 1, 1996. 

S24.26F. Allocation of MH/DD/SAS expansion funds. Requires that of funds appropriated to Div’n of MH/DD/SAS for

H21.19. Smart Start. Requires DHR and NC Partnership for Children to jointly ensure that all reocmmendations 
contained in NC Smart Start Performance Audit are implemented by July 1, 1997. Requires quarterly report on 
implementation to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and report by 1/1/97 on statutory or rules changes 
needed. Modifies Smart Start Audit recommendations as follows: (1) Needs and Resources Assessments must begin with 
1997-98 fiscal year; (2) recommended administrative start-up cost allowance for local partnerships will apply only in first year 
that partnership receives direct services; (3) recommended regionalization shall be planned in a plan, including incentives for 
existing partnerships as well s new ones, that is submitted to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations by 1/1/97; (4) 
transportation study shall be completed by 1/1/97; (5) determination as to whether local partnerships’ contractors that receive 
$25,000 or more have complied with audit requirements must be made by Partnership rather than State Auditor; and (6) 
recommendation that Director of Div’n of Child Development be ex officio member of Partnership shall not be implemented. 
Allocates 1996-97 appropriations as follows: (1) for 24 existing partnerships, funding for direct services to remain at 1995-96 
levels; (2) $2,150,000 above planning level for new partnerships planned as of 1995-96; (3) $1,250,000 for planning new 
partnerships as of 1996-97; and (4) all remaining funds allocated to implement audit recommendations. 

Amends 1995 special provision to provide that a county’s allocation of State and federal child care funds to subsidize 
child care must be approved by NC Partnership rather than DHR. Authorizes Frank Porter Graham Center to use any method 
legally available to it to track children participating in the program in order to carry out ongoing evaluation of the program. 

In addition to funding levels summarized above, permits DHR to use up to $500,000 in 1996-97 for administration (now, 
$250,000); sets funding for NC Partnership at $1,700,000; and increases funding for Frank Porter Graham Child Development 
Center evaluation to $850,000. 

Abolishes the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives. 

$24.29. Smart Start. Rewrites provisions of Early Childhood Education and Development Initiative Program as follows in 
order to implement the findings of the program’s independent performance audit. Amends GS 143B-168.12(a) to require NC 
Partnership to (1) develop a comprehensive standard fiscal accountability plan, which may be develop through contract with 
outside firms, and require local partnerships to participate in the plan (2) develop a centralized accounting and contract 
management system; local partnerships must participate in the plan if (a) significant accounting deficiencies are uncovered by 
State Auditor, or (b) partnership is in first two years of operation; (3) develop a formula for allocating direct services funds to 
local partnerships, (4) adjust its allocations on the basis of local partnerships’ performance assessments; local partnerships 
rated superior to receive 10% funding increase; partnerships rated “needs improvement” to have funding cut by 10%, and (5) 
establish a local partnership advisory committee of 15 members, eight of whom are chairs of local partnerships board of 
directors and seven of whom are staff of local partnerships. Requires Partnership to report quarterly to Joint Legis. Comm'n 
on Gov. Operations and Governor on local partnerships’ work. 

Amends GS 143B-168.13(a) to require DHR to (1) develop and conduct statewide needs and resource assessment in 
1997-98 and every third year thereafter, (2) ensure that State leave policy is not applied to NC Partnership and local 
partnerships, and (3) annually update its funding formula. Amends GS 143B-168.14(a) to provide that in order to receive state 
funds, local partnership must participate in uniform, standard fiscal accountability plan and must have minimum resident 
population of 150,000 or represent a minimum of three contiguous counties. Multi-county partnerships existing as of 7/1/96 
are exempt from this requirement. Requires report to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations by 1/1/97 on progress toward 
regionalization of local partnerships, and requires all partnerships to be in compliance by 7/1/97.., 

Amends GS 143B-168.15 to specify that state support funds approved for capital projects in any two consecutive years 
may not exceed 10% of the total funds for direct services allocated to local partnership and specifies conditions under which 
local partnerships may carry over funds to next fiscal year. Requires at least 30% of direct services allocations to be used to 
expand child day care subsidies. 

Sets 1996-97 funding levels: $500,000 to DHR for administration; $1,700,000 to NC Partnership; and $850,000 for 
Frank Porter Graham Center evaluation study. Provides that funds allocated for child day care subsidies are exempt from 
matching requirements. Modifies SL 1995, Ch. 324, Sec. 23.13 to provide that county plans must be approved by NC 
Partnership for Children rather than DHR. 

Allocates $10,150,000 for 1996-97 as follows: (1) $1,400,000 increase for Mecklenburg County and 
Cumberland County partnerships for program expansion effective 1/1/97: allocated between the two as 
determined by NC Partnership; (2) $7,550,000 for new partnerships planned as of 1995-96 for program expansion, 
effective 1/1/97; and (3) $1,200,000 for planning new partnerships. 

$24.30. AFDC fraud control program/client protection. Directs DHR to immediately elect the optional AFDC Fraud 
Control Program pursuant to 45 CFR 234.112. Requires DHR to award incentive bonuses to each county for each AFDC 
fraud and Work First Cash Assistance claim recouped pursuant to the fraud control program. Directs DHR to develop 
statewide automated system to track fraud claims. Requires DHR to ensure that persons charged with AFDC fraud are not 
subjected to coercion, discrimination, or civil investigation or civil action without being properly informed of rights. 

$24.31. Food stamp felony fraud. Effective 12/1/96, amends GS 108A-53(a) to lower from $1,000 to $400 the threshold 
between misdemeanor and felony charges for food stamp fraud.

H22.3. Cattle and Livestock Exposition Funds. Unencumbered funds appropriated to Dept of Agriculture for 1994-95 for 
planning exposition center to be placed in reserve and used for land acquisition, planning, and construction of Cattle and 


Livestock Exposition Center. 





DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 

H23.3. Funds for economic development. Allocates $1,125,000 appropriation to Dep’t of Commerce as follows: (1) 
$200,000 to Land Loss Prevention Projects, Inc.; (2) $200,000 to NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc.; (3) $530,000 
to NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc.,; and (4) $225,000 to NC Minority Support Center. 

$26.2. Funds for economic development. Allocates $1,525,000 appropriation to Dep’t of Commerce as follows: (1) 
$275,000 to Land Loss Prevention Projects, Inc.; (2) $245,000 to NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc.; (3) $730,000 
to NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc.; and (4) $275,000 to NC Minority Support Center. 

H23.4. Economic development funds. Allocates $1,025,000 in Rural Economic Development Center's Economic and 
Community Development Program Reserve as follows: $675,000 for grants to community development corporations and 
related costs; $125,000 to Microenterprise Loan Program; $25,000 each to Opportunities Industrialization Center of Elizabeth 
City, Inc., and $200,000 for matching requirements for economic development in depressed areas. Deletes all other 
allocations previously made for 1996-97 in the 1995-97 budget act. 

$26.4. Economic development funds. Allocates $2,650,000 $2,650,000 in Rural Economic Development Center's 
Economic and Community Development Program Reserve as follows: $1,350,000 for grants to community development 
corporations and related costs; $250,000 to Microenterprise Loan Program; $25,000 each to Opportunities Industrialization 
Centers of Wilson, Rocky-Mount, Pitt-Greenville, and Lenoir, Greene and Jones Counties; $50,000 to Opportunities 
Industrialization Center of Elizabeth City, Inc.; and $900,000 to provide supplemental funding for matching requirements for 
economic development in economically depressed areas. Specifies that up to $100,000 of last allocation is to be used to 
address potential and actual threats to the public health resulting from wastewater system problems. Deletes all other 
allocations previously made for 1996-97. 

$26.5. Industrial Development Fund Utility Account. Places $4,000,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce for 
fiscal 1996-97 into a Utility Account within the Industrial Development Fund, to provide funds to assist the local government 
units of the 10 most severely distressed counties of the State, determined in accordance with GS 105-130.40(c) or 105- 
151.17(c), in creating jobs in manufacturing and processing, warehousing and distribution, and data processing. Dep't is to 
adopt rules to administer program; rules are to provide that the funds in the Account are to be used only for construction of or 
improvements to new or existing water, sewer, gas, or electrical utility distribution lines or equipment for existing or new or “a 
proposed industrial buildings to be used for industrial operations in the areas listed above. Specifies eligibility and reporting © 
requirements. 

S26.6. Technological Development Authonty Funds/Investment. Amends GS 96-5 to authorize State Treasurer to invest 
not more than $25,000,000 of funds in the Employment Security Comm'n Reserve Fund in securities issued by the NC 
Technological Development Authority, Inc., the proceeds for which are directed to support investment in venture capital funds. 
Treasurer is to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on Oct. 1 and 
March 1 each fiscal year on cited investments. 

S26.7. Center for Community Self-Help funds. Allocates $3,000,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 to 
cited Center to further a statewide program of lending for home ownership throughout NC. Funds will be leveraged on a 10- 
to-1 basis, generating at least $10 of nontraditional home loans for every $1 of State funds, with payments of principal 
available for further loans or loan guarantees. Specifies reporting, auditing, and other requirements. 

S26.8. Rural tourism development funds. Specifies that $200,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 are to 
be used for Rural Tourism Development Grant Program. Dep't is to establish and implement this program to provide grants to 
local governments and nonprofit organizations to encourage the development of new tourism projects and activities in rural 
areas. Projects eligible to receive funds from Dep’t’s Tourism Promotion Grant Program are not eligible for these grant funds. 

Sec'y of Commerce is to establish eligibility guidelines; no recipient or new tourism project is to receive more than $50,000 of 
these funds in fiscal 1996-97. 

S26.10. Extend State Ports Study Comm'n. Extends final reporting date to 1997 session. Effective 4/30/96. 

S26.11. Stanly County airport authority. Amends Ch. 342, 1995 session laws, to modify condemnation power given 
Stanly county airport authority, for purposes of industrial park. 

DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

S27. Agnculture cost share funds for animal operations located a river basin other than the Neuse River basin. Of funds 
appropriated for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control, earmarks $4,100,000 for 1996-97 to assist existing animal operations 
located in any river basin other than the Neuse to obtain approved animal waste management plans. Appropriation is non- 
reverting. 

H24.1.Agnculture cost share funds for animal operations located a river basin other than the Neuse River basin. Same 
as Senate except appropriation is $6,000,000. 
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$27.1. Agriculture cost share funds for animal operations located in Neuse River basin. Of funds appropriated for 
Nonpoint Source Pollution Control, earmarks $4,000,000 for 1996-97 to assist existing animal operations located in Neuse 
River basin to obtain approved animal waste management plans. Appropriation is non-reverting. 

H24.2. Agnculture cost share funds for animal operations located in Neuse River basin. Same as Senate except 
appropriation is $2 million. 

S27.2. Statewide technical assistance for animal waste management plans. Allocates $1,167,500 to enable DEHNR to 
provide technical assistance to operators in process of obtaining approved animal waste management plans. Appropriation is 
non-reverting. 

H24.3. Statewide technical assistance for animal waste management plans. Same as Senate except allocation is 
$1,367,500. 

H24.5. Wetlands Restoration Program/Wetlands Restoration and Clean Water Management Trust Fund. Adds GS 143- 
214.8 through -214.13 to establish Wetlands Restoration Program in Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources. 
The Program is to be a nonregulatory statewide wetlands restoration program that focuses on acquisition, maintenance, 
restoration, enhancement, and creation of wetland and riparian resources, including riparian buffers and greenways. The 
purposes of the program include (1) to restore wetlands functions to replace those lost through conversion to other uses, (2) 
to provide a consistent and simplified approach to address mitigation requirements associated with permits issued by the 
Corps of Engineers under 33 USC sec. 1344; (3) to streamline the permitting process and decrease the burden on applicants; 
(4) to increase ecological effectiveness of compensatory mitigation; (5) to achieve a net increase in wetlands in each major 
river basis; and (6) to foster a comprehensive approach to environmental protection. 

Directs DEHNR to develop basinwide plans for wetlands and riparian restoration in each of the 17 major river basins. 

Provides that all compensatory mitigation required by Corps of Engineers shall be coordinated by DEHNR consistently 
with the basinwide plans. Specifies the emphasis of mitigation is on replacing functions within the same river basin unless 
restoration of other areas would be more beneficial to the overall purposes of the Program. Provides that permit applicants 
may satisfy compensatory mitigation requirements by (1) paying a fee into the Wetlands Restoration Account, (2) donating 
land to the Wetlands Restoration Program or other approved public or nonprofit organization, (3) participating in a private 
wetlands restoration bank, or (4) preparing and implementing a wetlands restoration plan. Any such action must be consistent 
with the basinwide plan and must meet or exceed Corps of Engineers requirements. Directs the Environmental Management 
Comm'n to establish a standardized schedule of per-acre payments based on ecological functions and values of wetlands 
permitted to be lost and on cost of restoring or creating wetlands capable of performing same or similar functions. Ailows Sec. 
1344 permit applicants to may payments into Wetlands Restoration Account in lieu of other compensatory mitigations if this 
meets Corps of Engineers requirements. Payment may be made by monetary contribution or donation of real property. 

Establishes reporting requirements for the Program. 

Adds new GS Ch. 113, Art. 13A, creating the Wetlands Restoration and Clean Water Management Trust Fund as a 
nonreverting trust fund. The fund has two accounts: the Wetlands Restoration Account and the Clean Water Management 
Trust Account. The Fund is established to help finance the Wetlands Restoration Program and to help finance projects that 
specifically address water pollution problems and upgrading surface waters, including urban drinking water supplies. 
Authorizes use of funds from Wetlands Restoration Account for following purposes: (1) to finance the Program, (2) to acquire 
land for riparian buffers, (3) to acquire conservation easements, (4) to repair failing waste treatment systems under specified 
circumstances, (5) to improve stormwater controls and management practices, (6) to facilitate planning that targets reductions 
in surface water pollution, and (7) to restore previously degraded lands. Authorizes use of Clean Water Management Account 
for grants for purpose of protecting and enhancing water quality. Grants may be made to any State agency other than 
DEHNR, local governments, or qualified nonprofit corporations. Authorizes DEHNR to establish matching requirements for 
grants up to 20% of amount of grant. Directs DEHNR to develop grant criteria and specifies several considerations to be 
taken into account. 

Amends the Executive Budget Act to direct State Controller to reserve to the Wetlands Restoration and Clean Water 
Management Trust Fund 3% of year-end unreserved credit balance in General Fund, and directs that 50% of this amount be 
allocated to each Account within the Fund. | 

Authorizes DEHNR to enter into memorandum of agreement with Corps of Engineers with respect to compensatory 
mitigation requirements. 

Directs DEHNR to report to Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div'n by Nov. 1, 1996, and annually 
thereafter on implementation of the Program. 

S27.4. Wetlands Restoration Program Adds GS 143-214.8 through -214.13 to establish Wetlands Restoration Program 
in Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources. The Program is to be a nonregulatory statewide wetlands restoration 
program that focuses on acquisition, maintenance, restoration, enhancement, and creation of wetland and riparian resources. 
The purposes of the program include (1) to restore wetlands functions to replace those lost through conversion to other uses, 
(2) to provide a consistent and simplified approach to address mitigation requirements associated with permits issued by the 
Corps of Engineers under 33 USC sec. 1344; (3) to streamline the permitting process and decrease the burden on applicants; 
(4) to increase ecological effectiveness of compensatory mitigation; (5) to achieve a net increase in wetlands in each major 
river basis; and (6) to foster a comprehensive approach to environmental protection. 

Directs DEHNR to develop basinwide plans for wetlands and riparian restoration in each of the 17 major river basins. 
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Provides that all compensatory mitigation required by Corps of Engineers shall be coordinated by DEHNR consistently 
with the basinwide plans. Specifies the emphasis of mitigation is on replacing functions within the same river basin unless é 
restoration of other areas would be more beneficial to the overall purposes of the Program. Provides that permit applicants \ 
may satisfy compensatory mitigation requirements by (1) paying a fee into the Wetlands Restoration Account, (2) donating 
land to the Wetlands Restoration Program or other approved public or nonprofit organization, (3) participating in a private 
wetlands restoration bank, or (4) preparing and implementing a wetlands restoration plan. Any such action must be consistent 
with the basinwide plan and must meet or exceed Corps of Engineers requirements. Directs the Environmental Management 
Comm'n to establish a standardized schedule of per-acre payments based on ecological functions and values of wetlands 
permitted to be lost and on cost of restoring or creating wetlands capable of performing same or similar functions. 

Establishes Wetlands Restoration Fund as nonreverting special trust fund within DEHNR. Fund is to provide repository 
for monetary contributions and donations or dedications of interest in real property and for payments in lieu of compensatory 
mitigation. Specifies authorized methods of payment into the fund. 

Authorizes DEHNR to enter into memorandum of agreement with Corps of Engineers with respect to compensatory 
mitigation requirements. 

Of funds appropriated to DEHNR, allocates $2 million to Wetlands Restoration Fund and $500,000 for eight staff 
positions and other costs of implementing the program. 

H24.6. Study altemative animal waste technologies. Allocates $500,000 of DEHNR appropriation for contract with NCSU 
Agricultural Research Service for experimentation with and testing of alternative animal waste disposal technologies. 
Requires report by 1/1/97 to Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

H24.7. Study groundwater impacts of lagoons. Allocates $375,000 of DEHNR appropriation for contract with NCSU 
Agricultural Research Service for study of extent to which animal waste lagoons pose threat to groundwater. Requires report 
by 1/1/97 to Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

$27.7. Study groundwater impacts of lagoons. Transfers $400,000 of DEHNR appropriation to NCSU Agricultural 
Research Service for study of extent to which animal waste lagoons pose threat to groundwater. Requires report by 1/1/97 to 
Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div'n. 

S27.8. Lower Neuse River Basin Association Funds. Specifies that $2,000,000 of funds appropriated by act for fiscal 
1996-97 to cited Ass'n are to be used as grants to local government units in Neuse River Basin to assist them in fulfilling their 
obligations under the Neuse River Nutrient Sensitive Water Management Strategy plan adopted by the Environmental 
Management Comm'n; funds are contingent on such adoption by Comm'n by June 30, 1997. Requires report to 
Environmental Review Comm'n by 10/15/96 and quarterly thereafter, with copy to Fiscal Research Div'n. 

H24.8. Financial assistance to aid municipalities in Neuse River basin achieve reductions in nitrogen levels. Directs é 
DEHNR to allocate $2 million as grants to local governments in Neuse River basis for purpose of reducing nitrogen levels in 
wastewater and stormwater. Limits grants to $500,000 or 10% of cost, whichever is less. Requires DEHNR to report to 
Environmental Review Comm'n by 10/15/96 and quarterly thereafter, with copy to Fiscal Research Div’n. 

H24.9. Study of atmosphenc deposition of nitrogen in Neuse estuary. Allocates $450,000 of DEHNR appropriation for 
Dep't to contract with research institution to research and perform computer modeling to identify amount of atmospheric 
nitrogen reaching Neuse estuary. Requires report by 1/1/97 to Environment Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

S27.9. Study of atmosphenc deposition of nitrogen in Neuse estuary. Same as House except transfers $450,000 of 
Board of Governors for same purpose. 

H24.13. Study environmental impacts of abandoned lagoons/animal facilities. As title indicates appropriates for 1996-97 
$25,000 for legislative study commission. 

H24.14. Reserve for permitting and inspecting animal waste management systems. Places in reserve $484,000 to 
establish 16 positions in Div’n of Water Quality to conduct permitting, inspection, and enforcement activities for animal waste 
management systems. Funds are nonreverting. Also authorizes use of fees collected pursuant to GS 143-215.10G for this 
purpose. 

S27.14. Reserve for permitting and inspecting animal waste management systems. Places in reserve $1,850,766 to 
establish positions to conduct permitting, inspection, and enforcement activities for animal wasté management systems. 
Allocates (1) $749,473 in recurring funds and $77,000 in nonrecurring funds for 14 positions in Div’n of Soil and Water 
Conservation, and (2) $891,293 in recurring funds and $133,000 in nonrecurring funds for 18 positions in Div’n of Water 
Quality. Requires DEHNR to report to Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n by 10/15/96 and quarterly 
thereafter as to (1) number of animal waste system management systems subject to permits issued, (2) number of operations 
reviews conducted, (3) number of reinspections associated with operations reviews, (4) number of compliance inspections, 
(5) number of follow-up inspections associated with compliance, (6) average length of time for each category of review and 
inspection, and (7) number of violations and status of enforcement actions. Allows use of fees collected under GS 143- 
215.10G for these activities. 

H24.19A. Beaver damage control funds. Adds Anson, Chowan, Cumberland, Granville, Harnett, Jones, Lee, and Martin 
to the list of counties in which a beaver damage control program is to be developed, and deletes references to program as a 
“pilot.” Appropriates for 1996-97 $450,000 from General Fund to Wildlife Resources Comm'n to provide the State share 
necessary to continue the program. Requires participating counties to make a commitment of their local matching funds to 
Comm'n no later than Sept. 30 of that fiscal year. Changes reporting dates under program to 1/15/97. | 
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S27.16. Beaver damage control funds. Same as House except also adds Lenoir to list of covered counties. 

$27.18. Pilot privatization project for construction of forestry buildings. Specifies that $150,000 of funds appropriated to 
Dep't for fiscal 1996-97 are to be used for a pilot project whereby Dep't enters into a contract for construction of a forestry 
headquarters building. County in which building is to be located is responsible for all costs related to construction in excess 
of that amount. Specifies reporting requirements. 

$27.19. Forest Resources nursery program funds. Authorizes Div’n of Forest Resources to retain and use any funds 
derived from the taking of nursery acreage at Claridge State Forest Nursery near Goldsboro in Wayne County due to Highway 
70 Bypass construction. Funds are to remain in a nonreverting fund in Dep’t to be used to cover the cost of relocating 
nursery fields and seed orchards. 

$27.23. Adopt-a-Beach. Adds new GS Ch. 143, Art. 69, to establish Adopt-a-Beach Program within Dep't, to educate 
citizens and make them more aware of the need to keep the State’s coastline clean and free of trash and to generate data on 
the volume and contents of beach pollution. Dep’t is to select five improved beach accesses and two sound-side accesses 
for monthly clean-up and maintenance by organizations and businesses applying to participate in Program. Provides for 
participant recognition and program expansion, and requires annual reports by Dep't to Environmental Review Comm'n. 
Authorizes adoption of rules to implement provisions. Allocates $30,000 to implement this provision. 

S27.24. Citizens Monitoring Program. Adds new GS 143-215A requiring Dep't to establish Citizen Water Quality 
Monitoring Program to provide a way for individuals to play a role in and take personal responsibility for protecting the State’s 
water quality. Specifies program goals. Requires Dep't to allocate $400,000 in 1996-97 recurring funds to implement, cover 
operating costs, and provide three staff positions for Program. 

H24.18. Water resources development projects funds. Specifies that $8,005,000 of Dep’t’s 1996-97 appropriation is to 
be used for the following projects: (1) Jordan Lake Water Supply Repayment-$130,000; (2) Wilmington Harbor Maintenance 
Dredging-$575,000; (3) Morehead City Harbor Maintenance Dredging-$50,000; (4) Wanchese Channel Maintenance 
Dredging-$100,000; (5) Aquatic Plant Control (statewide, including Lake Gaston)-$200,000; (6) Wilmington Harbor Anchorage 
Basin Widener-$400,000; (7) Cape Fear-Northeast Cape Fear Deepening-$530,000; (8) North & Manteo Channel 
Maintenance Dredging-$400,000; (9) State-Local Projects-$380,000; (10) New Hanover County Spoil Disposal-$125,000; (11) 
Beaufort Harbor-$80,000; (12) Rollinson Channel Maintenance, Dare County-$400,000; (13) Far Creek Channel 
Maintenance, Hyde County-$280,000; (14) Currituck Sound Flow Study-$100,000; (15) Emergency Flood Control Projects 
(Section 14)-$75,000; (16) Corps of Engineers Feasibility Studies-$100,000; (17) Planning Assistance to Communities- 
$75,000; and (18) Whitaker Creek Canal dredging, $425,000, and (19) Kure Beach beach protection, $3,580,000. Allows 
Dep't to adjust allocations and to use money for other specified projects in certain cases. Funds not expended or 
encumbered revert at end of fiscal 1997-98. Specifies reporting requirements. 

$27.25. Water resources development projects funds. Same as House except appropriation is $8,705,000, and two 
additional projects are included: (1) Walter Slough dredging, $500,000 and (2) Dare County Beaches feasibility study, 
$200,000. 

S27.26. Straight pipe elimination amnesty program. Requires Dep’t to establish cited program to eliminate domestic 
sewage or wastewater discharges, both direct (straight pipes) and from overland flow of failing septic systems; focus is on 
discharges into streams proposed to be used or currently used for public water supplies. Amnesty period is to end Dec. 31, 
1997. Allocates $117,500 in recurring funds and $12,500 in nonrecurring funds from Dep’t’s appropriation for two staff 
positions and other operating costs for program. 

$27.27. Water quality protection. Amends GS 143-214.7 to require Environmental Management Comm'n to adopt rules 
to establish a matrix of minimum forested or equivalent riparian buffers to protect water quality and to restore impaired water 
quality in waters Comm'n by rule classifies as nutrient-sensitive. Specifies guidelines for matrix. Requires Comm'n to provide 
a procedure for a landowner to seek a determination on a site-specific basis concerning use of alternatives. Local 
government unit may submit a written request to Dep’t to implement and manage the riparian buffer requirements within its 
jurisdiction subject to terms Dep't provides. Allocates $25,000 of Dep’t’s appropriation to NCSU’s Sea Grant College Program 
to be used as matching funds to develop a matrix to determine appropriate buffers to protect water quality in Neuse River 
basis. Authorizes Comm'n to adopt temporary rules to implement provisions. 

S27.28. Clean Water Management Trust Fund. Adds new GS Ch. 113, Art. 13A, creating the Clean Water Management 
Trust Fund as a nonreverting trust fund. The Fund is established to help clean up or prevent surface water pollution. 
Authorizes use of funds (1) to acquire land for riparian buffers, (2) to acquire conservation easements, (3) coordinate with 
other public programs to gain maximum public benefit, (4) restore previously degraded lands, (5) repair failing waste 
treatment systems, (6) repair and eliminate failing septic tank systems, (7) improve stormwater controls and management, (8) 
facilitate planning, and (9) for operating expenses. Limits operating and administrative expenses to 2% of annual Fund 
balance as of 7/1 or $600,000, whichever is less. Authorizes DEHNR to establish matching requirements for grants up to 20% 
of amount of grant. Directs DEHNR to develop grant criteria and specifies several considerations to be taken into account. 
Establishes board of trustees for the fund and provides generally for its administration. 

Amends the Executive Budget Act to direct State Controller to reserve to the Clean Water Management Trust Fund 
6.5% of year-end unreserved credit balance in General Fund 

Directs Trustees to report to Environmental Review Comm’n and Fiscal Research Div’n by Nov. 1, 1996, and annually 
thereafter on implementation of the Program. 
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$27.29. Aboveground storage tanks inspection and monitoring. Specifies that $200,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't 
in act for fiscal 1996-97 is to be used to continue to conduct periodic inspections at major oil terminal facilities, as defined in 
GS 143-215.77, in Mecklenburg County and the equipment at these facilities to determine whether oil or any other hazardous 
substance is being discharged into the environment and to do related specified environmental monitoring. Dep't is to report 
quarterly to EMC on such inspection and monitoring activities, beginning Oct. 1, 1996. 

$27.31. Wastewater system improvement permits. Amends definition of “site plan” in GS 130A-334(13a) to specify that 
the existing and proposed property lines with dimensions must be shown. Amends GS 130A-336(a) to specify that an 
improvement permit must include the location of the proposed waste water system. Makes changes in GS 130A-335(f) and 
GS 130A-336(b) to conform to revisions of that statute made by SL 1995 (1996 Regular Session), Ch. 585. Effective on 
ratification and applies to all applications for permits filed on or after that date. 

$27.32. Environmental reports. Requires Dep't and Principal Investigators or Researchers receiving funding from the 
State to report to Environmental Review Comm'n, Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations, Scientific Advisory 
Council on Water Resources and Coastal Fisheries Management, and Fiscal Research Div’n on Jan. 1 and July 1, 1997, on 
various matters specified in provision. 

$27.33. Core Sound/Area A for Shellfish Lease Moratorium. Amends SL 1985 (1996 Regular Session), Ch. 547, Sec. 3, 
as amended by SL 1995 (1996 Regular Session), Ch. 633, Sec. 1, to add property description for new shellfish cultivation 
lease moratorium established under that section. 

S$27.34. Environmental technical corrections. As title indicates. 

$27.35. Study altemative animal waste technologies. \dentical to Sec. 24.6, H 52, except that it transfers appropriation 
to UNC rather than requiring DEHNR to use appropriation to contract with UNC. 

$27.36. Ensure legislative review of rules. Specifies that GS 150B-21.3(c), executive order exception to rule-making 
procedures, does not apply to a rule that changes the substance of 15A NCAC 13B .1627. 

$27.37. Operation of Permit Information Center. Authorizes Dep't to operate cited Center in order to improve permit 
application, guidance materials, applicant and citizen training, and other purposes. 

H24.21. Neuse River isotope study. Allocates $86,000 as matching funds for study to identify nonpoint sources of 
nitrogen in surface waters of Neuse River Basin. 

H24.22. Multi-county Water Conservation and Infrastructure District. Amends GS 158-15.1 to add Caswell, Forsyth, 
Guilford, Rockingham, Stokes, Surry, Vance, and Washington to list of covered counties, and to change method of 
apportioning expenses to formula based on percentage of land area within Roanoke River basin in NC.

Industrial Comm'n; Members Industrial Comm'n; Exec. Director Agency for Public Telecommunications; General Mgr. Ports 
Railway Comm'n; Director Museum of Art; Exec. Director Wildlife Resources Comm'n; Exec. Director NC Housing Finance 
Agency; Exec. Director NC Agricultural Finance Auth.; Director Office of Administrative Hearings; Chairman and Members 
Utilities Comm'n. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96, to all of the above except State Controller and Utilities Comm'n. 
Grants no increase to State Controller. Amends GS 62-10(h) to set salary of members of the Utilities Comm’n as same fixed 
for judges of superior court, except chairman to receive and additional $1,000. Effect is to increase Utilities Comm’n members 
from $80,381 to $91,350 and Utilities Comm’n chairman from $82,381 to $92,350. 

$28.3. Judicial Branch officials. Affects Justices of Supreme Court, Judges of Court of Appeals, superior court judges, 
district court judges, district attorneys, ass’t district attorneys, Administrative Office of the Courts, Ass’t Admin. Office of the 
Courts, and public defenders, ass’t public defenders, and all other full-time and part-time employees of Judicial Department 
except clerks of superior court and magistrates. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.2. Judicial Branch officials. Grants no increase to Justices of Supreme Court, Judges of Court of Appeals, superior 
court judges, district court judges, district attorneys, Administrative Office of the Courts, Ass’t Admin. Office of the Courts, and 
public defenders. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96, to ass’t district attorneys, ass’t public defenders, and other full-time 
and part-time employees. 

S28.4. Clerks of supenor court. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.2. Assistant and deputy clerks of supenor court. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

S28.5. Assistant and deputy clerks of supenor court. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.3. Magistrates pay plan. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

S28.6. Magistrates pay plan. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.4. General Assembly principal clerks. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

S28.7. General Assembly principal clerks. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.5. Sergeant-at-arms and reading clerks. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

S28.8. Sergeant-at-arms and reading clerks. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.6. Legislative employees. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

S28.9. Legislative employees. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 
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H25.7. Community colleges personnel. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. Specifically requires that State Board 
salary guidelines include consideration of increases based on performance. 

$28.10. Community colleges personnel. Grants 5% increase, effective 10/1/96; does not include amendment mandating 
consideration of performance-based increases. 

$28.11. Funds to reward excellence in community college teaching. Directs State Board, effective 10/1/96, to develop 
policies for distribution of 2% salary increase for teaching faculty who have demonstrated excellence in teaching. 

H25.8. UNC System-—EPA salary increases. Grants 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. Directs Board of Governors to include 
consideration of increases based on performance in adopting rules for allocation of salary increase funds. 

$28.12. UNC System--EPA salary increases. Effective 10/1/96, grants 5% increase to all UNC System EPA employees 
other than teachers in NC School of Science and Mathematics, effective 10/1/96, to be allocated according to rules adopted 
by Board of Governors. Effective 10/1/96, grants 6% increase for teaching employees of School of Science & Mathematics. 

H25.9. Most State employees. Provides that all permanent SPA employees’ salaries for 1996-97 will be adjusted 
pursuant to the Comprehensive Compensation System, by career growth recognition awards of 2% and cost-of-living 
adjustments of 2%. Salaries of employees in exempt positions are increased by 4%, effective 7/1/96. 

S28.14. Most State employees. Effective 10/1/96, provides that all permanent SPA employees’ salaries will be adjusted 
pursuant to the Comprehensive Compensation System, by career growth recognition awards of 2% and cost-of-living 
adjustments of 3%. Salaries of employees in exempt positions are increased by 5%, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.10. All State-supported personnel. [Standard administrative provision; provides for pay increases effective 7/1/96.]

Effective for the fourth payroll period in 1996-97 (i.e., beginning 10/1/96), increases 
each step in teacher salary schedule by 4% (effect is 6% pay increase). Continues supplement for certified psychologists at 
1995-96 level. Adjusts one-time bonus amounts for teachers and others at maximum of pay range so net effect is 6% pay 
increase. Provides that effective with fourth payroll period of 1996-97, speech pathologists with masters degrees employed as 
speech and language specialists will be paid on school psychologist salary schedule, and those with six-year degrees will 
receive salary supplements at same rate as psychologists. Provides that longevity and salary supplements set by 1995 
budget act shall remain in effect through third payroll period of 1996-97, except teachers and other employees will not receive 
credit for a year of service performed in 1995-96 school year until beginning of fourth payroll period of 1996-97. 

H25.12. School-based administrator salanes. Effective 7/1/96, increases each step in salary schedule by 2% (effect is 
4% pay increase except for those at maximum of pay range). Does not include provisions for one-time bonus for those at 
maximum of pay range. 

$28.17. School-based administrator salanes. Effective 10/1/96, increases each step in salary schedule by 4% (effect is 
6% pay increase except for those at maximum of pay range). Provides one-time bonuses for those at maximum of pay range. 

H25.13. School central office salanes. Provides 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

$28.18. School central office salanes. Provides 5% increase, effective 10/1/96. 

H25.14. Noncertified school employees salary increase. Provides 4% increase, effective 7/1/96. 

$28.19. Noncertified school employees salary increase. Provides 5% increase, effective 7/1/96. Authorizes transfer of 
funds from Reserve for Salary Increases, effective 10/1/96, necessary to increase minimum teacher assistant salary to grade 
54. 

H25.15. Study Comm'n on the Comprehensive Compensation System. Creates Study Comm'n on the Comprehensive 
Compensation System of nine members: three Senators appointed by President pro tem., three House members appointed 
by Speaker, and three members appointed by Governor. Speaker and President pro tem. designate co-chairs. Directs 
Comm'n to evaluate Comprehensive Compensation System and to determine a methodology for funding the pay plan for 
State employees at varying levels of appropriations to fund State pay increases. Requires final report to 1997 Session. 

$28.20. Salary adjustment fund. Provides that any remaining appropriations for salary increases not required for that 
purpose may be used to supplement Salary Adjustment Fund, to be used for the provide reclassifications of positions already 
approved by Office of State Personnel.

Operations by 2/1/97. 

H25.16. Postretirement benefits increases. Grants 4% increase in benefits to retired State employees, effective 7/1/96. 

$28.11. Postretirement benefits increases. Grants 4.4% increase in benefits to retire State employees, effective 10/1/96. 
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H25.17. Salary-related contributions. Effective 7/1/96, increases State’s contribution to Consolidated Judicial Retirement 


System to 24.43%. 
$28.23. Salary-related contnbutions. Effective 7/1/96, increases State’s contribution to Consolidated Judicial Retirement 


System to 24.58%. 

$28.25. State employee health benefit plan/skilled nursing facility benefits. Amends GS 135-40.6(3) to specify that plan 
will pay benefits in a skilled nursing facility licensed under applicable State laws, even if facility does not qualify for delivery of 
services covered by Medicare benefits. For such facilities, neither the plan nor any of its members is to be billed or held liable 
by such facilities for charges that otherwise would be covered by Medicare. 

S28.26. State employee health benefit plan/acupuncture coverage. Provides benefits, subject to deductible and 
coinsurance, for acupuncture. Covers allowable charges up to $500 per covered individual per fiscal year for practice of 
acupuncture when performed by a doctor of medicine or an acupuncturist licensed or certified in the state in which the 
acupuncturist practices. Effective Oct. 1, 1996; expires Sept. 30, 1998. Executive Administrator of medical plan is to report 
the financial impact of this provision on plan to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations at the end of March 
1997 and at the end of May 1997. 

S28.27. Redefine service for purposes of longevity pay for public defenders. Defines service to include service as a 
public defender, assistant public defender, justice or judge of the General Court of Justice, or clerk of superior court (was, as 


public defender). 
S28.28. Mecklenburg law officers emergency and pension fund change. Amends 1931 Public-Local Act for 
Mecklenburg County to increase maximum death benefit to $10,000, and maximum scholarship to $2,500 per child.

APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1995. Modifies appropriations for 1996-97 from General Fund to Department of 
Public Education as follows: (1) increases appropriations by $54,051,018 to pay for projected increases in average 
daily membership; (2) reduces appropriations by ($21,312,465) to reflect adjustment in average salaries as of 
12/1/95; and (3) increases appropriations by $18,442,095 to reduce class size in grade 2 from 1:26 to 1:23.

S 6. 1996 TAX REFORM ACT. Intro. 7/9/96. House action amends ‘st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 18. TAX REDUCTION ACT OF 1996. 
The following summary identifies the differences between the House and Senate versions of this bill, which is now 
in conference. 

[House] State sales tax. Sets state sales tax on food at 3% for 1997 calendar year, 2% for 1998 calendar 
year, and 1% for 1999 calendar year. No state sales tax on food beginning Jan. 1, 2000. Does not affect local 
sales tax. 

[House] Corporation income tax. Reduces corporate income tax from 7.75% (current law) to 7.5% for 1997, 
7.25% for 1998, 7% for 1999, and 6.75% for income years beginning after 1999. Amends GS 115C-546.1 to 
adjust proportion of revenues credited to Public School Building Capital Fund. 

[House] /nvestment tax credit; research and development tax credit. Establishes investment and research tax 
credits to be claimed against franchise or income tax, up to 50% of tax owed minus other credits. Dep't of 
Revenue must report to Legislative Research Comm'n and Fiscal Research Division of General Assembly 
annually with respect to number of taxpayers claiming investment and research tax credits, cost of business 
property for which credit was claimed, and total cost to General Fund of these tax credits. 

Taxpayer who has purchased business property that is placed in service in North Carolina may claim 
investment tax credit equal to 7.75% of cost of property. Maximum tax credit for property placed in service in a 
given taxable year is $11,625. Tax credit must be taken in five equal annual installments beginning with taxable 
year in which property is placed in service. Credit expires if property is sold or moved out of state during that time. 
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Taxpayer who claims federal income tax credit under sec. 41 of Internal Revenue Code for increasing 
research activities is allowed research and development tax credit equal to 5% of state’s apportioned share of ¢ 
taxpayer's expenditures for increasing research activities. Research tax credit is allowed only if taxpayer engages 
in manufacturing or processing, warehousing or distributing, or data processing, and the research and 
development for which a credit is claimed is carried out as part of that business. In order to claim research tax 
credit, jobs at location with respect to which taxpayer claims credit must pay an average weekly wage that is at 
least 10% above the average weekly wage paid in the county in which the jobs are located. 

Tax credits are effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1996, with respect to research and 
development expenditures and property placed in service on or after August 1, 1996. These credits are repealed 
as of January 1, 2002. 

[Senate] Quality jobs and business expansion tax credit. Adds new Art. 3A, Tax Incentives for New and 
Expanding Businesses, to GS Ch. 105. Allows credit for creation of new full-time jobs, investments in new 
machinery and equipment, research and development, and worker training. 

Sets out type of businesses eligible for credit (manufacturing or processing, warehousing or distributing, or 
data processing). Sets wage standard for jobs that are eligible to be counted for credit for creating jobs or worker 
training (average weekly wage must be at least 10% above the average weekly wage paid in county, excluding 
positions that pay over $100,000 a year). Provides that credits are allowed against franchise tax levied in Art. 3, 
GS Ch 105 or income taxes levied in Art. 4, GS Ch. 105. Requires taxpayer to make binding election. Sets cap 
for credit at 50% of tax against which credits are claimed, reduced by all other credits allowed against that tax, 
except tax payments made by or on behalf of taxpayer. 

Provides that a taxpayer that has five or more employees for at least 40 weeks during the taxable year may 
qualify for a credit by creating new full-time jobs with the taxpayer's business. Sets level of credit per employee 
based on the distress tier, as defined in act, of the area in which the position is located. Credits range from 
$20,000 in distress tier one to $300 in distress tier five. Provides that credit must be taken in equal installments 
over the four years following the taxable year in which the additional employee was hired and only if employer 
continues to employ increased number of full-time employees. Provides that jobs transferred from one area in 
state to another area are not new jobs, but allows tax credit to be figured at higher rate if new job transfers to y, 
higher distress tier. Requires taxpayer to prove eligibility for credit with appropriate records. Requires Sec’y of é 
Commerce to notify taxpayer in writing if Sec’y determines that taxpayer does not meet eligibility requirements for 
the credit. Provides that taxpayer who signs letter of commitment with Dep't of Commerce to create at least twenty 
new full-time jobs in a specific area within two years of letter qualifies for credit based on that year’s distress tiers 
even if employees are not hired that year. 

Allows taxpayer that has purchased new machinery and equipment and places it in service during the taxable 
year a credit equal to a percentage of the excess of the eligible investment, as defined in act, amount over the 
applicable threshold amount, as set in act. Sets percentage rate at 10% in distress tier one and at 7% in other 
areas. Provides that credit be taken in equal installments over the seven years following the taxable year in which 
equipment is placed in service. Provides that credit expires if machinery and equipment are sold or moved out of 
State. If equipment is moved to a higher-number distress area, credits remaining are allowed at rate for new area. 

Allows taxpayer who claims a federal income tax credit under sec. 41 of the Code for increasing research 
activities a credit equal to 5% of the state’s apportioned share of the taxpayer's expenditures for increasing 
research activities, as defined in act. 

Allows a taxpayer that provides worker training for nine or more of its eligible employees a credit of 50% of its 
eligible expenses for training. Provides that credit for positions in tier one distress area may not exceed $1,000 
and may not exceed $500 positions in other areas. Sets requirements for training to be eligible for credit including 
certification from Dep't of Community Colleges that training would be eligible for expenditure or reimbursement 
under Dep't of Community Colleges New and Expanding Industry Program. Recodifies both GS 105-130.40 and 
GS 105.17 as 105-129.8. 

Effective August 1, 1996, amends GS 143B-437A, which creates the Industrial Development Fund in the 
Dep't of Commerce. Fund assists local government units in the most economically distressed counties in creating 
jobs in certain industries. Provides for use of funds for equipment for manufacturing or processing and 
construction or repairs for existing and new industrial buildings for manufacturing or processing operations. 

Raises limits for funds used for projects that directly result in creation of new jobs to a rate of $4,000 per new job 
up to a maximum of $400,000 per project. Provides that local match is not required if project is located in a (4 
distress tier one area. Creates within the Fund a Utility Account to provide funds to assist the local government d ) 
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units of tier one distress areas in creating jobs in manufacturing and processing, warehousing and distribution, and 
data processing. Allows use of funds for new or existing utility distribution lines or equipment for new or proposed 
industrial buildings. To be eligible, utility lines or facilities must be located on the site or the building or directly 
related to the operation of the specific industrial activity. Provides that there is no maximum funding amount per 
new job or per project. Requires Dep't of Commerce to adopt rules for administration of program. 

Effective August 1, 1996, adds new GS 143B-437D requiring the Dep’t of Commerce to adopt guidelines for 
awarding Community Development Block Grants for economic development to ensure that no local match is 
required for projects in distress tier one areas and that projects in these area receive priority consideration for 
grants. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 105-241.1(e), GS 153A-376(f), GS 160A-456(e1) 

Credit for worker training effective for tax years beginning or after January 1, 1997 and training expenditures 
made on or after March 1, 1997. Other credits effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996, with 
respect to jobs created on or after August 1, 1996 and new machinery and equipment placed in service on or after 
August 1, 1996. All of these new credits repealed as of Jan. 1, 2002. 

[House] Soft drink tax. Reduces excise tax on bottled soft drinks from % cent per bottle to % cent (7/1/97) and 
then to % cent (7/1/98). Makes similar reductions in per-ounce excise tax on dry base products. Reduces excise 
tax on liquid base products from 75 cents per gallon to 50 cents (7/1/98) and then to 25 cents (7/1/98). Repeals 
Art. 2B of Ch. 105 of General Statutes (soft drink tax) effective July 1, 1999. Requires Sec’y of Revenue to retain 
from collections under Art. 2 of Ch. 105 of General Statutes (license tax) the cost of refunding taxes levied in Art. 
2B of GS 105. 

[House] Sales tax on farm and industry fuel. Effective August 1, 1996, reduces from 3% to 2.67% State sales 
tax on sales of electricity and piped natural gas (a) to farmers used for farm purposes, (b) to manufacturing 
industries and plants for use in connection with operation of industry or plant, and (c) to commercial laundries and 
pressing and dry-cleaning establishments for use in such businesses. 

[House] Bundled transactions sales tax and free items sales tax. Effective first day of third of third month 
following ratification, adds GS 105-164.12B to establish rules for saies tax on bundled transactions. Defines 
bundled transaction as one in which seller transfers an item of tangible personal property to a consumer on 
condition that (1) consumer will agree to purchase services on a continuing basis for at least six months, (2) 
purchaser agrees to pay a cancellation fee if contract is canceled before a minimum period, and (3) seller does not 
charge consumer for item transferred or charges a price below cost for the item. Provides that sale occurs if seller 
transfers item as part of bundled transaction and sales price is presumed to be retail price at which item would sell 
if no services agreement were involved. Allows part of sales price to be paid by consumer at time of transfer and 
remainder as part of price for services. Sales tax is due on part of sales price paid by consumer at time of transfer. 
Provides that no additional sales tax is imposed at time of transfer if services are subject to services taxes (defined 
as combination of franchise tax, State sales tax, or local sales tax levied on sale of or gross receipts from 
services) at combined rate equal to or greater than combined State and local general sales tax rate. However, if 
consumer cancels services contract before expiration of minimum period, sales tax is imposed on cancellation fee. 
If services not taxed at rate equal to sales tax, then tax due at time of transfer on remainder of sales price not paid 
at that time. 

Effective first day of third of third month following ratification, amends GS 105-164.3(15) to provide that if a 
retailer in the business of selling prepared food and drink for immediate or on-premises consumption also gives 
prepared food and drink to customers or employees free of charge, the free items are considered sold along with 
the property sold. Makes same provision for items of inventory given to customer free of charge on condition that 
customer purchase similar or related property. In all other cases, property given away or used by retailer or 
wholesale merchant is not considered sold, whether or not merchant recovers its cost from sales of other property. 
Defines prepared food and drink as items to which retailer has added value or has altered original state in order to 
make available for immediate consumption. 

[Senate] Bundled transaction sales tax. Same as House as to bundled transaction sales tax, except effective 
date is “earliest date practicable,” which is considered to:be first day of third month following ratification. Does not 
include provisions concerning sales tax on donated items. 

[House] /nheritance and gift taxes. Phases out State inheritance tax as follows: 1997, 20% reduction; 1998, 
40% reduction; 1999, 60% reduction; 2000, 80%; 2001 and thereafter, 100% reduction. Amends GS 105-3 and 
105-188 to exempt from inheritance and gift taxes property transferred to spouse when transfer is exempt from 
federal estate and gift tax as a qualified terminable interest. Amends GS 105-2 to provide that upon death of 
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spouse who had qualifying life income interest in terminable interest property whose previous transfer was exempt 
from inheritance and gift tax, qualified terminable interest previously exempt is considered to pass from spouse to 
person entitled to the remainder. Qualified terminable interest provisions are effective January 1, 1997. Effective 
August 1, 1996, amends GS 105-9 to provide that inheritance tax deductions for administration costs apply to 
costs not claimed as deduction on federal return. Effective August 1, 1996, adds GS 105-23.1 to provide that 
personal representative who elects to make installment payments of federal estate tax may also make installment 
payments of state inheritance tax. 

Effective January 1, 2001, repeals State inheritance tax statutes and enacts new GS Ch. 105, Art. 1A, “Estate 
Taxes.” Imposes an estate tax on the estate of a decedent when a federal estate tax.is imposed on the estate 
under section 2001 of the federal Internal Revenue Code (Code) and the decedent was either a resident of NC at 
death, owned real property or tangible personal property located in State, or owned intangible personal property 
with a tax situs in State. Amount of tax is the maximum credit for state death taxes allowed under section 2011 of 
Code. Provides generally for administration of the tax similarly to federal estate tax. 

[House] Severance pay excluded from income tax. Effective for tax years on or after January 1, 1996, 
excludes from taxable income for State personal income tax purposes severance wages paid as result of closure 
of a manufacturing or processing plant, not to exceed $35,000 for the tax year. 

[House] Expand homestead exemption. Effective for 1996 property taxes, increases the maximum amount of 
taxable value of residential property that can be excluded from property taxes for eligible low-income elderly and 
disabled individuals to $20,000. Effective for 1997 property taxes, the income cap increases to $20,000. Amends 
GS 105-277.1A to provide for annual reimbursement to counties and cities of the amount of revenue lost in 1996 
due to increasing the amount of value excluded, to which will be added the revenue lost in 1997 due to increasing 
the income cap. Sets special application deadline of October 1, 1996, for the 1996 tax year (normally, the deadline 
is April 15). 

[Senate] Expand homestead exemption. Effective for 1996 property taxes, increases the maximum amount of 
taxable value that can be excluded $20,000. Effective for 1997 property taxes, increases the income cap 
increases to $15,000. Does not include provisions increasing reimbursement to local taxing units. Special 
application deadline is the same. 

[House] /ncentives to increase charitable giving. Effective on ratification, amends GS 105-164.13 to exempt 0 
from sales and use tax tangible personal property that is manufactured or purchased for resale by a wholesale % 
merchant or retailer and then donated to a nonprofit organization, contributions to which are deductible as 
charitable contributions under the federal income tax. Repeals existing deductions for food and drugs as they are 
subsumed by this provision. . 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1997, amends GS 105-130.9 to increase the cap on 
corporate income tax deductions for charitable contributions from 5% to 10% of North Carolina taxable income. 

Provides that if a corporation exceeds the cap it may carry the deduction forward for five tax years. 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1997, adds new GS 105-151.26 to provide a tax credit 
for persons who do not itemize deductions on federal income a tax credit equal to 7% of charitable contributions 
that exceed 2% of the taxpayer's adjusted gross income. 

[Senate] Modify franchise tax. Effective January 1, 1997, amends GS 105-122(d) to provide that in computing 
‘total actual investment in tangible property” for franchise tax purposes, one-fourth of investment in inventories 
shall be deductible.

minimum wage;(5) impact of Supreme Court’s decision in Craven County School Board v. Boyles; (6) allowing 
property tax refunds for overpayments due to appraisal errors; (7) block grant awards by Small Cities Community 
Block Grant Program [S1287/H1365 1996 Regular Session]; (8) role of NC in global affairs [S1471, 1996 Reg. 
Sess. ]. 

Certified Public School Personnel Comm'n. Directs Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations to contract with 
qualified employee benefits consulting practice or research organization to conduct analysis of certified public 
school personne! compensation in NC school systems.

Conference report modifies 1st edition to reconcile matters 
in controversy. 

Replaces original bill with “AN ACT TO REDUCE TAXES FOR THE CITIZENS OF NORTH CAROLINA AND 
TO PROVIDE: INCENTIVES FOR HIGH QUALITY JOBS AND BUSINESS EXPANSION IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

Sales tax. Effective January 1, 1997, reduces State sales tax on food from 4% to 3%. Does not affect local 
sales taxes. Does not make further reductions in future years. 

Corporate income tax. Reduces corporate income tax from 7.75% (current law) to 7.5% for 1997, 7.25% for 
1998, 7% for 1999, and 6.9% for income years beginning after 1999. Amends GS 115C-546.1 to adjust proportion 
of revenues credited to Public School Building Capital Fund. 

Quality jobs and business expansion tax credits. Incorporates all of Part | of the Senate version with 
amendments and adds a new business tax credit. Effective dates remain unchanged. 

Credits for job creation, research and development, worker training, and investment in machinery and 
equipment. Substantially the same as the Senate version except as follows: (1) makes the credit for investment in 
machinery and equipment available with respect to any machinery and equipment capitalized by the taxpayer for 
tax purposes under the Internal Revenue Code (Senate version applied only to new machinery and equipment the

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amount of credit for creating jobs to $12,5000 in Tier One (Senate version was $20,000) and $500 in Tier Five 

(Senate version was $300); and (5) changes amount of credit for investing in machinery and equipment to a flat 

7% of eligible investment amount over the threshold (Senate version was 10% in Tier One areas, 7% in all other t 
areas). 

Industrial Development Fund. Same as Senate version, except adds new GS 143B-437D to require Dep't of 
Commerce to review Economic Development Board’s annual report to evaluate progress of development in each 
economic region defined in the Board’s comprehensive plan. In recruitment and development work, directs Dep't 
to strive for balance and equity among the economic regions and to use best efforts to locate new industries in 
less developed areas of the State. 

Business tax credit. Adds new GS 105-129.15 to provide an income tax credit equal to 4.5% of the cost of 
business personal property purchased and placed in service in NC during the taxable year, other than luxury 
automobiles or watercraft used principally for entertainment and pleasure outings for which no admission is 
charged. Maximum credit for investment in any one year is $4,500. Credit must be taken in five equal installments, 
beginning with year in which placed in service. Credit expires if the property is sold or moved out of state. 
Taxpayer may not claim this credit and also the credit for investing in machinery and equipment in economically 
distressed areas summarized above. Credit may be claimed against either income or franchise tax, as taxpayer 
may choose. Credit may not exceed 50% of the tax, reduced by all other credits other than payments. Effective for 
tax years on or after Jan. 1, 1996 for property placed in service after Aug. 1, 1996. Requires Dep’t of Revenue to 
report to Legislative Research Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div'n by May 1 of each year as to number of 
taxpayers claiming this credit, cost of business property with respect to which credits are claimed, and total cost to 
General Fund of the credits. 

Soft drink tax. Incorporates provisions as contained in House version. 

Bundled transaction sales tax. Incorporates provisions as contained in Senate version.

S 41. NONPARTISAN SUPERIOR CT. ELECTIONS. Intro. 7/15/96. Senate committee substitute, as amended, 
replaces 1st edition with AV ACT TO PROVIDE FOR PARTISAN ELECTION OF SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES IN 
THEIR DISTRICTS IN 1996 AND NONPARTISAN ELECTION IN THEIR DISTRICTS THEREAFTER AND 
CONCERNING VACANCIES IN SUPERIOR COURT JUDGESHIPS. 

Partisan election within districts. Effective upon ratification and applicable to 1996 elections, adds GS 7A-41.2 
to provide that candidates for superior court judge will be both nominated and elected by district (now, statutes 
provide for nomination by district and statewide election). Makes conforming changes in election laws. This part is 
effective only if both this part and the next part concerning nonpartisan elections are approved pursuant to Section 
5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, except that 1994 elections which were conducted under this method pursuant 
to court order are validated and confirmed. [Substantially identical to H 195, 1996 Regular Session. ] 

Nonpartisan elections. Effective for 1998 elections and thereafter, adds new Art. 25 to GS Ch. 163 to provide 
for the nonpartisan nomination and election of superior court judges by district. Nonpartisan primary to be held to 
narrow field of candidates to two candidates for each position to be filled, if there are more than two candidates for 
a single office or the number of candidates for a group of offices exceeds twice the number of positions to be filled. 
Those candidates receiving the highest number of votes, equal to twice the number of positions to be filled, shall 
be declared nominated. Election results determined by plurality. Provides form of notice of candidacy, designates 
time for filing, and requires filing fee equal to 1% of the annual salary of office sought. If candidate does before the 
election, the filing fee may be refunded. In lieu of payment of filing fee, petition signed by 10% of registered voters 
of election area may be filed. Requires chairman or supervisor of board of elections of candidate’s county to certify 
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that candidate is a registered voter. Primary to be held on same date as established for primary elections under 
GS 163-1(b) and, except as provided under new Article 25, conduct of elections to be governed by Subchapter VI 
of GS Chapter 163. Makes conforming changes to numerous other sections of GS Chapter 163. [This part is 
identical to S 41, 1° edition, except adds provision concerning refund of filing fee upon death of candidate. ] 

Superior court vacancies. Part 3 amends GS 163-9 to provide that a person appointed to fill a vacancy in the 
office of superior court judge will serve until the next general election held more than 60 days after the vacancy 
occurs, at which time an election will be held to fill the unexpired term, except in two instances: (1) when there is 
only one resident judge, or (2) when no county within the district is subject to section 5 of the Voting Rights Act. In 
these two instances, the election will be for a full eight-year term. Makes conforming amendment to GS 163- 
156(c). [This part is identical to S 550, 2" edition, 1996 Regular Session, with addition of amendment to GS 163- 
156.] 


S 46. 1996 STUDIES. Intro. 7/26/96. House committee substitute, as amended, replaces 1st edition. Makes 
indicated changes in Senate version. 

Legislative Research Comm'n studies. Deletes the following studies: (1) alternatives for providing dedicated 
sources of revenue for affordable housing (S 10); (2) welfare reform (substitutes independent study, digested 
below); and (3) NC role in global affairs (S 1471). Adds following studies: (1) State’s role in responding to 
federally-deciared disasters; (2) civil liability issues arising from county departments of social services; (3) issues 
of education and placement in training schools; and (4) public cooperation with the nonprofit sector (H 1167).

Criminal Procedure Study Comm'n. Provides for co-chairs to be appointed by Speaker and President pro 
tem. (was, chair appointed by Chief Justice). 

DEHNR Study. Authorizes study to be undertaken by Environmental Review Comm’n. Deletes provisions 
creating free-standing study comm’n and deletes allocation of $25,000 from General Assembly appropriation for 
the study. 

Dep't of Cultural Resources to study Princeville Cemetery and South Granville Memorial Gardens. Deleted. 

Legislative Public School Laws Revision Comm'n. Deleted. 

Industrial Comm’n salary levels study. Adds requirement that State Auditor submit copy of report to 
Legislative Library. 

Medicaid Task Force continued. Adds provision that Task Force shall terminate upon filing final report. 

State Employee Personnel Compensation Study Comm'n. Creates cited Comm'n of 10 members: five 
appointed by President pro tem. and five by Speaker. At least three of each officer's appointees must be 
legislators. Appointing authorities designate co-chairs. Directs Comm'n to study (1) salary inequities within ranges; 
(2) private sector pay vs. public sector pay; (3) longevity; (4) benefits; (5) hiring rates, i.e., employees hired above 
range; (6) other state's compensation packages; (7) factors affecting salaries and benefits; (8) effect of across-the- 
board pay increases; and (9) means of determining State employee pay increases based on predetermined 
amount in lieu of appropriating monies left available at the end of the budget process. Requires final report to 1997 
session. Authorizes Legislative Services Comm'n to allocate funds for the study. 

Rail safety inspection services. Requires report to be submitted also to Legislative Library. 

Abolish Health Care Reform Comm'n. Abolishes cited Comm'n. Provides that any unencumbered and 
unexpended funds appropriated to the Comm'n for 1995-96 and 1996-97 shall revert to General Fund. 

Welfare Reform. Revises the charge of the Legislative Study Comm'n on Welfare Reform to include (1) 
feasibility of having public assistance appropriations and expenditures based on program/performance goals; (2) 
consideration of consequences if program or agency fails to attain benchmarks or goals; (3) feasibility of allowing 
counties to administer their own programs rather than those devised by the State and what core services, if any, 
should be part of all programs; (4) feasibility of using public assistance funds to purchase services through private 
and public nonprofit organizations. Directs that special attention be given to (1) capacity of nonprofit organizations 
to provide needed services and meet benchmarks and goals; (2) best way to assure accountability; (3) 
identification of reasonable per-unit cost for administering and delivering specified services. Directs Comm'n to 
submit final report to 1997 session, upon which the Comm'n will terminate unless reauthorized. 


Aging Commission study. Directs Aging Study Comm'n to study adult care home grading and to report to 
1997 session.

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HOUSE BILLS 


H 30. REFUND FEDERAL RETIREES. Intro. 7/10/96. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
two major changes in the House version and adds funding provisions. Provides that the credit must be taken in 
equal installments over first three taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1996 (was, four years beginning 
January 1, 1997). Adds provision for partial refund alternative if 1996 tax is less than 5% of net pension tax for 
which credit is allowed. Partial refund allowed is lesser of 85% of net pension tax or a reduced amount determined 
by Sec’y of Revenue if total of refunds claimed exceeds $25,000,000. Deletes provision that would have allowed 
Surviving spouse to claim the credit in the name of deceased taxpayer, but retains provision allowing a deceased 
taxpayer's personal representative to claim the refund or credit in deceased taxpayer’s name. Earmarks 
$26,200,000 of 1995-96 unreserved credit balance to fund the bill. Of this total, $25 million is allocated for the 
partial refund alternative and $1.2 million for administration. States that these funds come from excess 1995-96 
General Fund revenues over prior estimates used in calculating General Fund revenue availability and therefore 
were not included in earlier budget reform statements for 1996-97.
